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CHAPTER  I. 


Sketches  of  Thustees. 

HIRAM  ATKINS. 

Hiram  Atkins,  son  of  John  S.  and  Margaret  (Smith)  Atkins,  was 
bom  in  Esopus,  N.  Y.,  December  22,  1831,  and  <lied  in  Montpelier,  Vt., 
October  1, 1892. 

In  1834,  his  parents  removc-d  to  Poughkeeiwie,  N.  Y.  In  184."),  he  entere<l 
the  office  of  the  Poughkeepsie  Eagle  as  an  apprentice,  and  in  1849,  the  em))loy 
of  the  Kingston,  New  York  Journal.  He  located  in  North  Bennington,  Vt., 
in  1853  and  begun  the  publication  of  the  Battle  Ground’,  but  this  venture  not 
proving  successful,  he  in  a short  time  removed  to  Bellows  Falls,  Vt.,  where 
he  was  given  charge  of  the  Argus.  In  February,  1863,  he  locate<l  in  Mont- 
pelier, Vt.,  and  purchased  the  Patriot,  mi’rging  the  A rjus  with  it,  under  the  title 
of  the  Argus  and  Patriot,  of  which  paper,  he  continued  as  publisher  and  eelitor 
until  his  death. 

He  was  a prominent  Democrat  and  held  several  offices;  wjis  deputy  post- 
master of  Bellows  Falls,  Vt.,  1853-57,  and  postmaster,  1857-61;  was  .sui>erin- 
tendent  of  construction  of  the  government  building  at  Montis-lier,  1885-89; 
served  as  one  of  the  four  World's  Fair  Commi.ssioners  from  Vermont  at  the 
World's  Columbian  Exposition.  He  attended  every  NatiomU  Democratic 
Convention  (excepting  one)  from  185t5  to  1892.  In  1888,  he  was  a delegate 
from  Vermont  to  the  National  Democratic  Convention;  was  a member  of  the 
Democratic  Slate  Committee  from  1863  to  1892,  s«-rvinK  as  chairman  during 
1872-92. 

He  took  a deep  interest  in  the  University,  si'rs’ing  as  trustee  from  1871 
until  his  death.  He  was  a member  of  Christ  Episcopal  Church  of  iMontjH'lier, 
serving  as  a delegate  to  many  of  the  dioecan  conventions.  He  was  twice 
married:  first,  1854  to  Maria  Abeel  De  Witt,  who  dicsi  December  .5,  1859. 
Three  children  were  born  to  them:  Catherine  Abec'l,  born  1855,  died  Febru- 
ary 19,  1904;  Elizabeth  DeWitt,  born  18.58,  marritsl.  Major  Osman  D.  Clark, 
resides  in  Kingston,  N.  Y.;  Margaret  Smith,  born  1858,  diisl  1860.  He  was 
again  married,  June  27,  1864,  to  Julia  May  Kimball  of  Bellows  F.alls,  who 
died  in  May,  1892;  no  children. 

MAJ.-GEN.  WILLIAM  AMOS  BANCROFT,  A.  B. 

William  A.  Bancroft,  son  of  Charles  and  Lytlia  Emeline  (>8paulding) 
Bancroft  was  bom  in  Groton,  Mass.,  April  26,  185.5.  He  prepared  for  college 
at  the  Lawrence  Academy,  Groton,  1867-72,  and  at  Philliiis  Ext'ter,  187‘2-74. 
He  graduated  from  Harvarrl  University  in  1878  with  the  (h-gns-  of  A.  B. 

He  studied  law  at  the  Harvard  Ijiw  .School,  1879-81,  and  wjls  iulmitte<l  to 
the  Suffolk  Bar  of  Massachusetts  in  1881.  He  practice*!  his  profession  in 
Boston  during  1881-85  and  1890-97.  He  was  appoint*sl  su[HTintendent  of  the 
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Cambridge  R.  R.,  Januor}’  31,  1885;  and  was  also,  for  a brief  period,  superin- 
tendent of  the  Charles  River  Railway.  In  1886,  these  roads  were  consolidated 
into  the  Cambridge  Railroad  Co.,  and  he  continued  as  superintendent  until 
1888;  was  road  master  of  the  West  End  Street  Railway,  1888-1889;  was  director 
and  vice-president,  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Co.  1896-99;  president  1899  to 
date. 

He  enlisted  in  Co.  B.  5th  Regiment,  Massachusetts  Militia,  June  14, 1875; 
was  a corporal,  sergeant,  2nd  lieutenant,  first  lieutenant;  captain,  March  31, 1879; 
colonel,  February  5,  1882;  brigadier-general,  commanding  Second  Brigade  July 
30,  1897;  was  retired  as  major-general,  January  4,  1901;  served,  1887-1905, 
on  examining  board.  Officers  of  Militia,  being  chiurman,  19004)5.  He  was 

appointed  brigadier-general.  United 
States  Volunteers,  Spanish-American 
War,  May  27,  1898;  was  assigned  to 
command  the  Second  Brigade,  Second 
Division,  Seventh  Army  Corps;  re- 
signed, August  17,  1898,  at  the 
cessation  of  hostilities  He  was  the 
only  officer  in  the  United  States  at 
the  outbreak  of  the  war  to  receive 
the  rank  of  brigadier-general,  who 
was  not  a veteran  of  the  Civil  War, 
or  who  was  or  had  not  been  an  officer 
in  the  I'nited  States  Army;  was 
grand  marshal  of  the  veterans  column 
of  the  General  Hooker  Monument 
Parade,  1903. 

He  is  a director  in  the  United 
States  Trust  Co.;  Puritan  Trust  Co.; 
Chelsea  Trust  Co.;  Boston  Chamber 
of  Commerce. 

In  politics,  he  is  a Republican; 
was  a member  of  the  Cambridge 
Common  Council  in  1882;  member 
of  the  .State  Ix^slature,  18s;j-85;  president  of  the  Cambridge  Board  of 
.\ldennan,  1891-92;  mayor  of  Cambridge,  1893-9ti;  president,  Massachusetts 
State  Republican  Convention  in  1893. 

He  was  taken  great  interest  in  educational  matters;  was  on  overseer  of 
Harvanl,  1893-1905;  president  of  board  of  trustees  of  Lawrence  Academy, 
1906-08;  trustee  Phillips  Academy,  1902  to  date;  trustee  of  Norwich  Univer- 
sity, 1900-05;  president  of  the  120th. Anniversary  of  Phillips  Exeter  Academy, 
1903;  chief  marshal  Harvard  Alumni,  1903;  president  of  the  New  England 
Alumni,  Philli|>s  Exeter  Academy,  1892-96.  He  presided  at  the  250th  Anniver- 
sary of  the  town  of  Groton,  Mass,  in  1905. 

He  is  a member  of  many  military  societies  and  social  clubs;  the  Cinciimati; 
Order  of  Foreign  Wars;  order  of  Spanish  Wars;  Cambridge  Club  and  Mayor's 
C'lub  of  Massachusetts,  having  been  president  of  both;  Union;  Exchange;  Art; 
Colonial;  Middlesex;  Commercial  club  of  Boston,  president  in  1896-98. 

He  was  miuricd  in  Boston,  Mass.,  September  20,  1878  to  Mary  Shaw  of 
Peabody,  Moss.  Tlm«  children  have  been  bom  to  them:  Hugh,  major- 
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general  Massachuaetts  Volunteer  Militia,  retired,  and  .Vdjutant  5th  Massac 
chusetts,  Infantry,  Spaivish-.\merican  War;  Catherine,  now  Mrs.  William  D. 
Haviland  of  Limoges,  France;  Guy,  late  1st  Lieut.  I'ield  Battery,  A.  Massa- 
chusetts Volunteer  Militia  of  Boston. 

BISHOP  WILLIAM  HENRY  AUGUSTUS  BISSELL,  A.  M.,  D.  D. 

William  H.  A.  Bisscll,  son  of  Ezekiel  and  Elizabeth  (Washburn)  Bissoll, 
was  born  in  Randolph,  Vt.,  November  10,  1814,  and  died  in  Burlington,  Vt., 
May  14,  1893.  He  prepared  for  college  at  the  Orange  County  Grammar 
School,  Randolph,  Vt.,  and  graduated  A.  B.  from  the  University  of  V’ermont  in 
1836;  received  the  degree  of  A.  M.  in  course  in  1840  and  D.  D.  in  1873. 

He  was  instructor  in  classics  and  a theological  student  in  the  Vermont 
Episcopal  Institute,  Burlington,  Vt.,  1836-spring  of  1837;  teacher  of  classics, 
Detroit,  Mich.,  October,  1837-August,  1838;  instructor,  Troy,  (N.  Y.) 
Episcopal  Institute,  September,  1838-41.  During  1837-39,  he  continued  his 
theological  studies.  He  was  ordained  deacon  in  Calvary  Church,  New  York 
City,  September  29,  1839;  and  priest  in  Christ  Church,  Troy,  N.  Y.,  in  July, 
1840;  was  assistant  rector  of  Christ  Church,  Troy,  in  1840;  was  rector  of 
Trinity  Church,  West  Troy,  (Watervlict)  January  1,  1841-July,  1845;  Grace 
Church,  Lyons,  N.  Y.,  1845;  Trinity  Church,  Geneva,  N.  Y.,  184.5-March 
11,  1868.  He  was  Episcopal  Bishop  of  Vermont  from  June  3,  1868  until  his 
death. 

He  took  an  active  interest  in  the  University,  serving  as  trustee  from  1868 
until  1881.  He  received  from  the  University  the  degree  of  D.  D.  in  1852, 
also  the  same  degree  from  Hobart  College. 

He  was  married,  August  29,  1838,  to  Martha  C.,  daughter  of  Phineas 
Moulton  of  Randolph,  Vt.  He  was  survived  by  two  sons  and  three  daughters. 

REV.  JOSHUA  ISHAM  BLISS,  A.  M.,  D.  D. 

Joshua  I.  Bliss,  son  of  Moses  and  Sophia  (Isham)  Blias,  was  bom  in 
Burlington,  Vt.,  November  19,  1830,  and  died  there  March  17,  1903.  He 
prepared  for  college  in  the  schools  of  his  city  and  .Shelburne,  Vt.,  and  entered 
the  University  of  Vermont  in  1849,  and  griwluated  A.  B.  in  1852;  reccivctl  from 
that  institution  the  degree  of  A.  M.  in  course  in  18.53  and  D.  D.  in  1885;  was 
professor  of  Rhetoric  and  English  Literature,  University  of  Vermont,  1877-85. 

He  taught  during  18.53-54  in  a private  school  in  North  Carolina.  His 
health  failing,  he  travelled,  during  1855-56  in  Euro])C,  Syria  and  Egypt;  taught 
in  Parkersburg,  Va.,  1857-58.  He  had  for  some  time  studied  for  the  ministry 
of  the  Episcopal  Church ; and  in  September,  1858,  was  onlained  deacon  in  St. 
Paul’s  Church,  Burlington,  by  the  Right  Rev.  John  H.  Hopkias,  D.  D.,  Bishop 
of  Vermont;  was  rector  of  Calvary  Church,  Jericho,  Vt.,  with  Cambridge,  also 
under  his  charge,  1859-1862;  the  St.  Johnsbury  Church,  1859.  He  was  ordained 
priest,  1860;  was  rector  of  St.  Stephen’s  Church,  Middlebury,  1862-63;  was 
assistant  rector  and  rector  of  St.  Luke's  Church,  St.  .Albans,  1863-09.  His 
health  again  failing,  he  travelled  extensively  in  Europe,  1869-70.  He  was  for 
a short  time  in  1870  rector  of  the  church  in  Hydeville;  St.  Peters  Church, 
Bennington,  1871-75;  Milton  and  Georgia  Churches,  1875-80;  .Shelburne, 
1880-85;  St.  Paul’s  Church,  Burlington,  1885-99.  In  1899,  on  account  of 
failing  health,  he  was  forced  to  retire  from  the  active  ministry.  At  the  time 
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of  his  dratli,  he  was  the  only  prirst  in  the  Diocese  of  Vetroont  near  hi*  age, 
who  hatl  BjM'nt  his  whole  live  in  the  service  of  the  church  in  Vermont.  He 

wa«  the  oldest  member  of  the 
general  convention  of  the  church, 
having  been  re-elected  nine  times  to 
represent  hi*  diocese  in  the  triennial 
assembly  of  the  church.  He  was  for 
many  years  a member  of  the  standing 
committee  of  the  Diocese  of  Vermont 
and  it*  president. 

He  was  greatly  interested  in  edu- 
cational matters;  wa*  a trustee  of  “ X. 
I'.”,  1869-75;  Vermont  Episcopal 
Institute,  1871-1903;  chairman  of  the 
committee  on  education  of  the 
(leneral  Convention.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  .1  1 and  the  <P  D h 
I'ratemitie*  of  the  University  of 
Vermont ; Sons  of  the  .\mcrican  Revo- 
lution, Burlington  and  its  chajilain 
for  some  years.  He  was  a man  of  a 
singularly  sweet  and  sincere  nature, 
of  nu-c  refinement  and  culture;  of 
higli  principle,  of  unviu’ying  and  fine 
graimsl  courtesy  and  of  broad  Christ- 
ian sympathies. 

He  was  marriisl  September  10,  1.S60  to  .\nn  Eli*a  Baxter,  of  Burlington, 
Vt.,  daughter  of  Curios  Baxter,  ‘‘X.  U.”  ’25.  She  died  June  25,  1905;  no

REV.  1S.\.\C  PllII.LIPS  B(X)TH,  A.  M.,  D.D. 

Isaae  1’.  B(K)th,sonof  Isaac  Billings  and  Lydia  Olney  (Phillips)  Booth, 
was  Isim  in  I'nion,  Conn.,  September  10,  18-13.  He  attendc*!  the  schools  of 
his  town.  He  engaged  in  business  from  IS6-1-66.  In  this  last  year,  he  opened 
a private  sehool  in  White's  Comers,  X.  Y.,  but  was  soon  elected  principal  of 
the  high  sehool  in  that  town,  which  position  he  held  until  1868,  when  he  be- 
eumc  principal  of  the  grammar  sch<H)l  in  Kent,  Ohio.  During  his  spare  time, 
he  studied  law,  and  in  1870,  was  admit  te<l  to  the  bar  in  Douglass  County, 
Ohio.  He  .soon  cntere<l  the  office  of  M.  S.  Castle  in  Cleveland,  but  not  finding 
the  prt)fcssion  congenial,  he  determined  to  enter  the  Universalist  ministry.  In 
1871,  he  enlensl  ,St.  I.awrenre  University  at  Canton,  X.  Y.,  and  graduated  in 
187-1,  taking  both  the  classical  and  theological  courses.  He  was  ordaine<l  a 
pastor  in  the  Universali.st  Church  in  1874.  His  pastorates  are  as  follows; 
Huntington,  Ismg  l.sland,  X.  Y.,  1874-76;  Morrisville,  Vt.,  1876-81;  Xorth- 
field,  Vt.,  1881-93;  Morrisville,  Vt.,  1893-19(M;  Chester,  Vt.,  1906-10.  He 
serve<l  for  .several  years  as  secret aiy  and  financial  agent  of  his  denomination  in 
Vermont ; ami  was  also  for  several  years  a trustee  of  the  Universalist  conven- 
tion. In  190-1,  he  purchasisl  a farm  in  Strafford,  Conn.,  near  the  home  of  his 
boyiassl,  where  he  has  made  his  residence  to  date. 
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He  haa  taken  great  interest  in  educational  matters  in  the  towns  where  he 
has  served  as  pastor;  was  professor  of  Latin  and  Greek  at  the  University  and 
field  agent  during  1883-86;  principal  of  the  Northfield  High  School,  March, 
1888-89,  1891-93;  was  supervisor  of  schools,  Washington  County,  Vermont, 
1890-94.  He  has  also  served  as  town  superintendent  of  schools  in  most  of  the 
towns,  where  he  has  served  as  pastor;  was  a trustee  of  the  University  during 
1893-1909;  received  the  degree  of  A.  M.  from  the  University  in  1884  and  D.  D. 
in  1901.  He  is  now  a member  of  the  school  board  at  Strafford,  Conn.,  and  a 
school  visitor. 

He  represented  Morrisville  in  the  House  of  Keprescntatives  in  1880,  and 
Northfield  in  1893;  also  served  ns  chaplain  of  the  House  of  Heprcsentativcs 
in  1886.  He  is  a Past  Master  of  DeWitt  Clinton  Ixxlge,  F.  and  A.  M.  of  North- 
field;  and  is  now  a member  of  Mt.  Vernon  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  and  Tucker 
Chapter,  R.  A.  M.  of  Morrisville;  O.  E.  S.,  and  chaplain  of  the  Grand  Ixslge, 
several  years;  honorarj'  member  of  theW  .\  Fraternity  of  ‘‘N.U.’*;  member  of 
the  1.  O.  O.  F.;  Good  Templars;  Patrons  of  Husbandrj-,  Stafford,  Conn. 

He  was  married  May  1,  1866,  to  Julia  Eliza  Crawford  of  Stafford,  Conn. 
Fourteen  children  were  bom  to  them:  Lydia  Inez,  Imm  May  2,  1868,  died 
August  1868;  Ernest  Victor,  “N.  U.”,  '87;  l.aun>ns  Crawford,  bom  June  1870,

THOMAS  JEFFERSON  BOYNTON 

Thomas  J.  Boynton,  son  of  David  F.  and  Lydia  (Roberts)  Boynton, 
was  born  in  Westfield,  Vt.,  December  .30,  18.36.  He  attended  the  schools  of 
his  towi;  and  graduated  from  the  State  Normal  School  at  Johnson,  Vt.,  in  1878. 
He  studied  law  in  1879,  and  was  a<lmitted  to  the  Lamoille  County  bar.  He 
practiced  his  profession  in  Johnson,  Vt.,  until  1885,  when  he  was  nppointecl  Post 
Office  inspector  in  charge  of  the  New  England  Division,  which  position  he 
resigned,  June  25,  1889.  He  then  located  in  Mont|)elier,  and  resumed  theprae- 
ticc  of  his  profession.  In  November,  1893,  he  was  again  appointed  post  office 
inspector  with  headquarters  in  Boston,  Mass.,  where  he  now  resides. 

He  is  a Democrat  in  politics,  and  has  held  several  town  offices;  repre- 
sented Montpelier  in  the  House  of  Representatives  in  1892,  being  an  influential 
member  of  that  body;  was  a member  of  the  Democratic  State  Committee, 
1882-86,  and  its  chairman  1886.  He  hjis  taken  a great  interest  in  the  affairs 
of  the  University,  serving  as  trustee,  18SI2-99.  He  is  a mi-mber  of  Waterman 
Lodge,  No.  83,  F.  and  A.  M. 

He  was  married  December  27,  1879,  to  Hattie  L.  .Story  of  Johnson,  Vt. 
One  child  has  been  bora  to  them,  Marion  J. 

HON.  DANIEL  AZRO  A.SHLEY  BUCK,  A.  M. 

Daniel  A.  A.  Buck,  eldest  son  of  Hon,  Daniel  and  Content  (.Ashley)  Buck, 
was  bora  in  Norwich,  Vt.,  April  19,  1789,  anrl  died  in  Washington,  D.  C., 
December  24,  1841.  He  attended  the  schools  of  his  town  and  graduated  .\.  B. 
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from  MWdleburj’  College  in  1807 ; later  received  the  degree  of  A.  M.  in  course; 
also  received  the  degree  of  A.  M.  from  Dartmouth  College  in  1823. 

He  was  appointed  a cadet  at  the  United  States  Military  Academy,  July 
9,  1806,  and  graduated  February  23,  1808;  was  commissioned,  second  lieu- 
tenant, Corjisof  Engineers  on  the  same  date;served  as  assistant  engineer  on  the 
construction  of  the  defences  of  Beelloes  Island,  New  York  Harbor,  1808-11; 
resigned  his  commission,  .August  31,  1811.  He  was  re-appointe<l  second  lieu- 
tenant, 3d  Unite<l  States  .Artillery,  October  17,  1812,  but  declined  the  appoint- 
ment; was  commissionesl  captain  31st  United  States  Infantry,  a regiment 
composed  of  Vermonters,  .April  30,  1813,  and  served  during  the  War  of  1812. 
He  served  in  the  campaign  of  1813  under  Major-General  Hampton,  being  en- 
gagcsl  in  the  battle  of  Chatueaugay  River,  N.  V.,  Octobt’r  26,  1813;  was  honor- 
ably discharges!  June  15,  1815.  He  studied  law  with  his  father  in  Chelsea,  V't., 
and  practiccsl  his  profes-sion  in  that  town,  1811-13,  1815-35. 

He  was  a Federalist  in  |x)litics  and  held  many  positions.  He  represented 
Chelsea  in  the  House  of  Representatices,  1816-22,  1825,  1826,  1829,  1830,  1833- 
35,  serving  as  six>akcr  of  the  House  in  1820-22,  182.5-26  and  in  1829;  was  state’s 
attorney  of  Orange  County,  five  years;  presidential  elector  in  1820;  was  con- 
gressman, 1823-25,  1827-29. 

In  18.36,  he  removed  with  his  family  to  Washington,  D.  C.,  where  he 
raa<le  hts  home  until  his  df^ath.  He  served  as  clerk  of  the  Indian  Bureau  of 
the  Wiu-  De])artmcnt,  July  28,  1835  to  IX'cember  31,  1.839;  and  in  the  Treas- 
ury Department  in  1840.  He  servol  as  a trustee  of  the  University  of  V'er- 
mont,  1823-2.5,  1830-35;  and  of  “N.  U.”  during  18,35-36.  He  was  survived  by 
a widow  and  four  children. 

HON.  GEORGE  N.ATHANIEL  CARPENTER,  A.  M. 

George  N.  Carja-nter,  son  of  Heman  and  Harriet  S.  (Gilchrist)  Carpenter, 
was  lx>rn  in  Northfield,  Vt.,  January  26,  1840,  and  died  in  Brookline,  Mass., 
July  8,  1895;  was  buried  in  the  Elmwood  Cemetery,  Northfield.  He  pre- 
pared for  college  at  the  Northfield  .Academy,  and  graduated  .A.  B.  from  the 
University  of  Vermont  1861. 

He  enlisted  in  the  8th  Regiment  Vennont  Volunteers,  January  1862; 
was  promoted  sergeant-major  Februaiy  1,  1862;  1st  lieutenant,  June  1,  1862, 
and  captain,  .Augiist  15,  1862;  was  discharged  July  2,  1864,  was  commissioned 
captain  commi.ssary  subsistence.  May  18,  1864;  mustered  out  of  service,  June 
21, 1865;  served  at  New  Orlcaas  several  months  in  1864;  also  served  on  the  staff 
of  Gen.  R.  A.  Cameron  several  months,  1864-65,  and  was  for  .some  time,  post 
commiss;ir>'  at  Thibodeaux,  La.  He  served  as  colonel  on  the  staff  of  Governor 
Dillingham  of  Vermont,  1888-90.  He  engaged  in  newspaper  work  in  Mil- 
waukee, Wis.,  1865-67;  Chicago,  111.,  1867-74;  Brooklyn,  N.  V.,  1874-77.  He 
was  in  the  employ  of  the  Union  Mutual  Life  Insurance  Co.  of  Portland,  Me., 
1877-1881;  was  agent  for  the  Massachusetts  Mutual  Life  Insurance  Co.,  of 
Springfield,  Mass.,  1881-SK);  manager  Eastern  Massachusetts  District,  1890- 
95.  In  October,  1877,  he  move<l  to  Brookline,  Mass.,  where  he  made  his  home 
until  his  death. 

He  was  a Republican  in  politics;  represented  Brookline,  Mass.,  in  the 
State  Legislature,  1886-91,  and  was  a memlx-r  of  the  school  committee.  He 
took  great  interest  in  the  University,  serving  as  trustee  at  the  time  of  his  death, 
and  lecturer  on  Law  in  1881-92;  received  the  degree  of  A.  M.  from  "N.  U” 
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in  1882;  was  a member  of  the  A ^ fl  Fraternity.  He  was  the  historian  of  the 
8th  Vermont  Regiment,  and  wrotc*its  history  in  1886,  a work  of  335  pages. 
He  also  delivered  numerous  addresses  before  insurance  organizations,  several 
being  published.  He  was  a member  of  the  Unitarian  Church  and  a member  of 
the  Masonic  fraternity;  G.  A.  R.;  8th  Vermont  Regimental  Association;  Loyal 
Legion;  University  Club  of  Boston;  Brookline  Thurday  Club  (Literary);  also 
several  insurance  associations. 

He  was  married  at  Amherst,  Mass.,  April  27,  1866,  to  Agnes  Anthea  Wil- 
liams, who  died  June  5,  1893.  Five  children  were  born  to  them:  Harriet 
Emeline,  bom  May  6,  1867,  resides  Brookline;  Edward  Heman,  born  March 
28,  1870,  resides  Castine,  Me.;  George  Channing,  bom  1871,  died  in  infancy; 
Alice  Caroline,  born  Febmary  28,  1873,  resides  Brookline,  Mass.;  Maude  Mary 
bora  1876,  died  at  an  early  age. 

THOMAS  HAWLEY  CANFIELD. 

Thomas  H.  Canfield,  son  of  Samuel  and  Mary  (Hawley)  Canfield, 
was  born  in  .\rlington,  Vt.,  March  29,  1822,  and  died  suddenly  in  Lake  Park, 
Minn.,  in  January,  1897.  He  attended  the  schools  of  hLs  town  and  finished 
his  preparation  for  college  at  the  Burr  and  Burton  Seminar>-,  Manchester,  Vt.; 
was  a student  at  the  Troy,  (N.  Y.)  Episcopal  Institute.  Ho  entered  the 
junior  class  of  Union  College,  .Schenectady,  X.  Y.,  in  September,  1839;  but 
before  the  completion  of  his  course,  was  obliged  to  give  up  his  studies,  owing 
to  the  death  of  his  father. 

He  engaged  in  farming  in  Arlington  until  1844,  when  he  located  in  Williston, 
Vt.,  where  he  engaged  in  a general  mercantile  business  until  1847.  He  then 
removed  to  Burlington,  Vt.,  and  became  a member  of  the  firm  of  Bradley  & 
Canfield,  who  conducted  extensive  wholesale  stores  and  ware-houses  in  Bur- 
lington and  owned  a line  of  boats  running  from  New  York  to  Montreal.  He 
was  interested  in  many  enterprises;  organized  a telegraph  company  in  1847, 
and  constructed  the  first  lino  through  from  Montreal  to  Troy,  N.  Y^.,  via 
Western  Vermont,  sending  the  first  telegram,  February  2,  1848;  promoted  and 
assisted  in  the  constmetion  of  the  railroad  from  Burlington  to  Bellows  Falls, 
Vt.,  via  Rutland,  (now  the  Rutland  R.  R.)  in  1849;  in  company  with  others 
built  the  Rutland,  W'ashington,  R.  R.  from  Rutland,  Vt.,  to  Eagle  Bridge, 
N.  Y.,  theOgdensburgand  railways  in  New  York  and  Pennsylvania;  served  as 
superintendent  and  president  of  the  Rutland  & Washington  R.  R.,  1852-.54. 
His  company  in  the  fifties  operated  a barge  line  from  Burlington  to  Rouses 
Point  in  New  York,  thus  competing  with  the  Central  Vermont  R.  R.  The 
company  also  operated  a line  of  steam  boats  from  Ogdensburg,  N.  Y.  through 
the  Great  Lakes. 

In  the  fifties,  he  became  acquainted  with  Erlwin  F.  Johnson,  " N.  U.”,  ’25, 
and  through  his  influence,  he  became  interested  in  the  construction  of  a rail- 
road across  the  continent  by  the  “Northern  Route;”  and  from  this  time  on,  he 
devoted  his  energies  to  the  furthcrence  of  the  great  project.  In  1852,  he  built 
the  road,  now  known  as  the  Chicago  & Northwestern,  from  Chicago  to  St. 
Paul  and  to  Fond  du  Lac,  Wis.  During  the  Civil  War,  he  was  assistant  general 
manager  of  transportation  for  the  Government  and  had  charge  of  the  roads 
centering  in  Washington,  D.  C.  He  also  assisted  in  recruiting  and  organizing 
the  First  Vermont  Cavalry.  After  the  war,  he  served  for  some  years,  ns 
superintendent  of  the  steamers  on  Lake  Champlain. 
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He  organized  in  ISOfi,  a syndicate  for  the  construction  of  the  Northern 
Pacific  R.  R.  of  which  his  friend  Kdwin  F.  Johnson, '25,  was  chief  engineer. 
The  successful  completion  of  this  gn*at  railroad  was  due  largely  to  the  un- 
tiring effort  of  Mr.  Canfield.  He  served  as  director  of  this  roa<i  for  several 
years;  was  president  and  director  of  the  I-ake  Su|»rior  & Puget  Sound  Land 
Co.  He  made  his  home  for  many  years  at  Lake  Park,  Minn.,  where  he  held 
extensive  agricultural  interests. 

He  was  at  first  a Whig  in  i>olitirs  and  later  a Republican  and  took  an 
active  part  in  the  campaigns  of  his  i>arty,  but  refustsl  to  hold  office.  He  was 
an  active  member  of  the  Kpiscopal  Church  and  attended  eveiy  convention  of 
the  diocese  for  over  forty  years.  He  was  one  of  the  incorporators  and  trustees 
of  the  Vermont  Kpiscopal  Institute  at  liurlington  in  1R54,  serving  as  its  treas- 
urer, 1854-92;  took  an  active  part  in  the  erection  of  Bishop  Hopkins  Hall  for 
young  hidies.  He  also  assisted  in  the  erection  of  Trinity  Chapel,  Winooski 
and  the  Ephscopal  Church  at  Brainerd,  Minn.;  also  furnished  sites  fur  churches 
in  Mourehead  and  I.,tike  Ptu'k,  Minn,  Bismark,  N.  D.,  and  Kalama,  Wash.  He 
represented  the  diocesi’ of  Vermont  at  the  Cicneral  conventions  of  the  Church 
held  in  Phihulclphia,  Pa.,  in  18,56,  in  Richmond,  Va.,  in  18.59,  in  New  York 
City  in  1874,  in  Boston  in  1877  and  in  Chicago,  in  1886.  He  took  an  active 
interest  in  the  University,  serving  an  trustee  from  1876  until  1884.  .\  number 

of  the  alumni  and  past  caelets  were  employed  as  engineers  in  his  various 
enterprises. 

He  was  twice  married:  first,  in  1844,  to  Elizabeth  Ann,  only  daughter 
of  Eli  Chittenden  of  Williston.  ,She  dii-d  in  1848.  He  was  again  marric<i  in 
1860,  to  Caroline  Amelia,  daughter  of  Rev.  John  Hopkins  Smith,  first  EpLsco- 
pal  Bishop  of  Vermont.  Five  children  were  bom  to  them:  Emi'y;  John 
Henry  Hopkins,  born  January  21,  18(>8,  died  in  Lake  Park.  Minn.,  .April  17, 
1892;Marian;  Flora; Thomas  Hawley,  bom  November  1.5,  1874,  resid  e in  Lake 
Park,  Minn. 


HON.  HEMAN  CARPENTER,  A.  M. 

Heman  Ciupenter,  son  of  Nathaniel  and  .Abigail  Morse  Carpenter  was  bom 
in  Middlesex,  Vt.,  July  10, 1811, and  died  in  Norlhfield,  Vt.,  January  16,  1884. 
He  attended  the  Washington  County  Grammar  School,  Mont|)clier,  \'t.  He 
taught  school  at  the  Northfield  Center,  winters  of  l,83;i  and  18,34.  He  studied 
faw  with  the  Hon.  William  I'pham  and  was  lulmitted  to  the  Washington  County 
bar,  November,  1836,  and  to  the  practice  before  the  United  States  District 
Court  in  1842.  He  was  State  librarian,  1832-36.  He  removed  the  library 
from  the  old  state  housr-  to  the  new  one  and  catalogued  the  books.  He 
located  in  Northfield  in  December,  1837,  where  he  practiced  his  profession 
until  his  death.  He  was  identified  with  many  business  enterprises  in  North- 
field;  was  receiver  of  the  .South  Royalton  Bank  in  1858. 

He  was  at  first  a Whig  in  |Kilitics  and  later  a Republican.  He  held  many 
town  offici>s;  was  superintendent  of  schools  many  years;  represenU-d  North- 
field  in  the  Hou.se  of  Representatives  in  1847-48;  was  judge  of  probate,  1849-.50; 
selectman,  1852-.54;  was  colonel  on  the  governor's  staff,  1847-48;  was  state's 
attorney  Washington  0)unty,  186.5-66;  trustee  of  the  UniUsl  Stales  De|Kwit 
money,  1851-52;  was  marshal  for  the  Washington  County  at  the  " Ixig  Cabin'  ’ 
Convention  in  Burlington  in  1840;  stale  Senator  1870-72;  a delegate  to  the 
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forty-five  State  conventions  and  chairman  in  1S70;  was  a delegate  to  the 
National  Republican  Convention  in  1856,  1869  and  1873. 

He  took  great  interest  in  educational  matters;  secured  the  charter  for  the 
Northficld  Academy  in  1846  and  was  one  of  the  most  liberal  subscribers  toward 
the  erection  of  the  first  building;  wits  a member  of  its  executive  committee 
1846-68,  serving  for  some  years  as  its  secretary  and  treasurer.  He  took  a 
great  interest  in  "N.  U.”  and  served  on  the  committee  of  citizens  which  se- 
cured the  location  of  the  University  in  Northficld;  was  a trustee  1881-84.  The 
University  of  Vermont  conferretl  upon  him  the  degree  of  A.  M.  in  1860.  He 
was  an  active  member  of  the  Universalist  Church ; served  as  president  and  vice- 
president  of  the  Universalist  State  Convention  many  years;  served  as  president 
of  the  Goddard  Seminary,  Barrc,  1868-76. 

He  was  twice  married;  first  February  14,  1838,  to  Harriet  S.  Gilchrist, 
a native  of  Goffstown,  N.  H.,  who  died  June  21,  1865.  Four  children  wore 
born  to  them:  George  Nathaniel,  bom  January  26,  1840,  trustee,  ‘‘N.  U.” 
(q.  V.),  died  July  8,  1895;  Caroline  Sophronia,  born  December  20,  1841, 
married  Dr.  Edwin  Porter,  (q.  v.),  died  May  .30,  1891;  Jason  Heman,  bom 
October  10,  1843,  died  September  14,  1886;  .Abigail  Fidelia,  bom  November  1, 
1849,  married  Lebbeus  Amos  Howes,  died  April  18,  1905.  He  was  again 
married  October  16, 1866  to  Mrs.  Betsey  Louise  (Nyc)  Edgerton,  of  Berlin.  Vt., 
who  died  October  1,  1896;  no  children. 

HENRY  CLARK,  A.  M. 

Hcnr>-  Clark  son  of  Hon.  Merritt  and  Laura  (Ijingdon)  Clark,  was  bom 
in  Middletown  Springs,  Vt.,  Febmar>’  18,  1829,  and  died  in  Rutland,  Vt., 
June  25,  1899.  In  1841,  his 
parents  removed  to  Poultney, 

Vt.,  where  he  prepared  for 
college;  entered  the  Univer- 
sity of  Vermont  in  1846, 
and  remained  two  years,  re- 
ceiving the  honorary  degree 
of  A.  M from  that  Institution 
in  1867. 

He  engaged  in  mercantile 
business  in  Poultney  in  185.3- 
67;  removed  to  Rutland,  Vt., 
in  1867,  where  he  continued 
to  reside  until  his  death.  He 
was  editor  of  the  Rutland 
Herald,  1867-7.3;  Rutland 
Daily  Otohe,  1873-77;  when 
the  two  papers  were  consoli- 
dated. He  was  a regular 
correspondent  for  the  New 
York  World,  Boston  6'fo6e  and 
several  Vermont  papers.  He 
was  a Republican  in  poli-  Henry  Clerk, 

tics;]  was  postmaster  of  Poultney,  Vt.,  1853-60;  secretary  of  the  State 
Senate,  1861-72. 
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He  was  a member  of  the  Congregational  Church;  Morning  Star  Lodge,  No. 
37,  F.  and  A.  M.;  Poultncy  Chapter,  No.  10,  R.  A.  M.;  was  Grand  Secretary 
of  the  Masonic  Grand  Lodge  of  Vermont,  1862-79;  w’as  a prominent  member 
of  the  I.  O.  O.  F.,  and  held  all  the  various  offices  of  that  order,  was  Grand 
Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  1856,  president  of  the  Past  Grand  Masters  and 
Past  Grand  Patriarchs  ^Association;  was  secretary  of  the  State  Agricultural 
•Association,  1870-1899.  He  was  much  interested  in  educational  matters; 
was  trustee  of  the  University  of  Vermont,  1871-77;  same,  Norwich  University, 
1867-80. 

He  had  more  than  ordinary  literary  ability  and  was  an  authority  on  \'cr- 
mont  history  and  genealogy ; was  a fine  presiding  officer  and  an  able  public 
speaker;  was  often  railed  upon  to  deliver  addreases  before  various  societies. 

He  wrote  several  articles  and  historical  documents,  but  his  especial  ability 
was  along  newspaper  work;  for  several  years  be  compiled  the  Vermont  I.egi8la- 
tive  Directory  with  parliamentary  rules;  was  a member  of  the  Vermont  His- 
toric.ll  and  the  Rutland  County  Historical  societies. 

He  was  married  November  23,  1853,  to  Henrietta,  daughter  of  Olcott  and 
Maria  Sherman  of  Poultney,  who  died  January  9,  1893.  One  child  was  bom 
to  them:  Lillie,  now  Mrs.  Frederick  A.  Field  of  Rutland,  Vt. 

CXIL.  ALBERT  CLARKE,  A.  M. 

.Albert  Clarke,  son  of  Je<lediah  and  Mary  (Woodbury)  Clarke,  was  bom 
in  Granville,  South  Hollow,  Vt.,  October  13, 1840,and  died  at  Highgate  Center, 

V't.,  July  16,  1911, while  there  attend- 
ing a reunion  of  the  13th  Vermont 
Regimental  Association;  was  buried 
in  Rochester,  Vt.  In  1843,  his  father 
moved  to  Rochester  “ Hollow’  ’ where 
he  spent  his  boyhood  days.  He 
studied  at  the  Rochester  Academy, 
and  graduated  at  the  Barre  .Academy 
in  1859.  He  studied  law  in  Montpel- 
ier, and  was  admitted  to  the  Wash- 
ington county  bar  in  1859.  He 
practiced  his  profession  in  Montpelier, 
1859-62. 

He  enlisted  in  Company  I.,  13th 
Vermont  Infantry,  August  22,  1862; 
was  promoted  1st  sergeant  Company 
1.,  .Augast  25,  1862;  first  lieutenant 
Company  G.,  January  22,  1863;  was 
mustered  out  of  service,  July  21, 
1863.  He  commanded  his  company 
at  the  battle  of  Gettysburg,  where 
he  showed  great  bravery  and  captured 
many  prisoners  and  cannon.  He  was  colonel  on  the  staff  of  Governor 
Dillingham  in  1865.  In  1866,  he  removed  to  St.  Albans,  Vt.,  and  was  editor 
and  proprietor  of  the  St.  Albans  Messenger  until  1880;  was  on  the  staff  of 
the  Soston  Daily  Adverliser,  1883-85;  editor  and  manager  of  the  Rutland 
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HertUd,  Rutland,  Vt.,  1886-89;  editor  Home  Market  Bulletin,  now  the  Pro- 
teciionist,  1889-1911;  secretary  of  the  Home  Market  Club  the  largest 
protective  tariff  association  in  the  United  States;  July  1889-1911;  was  presi- 
dent of  the  Vermont  and  Canada  R.  R.  Co.,  1883-86. 

He  was  a Republican  in  politics;  represented  Franklin  County  in  the  Vermont 
Senate  in  1874;  was  a member  of  the  Massachusetts  House  of  Representatives 
in  1896-98  and  was  chairman  of  the  committee  on  ways  and  means;  was  a 
delegate  to  the  National  Republican  convention  in  1892;  was  a member  of  the 
Unites  States  Industrial  commission,  1899-1902,  and  its  chairman  in  1901-1902. 
This  commission  was  composed  of  five  United  States  Senators,  five  Representa- 
tives, and  nine  appointees  by  the  President;  it  issued  nineteen  volumes,  con- 
taining more  than  17,  000  closely  printed  pages 

He  is  the  author  of  many  addresses  and  pamphlets.  In  1887,  Dartmouth 
College  conferred  upon  the  honorary  degree  of  A.  M.;  was  a trustee  of  Norwich 
University,  1899-1903.  He  took  great  interest  in  the  G.  A.  R.;  was  judge 
advocate  general  of  the  G.  A.  R.  in  1897,  and  vice-president  of  the  Society  of 
the  Army  of  the  Potomac  1904.  He  always  kept  in  touch  with  affairs  in  his 
native  State;  was  president  of  the  Vermont  Association  of  Boston  in  1905; 
was  president  of  the  Wellesley  Club. 

He  was  married  in  Rochester,  Vt.,  January  21,  1864,  to  Josephine  Briggs. 
Two  children  were  bom  to  them:  Josie  Caroline,  died  in  1879;  Mary 
Eliiabcth,  now  Mrs.  Samuel  Williams,  Jr.,  of  Fitchburg,  Mass. 

HON.  CHARLES  CLEMENT. 

Charles  Clement,  son  of  Ebenezer  and  Edith  (Rogers)  Clement,  was  born 
in  Haverhill,  Mass.,  May  1,  1807,  and  died  in  New  York  City,  November  11. 
1893;  was  buried  in  the  Ever- 
green Cemetery  in  Rutland. 

In  1813,  his  parents  removed  to 
Hartland,  Vt.,  and  soon  after- 
wards to  Woodstock,  Vt.  The 
subject  of  this  sketch  grew  up 
in  the  family  of  Lyman  Mower 
of  Woodstock.  He  engaged  in 
business  in  Bridgewater,  Vt. 
until  1835,  when  he  located  in 
Evansville,  Ind.  He  later  re- 
moved to  Alton,  III.,  where  he 
engaged  in  business  until  1842. 

He  was  a resident  of  Alton, 
when  a Mr.  Ixrvcjoy  was  killed 
for  publishing  a newspaper  ex- 
pressing anti-slaver}'  sentiments. 

This  incident  created  great  ex- 
citement throughout  the  country. 

Mr.  Clement  served  in  a com- 
pany of  men  organized  to  protect 
Lovejoy  and  his  press. 

In  1842,  Mr.  Clement  re- 
turned to  Vermont  and  settled 
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in  Rutland,  where  he  made  his  home  until^his  death.  He  was  interested  in 
many  business  enterprises.  He  engaged  in  quarrying  marble  in  Rutland  from 
1852  until  1876.  During  this  time,  he  became  interested  in  banking  and  in 
1881,  he  organizeel  the  Clement  National  Bank  of  Rutland,  serving  as  its  presi- 
dent until  his  death.  He  took  an  active  part  in  promoting  the  Rutland  Rail- 
road and  was  elected  its  president  in  1883. 

He  was  one  of  the  most  successful  business  men  of  Vermont.  His  name 
was  well  known  and  highly  regarded  in  the  business  circles  of  the  country. 
He  never  incurred  an  obligation  he  did  not  fulfill.  He  was  in  every  sense  a 
self  made  man;  was  of  a retiring  disposition,  a great  reader  and  always  well  in- 
formed upon  current  as  well  liistorical  events.  He  took  an  active  interest  in 
“N.  U.,”  serving  as  trustee  during  1867-72.  He  was  an  active  member  of 
the  Trinity  Episcopal  Church  of  Rutland,  serving  as  warden  for  over  forty 
years.  He  was  also  one  of  the  trustees  of  the  diocese  of  Vermont  many  years. 

He  was  married  in  1831  to  Elizabeth  Wood,  daughter  of  Josiah  Wood,  of 
Sherburne,  Vt.  Eight  children  were  bom  to  them,  four  of  whom  died  in  infancy. 

JOHN  PRESTON  DAVIS. 

John  P.  Davis,  son  of  the  Rev.  Joel  and  B.  (Danforth)  Davis,  was 
born  in  Barnard,  Vt.,  May  10,  1818,  and  died  in  Northfield,  June  27,  1892. 

He  attended  the  schools  of  his  town 
and  the  Royalton  (Vt.)  Academy. 
He  began  his  mercantile  career  by 
clerking  in  stores  in  Tunbridge  and 
Sharon,  \'t.  He  located  in  North- 
held  in  1850,  where  he  made  his  home 
until  his  death.  He  clerked  for 
Joseph  Denny  in  his  general  mer- 
cantile store  at  Northfield  Center  in 
1855.  In  this  year,  he  formed  a part- 
nership with  Martin  S.  Adams  under 
the  firm  name  of  M.  S.  Adams  & 
Co.,  which  continued  until  1857, 
when  he  sold  his  interests  to  Mr. 
.\dams.  He  soon  opened  a general 
mercantile  store  at  the  Center,  which 
he  conducted  until  his  death,  meet- 
ing with  success;  was  for  some  years 
the  largest  buyer  of  wool  in  his 
section  of  the  State.  He  was  identi- 
fied with  many  of  the  business 
interests  of  Northfield;  was  a 
John  Preston  Dsvis.  trustee  of  the  Northfield  Savings 

Bank  for  several  years,  was  a stocky  holder  in  the  Northfield  National 
Bank. 

He  was  a Democrat  in  politics,  but  never  sought  or  held  office.  He  took 
a great  interest  in  the  University;  served  on  the  committee  which  secured  the 
location  of  the  University  in  Northfield  and  assisted  in  raising  the  money  to 
pay  for  the  land  and  the  erection  of  Jackman  Hall;  had  charge  of  the  grading 
and  through  his  efforts  much  labor  was  secured  from  the  farmers  of  the  town 
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and  vicinity  for  the  grading  work;  served  as  trustee  and  during  the  first 
twenty  years  of  his  incumbency  was  one  of  the  most  active  members  of  the 
board,  giving  liberally  of  his  time  and  money  to  further  the  interests  of  the 
Institution.  He  was  on  attendant  of  the  Congregational  church. 

He  was  twice  married : first  in  18.54  to  Calista  Oates  of  Rarre  who  died  in 
18fi6.  One  child  died  in  infancy.  He  was  again  marrie<i  December  10,  1858 
to  Phoebe  Loraine  Marsh  of  North  Clarendon,  Vt.,  who  died  February  4, 
1892.  One  child:  Charles  Marsh,  ‘‘N.  U.”  (q.  v.). 


HON.  DUDLEY  CHASE  DENISON,  A.  B.,  A.  M. 

Dudley  C.  Denison,  son  of  Joseph  .Adam  and  Rachel  (Chase)  Denison, 
was  born  in  Royalton,  Vt.,  September  13,  1819,  and  died  thert',  February  10, 
1905.  He  prepared  for  college  at  the  Royalton  Academy  and  graduated  A.  B. 
from  the  University  of  Vermont  in  1840;  later  received  the  degree  of  A.  M.; 
was  a trustee  of  that  Institution, 

1862-05.  He  studied  law  with 
Judge  Marcy,  and  was  admitted  to 
the  Windsor  County  bar  in  May, 

1845. 

He  practiced  his  profession  in 
Royalton  until  his  death.  He  met 
with  great  success  and  was  one  of 
the  leading  attorneys  of  the  State. 

He  was  a Republican  in  politics  and 
held  many  offices;  was  State  senator, 

1853  and  1854;  state’s  attorney, 

Windsor  County,  1858-60;  repre- 
sented his  town  in  the  House  of 
Representatives,  1860-63,  serving 
on  the  committee  of  ways  and 
means;  took  an  active  part  in  the 
legislation  for  the  support  of  the 
war  for  the  Union;  was  United 
States  district  attorney  for  Vermont, 

1864-69;  member  of  Congress,  1875- 
79.  He  was  a director  of  the 
National  Life  Insurance  Co.,  of 
Montpelier,  Vt.,  for  some  years  be- 
fore his  death.  Hq  was  a member  of  the  Episcopal  church.  He  took  great 
interest  in  the  prosperity  of  ‘‘N.  U.,”  serving  as  a tnistee,  18.50-87. 

He  was  married  in  Hartland,  Vt.,  December  22,  1846  to  Eunice  Dunbar  of 
that  town,  who  died  in  Royalton,  Vt.,  November  2,  1873.  Seven  children 
were  bom  to  them:  Joseph  Dudley,  “N.  U.,”  '66;  Catherine  Amanda,  bom 
March  25,  1850,  married  Charles  H.  Woodward,  died  June  10,  1889;  Elizabeth, 
died  in  early  youth;  John  Henry,  bom  July  15,  18.55  resides  in  Denver,  Col.; 
Gertmde  May,  bom  September  22,  1857,  resides  in  Denver,  Col.;  Edward 
Dunbar,  died  in  infancy;  Lucy  Dunbar,  marrie<l  E.  Waite  Elder,  resides  in 
Denver,  Col. 
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CHAUNCEY  DENNA. 

Chaunccy  Denny,  son  of  Joseph  and  Maria  (Ellis)  Denny,  was  bom  in 
Berlin,  Vt.,  April  29,  1842  and  died  in  Northfield,  Vt.,  January  16,  1899.  In 
1817,  his  parents  moved  to  Northfield,  where  he  attended  the  district  school 

and  the  Northfield  Academy ; he  also 
was  for  some  time  a student  at  the 
Kimball  Union  .Academy,  Meriden, 
N.  H. 

Soon  after  leaving  school,  he 
began  clerking  for  his  brother, 
Edward,  in  his  dry  goods  store  in 
Northfield,  and  remained  in  his  em- 
ploy until  November,  1861,  when 
he  received  an  appointment  as 
civilian  clerk  in  the  commissary 
department,  U.  S.  A.;  jjerformed 
active  service  in  the  field  until  July, 
1865,  when  he  returned  to  North- 
field  and  again  worked  for  his 
brother.  In  1866,  he  purchased 
his  brother's  interest  in  the  firm 
and  continued  the  business  under 
the  firm  name  of  C.  Denny  & Co. 
In  1879,  F.  W.  Dutton,  purchased 
an  interest  in  the  firm  and  the  busi- 
ness was  conductecl  under  the  old 
firm  name  until  1887,  when  Mr. 
Denny  sold  out  to  Mr.  Dutton  and  C.  S.  Kichmond  and  retired  from  active 
basiness.  He  was  very  successful  in  his  business  enterprises  and  acquired  a 
valuable  property. 

He  was  an  active  member  of  the  Congregational  Church  of  Northfield, 
serving  ns  deacon,  1880-1899,  and  superintendent  of  the  Sabbath  School  a 
number  of  years.  He  was  much  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the  University; 
was  elected  a trustee  in  1890  and  served  until  his  death;  generously  assisted 
the  University  from  time  to  time  and  founded  the  "Chauncey  Denny  Scholar- 
ship”. 

He  was  married  September  10,  1867  to  Joanna  King  of  Northfield,  who 
survives  him  and  resides  in  Northfield;  no  children. 

HON.  CIIARLF.S  DEWTIY,  A.  M.  • 

Charles  Dewey,  son  of  Dr.  Julius  Yemans  and  Mary  (Perrin)  Dewey, 
was  bom  in  Montpelier,  Vt.,  March  27,  1826,  and  died  there,  August  31,  1905. 
He  prepared  for  college  at  the  Washington  County  Grammar  School  and 
graduate<l  A.  B.  from  the  University  of  Vermont  in  1845. 

He  was  assistant  secretaiy  of  the  Vermont  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Co.  of 
Montpelier,  184,5-50,  secretary,  1850-71,  and  a director,  1850-80;  wasadirector 
of  the  National  Life  Insurance  Co.,  Januarj',  1851,  until  his  death,  vice-presi- 
dent, January,  1891-June,  1877,  and  president  June,  1877-1901.  He  was  elected 
a director  of  the  First  National  Bank  on  its  organization  in  January,  1865; 
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served  as  vice-president,  1878-91;  president,  1891-August  31,  1905.  He  took 
deep  interest  in  educational  matters;  was  a trustee  of  the  Washington  County 
Grammar  School,  1864-1905  and  president  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  1879-1905; 
was  president  of  the  Alumni  Association  of  the  University  of  Vermont  two 
years;  was  a trustee  of  “N.  U.”  1869-75,  and  treasurer,  1855-59. 

He  was  a Republican  in  politics  and  held  several  offices;  was  Slate  Sena- 
tor, 1867-69;  inspector  of  State  finance,  1882  and  1883,  declining  re-appoint- 
ment. He  was  a member  of  the  Episcopal  Church;  Society  of  Colonial  Wars; 
Sons  of  the  American  Revolution;  Vermont  Historical  Society,  holding  several 
offices  in  each  society. 

He  was  married  May  3, 1848  to  Betsey  Tarbox  of  Randolph,  Vt.,  who  died 
May  12,  1908.  Nine  children  were  bom  to  them;  Frances  Isabella,  bom 
Febmary  3,  1849,  married  Henry  E.  Fifield,  resides  in  Montpelier,  Vt.;  Ella 
Lutheria,  bom  October  29,  1850,  married  Carroll  P.  Pithers,  died  May  30, 
1879;  William  Tarbox,  bom  September  30,  1852,  secretary  of  the  Vermont 
Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Co.  of  Montpelier,  died  in  1911;  Jeiuiie,  bom  May. 29, 
1854,  married  Edward  D.  Blackwell,  resides  in  Brandon,  Vt.;  Mary  Grace, 
bom  January  30,  1858,  resides  in  Montpelier,  Vt.;  George  Perrin,  born  August 
18,  1860,  resides  in  Portland,  Maine;  Gertmde  May,  bom  September,  1862, 
married  Frederick  J.  McCuen,  resides  in  Montpelier,  Vt.;  Kate,  bom  August 
31,  1864,  married  Ernest  L.  Squire,  resides  in  Montpelier,  Vt.;  Charles 
Robert,  bom  October  27, 1867,  died  October  4, 1909. 

JULIUS  YEMANS  DEWEY,  M.  D. 

Julius  Y.  Dewey,  son  of  Simeon 
and  Pmdence  (Yemans)  Dewey,  was 
bom  in  Berlin,  Vt.,  August  22,  1801, 
and  died  in  Montpelier,  Vt.,  May  29, 

1877.  He  attended  the  schools  of 
his  town  and  the  Montpelier  Acad- 
emy and  graduated  M.  D.  from  the 
University  of  Vermont  Medical 
College  in  1824. 

Ho  practiced  his  profession  in 
Montpelier,  Vt.,  from  1824  until  ^ 

1850,  when  he  was  appointed  general 
agent  and  examiner  of  the  National 
Ijfe  Insurance  Co.,  of  Montpelier. 

In  1851,  he  was  elected  president  of 
the  company  and  held  the  office  until 
his  death.  He  served  for  some  years 
as  surgeon  of  the  First  Repment, 

Vermont  State  Militia.  He  was  a 
capable  business  man  and  acquired 
a valuable  property.  We  quote  from 
the  ‘‘VermorU  Watchman”  of  May 
30,  1877:  ‘‘He  was  a man  of  Dr.  Juliu*  Yemani  Dewey, 

decided  convictions  which  he  never  hesitated  to  avow  and  defend; 
courageous  and  aggressive  in  everything  he  undertook,  he  wrested  from 
those  who  differed  from  him,  a respect  for  bis  fearlessness;  and  his  uni- 
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fonn  8iicc<«s  won  a hi(th  regard  for  his  sagacity.  He  was  one  of  the  most 
])ublic-spirileil  of  our  citizens,  and  his  contributions  toward  railroads,  churches, 
schools,  and  hotels  were  frequent  and  heavy,  and  his  influence  was  always 
exerte<l  toward  building  up  Mont|H'lic.r,  a town  which  he  loved.  A transpar- 
ently honest  man  himself,  he  hud  a profound  hatred  of  all  shams  and  all  frauds 
and  he  was  never  backward  in  denouncing  them.”  He  was  much  interested 
in  the  University,  serving  us  trustee,  18.52-69.  He  was  an  active  member  of 
Christ  Episcopal  Ch\irch  of  Montpelier,  serving  as  warden,  vestryman  and 
treasurer  many  years. 

He  was  murritsl  three  times;  first,  June  9,  182.5  to  Mary  Perrin,  daughter 
of  Zachiu-ah  and  Mary  (Talcott)  Perrin;  she  died  .September  3,  1843.  Four 
children  wer<-  Ixirn  to  them;  Charles,  trustee  of  ‘‘N.  U.”  (q.  v.);  Edward 
Dewey,  Imm  March  29,  1829,  died  in  Montpelier,  October  26,  1900;  George, 
admiral,  U.  H.  N.,  “X.  U.”  .55  (q  v.);  Mary  Perrin,  bom  October  26,  1839, 
marriisl  Dr.  Gtsirge  Preston  Gri'cley,  “N.  U.”  '53.  He  was  marrierl  the 
second  time  .\ugusi  3,  1845,  to  Mrs  .Susjui  Edson  Taibox  of  Randolph,  Vt., 
who  died  S<‘ptemb<T  11,  1854;  no  children.  He  was  again  married  Man;h  9, 
1855  to  Mrs.  .Susan  Elizabeth  (Griggs)  Lilley  of  Worcester,  Mass.,  who  died, 
.S;pteinb<'r  5,  1886;  no  children. 

REV.  JAME.S  HENRY  EAMES,  A.  M.,  D.  D. 

James  H.  Eamew,  was  Imrn  in  Dedham,  Mass.,  Novcmlier  29,  1814,  and 
dii-d  in  Hamilton  Harbor,  HcTinuda,  Decemlier  10,  1877,  He  attended  the 
sch(X)ls  of  his  city  anrl  graiiuated  .\.  H.  from  Brown  University  1839,  later 
receivctl  the  degree  of  A.  M. 

He  was  ordaineil  deacon  in  the  E|)i.scopal  Ministry  in  1841,  and  priest 
in  1842;  was  rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Ascension,  Wakefield,  R.  I.,  1842-46; 
St.  Stephens  Church,  Providence,  R.  I.,  1816-.50;  missionary  for  Rho<ie  Island, 
1850-58;  travelled  extensively  in  Euroiie  in  1858;  rector  St.  Paul’s  Church, 
Concord,  X.  H.,  1858-77. 

He  M'rvest  for  eighteen  yciuw  as  chaplain  at  the  Asylum  for  the  Insane 
at  Concord,  X.  II.;  was  a member  of  the  standing  committee,  of  the  Diocese  of 
New  Hampshire,  and  was  for  a number  of  years  a delegate  to  the  general  con- 
vention. 

He  took  a great  interest  in  ‘‘N.  U.,”  serving  as  tnistee,  1864-77;  received 
the  degres-  of  D.  D.,  fonn  the  University  in  1862;  was  for  son>e  years  a tmstce 
of  the  General  TIusdogical  Seminary. 

JtlSEPH  KEYHS  EGERTOX,  A.  M. 

Joseph  K.  Egerton,  son  of  .\riel  and  Abigail  Proctor  (Keyes)  Egerton 
was  bom  in  XorlhfieM,  Vermont,  Octobs'r  20,  1828.  He  attended  the  public 
and  private  -schools  in  yuechee,  Vt .,  the  Woodstock  High  Nchool,  and  Thetford 
.\cademy.  He  n'ceived  the  honorary  degree  of  M.  from  Norwich  Univer- 
sity in  1909. 

He  clerkcsl  in  Hartford,  184.5-49,  Brookfield,  1849-.50,  Xortlifield,  1850-51; 
engaged  in  the  gener.al  mercantile  business  in  (iuechee,  1852-61,  was  post- 
master, 18.5.5-61;  liveil  in  Norwich,  1861-76,  and  wa-s  towm  agent,  town 
treasurer  anil  justice  of  the  pcivee. 

He  returned  to  Xortlifield  in  1876,  where  he  conducted  a general  insurance 
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agency  from  1876  until  1907,  when  he  retired  from  active  business,  and  in  1909 
removed  from  the  village  to  Springvale  Farm,  East  Hill,  where  he  now 
resides. 

He  has  been  a Republican  in  politics  ever  since  the  organization  of  that 
party.  In  Xorthfield,  he  has  been  village  clerk  and  treasurer,  town  clerk, 
auditor  and  justice  of  the  peace. 

He  has  taken  a prominent  plaee  in  the  Ma-sonie  and  I.  O.  O.  F.,  Ixslgea, 
and  other  Fraternal  orders;  was  a Son  of  Tem|>erunee  in  1849,  flood  Templar 
from  1877,  a Uebekah  Degree  Lodge 
member  since  1884.  He  was  made  a 
Free  Mason  in  Woodstock  Isidgc, 

No.  14,  F and  A.  M.,  in  1854;  Ix*- 
came  a member  of  United  Brethren 
Lodge,  Xo.  21,  Hartford,  in  1861; 
was  its  Worshipful  Master  in  1864- 
67;  representative  to  the  Grand 
Lodge,  1862-69;  was  Grand  Ixs-turer 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Vermont, 

1864-69;is  now  a member  of  De  Witt 
Clinton  Ixtdge,  No.  L5,  of  Xorth- 
field, and  of  King  Solomons  Chapter, 

R.  A.  M.  of  Montpelier.  He  was 
made  an  Odd  Fellow  in  Xorthfield 
December  25,  18.50;  was  Xoble 
Grand  of  Woodstock  Lodge  in  1854 
and  Xorthfield  Lodge,  1877;  mem- 
ber of  Eureka  Encampment,  I.  O. 

O.  F.,  Xorthfield  in  1879,  and  its 
chief  patriarch  in  1881;  was  a repre- 
sentative to  the  Grand  Isxlge  and 
Grand  Encampment  in  1882;  Grand 
Scribe,  1884-92  and  Grand  Fatriarch, 

1892-93;  representative  to  the  Sovereign  Grand  Ltslge,  at  I’ortland,  Oivgon, 

1893,  and  at  Milwaukee,  Wis.,  in  1894. 

He  has  taken  an  active  interest  in  the  University;  was  instrumental  in 
relieving  the  Institution  from  .serious  financial  emharriussment  in  1887-90  by 
financing  the  “Belkna|>”  interest  in  the  University  property,  and  by  raising 
funds  to  meet  that  obligation.  He  was  clerk  of  the  Corjxtration,  1887-89. 
He  was  made  a trustee  of  the  University  in  1889;  was  a member  of  the  execu- 
tive committee,  1889-1894,  and  chairman  of  the  committee  on  degrees  since 

1894. 

He  has  been  married  three  times;  first,  Dwember  25, 185t),  toiSiuah  Fran- 
cis T.vler  of  Claremont,  X.  H.,  who  died  March  3,  188ti.  They  had  two  chil- 
dren: Edith  Keyes,  bom  July  3,  1858,  died  August  21,  1861,  and  Frederick  Tyler 
‘‘X.  U.”  ’87,  bom  July  13,  1862,  died  March  2.  1887.  He  was  married  the 
second  time  October  20,  1886  to  Emily  Isiis  .\bbott.  of  Sto<'kbridge,  Vermont, 
who  died  September  5,  1897.  He  was  again  married  December  10,  1899,  to 
Mary  Hick.son,  daughter  of  Richard  Gregory  Hickson,  of  Wind.sor,  Vt.,  son 
of  Sir  George  Hickson  of  Castle  Gregory,  Ireland. 
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KEV.  CH.\RLES  WESLEY  EMERSON,  M.  D. 

Charles  W.  Emerson,  son  of  Thomas  and  Mary  (Hewitt)  Emerson,  was 
bom  in  Pittsfield,  Vt.,  November  30,  1837,  and  died  at  Millis,  Mass.,  Novem- 
ber 30,  1908.  His  childhood  was  passed  among  the  picturesque  hills  of  his 
birthplace  until  1845,  when  his  parents  moved  to  a neighboring  hillside  in 
Stockbridge,  Vt.  (near  Rochester).  He  attended  the  schools  of  Stockbridge 
and  rcccivcsl  instmetion  from  his  father,  a well  known  teacher  and  Rev. 
Augustus  Wing,  in  the^higher  English,  Scientific  and  Cla.ssical  studies.  He 

completed  a course  of  Theology 
under  Rev.  Dr.  Tyler  of  Brattle- 
boro,  Vt.,  preaching  his  first  sermon 
at  the  age  of  nineteen. 

He  was  ordained  to  the  minis- 
try by  the  Association  of  Congre- 
gational Ministers  in  Windham 
County,  Vt.,  in  1858.  He  was 
pastor  of  churches  in  Halifax,  Vt., 
in  1858-61;  Brookfield,  Vt.,  1861- 
65;  Northficld,  Vt.,  1865-68;  First 
church,  Fitchburg,  Mass.,  1868-73. 

Dr.  Emerson  was  a power  in 
the  ministry  by  reason  of  his 
moving  eloquence,  his  keen  spiritual 
discernment,  his  unfailing  sympathy 
and  his  spirit  of  benevolence.  His 
churches  were  crowded  with  eager 
listeners.  He  made  hundreds  of 
converts,  raising  church  societies 
from  a condition  of  decay  to  that 
of  flourishing  life.  After  twenty 
years  of  effort  in  this  field  of  work, 
Rev.  ChailM  Wesley  Emerson.  he  was  forced  by  failing  health 

to  abandon  it.  He  then  sirent  a few  months  in  rest  and  travel  in  the  British 
Isles. 

Upon  his  return  home,  he  entered  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  and 
gradualeri  M.  D.  in  1877.  He  subsequently  added  courses  of  Law  and  Ora- 
toiy  in  the  Boston  University.  He  was  appointed  in  1877,  lecturer  of  Vocal 
Physiologj-  and  Hygiene  in  the  Boston  University  School  of  Oratory;  and  upon 
the  death  of  its  president,  Professor  Monroe,  this  department  of  the  University 
was  discontinued.  Dr.  Emerson  ix-rcciverl  that  a great  work  was  still  to  be 
accomplished  in  the  study  of  Oratoiy,  so  drawing  about  him  a few  friends,  he 
opene<l  a school  of  Oratory,  named  in  honor  of  the  late  Professor  Monroe — the 
Monroe  Conservatory  of  Oratory.  Later,  at  the  request  of  the  alumni,  this 
name  was  changerl  to  the  Emerson  College  of  Oratory.  This  little  school 
grew  so  rapidly  that  during  the  next  twenty  years  it  repeatedly  outgrew  and 
extended  its  iHiiindaries;  ami  long  Irefore  Dr.  Emerson  retired  from  public 
life,  in  1902,  it  was  recognised  as  the  largest  school  of  vocal  expression  in  the 
world.  Today  Dr.  Emerson’s  disciples  are  teaching  in  primary  and  secondary 
schools,  state  normal  schools,  colleges  .and  universities  throughout  theUnited 
States  and  the  British  provinces. 
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Dr.  Kmerson  was  a broad  scholar,  a student  of  both  ancient  and  modern 
philosophy,  a bold  and  independent  thinker.  He  drew  students  around  him 
because  he  had  found  a philosophy  in  expression.  He  made  it  his  mission  to 
organize  his  discoveries  so  that  life  should  take  on  a higher  form  by  expressing 
itself  rightly.  He  made  the  teaching  of  expression  to  the  pupil  and  the  de- 
velopment of  the  character  of  the  pupil  one  and  the  same.  He  aimed  to  lift 
every  pupil  to  a higher  plane  of  living.  Evolution  comes,  he  said,  from  expres- 
sion; the  race  is  what  it  is  today  because  it  has  expressed  itself.  Itie  great 
cathedrals,  for  example,  while  examples  of  the  knowledge  of  art  possessed  by 
their  builders,  are  also  the  means  by  which  the  race  has  lifted  itself.  Art  must 
be  looked  at  as  the  screws  put  under  a building — a means  of  elevation. 

Charles  MoUoy  has  said:  “Dr.  Emerson  was  much  more  than  a teacher; 
he  was  a man  of  genius,  over  and  above  his  technical  character.’  ’ The  mark 
of  genius  and  nobility  was  stamped  in  unmistakable  ehariicters  upon  his  face 
and  bearing.  Meeting  Dr.  Emerson  in  person,  one  was  at  once  struck  by  the 
sweet  simplicity  and  the  gentle  dignity  of  his  presence.  One  knew  instinctively 
and  beyond  question  that  nothing  mean  or  commonplace  had  any  part  in  his 
life,  and  these  characteristics  were  reflected  in  every  word,  action  or  attitude, 
wherever  or  on  whatever  occasion  the  man  appeared.  Whether  on  the  plat- 
fonn,  in  the  classroom,  on  the  street  or  in  the  home,  the  serene  poise  of  the 
man,  the  absolute  freedom  of  any  consciousness  of  self,  suggested  constantly 
that  there  was  a life  consecrated  to  .some  high  calling.  This  same  dignity  of 
presence  was  a potent  power  of  Dr.  Emerson’s  eloquence,  during  the  twenty 
years,  when  many  Bostonians  found  his  Saturday  noon  lecture  the  loftiest 
sermon  of  the  week.  His  oratory  was  marked  by  those  elements  which  con- 
stitute greatness,  simplicity,  case,  economy,  force  and  authority.  He  was  an 
active  friend  of  the  University,  serving  as  trustee  from  1893  until  189.5. 

He  wrote  many  articles  for  the  press  of  the  countrj'.  His  published  works 
are:  Evolution  of  Expression,  four  volumes,  revised  edition,  1905;  Physical 
Culture,  1892;  The  Perfective  Laws  of  Art,  four  volumes,  1890;  Psycho  Vox, 
1894;  Philosophy  of  Gesture,  or  Expressive  Physical  Culture,  1900. 

He  was  marrietl  three  times:  first  in  April  1857  to  Melvina  A.  Boutwell 
of  Stockbridge,  Vt.,  who  died  June  ‘22,  1865;  one  child,  Henry  Ward,  born 
January  17, 1861,  died  December  25,  1862.  He  was  again  married  May  9,  1866 
to  Muriel  C.  Durant.  He  was  married  the  third  time  September  5,  1888  to 
Susie  J.  Rogers,  a native  of  Pleasant  Mount,  Pa.,  who  survives  him  and  resides 
in  Millis,  Mass. 

MAXW’ELL  EVARTS,  A.  B. 

Maxwell  Evarts,  son  of  Hon.  William  Maxwell  and  Helen  Minerva  (Ward- 
ner)  Evarts,  was  bom  in  New  York  City,  November  15,  186‘2.  He  prepared 
for  college  at  St.  Paul’s  school.  Concord,  N.  H.  and  graduated,  A.  B.  from 
Yale  University  in  1884.  He  was  for  two  years  a student  at  the  Harvard 
University  Law  School;  and  was  in  1.887,  atlmiltcd  to  the  bar  in  New'  York 
City,  where  he  has  practiced  his  profession  to  date.  He  has  sf'rved  as  counsel 
for  the  Union  Pacific  and  Southern  Pacific  railroiuls. 

ft  He  is  greatly  interested  in  agricultural  matters  and  .sjicnds  a portion  of 
his  time  at  his  extensive  stock  farm  in  Windsor,  Vt.  He  has  been  esirccially 
active  in  the  Vermont  State  Fair  A.«sociation,  serving  as  its  president  since  its 
inception.  He  has  taken  an  active  interest  in  the  welfare  of  "N.  U.”  and  in 
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1909WHS  elected  a trustee.  He  has  established  several  prizes  at  the  University 
toencoursigr  horsemanship,  and  has  (riven  lil>erul  aid  toward  pun'hasing  horses 
for  the  “ X.  U.’  ’ squadron  of  eavaliy.  He  is  a member  of  the  E])iseopaI  church.

He  attended  the  Leland  Gray 
Seminar}'  at  Townshi-nd,  Vt.,  ami  the  Vermont  Ac.atlemy  at  Saxtons  River, 
Vt.

He  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  Octo- 
ber, 1889;  and  in  January,  1.890,  locatcrl  in  Vergennes,  Vt.,  where  he  has 
practiced  his  profes.sion  to  date. 

He  is  a Republican  in  politics  and  has  held  several  positions;  was  States 
attorney,  .Addison  county,  1891-1900;  8UiM>rintendent  of  schools  of  Vergennes, 
1892,  and  has  held  this  (loailion  the  greater  part  of  the  time  since  that  date; 
was  national  bunk  examiner,  during  19(K)-08.  He  was  elected  a trustee  of  the 
University  in  1907,  and  Inus  st'rvtxl  to  date.  In  1911,  the  University  con- 
fernst  u|Km  him  the  h<Hiorary  degree  of  A.  M.  He  is  a member  of  Dor- 
chester Emlge,  F.  uiul  .A.  M.  of  Vergennt-s;  I.  O.  ().  F.,  and  the  Knights  of 
Phythias. 

He  was  married  March  l.l,  1892,  to  Minnie  Jane  Lyon  of  Waterbury. 
Thrw  children  have  bwn  Ixirn  to  them:  Sarah  Katherine,  bom  October  2, 
1893;  Freiierick  Lyon,  born  October  1,  1895;  and  Prudence  Hopkins,  born 
January  24,  liMll. 


WYMAN  FLINT. 

Wyman  Flint,  son  of  John  Gardiner  and  Surah'  (Gregg)  Flint,  was  born 
in  Windsor,  N.  11.,  July  11,  1824  and  died  in  Bellows  Falls,  \’t.,  December  25, 
1906.  He  attendisl  the  schools  of  his  tow'n  and  the  .Antrim,  (N.  H.)  -Academy. 
He  engageil  in  the  manufacture  of  furniture  in  Franklin,  N.  H.,  in  1845; 
and  in  1 846,  he  ret  urtusl  to  Antrim,  where  he  engagixl  in  I he  lumber  bu.siness  un- 
til 1853.  He  then  moveil  to  Bellows  Falls,  Vt.,  where  he  made  his  home  until 
his  di'ath.  He  bi'came  one  of  the  most  prominent  business  men  of  that  town; 
engaged  in  the  manufacturi"  of  shoe  pegs,  1854-62;  wjis  associated  with  his 
brother,  John  Gardiner  Flint  in  the  timi  of  W.  & J.  G.  Flint,  wholesale  (trocers 
in  Milwaukee,  Wis.,  1858-80,  with  branch  houses  in  Boston  and  St.  Ix)uis. 
In  1880,  in  company  with  A.  H.  Fisher,  he  Isgan  the  manufacture  of  paper  in 
Bellows  Falls.  In  1882,  Mr.  Fisher,  retireil  from  the  finn  and  he  took  his  sons 
into  partnership  under  the  firm  name  of  Wyman  Flint  and  Sons.  The  company, 
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erected  pulp  mills  at  Middlcbury  and  Weybridge,  Vt.  He  wa-s  one  of  the 
incorporators  of  the  Bellows  Falls  and  Saxtons  River  Street  Railway  Co., 
November  22,  1892;  was  one  of  the  trustees  of  the  Oak  Hill  Cemetery.  He 
was  at  first  a Democrat  in  (ralitics  and  later  a Republican ; served  as  selectman 
in  1867  and  1868.  He  assisted  in  the  construction  of  the  new  Immanuel 
Episcopal  church  in  1863.  He  was  a member  of  Hugh  dc  Payens  Commandry 
K.  T.  of  Keene,  N.  H.;  and  the  Westminster  Club.  He  served  as  trustee  of 
“N.  U.”  from  1869  until  1875. 

He  was  married,  July  10,  1848,  to  Almira  Stiekney  of  Bellows  Falls,  who 
died  August  18,  1896.  Six  children  were  born  to  them:  Jonas  Fxlward,  die*! 
February  16,  1858;  Sarah  Louise,  resides  in  Bellows  Falls;  Anna  I^tura,  marrie<l 
Frank  A.  Mitchell,  died  in  Mainstee,  Mich.,  October  24,  1903;  Francis  Gardiner 
“N.  U.,”  ’77,  resides  in  Bellows  Falls;  Mary  Gertnide,  married  Charles  R. 
Elder,  resides  in  Malden,  Mass. ; John  Wyman,  resides  in  B»>llows  Falls,  V t. 


HON.  GEORGE  MARTIN  FISK. 


George  M.  Fisk,  son  of  David  and  Sarah  (Reed)  Fisk,  was  born  in  Wol- 
cott, Vt.,  June  7,  1830,  and  died  in  Northfield,  Vt.,  November  8,  1888.  In 
1831,  his  parents  removed  to  Williamstown,  Vt.,  and  in  1842  to  Northfield. 
He  attended  select  school  in  Berlin, 

Vt.  for  several  terms  and  was  a 
student  at  the  old  Northfield  Acad- 
emy. 

He  studied  law  with  the  Hon. 

Heman  Carpenter  of  Northfield, 

1852-54,  and  was  admitted  to  the 
Washington  Co.  bar  in  March  1854; 
continued  the  study  of  law  in  Prof. 

John  W.  Fowler’s  law  school  in 
Poughkceiwic,  N.  Y.,  April-July  1854. 

Later  in  the  same  year,  he  began  the 
practice  of  his  profession  in  North- 
field,  which  he  continued  until  a 
short  time  previous  to  his  death. 

He  was  a capable  business  man 
and  was  identified  with  many  of  the 
enterprises  of  his  town.  In  1864,  he 
built  a woolen  factory  at  the  deimt 
village  on  the  site  now  occupied  by 
Rabidou ’s  lumber  mill.  He  managed 
the  mills  until  the  early  eighties, 
when  he  sold  out  to  Mr.  Howarth; 
was  also  largely  identified  with  **“'’•  ***°'**  M»nln  Fisk, 

the  slate  industry  in  Northfield,  being  the  owner  of  the  Union  Slate 
Company;  was  a trustee  and  president  of  the  Northfield  .Savings  Bank, 
1869-81 ; was  for  some  time  largely  engaged  in  the  lumber  business  in  Granville. 
He  was  a very  capable  lawyer  and  met  with  marked  success  in  his  profession. 
He  was  a Democrat  in  politics  and  held  many  town  offices;  represented  the 
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town  in  the  House  of  Representatives  in  18C3.  He  took  an  active  interest  in 
“N.  U.”  serving  as  tmstee,  1874-88. 

He  was  married  June  7,  1856,  to  Jane  Elmira  Nichols,  sister  of  the  Hon. 
George  Nichols,  trustee  of  ‘‘N.  U ” (q.  v.)  Mrs.  Fisk  died  in  Northfield  in 
April,  1911;  no  children. 

HON.  KITTREDGE  HASKINS,  A.  M.,  LL.  D. 

Kittredge  Haskins,  son  of  Asaph  and  .Amelia  (Ward  ) Haskins,  was  bom 
in  Dover,  Vt.,  .\pril  8,  1836.  He  attended  the  schools  of  his  town;  also  re- 
ceived instruction^from  a private  tutor.  He  began  the  study  of  law  with 

.Shafter  & Davenport  in  Wil- 
mington, Vt.,  and  was  ad- 
mitted to  the  Windham 
County  bar,  April  14,  1858. 
He  then  formed  a partnership 
with  Charles  N.  Davenport 
and  practiced  his  profession 
in  Wilmington  until  the 
spring  of  1861,  when  he  re- 
tired from  the  firm  and 
locate<l  in  the  village  of 
Williarasvillc,  where  he  con- 
linued  his  practice  until 
.Vugust,  1862,  when  he  en- 
liste<l  in  Co.  I,  16th  V'ermont 
Infantry  as  a private.  He 
was  commissioned  1st  lieu- 
tenant September  20,  1862; 
but  owing  to  a disability  in- 
■ urred,  he  was  forced  to 
resign  his  commission,  March 
19,  1863.  He  then  served 
to  the  close  of  the  war  as  a 
civilian  clerk  in  the  office  of 
the  assistant  quartermaster 
of  United  States  Volunteers, 
Hon.  Ktmerige  Rukins.  doing  duty  at  Bratticboro, 

Burlington,  St.*  Albans  and  Montitelier,  Vt.  In  1866,  he  was  elected  captain 
of]Co.-I,  12thjRegimetit  Vermont  Militia,  and  .served  until  the  re-organisation 
of  the  |niilitia  two  years  later.  He  wtis  appointed  and  served  as  aide- 
de-camp,  with  rank  of  colonel  on  the  staff  of  Gov.  Peter  T.  Washburn. 

In  November,  1863,  he  removed  to  Bratticboro,  where  he  has  been  in 
active  practice  of  his  profession,  except  during  the  war  and  while  he  was  in 
Congress.  Ho  was  early  ailmittexl  to  the  bar  of  the  United  States  Courts  of 
Vermont;  and  in  1883  was  admitted  to  the  bar  of  the  .Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States.  He  was  at  first  a Democrat  in  politics,  but  in  1861,  joined  the 
Republican  party  and  hsis  actcil  with  it  ever  sine?.  He  has  held  many  [xjsi- 
tions  of  trust ; served  as  justice  of  the  |>eace  to  date;  states  attorney  of  Windham 
County,  1870-72;  represented  Bratticboro  in  the  House  of  Representatives, 
1872-74,  1896-1900,  serving  as  speaker  in  1898-1900;  was  State  senator  in 
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1892-94;  was  United  States  district  attorney  for  Vermont  from  October,  1880 
to  June  1887;  was  chairman  of  the  V^ermont  Board  of  Commissioners  to  estab- 
lish the  boundary  line  between  that  State  and  Massachusetts,  1892-1900; 
served  on  the  Republican  State  Committee,  1869-72;  chairman  of  the  Republi- 
can Committee  for  the  Second  Congressional  District,  1876-84;  was  representa- 
tive in  Congress  of  the  Second  Congressional  District,  March  4,  1901-March  4, 
1909,  served  on  the  following  committees:  Elections,  Agriculture,  Labor, 
and  was  chairman  of  War  Claims.  On  December  1,  1910,  he  was  appointee! 
by  Governor  John  A.  Mead,  judge  of  municipal  court  of  Brattlcboro,  which 
office  he  resigned  February  1,  1911,  having  been  appointed  postmaster  of 
Brattlcboro,  Vt.,  January  21, 1911,  which  office  he  now  holds. 

He  is  a member  of  St.  Michael’s  Episcopal  church  of  Brattlcboro,  serving 
for  many  years  as  vestryman  and  senior  warden.  He  was  elected  one  of  the 
lay  deputies  to  the  General  Convention  of  his  church,  which  met  at  Chicago, 
111.,  in  1886,  New  York,  in  1889,  Baltimore,  in  1892,  Richmond,  Va.,  in  1907, 
and  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  in  1910.  He  is  a 33  degree  Mason  and  has  held  the 
offices  of  Grand  Commander  of  Knights  Templar,  Grand  High  Priest  of  Royal 
Arch  Chapter,  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  Lieutenant  Commander 
of  Vermont,  the  Consistory  of  the  Scottish  Rite  Masons.  He  is  a member  of 
the  G.  A.  R.,  Loyal  Legion,  and  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution.  He  has 
taken  a deep  interest  in  the  welfare  of  “N.  U.,”  served  as  Inistee  from 
1874,  until  1887,  and  from  1898  to  date.  The  University  conferred  upon 
him  the  degree  of  A.  M.  in  1873  and  LL.  D.  in  1907. 

He  was  married  July  1,  1860,  to  Esther  Maria,  daughter  of  Maj.  Adna  B. 
Childs  of  Wilmington,  Vt.;  one  child,  a son,  who  died  in  1864. 

• HON.  W’lLLIAM  HEBARD. 

William  Hcbard  was  bom  in  Windham,  Vt.,  November  29,  1824,  and  died 
in  Chelsea,  Vt.,  October  22,  1875.  He  received  an  academic  education.  He 
studied  law  with  W’illiam  Nutting  of  Randolph,  Vt.,  anil  was  admitteil  to  the 
Orange  County  bar  in  1827.  He  practiced  his  profession  in  East  Randolph, 
\t.,  from  1827  to  1845,  when  he  removed  to  Chelsea,  Vt.,  where  he  eontinueil 
his  practice  until  his  death. 

He  was  a Republican  in  politics  and  held  many  offices.  He  rcpre.senteil 
Randolph  in  the  House  of  Representatives  four  years,  and  Chelsea,  five  years; 
was  State  senator  1836-38;  States  attorney,  1832-36;  judge  of  probate  in  1838, 
1840 and  1841;judgeof  the  Supremo  Court  of  Vennont,  1842-44;  member  of 
Congress,  1848-52;  was  a delegate  to  the  National  Republican  Convention, 
that  nominated  Abraham  Lincoln  for  president;  was  an  active  friend  of  the 
University,  serving  as  trustee,  1856-72. 

He  was  married  September  12,  1830,  to  Elizabeth  Slockwell  Brown,  .\ 
son,  William  was  a cadet  at  the  University  in  the  class  of  1864. 

REV.  WTLLIAM  SKINNER  HAZEN,  A.  M.,  D.  D. 

William  .S.  Hazen,  son  of  Austin  and  Lucia  (Washburn)  Hazen,  was  bom 
in  Hartford,  Vt.,  August  18,  1836.  He  jirepareil  for  college  at  the  Underhill 
(Vt.)  Academy  at  the  Washington  County  (V’t.)  Grammar  School,  and  the 
Royalton  (Vt.)  .•Veademy.  He  graduated  B.  from  the  University  of  Vcmiont 
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in  18.W;  »n<l  received  the  degrees  of  A.  M.,  and  D.  D.  from  that  Institution  in 
IStil  and  IHiJl,  n'i-pectively. 


He  was  student  at 
the  Andover  (Mass.)  The- 
ological Seminary,  1860- 
63.  He  was  ordained 
a Congregational  Clergy- 
man in  that  town  in  1863, 
and  in  the  same  year  be- 
came pastor  of  the  Qjn- 
gregational  Church  in 
Northficld,  where  he  re- 
mained until  his  resigna- 
tion in  1905.  He  has 
been  for  many  years  a 
warm  friend  of  the  Uni- 
versity; was  elected  a 
trustee  in  1894,  serving 
until  190,5.  He  is  a mem- 
ber of  the  Vermont  His- 
torical Society.  In  1905, 
he  removed  to  Beverly, 
Mass.,  where  he  has  made 
his  home  to  date. 

He  has  been  twice 
married:  first,  September 
Rev.  Williim  Skinner  Hazen.  6,  1866,  to  Martha  Ann 

Merrill  of  Providence,  R.  I.,  who  died  .August  28,  1874.  Two  children 
were  Imm  to  them:  William  Merrill,  born  July  30,  1873,  died  September  7, 
1873;  Martha  Merrill,  bom  .August  25,  1874,  resided  in  Beverly,  Mass.  He 
was  again  marrierl  in  Xorthfield,  Vt.,  October  12,  1882,  to  Laura  Eliia 
Maxham,  a native  of  Randolph,  Vt. 


H<).\.  JOHN  WIIITK  HOBART. 

John  W.  Hobart,  son  of  Thomas  and  Mary  (Packard)  Hobart,  was  bora 
in  Randolph,  Vt.,  .August  23,  1829. 

He  attendcil  the  Orange  County  Grammar  .School,  Randolph,  \'t.,  and 
the  Thetford,  (\'t.)  .Acailemy.  He  worked  for  some  time  on  a farm  and  in 
1846,  locateil  in  Bostiin.  .Milss.,  where  he  elerktsi  for  a short  time.  In  1847,  he 
entered  the  employ  of  the  Vermont  Central  R.  R..  as  a clerk.  In  1849,  on 
the  completion  of  the  roiul  to  Mont|)elier,  Vt.,  he  was  appointctl  station  agent 
at  that  (Mint,  and  hi-ld  the  |K)sition  until  March,  18.59,  when  he  was  ap|K)intcd 
miuster  of  trans|>ortation  of  the  roiul.  In  1864,  he  was  promoted  general 
freight  agent  and  in  1873,  general  suiwrintendent.  In  1883,  he  was  made 
general  manager  of  the  Ontral  Vermont  system,  holding  the  position  until 
June  1,  1891,  when  owing  to  ill  health,  he  was  forced  to  resign  the  position. 
He  was  one  of  the  lu'st  known  railroad  men  of  his  time  and  refuszsl  many  tempt- 
ing offers  to  assume  the  management  of  other  roads.  He  also  serveil  for  some 
time  as  president  of  the  Ogdensburg  and  Lake  Champlain  R.  R.  He  was  a 
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Republiran  in  politire;  wrvc'd  as  a member  of  the  Slate  Constitutional  Conven- 
tion in  1870;  was  a prominent  Mason,  servung  for  some  time  as  distriet  deputy 
Grand  Master.  He  was  a member  of  St.  Luke’s  Episcopal  church.  He  served 
as  trustee  of  ‘‘  N.  U.,’ ' for  s<ime  lime. 

He  was  married,  January  18,  1853,  to  Mary  Jane  Howe  of  Royalton,  Vt. 
One  child,  Norman  Lyman,  resides  in  St . Albans,  \'l. 

COL.  GEtJRGE  WHITE  HOOKER. 

George  W.  Hooker,  son  of  Samuel  Smith  and  Esther  (White  ) Hooker,  was 
bom  in  Salem,  N.  Y.,  February  6,  1838,  and  died — . At  an  early  age,  his 
parents  removed  to  Londonderry,  Vt.,  where  he  attended  the  public  schools; 
also  attended  the  West  River  (\'t.)  Academy.  He  clerked  for  some  years  in 
Londonderry  and  Hellows  Falls;  and  in  IStiO,  he  went  to  Boston,  Mass., 
as  a traveUng  salesman. 

On  the  breaking  out  of  the  Civil 
War,  he  offered  his  services  to  the 
state  of  Vermont.  He  enliste<l  in 
Co.  F,  4th  Vermont  Infantry,  August 
6,  1861  as  a private;  was  promoted 
sergeant-major,  December  18,  1881; 

2d  lieutenant,  Co.  £,  .April  21,  1862; 

1st  lieutenant  and  assistant  adjutant- 
general,  July  31,  1864,  and  served  or. 
the  staff  of  Gen.  E.  H.  Stoughtoi 
and  Gen.  George  J.  Stannard;  was 
brevetted  major  and  lieutenant- 
colonel  of  volunteers,  November  4, 

1865  for  "gallant  and  meritorious 
service  ’’ ; was  mustered  out  of  service 
January  4,  1866. 

After  the  war,  he  returned  to 
Boston  and  traveled  in  the  Eastern 
and  Western  States,  until  the  spring 
of  1876,  when  he  became  a partner 
in  the  firm  of  WilUam  Belden  & 

Co.,  bankers  and  brokers  in  New  Col.  George  White  Hooker. 

York  City.  In  the  same  year,  he  located  in  Brattleboro,  Vt.,  where  he  marie 
his  home  until  his  death. 

He  was  a RepubUcan  in  politics  and  held  many  positions;  was  a delegate- 
aLlarge  to  the  National  Republican  Convention  in  Chicago;  and  in  the  same 
year,  he  became  a member  of  the  Republican  committee;  represented  Brattle- 
boro in  the  House  of  Representatives  in  1880  and  1882;  was  sergeant-at-arms 
of  the  National  House  of  Representatives,  1881-83;  was  department  commander 
of  the  G.  A.  R.  of  Vermont  in  1879  and  1880;  was  colonel  and  chief  of  staff, 
1878-80.  He  was  an  active  friend  of  "N.  11,”  serving  as  trustee  from  1882 
until  1889. 

He  was  married,  January  28,  1868  to  Minnie  G.,  daughter  of  James  and 
Lone  (Ryan)  Fiske  of  Brattleboro.  One  son,  James  Fiske,  born  in  New  York 
City,  May  1,  1873,  resides  in  Schenectady,  N.  Y. 
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MAJ.-GEX.  OLIVER  OTIS  HOWARD,  U.  S.  A.,  A.  M.,  LL.  D. 

Oliver  O.  Howard,  son  of  Rowland  Bailey  and  Eliia  (Otis)  Howard, 
was  horn  in  Leeds,  Me.,  November  8,  ISilO,  and  died  in  Burlington,  Vt., 
October  26,  1909.  He  was  prepared  for  eollcRe  at  Monmouth  and  Yarmouth, 
(Maine,)  Academics  and  entered  Bowdoin  CoIIcrc.  Maine,  in  1846,  graduating 
A.  B.  in  1850. 

He  entered  the  I'nited  States  Military  Academy  at  West  Point  in  1850, 
and  graduatetl  fourth  in  general  standing  in  1854;  was  promoted  2d  lieutenant 
UniUal  States  Ordnance  department;  was  stationed  at  Watervlict  Arsenal, 
N.  Y.,  1854-.55;  was  in  command  Kennebec  .\rsenal,  Me.,  1855-56;  was  chief  of 
ordmutceonthestafTof  General  Harney  in  the  campaign  against  the  Seminole 
Indians,  1856-57;  instructor.  Mathematics,  West  Point,  1857-61;  resigned  his 
commission  in  1861,  and  was  made  colonel  of  the  3d  Maine  Volunteers,  orga- 
nized the  regiment,  and  was  assigned  to  McDowells  command  in  Virginia; 
eommandetl  his  brigatle  composed  of  the  3<1,  4th  and  5th  Maine  and  2d  Ver- 
mont Regiments  of  ^■olunteer8  tmd  took  part  in  the  first  battle  of  Bull  Run; 
was  commissioned  brigadier-general  of  volunteers,  September  3,  1861,  and 
commandetl  his  brigatle  in  all  oiK'rations  in  the  spring  of  1862;  w'as  in  com- 
mand of  the  expedition  of  Rappahannock  serving  with  much  credit;  then  in 
McClellan’s  army  in  the  battles  of  Yorktown,  Williamsburg,  and  Fair  Oaks; 
in  this  last  battle  he  was  twice  wounded  in  his  right  arm  which  necessitated 
the  amputation  of  the  arm;  was  on  leave  two  months,  S[X'nding  the  time  raising 
troops  in  Maine;  commanded  his  brigade  at  the  second  battle  of  Bull  Run;  at 
the  battle  of  Antietam,  where  General  Sedgwick  was  wounded  and  the  com- 
mand of  the  2d  Division, 2d  Corjis,  devolved  upon  him ; commanded  this  division 
in  the  battle  of  Fredericksburg;  was  in  command  of  the  2d  Corps  at  different 
times  during  the  w inter  of  1862-63;  was  promoted  major-general  of  volunteers, 
November  29,  1862. 

In  .\pril  1803,  he  was  assigned  to  the  command  of  the  11th  Army  Corits 
which  he  commanded  in  the  battle  of  Chaneellorsville,  and  at  the  battle  of 
Gettysburg,  where  he  distinguished  him.self,  especially  in  command  of  the 
first  day ’s  fight.  The  credit  of  selecting  the  field  for  the  battle  belongs  to  him. 
His  eorjts  was  assigned  to  the  .\rmy  of  the  Cumberland  and  he  commanded  it 
in  the  batth;  of  Wauhatchie,  October  28,  1863;  in  the  battles  of  Missionary 
Ridge,  December  24  and  25,  1863,  and  to  the  relief  of  Nashville.  He  was 
assigned  to  the  command  of  the  4th  Army  Corps  and  took  part  in  and  [ter- 
formed  conspicuous  duty  in  all  the  battles  of  the  succeeding  Atlanta  cam- 
paign. .\fter  the  battle  of  .Vtlanta,  July  22,  1864,  he  was  placed  in  command 
of  the  .Army  of  the  Tennes.se(',  and  for  his  conspicuous  gallantry  at  the  battle 
of  Ezra  Church,  July  28,  1864  in  which  he  comniandetl  alone,  was  brevette<l  a 
major-general  in  the  regular  twiny,  March  13,  1865.  In  the  .Sherman's  famous 
“March  to  the  Sea”  through  Georgia  and  the  Carolinas,  he  commandetl  the 
right  wing  (The  -Army  of  the  Tennessee)  of  .Sherman’s  -Army,  participating  in 
many  battles  and  the  final  surrender  of  General  Johnston’s  .Army.  For  his 
gallant  capture  of  Fort  Mc.AUister  in  the  taking  of  Savannah,  Ga.  December 
21,  1.864,  General  HowiU'd  was  imuie  a brigtulier-general  in  the  Regular  Army. 
On  May  12, 1865,  he  was  a.ssign(xl  to  the  AVar  Deptuiment  in  VA'ivshington  and 
plaeisl  in  command  of  the  Bureau  of  Refugees,  Freedom  and  .Abandoned  Lands, 
which  position  he  held  for  seven  years,  meeting  with  great  success,  in  caring 
for  the  negroes  from  slavery  to  freedom. 
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He  was  sent  in  1872  by  General  Grant  to  make  peace  «ith  the  Chiricahua 
Apaches  and  settle  difficulties  with  other  tribes  in  Arizona  and  New  Mexico. 
This  important  work  was  aceomplishe*!  without  arms.  He  was  in  command 
of  the  Department  of  the  Columbia,  Auiuist  187 1-80, bringing  two  Indian  Wars 
the  Nez  Perce  War  in  1877,  and  the  I*iutt  and  Uannock  in  1878  to  a successful 
conclusion  after  much  hard  fighting.  He  also,  in  the  spring  of  1879,  conquered 
the  “Sheep-Eaters”  Indians,  and  placed  them  at  work  in  Vancouver  and  the 
children  in  school.  In  December,  1880,  he  was  detailed  as  suix-rintendent 
of  the  United  States  Military  Academy  at  West  Point,  which  position  he  held 
two  years,  meeting  with  marked  success. 

He  was  in  command  of  the  Department  of  the  Platt,  nnth  headquarters 
in  Omaha,  1882-86;  was  promoted  major-general  U.  S.  A.  March  19,  1886;  was 
in  command  of  the  Military  Division  of  the  Pacific,  1886-88;  Military  Division 
of  the  Atlantic  and  the  Department 
of  the  East,  1889-94;  retired  from 
active  military  service,  November 
8,  1894.  In  1898,  during  the 
Spanish-American  War,  he  was  con- 
stantly in  the  field  in  the  interest 
of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  visiting  the 
camps  in  Chickamauga,  Mobile, 

Ala.,  Tampa,  Fla.,  and  Santiago, 

Cuba. 

He  took  an  active  interest 
in  educational  matters,  founded 
Howard  University  at  Washington, 

D.  C.;  was  instrumental  as  com- 
missioner of  the  Freedmen  'a  Bureau 
in  establishing  Hamptons  Institute, 

Atlanta  University,  Fisk  University 
at  Nashville,  Tenn.,  Straight 
University  and  many  others  for 
the  colored  race.  He  was  trustee  of 
several  of  these  at  various  times. 

His  last  important  educational  work 
was  the  founding  of  the  Lincoln 
Memorial  University  at  Cumberland  M»j.-Gen.  OUrer  Oti»  Howard. 

Gap,  Tenn.  in  1895;  he  raised  large  sums  of  money  for  that  insti- 
tution and  was  managing  director  and  president  of  the  board  at  the 
time  of  his  death.  In  1897,  at  the  request  of  General  Dodge,  his  old 
comrade  and  associate  of  the  Civil  War,  he  visited  “ N.  U.’  ’ and  investigated 
the  needs  of  the  University.  He  raised  the  money  to  buy  much  needed  land 
to  increase  the  area  for  drill  purposes.  He  was  elected  a trustee  in  1895,  and 
served  as  such  until  his  death,  taking  an  active  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the 
University. 

He  spent  the  winter  of  1891-95  in  Portland,  Oregon,  writing  parts  of  his 
autobiography.  He  wrote  the  following  works:  DonaUl’t  School  Days;  Henry 
in  ike  War;  Nei  Perces  Joseph  or  Nez  Perces  fn  Peace  and  War,  published 
by  Lee  and  Shepard,  Boston;  Agenor  de  Gaeparin  a biographical  sketch  partly 
a translation,  Putnam  Sons,  New  York;  General  Taylor  in  the  Great  Corn- 
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mandor  Sorira,  D.  .\ppleton  & Co.,  New  York ; /»o6ei/<i  o/ Cfuli/e,  a biography , 
Funk  <S  Wagnalls,  N.  Y.;  Fighting  for  Humanity,  F.  Neely  & Co.,  N.  Y.; 
My  Lift  and  Eifif rimer  Among  the  Hostile  Indians,  Worthington  4 Co.,  Hart- 
fonl;  Autobiography,  two  volumes  (liKKj),  The  Baker  4 Taylor  Co.,  New  York; 
Indian  Chiefs  I Hn’t.  Knmm,  (Boys  book).  Century  Co.,  New  York;  a series 
of  monographs  publishes!  extensively  in  the  National  Tribune,  Washington, 
D.  C.  He  wrote  many  articles  for  the  Unite*!  States  Military  Service  Jour- 
nal, and  for  the  various  magazines  and  newspapers  of  the  countr)’.  Ho  was 
a popular  lecturer  and  presented  many  lectures  on  the  lives  of  the  great 
Army  Commanders  and  the  campaigns  and  battles  of  the  Civil  and  Indian 
Wars.  He  *lre»'  auiiiences  of  .'iOO  to  3IKX)  people  even  to  the  last  week  of 
his  life. 

General  Howard  wa.s  the  recipient  of  many  honors.  The  Medal  of  Honor 
was  conferred  U(M)n  him  by  Congress  for  his  gallantry  in  the  battle  of  Fair 
Oaks;  recidvisl  the  thanks  of  Congress,  January  28,  18154  for  his  conspicuous 
work  at  Gettysburg;  receivwl  the  decoration  of  the  I.egion  of  Honor  from  the 
President  of  Fn»nce,when  on  temporary  duty  attending  the  French  manoeuvers 
in  1884;  received  the  ilegree  of  .A.  M.  in  course  from  Bowdoin  in  1849  and  I.L.D. 
in  18C.5.  This  last  degns?  wes  conferred  upon  him  by  Waterville,  (Mo.)  Col- 
lege in  180.5,  Gettysburg  Theological  Seminary  in  1866,  Shurylifle  College 
Indiana,  186.5.  He  wjis  a member  of  the  G.  A.  R.,  Society  of  Colonial  Wars, 
Ixryal  Legion,  G.  A.  K.,  Army'  of  the  Tennessee,  Army  of  the  Potomac,  Ameri- 
can Tract  Society,  .American  Bible  .Society,  .American  Temperance  Society, 
Union  league  clubs  of  New  York  and  Philadelphia,  Algonquin  Club  of  Bur- 
lington an<l  the  First  Congn-gat ional  Church  of  Burlington,  serving  asamem- 
ber  of  its  Standing  Committee.  In  1895,  he  moved  to  Burlington,  Vt.,  where 
he  made  his  home  until  his  death. 

He  was  marrieil  February  14,  18.55,  to  Elizal>eth  .Ann  Waite  of  Portland, 
Me.,  who  die<l  in  Burlington.  Vt.  .Seven  children  were  born  to  them:  Guy, 
born  December  15,  1855,  major  U.  >S.  .A.,  kille<l  in  action  P.  I.,  October  22, 
1899;  Grace,  born  June  22,  18.57,  married  Capt.  James  Gray,  resides  in 
Portland,  Oregon;  James  Waite,  born  December  1,  1860,  C.  E.  and  Col. 
N.  J.  N.  G.,  residi«  in  Newark,  N.  J.;  Chaneey  Otis,  born  May  3,  1863,  resides 
in  Washington,  D.  C.;  John,  born  June  16,  1866,  captain  United  States 
.Army  Manila,  P.  I.;  lliury  Stinson,  born  July  25,  1869,  lawyer,  resides  in 
Burlington,  Vt.;  Elizabeth  Howard,  Ijom,  .S«.ptember  19,  1871,  married 
Joseph  Bancroft,  resides  in  Wilmington,  Del. 

HON.  AUGU.STUS  PINGRY  HUNTON,  A.  M. 

.Augustus  P.  llunton,  son  of  .Ariel  and  Polly  (Pingry)  Hunton,  was  bom  in 
Groton,  N.  H.,  February  23,  1816,  and  died  in  Bethel,  Vt.,  June  20,  1911.  In 
1818,  his  |)arents  remove*!  to  Hyde  Park,  \'t.,  where  he  atlende*!  the  public 
schools.  He  fini.shed  his  ataidemic  e*iucation  at  the  Johnson  (Vt.)  aciwlemy. 
He  studUsi  law  and  W!is  admitted  to  the,  bar  in  Montp<“lier,  Vt.,  in  April,  1837. 

H<^  practice*!  his  prof*-ssion  in  Stockbridge,  Vt.,  1836-37;  Bethel,  Vt., 
1837-47;  Chels*!a,  Vt.,1817-48.  In  this  last  year,  he  returned  to  Bethel,  V't., 
where  he  mtule  his  home  until  his  death.  In  1875,  he  formed  a partnership 
with  Hon.  W.  B.  C.  .Stickney,  under  the  firm  name  of  Hunton  & .Stickney, 
and  continued  in  the  practice  of  his  profi*ssion  until  his  death.  He  was  the 
oldest  and  one  of  the  best  known  attorneys  of  the  State. 
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He  wag  a Republican  in  politics  and  held  many  iMwitions.  He  repre- 
sented Bethel  in  the  House  of  Representatives  in  1819,  IS.Il,  18.i9-62;  served 
as  speaker  of  the  House  in  I860  and 
1861;  was  State  senator  in  18.56-.57; 
was  a member  of  the  State  Repuhlican 
Convention  in  1864,  serving  on  the 
committee  of  resolutions;  was  a dele- 
gate to  the  National  Republiean 
Convention  held  in  Chicago  in  1864, 
which  re-nominated  .\braham  Lincoln 
for  the  Presidency.  During  1860414, 
he  was  superintendent  of  reeniiting 
for  Windsor  County,  being  distin- 
guished for  his  faithful,  honest  and 
patriotic  work  in  thos<!  trying  times. 

He  was  an  active  friend  of  the 
University,  serving  as  trustee  from 
1862  until  December  17,  1867.  He 
was  a member  of  the  Union  Society 
of  the  Civil  War.  He  received  the 
degree  of  A.  M.  from  the  University 
of  Vermont  in  1847,  and  from  Dart- 
mouth College  in  18.59. 

He  was  married  April  29,  1849, 
to  Caroline  Paige  of  Bethel,  \'t., 
who  died  May  8,  1884.  Two  chil- 
dren were  born  to  them:  Mary,  Augu.tu»  Pir*ry  Hunton. 

bom  April  25,  1851,  married  Hon.  William  11.  C.  Stickney,  resides  in  Bethel, 
Vt.;  Albert,  bom  June  20,  185;i,  died  July  18,  1864. 

HON.  WILLIAM  BARNABAS  MAYO,  M.  D.,  A.  M. 

William  B.  Mayo,  son  of  Barnabas  and  Mary  (Howes)  Mayo,  was  born 
in  Moretown,  Vt.,  January  3,  18.54.  He  attended  the  public  and  .select  schools 
of  his  towTi,  and  graduated  from  the  .State  Normal  .School  at  Randolph,  Vt., 
in  January,  1874.  During  187.3-74,  while  a student  at  Ramlolph,  he  studiisl 
m«licine  with  Dr.  L.  A.  Noyes.  In  1874,  he  matriculatwl  at  the  New  York 
Homeopathic  Medical  College  in  New  York  City;  continued  the  study  of 
medicine  with  Dr.  James  Haylett  in  Moretown,  during  1874-75,  aitd  with 
Dr.  Homer  C.  Brigham  in  Montpelier  in  1876;  graduateil  with  the  degree  of 
M.  D.,  from  the  Homeopathic  Metlical  College  on  March  8,  1877. 

He  began  the  practice  of  his  profession  in  Norlhfield  on  .\pril  16,  1877, 
which  he  has  continued  to  dale.  He  has  met  with  marked  suceess  in  his 
professional  labors.  He  serverl  as  I'nilerl  Slatr’s  Pen.sion  Kxaminer  for  Wiish- 
ington  County  during  liX):i-07.  He  has  br'en  identified  with  many  business 
enterprises  in  Northfield.  He  purchased  the  old  fiovemor  Paine  Block  on 
May  15,  1894,  and  in  the  next  year  moved  it  around  to  face  Hast  .Street,  and 
thoroughly  repaired  it.  On  May  14,  1899,  this  building  burned;  but  with  his 
characteristic  energy  he  at  once  took  steps  to  rebuiM.  In  189'.),  he  bought 
the  site  of  the  old  Northfield  Hou.se,  which  was  burned  in  March,  1879,  and 
began  the  laying  the  foundations  for  a new  building.  During  1900-01,  he 
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built  the  Ciirdcl  blork  and  the  .\rmory,  and  from  August  2,  1901  to  December 
1902  completed  the  “Mayo  building.”  In  1905,  he  built  the  new  "Paine 
block”  on  East  Street.  He  has  served  as  director  of  the  Northficld  Trust 
Co. I since  its  organization  in  1908.  He  has  taken  great  interest  in  educational 
matters;  served  on  the  .school  board  during  1882-86.  In  June,  1885,  he  was 

elected  a trustee  of  the  University 
and  has  served  to  date;  has  been 
for  several  years  a member  of  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Uni- 
versity. In  1884,  he  was  instru- 
mental in  securing  the  first  State 
aid  in  granting  scholarships  to 
"N.  U.”;  received  the  honorary  de- 
gree of  A.  M.  from  the  University 
in  1910. 

He  is  a Democrat  in  politics 
and  has  taken  a prominent  part  in 
affairs  of  his  party;  has  served  for 
many  years  os  a [delegate  to  the 
county  and  State  conventions  from 
Northficld;  was  chairman  of  the 
county  committee  several  years; 
was  a village  trustee  in  1884  and 
1898;  represented  Northficld  in  the 
House  of  Hepresentatives  in  1884- 
86,  1886-88  and  HKXWK;  was  his 
Party’s  candidate  for  secretary  of 
state  in  1888;  was  State  senator, 
1902-04.  He  is  a member  and 
Past  Master  of  DeWitt  Clinton  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.;  Conversational 
Club;  .4.2'  II  Fraternity.  He  is  a member  of  the  Vermont  Medical  Society, 
serving  as  secretary,  treasurer  and  president. 

He  was  married  February  13,  1873,  to  Emma  L.  I.ynde  of  Williamstown, 
Vt.  Four  children  have  been  born  to  them:  Ralph  Lynde,  bom  August  16, 
1879,  died  March  19,  1881;  Paul  Hcmy,  bom  April  22,  1882,  died  January  13, 
1886;  Max  Harvey,  bom  July  23,  1886,  died  September  22,  1886;  Daniel,  bom 
November  9,  1889,  died  in  infancy.  They  have  two  adopted  children:  Gladys 
Crane,  bom  August  30,  1895;  Robert  John,  bom  December  20,  1896. 

CAPT.  JOHN  LUTHER  MOSELEY. 

John  L.  Moseley,  son  of  John  and  Lydia  Carrol  (Knight)MoBcley,  was 
bom  in  Northficld,  Vt.,  March  4,  1840.  He  attended  the  Orange  County 
Graiiunar  School  at  Randolph  and  the  Northficld  Academy.  In  the  spring  of 
1860,  he  began  work  in  the  meat  market  of  the  late  Capt.  W.  H.  Boynton, 
where  ho  remained  until  April  18,  1861,  when  he  enlisted  in  Captain  Boyn- 
ton’s Company,  Co.  H,  1st  Vermont  Infantry.  He  was  discharged  in  .August, 
and  in  October  enlisted  in  the  7th  Vermont  Infantry.  In  June,  1862,  he  was 
elected  1st  lieutenant  Co.  K.;  was  mustered  into  the  United  States  Service 
Fcbmaiy  12,  186.3;  was  promotcrl  captain  in  January,  1864  and  assigned  to 
Co.  K.  He  served  with  his  regiment  with  distinction  in  the  Department  of 
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the  Gulf,  until  he  was  mustered  out  of  service,  April  14,  1866.  On  his  return 
hor^e,  he  formed  a partnership  in  the  meat  business  with  Captain  Boynton, 
under  the  firm  name  of  Boynton  & 
tain  Boynton,  he  assumed  full  con- 
trol until  1891,  when  he  retired  from 
active  business. 

He  is  a Republican  in  politics 
and  has  held  many  offices  in  the 
town  and  village.  Was  selectman 
for  ten  years  and  for  a number  of 
years  chairman  of  the  board.  He 
was  State  senator,  1900-08,  and 
served  on  several  important  com- 
mittees. He  is  an  active  member  of 
the  Congregational  Church  of 
Xorthfield;  member  of  DeWitt 
Clinton  Ixxlge,  F.  and  A.  M.;  an 
active  member  of  the  G.  A.  R.,  be- 
ing commander  of  Boynton  Post 
and  its  adjutant  s»-vcral  years;

Pcpperill,  Mass.,  who  died  August  24,  1904.  Three  children  were  bom  to 
them:  Riley  Boynton,  in  November  8,  1867,  died  September  7,  1876;  Harry 
Chester,  “N.  U.”  '95;  John  Pool,  “N.  U.”  ’99.  He  was  again  marrictl  Octo- 
ber 17,  1905  to  Mrs.  Augusta  M.  (Gold)  Morse  of  Northfield,  Vt. 

EDWIN  PORTER,  A.  B.,  M.  D. 

Edwin  Porter,  son  of  Dr.  Benjamin  and  Sophia  (Fullerton)  Porter,  was 
bom  in  Northfield,  Vt.,  April  24, 1828,  and  died  there  March  19,  1908.  He  at- 
tended the  district  school  at  the  “Ontcr,”  a select  school  conducted  by  Rev. 
Calvin  Granger;  the  Orange  County  Grammar  School,  Randolph,  Vt.;  the  Kim- 
ball Union  Academy  in  Meriden,  N.  H.,  and  the  Washington  County  Grammar 
.School,  Montpelier,  Vt.  He  entered  the  University  of  Vermont  in  1846,  imd 
graduated  A.  B.  in  1850.  During  his  college  course,  he  taught  school  winters. 
He  began  the  study  of  medicine  with  his  father  in  1850  and  was  for  a time  a 
private  student  of  Professor  Pcaslee  of  Dartmouth.  He  then  cntenxl  the  Dart- 
mouth Medical  College  and  graduated  M.  D.  in  18.54. 

He  then  began  the  practice  of  his  profession  in  Northfield,  which  he  con- 
tinued imtil  his  death.  In  1854,  he  formed  a partnership  with  (icorgc  Tucker, 
’47,  and  engaged  in  the  dmg  business  until  Mr.  Tucker  withdrew  from  the 
firm.  Dr.  Porter  continued  in  the  business  until  1894,  when  he  sold  to  Dr. 
J.  H.  Judkins,  ’90.  He  met  with  marked  success  in  his  profession  and  in  his 
many  business  ventures,  acquiring  a valuable  property.  He  was  an  active 
friend  of  the  University,  serving  as  trustee  from  1884  until  his  death.

Henry  V.  Partridge,  .son  of  Capl.  .Mdc-n  Partriilge,  U.  S.  A.,  the  founder 
of  "N.  I'.”  and  .Anna  Elizabeth  (Swazey)  Partridge,  was  born  in  Norwich, 
Vt.,  September  It),  IKtIS).  He  attended  the  public  schools,  and  the  Bristol 
College,  Bristol,  Pa.,  founded  by  his  father  in  18.53.  He  rejid  law  in  the  office 
of  J.  C.  Crooker,  '4:f,  Mendota,  111.,  18.59-60,  and  in  the  office  of  L.  D.  Wet- 
more,  Warren,  Pa.,  Dis-ember  1860  to  April  1861. 

On  the  breaking  out  ofthe  Civil 
War,  he  offered  his  services  to  the 
.8tate  of  Penasylvania,  and  entere*! 
th<-  service  as  l.st  lieutenant  of 
the  "Warren  (iuards,”  which  sub- 
sequently became  Co.  H.,  39th 
Penn.svivania  A'olunteers,  (or  10th 
regiment  P.  R.  V.  C.,  .McCall’s  Divi- 
sion); was  eommis.sioned  captain 
of  same  company,  .August  15,  1861; 
was  di.scharged  for  disability,  July  6, 
1862.  During  June- .May  11,  1864, 
he  rendered  valuable  aid  in  assisting 
the  wounded  soldiers  to  the  North- 
ern hospitals,  receiving  the  thanks 
of  J.  M.  ,\1.  Cuyler,  then  ivcting 
nieiliral  ins|)cctor-general,  for  his 
efficient  sc'rvices. 

He  served  as  attorney  for  the 
I'nion  Paja-r  Collar  Co.  of  New 
York  City,  June  1861-June  30, 
1872.  He  is  a Democrat  in  polities; 
repre.senled  Norwich  in  the  House 
of  Representatives,  1882-84;  was  eleetetl  justice  of  the  peace,  Norwich, 
but  dwlineil  the  office.  He  has  s<-rvi‘d  as  trustee  of  the  Dartmouth  Savings 
Bank  since  January  3,  1888,  and  has  been  for  several  years  one  of  its 
auditors.  He  has  taken  much  interest  in  the  University  and  has  servevi  as 
trustee  from  189.5  to  ilale.  In  1902,  the  University  conferred  u|Mjn  him  the 
degns-  of  .A.  M.  He  wsis  the  joint  editor  with  M.  E.  Goddard  of  the  History  of 
Soririch,  Vt.,  publishevi  in  11M).5;  has  served  for  some  years  svs  president  of  the 
Norwich  I.ibrary  .AssvK'ialion. 

HON.  FRANK  PLUM  LEY,  A.  .\L,  LL  D. 

Frank  Plumley  was  Isim  in  hMen,  Vt.,  DecemlxT  17,  1844.  He  attended 
the  schools  of  his  town  and  the  Pimple’s  Academy,  Morrisville,  Vt.  In  1864, 
he  went  to  Lamoille,  HI.,  where  h"  both  taecht  luid  attended  school.  In  1866, 
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he  returned  to  Vermont  and  studied  law  witli  Powers  & Cdeed  in  Morrisville, 
Vt.,  until  1S67,  when  he  enlere<l  the  University  of  MiehiKan  Ijiw  Sehool,  n“- 
maininK  one  year.  While  pursuing  his  law  studies,  he  also  look  a siieeial 
course  in  the  Ijlerary  department  of  the  University. 

■\fter  three  years  of  professional  training,  he  was  admitted  to  the  laimoille 
county  (Vt.)  court  in  May,  18119.  In  June  of  the  .same  year,  he  Ix'gan  the 
practice  of  his  profession  in  the  office  of  Hon.  Heman  Cari>enler  (q.  v.)  of 
Norlhfield,  and  in  January,  1870,  he  fornml  a partnership  with  Judge  Ciw- 
penter,  under  the  firm  name  of  Cari>enter  & Pliimley,  which  terminated  in 
1876  by  mutual  eonsent.  Since  which  lime,  he  has  mntinue<l  his  practice  in 
Norlhfield.  During  1878-80,  he 
was  in  partnership  with  Cyrus  M. 

Johnston,  "N.  U.”,  73;  1880-91, 
with  Frank  R.  Bates,  “N.  U.,  73. 

In  1903,  he  formixl  a partnership 
with  his  son,  Charles  Albert,

Judge  Plumley  has  met  with  markecl 
success  in  his  law  practice,  being 
considered  one  of  the  foremost 
lawyers  of  the  State.  He  has  been 
connected  with  many  of  the  most 
noted  law  cases  of  the  .State:  Carr, 

Meaker,  Marsh,  and  Buzzell  murder 
trials,  the  Mills  tl  at,  and  Scaver 
incendiary  trials,  a|>pearing  for  the 
State  in  each  and  securing  con- 
victions in  all.  He  successfully 
defended  in  the  exciting  Wales

County,  where  the  charge  was 
manslaughter,  and  was  for  the  de- 
fense in  the  trial  of  Charles  Doherty,  clmrgeil  with  murder  anil  of  \Villiam 
Lawrence  charged  with  murderous  aasault. 

He  is  a Republican  in  polities  and  has  taken  an  imisirlant  part  in  the 
affairs  of  his  party  in  the  State  and  Nation.  He  has  held  many  ixxsitions; 
served  as  states  attorney  of  Washington  County,  1S7I1-.80;  re|)resent<sl  Norlh- 
field in  the  House  of  Representatives  in  1882,  serving  on  the  judiciary  com- 
mittee and  the  committee  on  the  insane;  was  .Stale  .senator  in  1894,  serving 
as  president  pro  tempore,  also  on  the  committee  of  the  judiciary  rules  and  as 
chairman  of  the  joint  committee  on  lemix-rance.  He  was  chairman  of  the 
Republican  State  Omvention  in  1886;  and  <lelegate-at-large  to  the  National 
Republican  Ckmvention  in  Chicjigo  in  1888,  serving  on  the  commiltee 
on  platform.  He  was  United  States  district  attorney  of  Vermont,  l,8,8iMt4; 
was  appointed  second  member  of  the  Vermont  Court  of  Claims  in  KKI2;  was 
elected  chief  judge  in  1904,  and  re-clcclisl  in  KKKi,  holding  the  office  until 
1908.  He  was  appointed,  by  President  R(X>sevelt  in  1903,  umpire  of  the  mixed 
commissions  of  Great  Britain  and  Venezuela,  and  Holland  and  Venezuela 
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aittinR  in  Caracas.  He  performed  this  delicate  office  with  marked  ability 
and  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  countries  interested.  He  was  later  selected 
by  France  and  Venezuela  as  umpire  in  the  French-Venezuclan  mixed  commia- 
sion,  which  sat  at  Northfield,  in  1905.  He  was  elected  to  the  United  States 
ConKreas  from  the  Second  (Vt.)  District  in  September,  1908,  and  was  re-elected 
in  1910.  He  sc^reed  on  the  committees  of  Agriculture,  War  Claims  and  Rail- 
ways and  Canals  in  the  61st  Congress;  and  in  the  62d  Congress,  he  is  retained 
on  the  two  committees  first  named. 

He  has  taken  an  active  interest  in  the  affairs  of  Northfield.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  school  board  twenty-three  years;  moderator  of  the  town  meet- 
ings many  j'ears,  and  chairman  of  the  board  of  trustee  of  the  village  for  over 
fifteen  years.  He  has  served  as  trustee  of  the  Northfield  Savings  Bank,  since 
1892,  and  as  xicc-president  since  1907. 

He  has  attained  high  rank  as  an  orator  and  debater.  In  1884,  he  was 
sent  to  Michigan  by  the  Republican  National  Committee  as  a political  orator; 
and  was  returned  to  that  State  by  the  National  Committee  in  1888,  1892  and 
1896  and  was  recalled  by  the  State  commit  tee  in  1886  and  1890.  In  1910,  he 
was  sent  by  the  Congressional  Committee  to  Michigan  and  Indiana. 

He  has  often  bwn  called  upon  by  the  State  Republican  Committee  for 
service  during  campaigns.  He  has  delivered  many  lectures  in  various  towns, 
in  this  and  other  states;  has  also  addressed  the  Peace  Conference  at  Lake 
Mohonk,  N.  Y. 

He  is  an  active  memlaT  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  serving  for 
many  years  as  a steward  of  the  church  and  as  superintendent  of  the  Sunday 
School.  In  1904,  he  was  sent  as  a lay  delegate  to  the  General  Conference  of 
the  church,  held  in  IjOs  Angeles,  Cal.  He  has  also  represented  the  church  at 
many  of  the  state  conferences.  He  is  an  active  temperance  worker;  served 
for  many  years  as  Chief  Templar  of  the  local  I.  O.  G.  T.  and  has  repeatedly 
held  the  office  of  Grand  .Secretary  and  Grand  Chief  Templar;  and  served  as  a 
delegate  to  the  Right  Worthy  Grand  Ixidge  held  in  New  York  in  1880  and  in 
Topeka,  Kansas,  in  1881.  He  is  a Past  Master  of  DeWitt  Clinton  Lodge,  F. 
and  A.  M.  :uid  a member  of  the  local  lodge  of  I.  O.  O.  F.  and  the  Northfield 
Conversational  Club. 

He  has  taken  an  active  interest  in  “N.  U.”,  serving  as  lecturer  on  Con- 
stitutional and  Commercial  Law  and  .Social  Sciences,1887-93;  and  International 
laiw,  1908  to  date.  He  has  been  a trustee  of  the  University  from  June  13, 
1888  to  date,  and  for  several  ye.ars  was  chairman  of  the  executive  committee.

Fletcher  D.  Proctor,  son  of  Hon.  Redfield  and  Emily  Jane  (Dutton) 
Proctor,  was  born  in  (Proctorsville)  Cavendish,  Vt.,  November  7,  1860.  He 
prepared  for  college  at  the  Rutlanil  Military  Institute  and  the  Middlebury 
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High  School,  and  entered  the  Middlebury  College  in  1877,  remaining  the  fall 
term.  He  then  entered  Amherst  College  luid  grailuate<l  A.  H.  in  1882.  In 
1907,  Norwich  University  conferred  upon  him  the  degree  of  LL.D.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  Delta  Upsilon  Fraternity  at  Middlebury  and  Amherst.

Timothy  P.  Redfield,  son  of  Dr.  Peleg  and  Hannah  (Parker)  Redficid, 
was  bom  in  Coventry,  Vt.,  November  3,  1812,  and  died  in  Chicago,  111.,  March 
27,  1888.  He  received  an  academic  education  and  graduated  A.  B.  from  Dart- 
mouth College  in  1836.  He  studied  law  with  his  brother,  Hon.  Isaac  F.  Red- 
held  of  Derby,  and  was  admitted  to  the  Orleans  County  bar  in  1838.  He 
practiced  his  profession  in  Irasburg  1838-48,  when  ho  removisl  to  Montpelier, 
Vt.  He  continued  the  practice  of  his  profession  until  1870,  when  he  was  elected 
Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State.  He  held  this  (josition  until  1884, 
when  he  retired  from  the  beneh. 

He  was  a Democrat  in  politics;  represented  Irasburg  in  the  House  of 
Representaticcs  in  1838;  was  State  senator  in  1848;  was  a member  of  the  State 
Board  of  Education  for  several  years.  1 Ic  met  with  marked  success  as  a lawyer. 
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ami  hi.s  olcolioii  to  the  siipmiio  bonrh  of  Vermont  by  a Hepublican  legiBlature 
attests  his  mnnilarity  in  the.Siate.  His  many  decisions  handed  down  in  the

HON.  RODERICK  RICHARDSON. 

Roderick  Richardson,  son  of  Roderick  and  Anna  (Davis)  Richardson,  was 
bom  in  Stafford,  Conn.,  August  7,  1807,  and  died  in  Newton  Highlands,  Mass., 
December  13,  1882.  In  1807,  his  parents  removed  to  Waitsficld,  Vt.,  where 
he  attended  the  public  schools. 

At  an  early  age,  he  entered  his  father’s  business  attending  to  the  store, 
hotel,  fanning,  and  other  business.  .\t  the  age  of  about  seventeen  he  first 
visited  Boston,  in  company  with  his  father,  to  pureha.se  a small  stock  of  goods, 
and  thereafter  made  all  the  purchases  and  had  the  whole  charge  of  that  busi- 
ness, at  the  same  time  attending  to  the  other  departments  of  business  in  which 
his  father  was  engaged.  In  1830,  he  became  a partner  with  his  father  in  the 
mercantile  business  in  Waitsficld.  This  partnership  was  dissolved  in  the  thirties 
and  from  that  time  until  18.5.5,  when  he  removed  to  Montpelier,  he  continued 
in  trade,  being  associated  with  various  parties.  He  took  a prominent  part  in 
the  affairs  of  Montpelier;  engaged  in  banking  for  several  years;  was  for  two  and 
one  half  years  president  of  the  Montiwlier  & Wells  River  R.  R.  He  engaged  in 
banking  in  Freeport,  111.,  In  1869,  he  removed  to  Boston  and  took  an  interest 
in  a commission  hou.se  in  order  to  introduce  his  sons  into  business.  In  1871, 
he  retired  from  active  labor  making  his  residence  in  the  Newton  Highlands 
until  his  death.  He  was  at  first  a Whig  in  politics  and  later  a Republican,  and 
held  many  offices;  was  postmaster  of  Waitsficld  1829-44;  represented  the  town 
in  the  House  of  Representatives  1837-39,  and  18.50-51;  was  town  treasurer 
1838^0;  selectman  during  1840,  1846  and  18.50;  senator  in  1814-48;  assistant 
judge,  Washington  county  court  in  1848. 

He  was  a active  member  of  the  Episcopal  Church.  On  his  removal  to 
Montpelier  he  took  a prominent  part  in  the  affairs  of  the  Christ  Episcopal 
church.  He  contributed  Uberally  toward  the  erection  of  the  large  stone 
edifice  on  State  Street,  which  is  a noble  six;cimen  of  architecture;  was  a mem- 
ber of  the  standing  committee  of  the  diocese  of  Vermont ; .served  as  a delegate 
to  the  church  convention  1854-69;  was  a delegate  to  the  triennial  convention 
of  the  church  in  New  York  City  and  Philadelphia;  was  senior  warden  of  the 
Christ  church  in  Montpelier  and  of  the  Church  of  the  Measiah  in  Boston. 
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He  waa  mturic<l  February  28,  1839,  to  Harriet  Emeline  Taylor.  Four 
children  were  bom  to  them:  Roderick  Juliua,  “N.  U.”  '71,  (q.  v.);  Ix>uia 
Ferdinand,  died  in  infancy;  Dan  Erskine;  Roderick  Davis. 


COL.  FREDERICK  ELIJAH  SMITH. 


Frederick  E.  Smith,  son  of  Elijah  and  Anna  (Robinson)  Smith,  was  born 
in  Northficld,  Vt.,  June  11,  1830,  and  died  at  Montpelier,  Vt.,  February  24, 
1907.  He  was  educated  in  the  old  Northfield  Academy  and  at  Newbury 
Seminary,  Newbury,  Vt.  After  leaving  school,  he  worked  for  a time  on  the 
construction  of  the  Vermont  Central  Railroad,  and  later  entered  the  drug 
business  in  Northfield. 


In  1848,  he  entered  the  employ 
of  Loomis  and  Camp  of  Montpelier 
as  clerk,  and  in  1853  bought  the  drug 
business  of  the  late  Dr.  S.  K.  Collins, 
which  be  conducted  until  1861, 
when  be  gave  up  his  services  to  his 
country;  was  appointed  in  August, 
1861,  to  take  charge  of  the  camp 
of  the  6th  Vermont  Volunteers, 
rendezvoused  in  Montpelier.  In 
October,  1861,  was  sent  by  Governor 
Fairbank  to  the  Army  of  the  Poto- 
mac to  make  settlements  with  the 
Vermont  troops,  which  had  left  the 
State  before  their  accounts  were  ad- 
justed; was  appointed  quarter  master 
of  the  8th  Vermont  Volunteers,  Nov- 
ember 23,  1861,  and  assisted  in  re- 
cruiting the  regiment;  prepared  the 
camp  at  Brattleboro  for  the  regiment; 
served  with  his  regiment  with  distinc- 
tion in  the  Department  of  the  Gulf; 
was  'appointed  in  September,  1862, 
brigade  commissary  on  General  Weitzcl ’s  Stall  and  served  in  this  capacity 
until  mustcrerl  out  of  service,  November  30,  1863.  He  re-entered  the  service 
and  remained  until  May  1865. 

He  returned  to  Montpelier  and,  forming  a partnership  with  his  brother 
J.  Elliott  Smith,  conducted  a fancy  goods  store  until  1869,  when  he  moved 
to  New  York  city  and  was  engager!  in  the  same  busines  until  1874,  when  he 
returned  to  Montpelier.  He  was  director  of  the  Vermont  Mutual  Fire  In- 
surance Co.,  1875-1907;  vice-president,  1877-87,  1891-95;  president,  1887-91, 
1895-07.  During  1891-95,  he  was  interested  in  developing  property  in  Tennes- 
see; was  one  of  the  organizers  of  the  First  National  Bank  of  Montpelier  in 
1864,  and  a member  of  its  Ijoard  of  directors  1864-69,  1874-1907;  vice-presi- 
dent, 1892-1905,  president,  1905-07.  He  was  the  director  of  the  following 
companies  and  organizations:  National  Life  Insurance  Co.,  1865-1907  and  a 
member  of  its  finance  eommittee  1892-1907;  Wetmore  and  Morse  Granite 
Co.,  1889-1907;  R.  C.  Bowers  Granite  Co.,  director  from  its  organization 
until  his  death;  Washington  County  Grammar  School  and  its  secretary  thirty- 
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seven  years;  Soldier’s  Home,  Bennington,  Vt.,  1902-1907;  served  as  trustee 
Norwich  University,  1875-81,  1885-1907.  Ho  was  State  senator  from  Wash- 
ington Co.,  1886-88. 

He  was  a member  of  the  Christ  Episcopal  Church  of  Montpelier,  and  a 
warden  1882-1907;  and  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  Vermont; 
Reunion  Society  of  Vermont  and  its  secretary  twenty-five  years;  Military 
Order  of  the  Loyal  Leipon;  of  the  Masonic  Bodies  of  Montpelier;  Brooks  Post, 

G.  A.  R.;  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution;  V'ermont  Historical  Society. 

He  was  married  October  12,  1852,  to  .\bba  Morrill  Hale  of  Danville,  who 
survives  him.  Three  children  were  bom  to  them:  two  soas,  George  and  Fred, 
dying  in  infancy  and  Walter  Jospeh,  bora  May  9, 1862,  and  died  May  9, 1881. 

GEORGE  WASHINGTON  SOPER. 

George  W.  Soper,  son  of  John  Lawrence  and  Eliia  Jane  (Vial)  Soper,  was 
bora  in  South  Dorset,  Vt.,  June  28,  1834,  and  diet!  in  Randolph,  Vt.,  March 
12,  1888. 

In  1855,  he  removed  to  Northfield,  Vt.,  where  he  engaged  in  monumental 
basiness  with  E.  N.  Howe  for  several  years.  He  was  a Republican  in  |x>litics 
and  held  several  positions;  served  as  postmaster  of  Northfield,  1867-70; 
United  States  railway  postal  clerk,  St.  Albans,  V't.  to  Boston,  Mass.,  1870- 
November,  1887.  He  was  active  in  securing  the  removal  of  the  University 
from  Norwich  to  Northfield;  served  as  a trustee,  1883-88.  He  was  a member 
of  St.  Mary’s  Episcopal  church  and  DeWitt  Ixxlge,  F.  and  .\.  M.  of  Northfield, 

He  was  married  December  21,  1857,  to  Ellen  Eliza  Bradford  of  Northfield, 
who  died  in  1869;  no  children. 

JAMES  CARY  BARREL  THAYER. 

James  C.  B.  Thayer,  son  of  Dr. 

Samuel  White  and  Ruth  (Packard) 

Thayer,  was  born  in  Braintree,  Vt., 

.August  16,  1824,  and  died  in  North- 
field,  Vt.,  June  18,  1897.  In  1829, 
his  parents  removed  to  Thetford, 

Vt.,  where  he  passed  his  boyhood 
days  and  attended  the  district  schools 
and  the  Thetford  Academy. 

Determining  upon  a mercantile 
career,  he  went  to  Woodstock,  V’t., 
in  April,  1840,  and  worked  for  a few 
months  in  the  clothing  store  of  Dun- 
bar & Mimgcr.  In  the  fall  of  the 
same  year,  he  removeil  to  Northfield 
and  clerked  for  George  B.  Pierce  in 
his  general  store  until  1848,  when  he 
went  to  Montpelier  and  held  a similar 
position  for  a few  months  with 
Erastus  Hubbard.  In  the  fall  of 
1848,  he  returned  to  Northfield  and 
clerked  for  a short  time  for  for  Hoel 

H.  Camp,  and  later  in  the  same  year 
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formed  a partncrahip  with  Mr.  Camp  in  a Rcneral  mercantile  busineas.  In 
1849,  this  partnership  was  dissolved  and  he  then  engaged  in  the  clothing  and 
tailoring  business  until  1869.  He  took  an  active  part  in  organizing  the  North- 
field  Savings  Bank  in  1869  and  in  that  year  was  elected  director  and  its 
treasurer,  which  |>osition  he  retained  until  his  death. 

He  took  great  interest  in  the  University;  served  as  treasurer,  June  30, 
1875-June  18,  1897;  trustee,  1885-1897.  He  was  a Republican  in  politics; 
an  active  member  of  the  Episcopal  Church  of  Northficld;  member  of  the 
DeWitt  Clinton  Isxlge,  F.  and  A.  M.  and  its  treasurer  many  years;  a member 
of  the  higher  bodies  of  Masoniy  in  Montpelier. 

He  was  twice  married:  first,  January  7,  1850  to  Martha  Jane,  daughter 
of  John  Aurelius  Pratt  of  \Vo<Klstock,  Vt.  Four  children  were  bom  to  them: 
John  .Aurelius  Pratt, bora  December  5,  18.50,  and  died  while  an  infant;  Ellen 
Maria,  bora  March  9,  18,52,  now  Mrs.  C.  D.  Williiuns  of  Burlington,  Vt.; 
Alice  Cornelia,  born  .\ugust  3,  18.56,  who  married  Professor  William  Moser 
Rumbaugh,  “N.  U.,  '"76;  Harry  Bates,  "N.  U."  1877,  bom  August  17, 
18.58.  Mrs.  Thayer  died  May  12,  1869.  He  was  again  married  June  27, 
1871  at  West  Randolph,  Vt.,  to  Mrs.  Lucretia  Mott  (Gregory)  Hutchinson, 
who  died  November  7,  1901;  no  children. 

BRIG.-GEN.  STEPHEN  THOMAS. 

Stephen  Thomas,  son  of  John  and  Rebecca  (Batchcllor)  Thomas,  was 
born  in  Bethel,  Vt.,  December  6,  1809,  and  died  in  Montpelier,  Vt.,  December 

18,  1903.  In  1813,  his  father  died 
and  he  was  soon  forced  to  make  his 
owu  way  in  the  world.  He  attended 
school  for  some  time  in  Thetford,  and 
in  1827  was  apprenticed  to  a woolen 
manufacturer. 

He  worked  at  his  trade  in  Thet- 
ford, Strafford  and  West  Fairlee,  Vt., 
for  some  time  and  then  started  in  the 
manufacture  of  woolen  goods  in 
Hart  land,  Vt.  In  a short  time  his 
factory  was  burned.  He  then  worked 
in  Thetford  and  located  in  West 
Fairlee,  where  he  made  his  home 
vmtil  1870,  when  he  removed  to 
Montpelier.  On  the  breaking  out  of 
the  Civil  War,  he  took  an  active 
part  in  the  support  of  the  Union. 
At  the  special  session  of  the  Legis- 
lature called  by  Governor  Fairbanks 
in  April,  1861,  he  advocated  the  rais- 
ing by  Vermont  of  one  million 
dollars  for  war  puri>osea,  and  due  largely  to  his  fiery  zeal,  the  measure 
was  voted. 

He  was  commissioned  colonel  of  the  8th  Vermont  Infantry,  November 
12,  1861.  He  served  with  distinction  in  the  Department  of  the  Gulf,  until 
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1864,  when  he  was  ordered  North.  He  swirtKl  under  Sheridan  in  the  Shenan- 
doah Valley;  was  conspicuous  for  bravciy  in  the  battles  of  Winchester,  Fisher's 
Hill  and  CedarCreelc.  He  was  especially  commended  in  “general  orders,”  for 
his  services  in  the  battle  of  Winchester,  September  19,  1864,  when  he  charged 
the  enemy  with  the  8th  Vermont  and  12th  Connecticut  regiments,  under 
his  command  and  on  his  own  responsibility.  He  was  awarde<i  a “Medal  of 
Honor”  by  Congress  July  2,5,  1892,  for  “distinguished  services  in  a hand  to 
hand  encounter”  at  Cedar  Creek,  Va.,  October  19,  l.StM;  was  commissioned 
brigadier-general  of  volunteers,  February  1,  1865,  and  served  until  August  24, 

1865,  when  he  was  mustered  out  of  service. 

He  was  one  of  the  leading  members  of  the  Democratic  Party  in  Ver- 
mont until  1861,  when  he  joined  the  Hepublican  Party.  He  held  many  posi- 
tions of  trust;  represented  West  Fairlee  in  the  Hou.se  of  Representatives,  1838, 
1839,  1845,  1846,  1860  and  1861;State  senator  from  Orange  County,  1848  and 
1849;  delegate  to  the  State  Constitutional  Convention  of  1843  and  1850; 
register  of  probate  for  the  district  of  Hradford,  1842-1846,  and  judge,  1847- 
49;  was  a delegate  to  the  National  Democratic  Convention  in  1848-1852,  1856 
and  1860;  was  lieutenant  governor  of  theSlate,  1867  and  1868;  United  States 
pension  agent  for  Vermont,  with  headq\iarters  in  Montjielier,  Vt.,  1870-77. 

He  was  connected  with  several  business  enteriirises;  was  president  of  the 
United  States  Clothes  Pin  Co.  of  Montpelier,  also  engaged  in  the  jobbing  of 
lumber,  and  house  finishing  materials;  was  president  of  the  North  Haverhill 
Granite  Co.  He  was  a member  of  the  G.  .4.  K. ; The  Camp  of  Sons  of  Veterans 
of  Monti>elier,  was  named  in  his  honor,  “Stephen  Thomas  Camp.”  He  was  a 
I>ersonal  friend  of  Captain  Partridge  and  Gen.  T.  B.  Itansom  and  took  great  in- 
terest in  the  University,  serving  as  trustee  from  .\ugUst  18,  1852  until  June 
17,  1869. 

He  was  married  to  .Ann  Peabody  of  Reading,  Vt.,  who  died  in  West  Fair- 
lee, January  8,  1877.  Two  children  were  born  to  them:  Hartop  Percell 
“N.  U.”  '54  (q.  V.)  and  Amanda  Thomas,  bom  in  West  Fairlee,  Vt.,  mar- 
ried Luther  Newcomb,  died  October  18,  1902. 

JUDGE  WHEELOCK  GRAVES  VEAZEY,  A.  B.,  LL.D. 

Wheelock  G.  Veazey,  son  of  Jonathan  and  .Annie  (Stevens)  Veazey,  was 
bom  in  Brentwood,  Rockingham  County,  N.  H.,  December  5,  1835,  and  died 
in  Washington,  D.  C.,  March  22,  1898.  Tie  prepared  for  college  at  the  Phillips 
Academy,  Exeter,  N.  H.,  and  graduated  .A.  B.  from  Dartmouth  College,  in 
18.59  and  LL.  B.  from  the  .Albany  (N.  Y.)  Law  School  in  18f>0;  received  the 
degree  of  LL.  D.  from  Dartmouth  in  1887. 

He  was  admitted  to  the  Windsor  County  bar  in  18(i0;  practice<l  his  pro- 
fession at  Springfield,  Vt.,  1860-61.  On  the  breaking  out  of  the  Civil  War,  he 
offered  his  services  to  the  state  of  Vermont.  He  enlisted  in  Co.  .A,  3d  Ver- 
mont Infantry  in  July,  1861;  was  commissiomsl  captain  same  company, 
July  16,  1861;  was  promoted  lieutenant-colonel,  .August  1.5,  1861;  was  ap- 
pointed provost  marshal  of  Gen.  AVilliam  F.  Smith’s  Division,  February  18, 
1862;  was  appointed  colonel  of  the  16th  Vermont  Infantry,  September  27, 
1862;  was  mustered  out  of  service,  .August  10,  1863;  was  force<i  to  decline  a 
commission  as  brigadier-general,  owing  to  ill  health.  He  took  part  in  the 
following  battles:  Lewinsville,  Va.,  the  siege  of  A’orktown,  Lee’s  Mills,  Wil- 
liamsburg, Golding’s  Farm,  Savage  Station,  Glendale  and  Gettysburg.  He 
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was  especially  commended  for  his  services  at  the  battle  of  Savai;o  Station  and 
(iettysburg;  received  a Medal  of  Honor  from  Congress  for  his  gallantry  at 
Gettysburg.  He  located  in  Rutland,  Vt.,  in  1863,  where  he  practiced  his  pro- 
fession until  1880. 

He  was  a Republican  in  politics  and  held  many  offices;  was  reporter  of 
the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Vermont,  1864-72;  State  senator,  Rutland 
County  in  1872  and  1873;  registrar  in  bankruptcy,  1873-74;  was  delegate-at- 
largc  to  the  Republican  National  Convention  in  Cincinnati  in  1876;  was  State 
commissioner  in  1870  to  investigate  and  report  upon  the  court  expenses;  was 
a member  of  the  commission  to  revise  the  laws  of  Vermont  in  1880;  was  justice 
of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Vermont,  1880-89;  member  of  the  Inter-State  Com- 
merce Commission  from  1889  until  1897,  when  owing  to  failing  health,  he  was 
force<l  to  n'sign  the  offiee. 

He  took  great  interest  in  the  G.  A.  R.;  was  commander  of  the  Rutland 
Post,  for  some  time;  served  as  commander  of  the  Department  of  Vermont 
three  years.  He  was  judge  advoeate-general  of  the  National  G.  A.  R.,  in 
1887  and  1888,  commander-in-chief  in  1890.  He  took  an  active  interest  in 
edueational  matters,  served  as  trustee  of  Dartmouth  College,  1880-91;  was 
trustee  of  “N.  U.,”  1878-84. 

He  was  married  June  22,  1861,  to  Julia  A.  Beard  of  Nashua,  N.  H.,  who 
survives  him,  with  two  children. 

HON.  ICDMUND  ^VESTON,  A.  M. 

Edmund  Weston,  son  of  Abner 
and  Huldah  (Washburn)  Weston,  was 
bom  in  Randolph,  Vt.,  February  18, 
1799,  and  died  there  July  14,  1870. 
He  prepared  for  college  at  the  Orange 
County  Grammar  School  and  grad- 
uated A.  B.  from  the  University  of 
Vermont  in  1821;  received  the  degree 
of  A.  M.  in  course  in  1836. 

He  studied  law  with  United 
States  Senator  Dudley  Chase  and 
William  Nutting,  Esq.,  and  was  ad- 
mitted to  the  bar  in  December,  1824. 
He  practiced  his  profession  in  Ran- 
<lolph,  Vt.,  and  at  Montpelier  for 
many  years.  He  was  a \STiig  in 
politics  and  later  a Republican.  He 
held  several  offices  in  line  with  his 
))rofession  and  on  two  occasions  de- 
clined the  nomination  for  governor  of 
Vermont,  when  such  nominations 
meant  elections.  His  tastes  were 
those  of  a student,  and  his  practice 
was  in  his  more  mature  years  exclusively  devoted  to  cases  of  last  resort  before 
the  highest  court  of  his  State  and  equity  pleading. 

In  1835-37,  and  in  1842  he  was  state’s  attorney  for  Orange  Co.,  and  in 
1845  and  1846  judge  of  probate,  at  a period  in  the  history  of  Vermont  and 
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i^ew  York,  when  litigation  over  land  tenures  and  descent  was  of  the  highest 
importance  growing  out  of  the  controversy  between  the  two  states,  one  juris- 
diction over  boundsuy  territory.  His  home  was  the  center  of  scholarship 
and  his  acquaintance  and  influence  was  sought  by  the  leading  men  in  Ver- 
mont affairs.  He  was  deeply  interested  in  educational  matters;  served  as 
trustee  of  the  University,  1853-67.  He  was  a member  of  the  Episcopal  church, 
and  prominent  in  the  M asonic  Lodge. 

He  was  married  three  times:  first,  January  8,  1824,  to  Sarah,  daughter  of 
Maj.  Gen.  Joseph  Edson,  United  States  marshal  for  Vermont.  She  died 
November  20,  1851.  Three  children  were  born  to  them:  Edmund,  Jr.,  “N. 
U.,”  ’48  (q.  V.);  Sarah  Olivia,  bom  August  27,  1837,  married  Mr.  F.  A.  Aiken, 
died  May  25, 1890;  Mary  Elizabeth,  bom  March  29, 1839,  married  Mr.  Howard 
Van  Dyke,  resides  in  Washington,  D.C.  with  her  sons  Edmund  W.  and  Harry 
W.  Van  Dyke.  There  were  no  children  by  the  second  or  third  marriages. 

REV.  HOMER  AVHITE,  A.  B.,  LL.B.,  S.  T.  D. 

Homer  White,  son  of  George  and  Electa  (Cushman)  White,  was  bom  in 
Wcathersfield,  Vt.,  March  0,  1837.  He  prepared  for  college  at  the  Black 
River  Academy,  Ludlow,  Vt.,  and  at  the  Mt.  Washington  Collegiate  Institute, 
New  York  city;  graduated  A.  B.  from  Union  College,  Schenectady,  N.  Y., 
in  1861  and  LL.B.  from  University 
of  the  City  of  New  York  in  1862;  re- 
ceived the  degree  of  S.  T.  D.  from 
Griswold  College,  Iowa  in  1892; 
trustee  of  "N.  U.”  from  1898  to  date. 

He  learned  the  printers'  trade 
in  Newbury,  Vt.,  in  1854  and 
worked  in  New  York  city,  Ogdens- 
burg,  N.  Y.,  Toronto,  Canada, 

Miln'aukee,  Wis.,  and  Springfield, 

Vt.;  began  the  study  of  law  with 
Josiah  Q.  Hawkins,  Esq.  of  Felch- 
ville,  Vt.  in  1856  and  after  graduat- 
ing from  the  law  school  in  1862  was 
admitted  to  the  bar  in  New  York 
City,  but  has  never  practiced  the 
profession.  He  taught  school  in 
Taycheedah,  Wis.,  in  1866,  in  Ken- 
osha, Wis.,  1866-67,  and  in  Windham, 

Vt.,  1868-69.  He  began  the  study 
of  Theology  for  the  Episcopal  Minis- 
try in  1867,  and  was  ordained  deacon 
at  Windsor,  Vt.,  June  13,  1869  and  R«».  Homer  White, 

priest  by  Bishop  Bisaell  in  1870;  was  rector  of  the  church  in  Enosburg 
Falls,  Vt.,  and  built  the  St.  Matthews  Church  at  that  place,  1869-81 ; at 
Randolph,  Vt.,  1881-86;  Northfield,  Vt.,  1886-93;  returned  to  the  Randolph 
Church  in  1893,  where  he  remained  until  1902,  when  he  retired  from  the 
active  ministry. 
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]le  is  a membor  of  Plioonix  Ixxlgo,  No.  28,  F.iind  A.  M.,  Haswell  Council, 
No.  (i,  U.  & S.  M.,  Unndolpli,  Vt.  Aside  from  seniions  and  lectures,  his  liter- 
ary work  consists  of  four  novels:  The  Cniitii>e  Boy,  The  Nonrich  Cadets,  The 
Captive  Girl,  The  Path  of  Honor,  a ix>em,  The  Vermont  Volunteer  and  many 
short  stories  and  poems  for  various  occasions;  also  a History  of  the  Church  in 
Randolph  and  a brief  history  of  Norwich  I’niversity. 

He  has  been  married  twice:  first,  at  Detroit,  Mich.,  November  10,  1864 
to  Catherine  Frances  Corhein.  One  child  was  bom  of  this  marriage,  Georgia, 
now  residing  in  Randolph.  He  was  married  the  second  time  in  Enosburg 
Falls,  Vt.,  April  15,  1880  to  Martha  Eunice  Crmnlon.  His  residence  is  Ran- 
dolph, Vt. 


HON.  TRUMAN  CHITTENDEN. 

Truman  Chittenden,  fourth  and  youngest  son  of  Hon.  Thomas  Chittenden, 
the  first  governor  of  Vemiont,  and  Elisabeth  (Meigs)  Chittenden,  was  bom 
in  Salisbury,  Conn.,  August  3,  1770,  and  died  in  Williston,  Vt.,  February 
1,  18.53.  In  1773,  his  father  move<i  to  Williston,  Vt. 

,\t  an  early  age,  he  became  prominent  in  the  political  affairs  of  the  State, 
being  a Whig  in  politics.  He  was  a member  of  the  Governor's  Council  from 
October,  1815  until  October,  1828;  represented  Williston  in  the  House  of 
Representatives,  four  years;  was  a candidate  for  lieutenant-governor  in  1834, 
and  for  governor  in  1836,  being  defi>ate<i  by  .Silas  H.  Jennison  (q.  v.).  He 
served  for  seven  years  as  judge  of  the  county  court  and  for  eleven  years  as 
judge  of  probate  and  was  for  thirty  years,  justice  of  the  peace.  He  also  held 
many  town  offices. 

He  engaged  extensively  in  farming  and  in  various  business  enterprises 
in  VS'illiston,  until  his  death.  He  was  elected  trustee  of  the  Vermont  State 
Bank  in  1808,  serving  several  years.  He  took  great  interest  in  educational 
matters;  was  a member  of  the  Corporation  of  the  University  of  Vermont  from 
1813  until  1839.  He  was  a personal  friend  of  Capt.  Alden  Partridge  and 
served  as  tru-stw  of  “N.  U.”  from  August  28,  1835,  until  .September  7,  1843. 

He  marriisl  l.ucy  Jones,  a native  of  Claremont,  N.  H.  Thirteen  children 
were  born  to  them:  Beulah,  married  Giles  T.  Chittenden;  Giles;  Harry;  An- 
son; Miranda;  Martin;  Elijah;  Jonas  Galushn;  Eucy  Mariali,  married  Col. 
Fred  Fletcher;  Pamelia,  married  Luther  Blodgett;  Beulah,  married  Col,  Fred 
Fletcher;  Jane,  marrieil  William  C.  Whitman;  Mary,  married  Thomas  Jeffer- 
son Chittenden.

COL.  SAMUEL  WALKER  SH.ATTUCK,  C.  E.,  A.  .M„  LL.  D. 

Samuel  W.  Sbattuck,  son  of  Col.  Walter  ami  Roxanna  (Fletcher)  Shattiick, 
was  born  in  Groton,  Mass.,  February  18,  1841.  He  preparetl  for  college  at  the 
Lawrence  Academy,  Groton,  and  entered  the  University  in  September,  18.'>8, 
graduating  B.  S.,  in  1860;  wa.s  adjutant  of  the  corps  of  rrnlets;  member  of  the 
B X Fraternity;  received  from  the  University  the  degree  of  C.  E.  in  1871, 
A.  M.  in  1867,  and  LL.  D.  in  1907. 

He  was  appointed  instructor  in  Mathematics  and  Tactics  soon  after 
graduation  and  served  until  April,  1861,  when  he  joined  the  famous  6th 
Mawachusetts  Regiment  of  which  he  was  sergent-major,  on  its  memorable 
trip  to  Washington.  This  regiment  was  the  first  to  reach  Washington  after 
President  Lincoln’s  first  call  for  troops;  and  on  its  jiassage  through  Balti- 
more, four  men  were  killed  and  thirty-six  woundwl,  bedng  the  “first  northern 
blood  to  crimson  the  soil  of  the  .South.’  ’ He  served  with  the  n-giment  in 
Baltimore  and  Washington  until  AugiLst,  1861,  when  the  regiment  was 
mustered  out  of  service.  He  returned  to  hLs  jKisition  at  the  University  in 
September,  1861.  In  the  summer  of  1862,  he  was  ap(>oinled  State  drill  master 
and  serveil  several  months  in  drilling  and  instructing  trooi>s  in  Braltleboro,  Vt.; 
was  commissioned  adjutant  of  the  8th  Vermont  Infantry  in  Octolter,  1863; 
captain,  Co.  H,  same  regiment,  November  24,  1864;  was  v.oundisl  at  the  battle 
of  Cedar  Creek,  October  19,  1864;  was  mustered  out  of  service,  June  28,  186.'i. 
He  served  as  adjutant  of  his  brigade,  Keptembc'r,  18tV4  to  January,  186.5; 
inspector,  January,  1865  to  June  28,  1865,  when  the  regiment  was  mustered 
out.  He  was  often  railed  u[K>n  to  make  use  of  his  engintTi-ing  education; 
he  laiil  out  and  superintended  the  construction  of  sevend  field  fortifications 
for  large  bodies  of  men. 

He  performed  gallant  serviee  in  a charge  at  the  battle  of  Winchester,  Se|>- 
tember  19, 1864.  The  Union  troops,  through  lack  of  cartridge  to  return  the 
fire,  were  being  driven  bark  and  General  Thomas,  tnistee,  “N.  U.,”  (q.  v.)  was 
ordered  to  support  the  line  with  his  regiment,  and  the  Pith  Connecticut.  We 
quote  from  Greely's  A mertran  Conflict  (Volume  2,  page  60!)) : “Colonel  Thomas, 
8th  Vermont,  ordered  his  men  to  charge  at  double  quick  with  bayonet.  In 
vain  general  officers  shouted  ‘Halt’,  ‘Lie  down,’  ‘Wait  for  supixtrts,’  etc.; 
for,  while  some  were  still  confuseil  and  vacillating,  a staff  officer  from  the  right 
gallope<l  in  front  anil  pointed  with  his  saber  to  the  woods  which  sheltereil  the 
enemy.  At  once,  all  dissent  was  silencisl,  all  limitation  at  an  end;  the  whole 
center,  as  one  man,  swept  forward,  chiH-ring,  and  plungeil  into  the  wooiis, 
meeting  there  Crook’s  corjis,  charging  from  the  flank.  All  the  Confeilerates 
who  could  still  travel  were  by  this  time  going  or  gone”  Thi.s  staff  officer  was 
Adjutant  Sbattuck,  who  led  the  right  of  his  rigiinent.  General  Thomas  gave  the 
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details  of  this  charge  to  the  compiler  of  this  histor}'  in  189S,  and  paid  glowing 
tributes  to  Captain  Shattuck  as  a gallant  officer.  Cieneral  Thomas  stated  that 
the  movement  was  upon  the  .Vdjutant's  initiative;  that  it  was  without  orders, 
if  not  against  orders;  and  that  the  Corps  Commander  tried  to  stop  it.  But 
■Sheridan  approve<l  it,  and  that  made  it  legal;  it  won,  and  that  made  it  gallant 
and  patriotic. 

He  also  to»)k  a conspicuous  part  in  the  grand  stand  made  by  the  gallant 
brigaile  commanded  by  f!en.  .Stephen  Thomas  against  the  forces  of  General 
Early,  October  19,  1864,  at  Winchester.  In  the  early  morning,  two  divisions 
of  the  Confederate  Army  had  gaine<l  a position  to  the  left  and  rear  of  the 

Sth  Army  Corps,  when  a simultaneous 
attaek  was  made  in  front  and  flank. 
This  corps  was  completely  routed, 
losing  over  forty  pieces  of  cannon, 
which  were  turned  upon  the  Union 
army.  .As  a desperate  move  to  save 
the  balanec  of  the  Army,  General 
Thomas'  brigade  was  ordered  to  pro- 
tect the  left  flank.  The  Sth  Vermont 
was  on  the  left,  and  came  im- 
mediately in  contact  with  the  en- 
emy. It  fought  with  such  desperate 
valor  and  at  such  odds  that  in  less 
than  thirty  minutes  it  had  lost  in 
dea<l  and  wounded  more  than  half  of 
its  men;  and  out  of  sixteen  officers, 
it  hod  thirteen  killed  and  wounded. 
Adjutant  Khattuck  had  his  horse 
killed  and  was  wounderl  himself, 
but  remained  with  the  colors  and 
the  few  men  who  were  able  to  get 
back  to  the  line,  which  had  been 
formed  by  the  6th  Corps. 

In  September,  1865,  Captain  .Shattuck  returned  to  the  University  as 
professor  of  Mathematics  and  Tactics;  was  acting  president,  December,  1865 
to  June,  1866;  was  viro-pn-siileiit  and  adjutant  professor  of  Mathematics 
and  Military  Science,  ISIKMiS.  He  was  inspector-general  of  Vermont,  1867- 
68,  with  rank  of  colonel.  In  June,  1868,  he  tvas  elected  assistant  professor  of 
Mathematics  and  instructor  in  Tactics  at  the  University  of  Illinois;  was  pro- 
moted professor,  same  subjects,  in  1871;  was  acting  president  for  six  months 
in  1873;  vice  president  two  years  and  Dean  of  the  Department  of  Mathematics, 
1868-1908. 

He  was  an  eflicient  and  |>opular  professor,  but  as  President  Draper  of 
the  University  states : ‘‘  the  time  come  when  he  could  no  longer  fill  two  positions 
that  were  already  great  and  steadily  growing  greater  and  when  it  was  easier 
to  find  profes-sors  than  comptrollers.’  ’ He  was  business  agent  of  the  University 
from  1873  until  1905,  when  he  was  ap|x>inted  comptroller,  which  position  he 
still  retains.  This  office  has  charge  of  all  the  details  of  the  business  manage- 
ment of  the  University  and  general  supervision  of  its  finances.  When  Colonel 
Shattuck  went  to  the  University  in  1868,  its  attendance  was  142  and  its 
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disbursements  were  $48,000.  In  the  forty-two  years  of  his  service,  the  at- 
tendance has  increased  to  5,000  and  its  disbursements  to  $2,000,000. 

He  is  a member  of  the  G.  A.  R.;  Loyal  Ix!(cion;  American  Mathematical 
Society;  fellow  of  the  American  Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Science; 
National  Geographic  Society;  2' A Fraternity;  Union  League  Club;  C.  C. 
Country. 

He  was  married  August  14,  1866,  to  Adelaide  Ixiuisa  White  of  Columbus, 
Ohio.  Four  children  have  been  born  to  them;  Charles  White,  born  May  31, 
1867,  resides  in  Chicago,  111.;  Anna  Hetcher,  born  December  7,  1868,  married 
Prof.  Arthur  W.  Palmer  of  the  University  of  IllinoLs,  resides  in  Urbana,  111.; 
Edith  Louise,  bom  March  12,  1870,  married  Prof.  Jame.s  McLaven,  Itniversity 
of  Illinois,  resides  in  Champaign,  111.;  Walter  Francis  White,  bt)rn  December 
12,  1871,  now  professor  of  Architecture  in  the  Chicago  School  of  .Architecture. 

PRESIDENT  THOMAS  WOODRUFF  WALKER,  U.  S.  A.,  A.  M. 

Thomas  W.  Walker  was  born  in  New  .Albany,  Ind.,  June  16,  I8;i3,  and 
died  in  Dr.  Edwin  E.  Smith’s  private  sanitarium.  South  Wilton,  Conn.,  Dec- 
ember 9,  1890.  He  entered  the  United  States  Military  Academy,  West  Point, 
N.Y.,  July  1,  1852,  and  graduated  July  1,  1856;  was  on  the  same  date  com- 
missioned 2d  lieutenant,  3d  United  States  Infantry;  was  promoted  first 
lieutenant,  April  11,  1861,  and  captain.  May  20,  1861;  was  refin’d  from 
active  service,  September  11,  1863. 

He  served  at  Fort  Defiance,  New  Mexico,  1857-60,  being  engagixl  in 
battle  with  the  Indians,  near  that  fort.  May  30,  and  September  19,  1858. 
He  took  part  in  the  Navajo  expedition  in  this  last  year,  being  engaged  in  a 
skirmish  with  the  Indians  at  Ranchos  dc  les  .Arragones,  New  Mexico,  October 
10,  1858.  He  also  served  with  his  command  agaimst  the  Tuni-Cha,  Navajo 
Indians  in  November,  1859;  was  actively  engaged  in  scouting  in  1860.  In 
this  last  year,  he  accompanied  his  command  to  Texas,  where  he  served  for  a 
short  time.  He  was  then  on  leave  of  absence  until  1861. 

On  April  26,  1861,  he  was  ordered  to  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  as  mustering  and 
disbursing  officer,  where  he  served  until  September  27.  He  then  engaged 
in  reorganizing  his  company  at  Fort  Columbus,  N.  Y.,  September  30,  1861  to 
February  10,  1862.  He  served  in  the  defence  of  Washington,  D.  C.,  February 
10  to  March  10,  1862;  took  part  in  the  A’irginia  Penimsular  campaign  with 
the  Army  of  the  Potomac,  from  March  to  .August,  1862,  being  engaged  in  the 
siege  of  Yorktown,  April  5 to  May  4,  1862.  He  took  part  in  the  advance  on 
Hanover  Court  House  in  May,  1862;  in  the  skirmish  on  the  Chickahominy 
river,  June  5,  1862;  the  battles  of  Gaines’  Mills,  June  27,  1862,  Malvern  Hill, 
July  1,  1862,  Harrison’s  Landing,  July  2,  1862.  He  served  with  his  command 
in  the  Northern  Virginia  campaign  from  August  to  September,  1862,  being 
engaged  in  the  battle  of  Manassas,  August  30,  1862.  He  served  in  the  Mary- 
land campaign,  with  the  Army  of  the  Potomac,  from  September  to  November, 
1862,  being  engaged  in  the  battles  of  Antietam,  September  17,  1862,  Snickers’ 
Gap,  Va.,  November  3,  1862.  He  served  with  his  command  on  the  march  to 
Falmouth,  Va.,  October  to  November,  1862;  in  the  Rappahannock  campaign, 
December,  1862  to  January,  1863,  being  engaged  in  the  battle  of  Fredericks- 
burg, December  13, 1862. 

He  was  on  sick  leave  from  January  27  to  March  15,  1863;  was  on  recruiting 
and  mustering  service  in  New  York  city,  March  27  to  July  30,  1863;  was  in 
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the  United  Statex  Army  hospital  at  Animiiolis,  Md,,  from  August  to  September, 
18<id;  8crv«i  as  mustering  and  dLslnirsing  olfieer  at  Davenport,  Iowa,  February 
17  to  July  27,  IHW.  He  W!W  then  awaiting  orders  until  May  19,  186.5;  m-rved 
as  mastering  olfita>r,  slate  of  New  Jersey,  May  19  to  September  8,  1865; 
W!i8  awaiting  orders  from  September  8,  180.5  until  February  13,  1867,  when  he 
rceeivesl  |K>rmission  to  aeeept  the  presideney  of  “ N.  U.,’  ’ under  act  of  Congress 
of  July  28,  1866.  He  was  brevetted  major,  June  27,  1862,  for  “gallant  and 
meritorious  servuces  at  the  battle  of  ( tains'  Mill,  Va.'  ’ 

He  as-sumed  the  duties  of  president  of  the  University,  March  4,  1867. 
He  visiterl  Huston,  New  A'ork  and  other  cities  in  the  interest  of  the  University 
and  did  much  to  increase  the  prosiierity  of  the  Institution.  Owing  to  failing 
health,  he  was  forced  to  resign  the  pri-sidency  in  .April,  1868.  The  University 
conferrtsi  uiion  him  the  degrw  of  .\..M.  Helocated  in  Vineland,  N.  J.,in  186.8, 
where  he  made  his  home  until  18.83.  He  studied  law  and  was  admitted  to  the 
bar  in  1874;  practic(>d  his  profession  in  Vineland  for  several  years.  In  1883, 
his  health  :igain  failing,  he  went  to  Europe,  where  he  made  his  home  until 
1888,  when  he  returTUsI  to  this  country.  In  1889,  he  was  removed  to  Dr. 
Smith’s  sanitarium  in  South  Wilton,  Conn.,  where  he  died.  He  was  survived 
by  a widow  and  a daughter. 

I'UKSIDKNT  RIKiKU  STKONG  HOWARD,  A.  M.,  D.  D. 

Roger  S.  Howard,  son  of -\bijah  and  Octavia  (Bosworth)  Howard,  was 
bom  in  Thetford,  Verinotit,  July  20,  1.807,  atid  died  in  Greenfield,  Mass., 
-April  16,  1880.  He  griuiuated  .A.  H.  from  Dartmouth  College  in  1829;  re- 
ceivisl  from  his  .4fma  Mnirr  the  degree  of  .A.  M.  in  1832,  and  D.  D.  in  1868. 
He  was  principal  of  the  Newburyttort  High  School  and  Putnam’s  Free  School, 
1829-48;  Hangor  Girl’s  High  School,  18.50-.56. 

He  studied  for  the  Episcopal  Ministry,  and  was  onlained  priest  by  Rt. 
Rev.  George  Hurgess,  Bishop  of  Maine  in  18.56;  w.as  rector  of  St.  Stephen’s 
Church,  Portlanil,  Maine,  1,8.56-60;  Trinity  Church,  Rutland,  1860-67;  St-. 
James’  Church,  Wtsslstock,  Vt.,  1807-69;  the  Church  of  the  Reconciliation, 
Webster,  Mass.,  1,873-79.  He  rctireri  from  the  active  ministry  in  1879,  and  re- 
moved to  Greenfield,  whero  he  made  his  home  until  his  death,  which  came  very 
suddenly  from  a severe  attack  of  (tneumonia. 

He  was  electisl  (tresident  of  the  University,  January'  8,  1869,  and  assumcrl 
the  duties  in  September.  His  heart  was  in  his  parish  work,  and  greatly  to  the 
regret  of  the  truste<-s  and  friends  of  the  University,  he  resigned,  November 
27,  1871;  seiverl  as  trustee  of  “N.  U.”  1863-76.  He  did  much  to  increase  the 
confidence  of  the  public  in  the  Institution  and  to  raise  the  standard  of  in- 
struction. 

TTie  res|M'ct  tuul  affection  in  which  Dr.  Howard  was  held  is  shown  by  the 
following  extracts  from  notices  published  at  his  death.  "His  wonderful  suc- 
cess in  everything  that  he  undertook,  while  owing  doubtless  in  great  measure 
to  his  unflagging  and  indomitable  perst'verance,  was  also  attributable  in  equal 
measure  to  his  iiersonid  mtignctism  * • * * He  lielieved  in  Christian  educa- 
tion * * * of  the  bold,  vigorous  and  manly  sort.” — From  the  funeral 

atidress  by  the  Rev.  P.  Vorhees  Finch.  “We  earnestly  desire  to  place  on  record 
our  de»‘p  apiireciation  of  his  scholarly  attainments,  his  heartfelt  tind  ever  rearly 
sympathy,  his  pure  and  devoted  life,  and  of  the  valuiible  and  loving  services 
which  during  a i>astoratc  of  seven  years  were  faithfully  rendered  by  liim  to  his 
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parish.” — From  the  resolutions  of  the  wardens  and  vestry  of  the  Church  of  the 
Reconciliation,  Webster,  Mass.  " His  ministry  has  been  one  marked  by  peace, 
love,  wisdom,  labor  and  success.” — From  the  annual  addreas(1880)  of  Bishop 
Paddock,  of  Massachusetts. 

He  was  twice  married:  first  in  1831,  to  Martha  Pike  of  Newhuiyport, 
Mass.,  who  died  some  years  later;  one  child,  Sarah  Boardman,  bom  in  Septem- 
ber, 1834,  married  Hon.  C.  C.  Conant  of  Greenfield,  Mass.,  died  in  1889.  He 
was  again  married  in  1860,to  Charlotte  P.  Jewett  of  Portland,  Maine,  who  died 
July  9, 1892;  no  children. 


PRESIDENT  M.\LCOLM  DOUGL.\SS,  .\.  M.,  S.  T.  D. 

Malcolm  Douglass,  son  of  Maj.  David  Bates  Douglass,  U.  S.  A.,  and  Ann 
Eliza  (Ellicott)  Douglass,  was  bom  in  West  Point,  N.  Y.,  July  19,  1825,  and 
died  of  apoplexy  in  Wareham,  Ma.ss.,  September  25,  1887.  He  prepared  for 
college  in  the  schools  of  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  and  entered  Trinity  College  in  1842, 
graduating  A.  B,  in  1846;  received  from  his  Alma  Mater  the  degrees  of  A.  M. 
in  course  in  1850,  and  S.  T.  D.  in  1869,  also  A.  M.  from  Hobart  College  in  1849. 

He  was  ordained  deacon  in  Trinity  Church,  Geneva,  N.  Y.,  July  3, 1849, 
and  priest  in  St.  Peters  Church,  .\ubum,  N.  Y.,  May  26,  1850;  was  rector  of 
Trinity  Church,  Seneca  Falls,  N.  Y.,  1850-52  ;Christ  Church,  Albion,  N.  Y., 
1852-55;  St.  Paul's  Church,  Waterloo,  N.  Y.,  1855-59.  In  1859,  he  entered  on  a 
twelve  year’s  rectorship  at  St.  Paul's  Church,  Windsor,  Vt.  These  were  years 
of  the  most  faithful  and  fniitful  work,  winning  the  deepest  love  of  his  people 
and  the  thorough  respect  and  confidence  of  the  whole  diocese.  Such  was  the 
regard  held  for  him  by  his  church  that  on  the  death  of  Bishop  John  H.  Hopkins 
in  1868,  he  was  the  first  choice  of  the  clergy  for  his  successor;  but  he  would  not 
allow  his  name  to  be  presented.  He  was  elected  president  of  the  University 
in  1871, and  served  until  1875;  also  held,  during  this  time,  the  professorship  of 
Intellectual  Philosophy  and  Christian  Ethics;  was  trustee  of  the  University, 
1863-77. 

In  1875,  he  became  rector  of  Christ  Church,  Andover,  Mass.,  where  he 
remained  until  1883,  being  compelled  to  give  up  the  charge  owing  to  impaired 
health,  siiending  his  .summers  thereafter  at  his  seaside  cottage  at  East  Ware- 
ham,  Ma.ss.  He  spent  the  winter  of  1884-85  in  North  Carolina  and  partially 
recovered  his  health  and  in  1885  took  temiKiraiy  charge  of  Christ  Church, 
Plymouth,  Mass. ; but  in  1886  he  was  again  obliged  to  give  up  his  duties;  and 
spent  some  time  in  visiting  in  western  New  York.  In  May,  1887,  he  went 
to  England  and  visited  his  brother  at  Brighton.  He  returned  in  August  to  his 
summer  home,  apparently  much  benefitted  and  with  renewed  hopes  of  resuming 
his  church  work.  On  Sunday,  September  25,  he  drove  to  the  Church  of  the 
Good  .Shepherd  at  Wareham  when-,  after  reading  the  Psalm  in  opening  the 
church  service,  he  was  obliged  to  retire  to  the  vestry  room,  complaining  of  a 
strange  sensation  in  the  head.  In  a short  time  he  pas.sed  away.  He  was 
distinguished  for  his  charm  of  presence,  his  simple,  dignified,  gentle  and  modest 
demeanor;  his  absolute  freedom  from  self-aascrtion ; his  warm  interest  in  all 
who  came  under  his  charge.  He  w.as  a member  of  ? V Fraternity  of  Trinity 
College. 

He  was  married  in  Geneva,  N.  Y.,  October  14,  1851,  to  Sarah  Elizabeth, 
daughter  of  Rev.  Benjamin  Hale,  D.  D.,  president  of  Hobart  College.  She 
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survives  him  and  resides  at  No.  4!)  Uowdoiii  St.,  Newton  Highlands,  Mass. 
Six  children  were  born  to  them:  Mary  Caroline,  born  in  Albion,  N.  Y.,  re- 

resides in  Newton  Higlilands,  Mass.;  Benjamin  Hide," N. I'.”  ’7t>;  Daxdd  Bates, 
"N.  U.”  '77;  Malcolm,  bom  November  25,  1864,  now  a physician  in  Phila- 
delphia, Pa.;  Andrew  ElUcott,  born  July  5,  1867,  professor  of  Physics  and  As- 
tronomy, University  of  Arizona,  Tucson,  Ariz.;  Moses  Hale,  born  July  29, 
1870,  a fanner  in  North  Charleston,  N.  H. 

PRESIDENT  JOSL\H  SWETT,  A.  M.,  D.  D. 

Josiah  Swett,  son  of  Josiah  and  Hannah  (Healey)  Swett,  was  bom  in 
Claremont,  N.  H.,  August  14,  1814,  and  die<l  in  Highgate,  Vt.,  January  4, 
1890;  was  buried  in  Burlington,  Vt. 

He  prepared  for  college  at  the  Chester,  Vt.,  Aeademy  and  the  Kimball 
Union  Academy,  Meriden,  N.  H.,  and  entered  the  University  in  1834,  and 
graduated,  A.  B.,  in  1837;  was  instmetor  in  the  English  Department,  1836-37; 
received  the  degree  of  A.  M.  in  course  from  “N.  U.”  in  1840,  and  the  honorary 
degree  of  A.  M.  from  Trinity  in  1856. 

He  was  principal  of  the  Claremont,  (N.  H.)  .\cademy,  1837-40.  In 
February,  1840,  he  was  elected  professor  of  the  Ditin  and  Greek  Languages  at 
the  University,  which  [xisition  he  held  until  August,  1841.  In  the  summer  of 
this  year,  in  company  with  his  friend  and  fomier  roommate  at  the  University, 
General  .Monzo  Jackman,  he  began  the  publication  of  the  Citizen  Soldier,  in 
Norwich,  Vt.  The  enterpri.se  did  not  jirove  a success  and  in  the  spring  of  1841 
they  discontinued  the  paper,  and  in  August  they  resigne<l  their  professorships 
at  the  University.  They  soon  established  the  New  England  Seminary  at 
Windsor,  which  they  conducted  until  the  fall  of  1844,  when  they  both  returned 
to  their  former  positions  at  the  University.  In  .\ugust,  1845,  he  resigned  his 
professorship  and  became  principal  of  the  Claremont  Seminary  which  position 
he  held  until  1847. 

In  1843,  he  began  studying  for  the  Epi.scopal  ministry'  and  on  March  12, 
1847,  was  ordaintsl  <ieaoon  by  the  Bishop  of  New  Hampshire  in  the  church  at 
Cliuemont;  and  priest,  by  Bishop  Hopkins  of  Vermont,  September  15,  1847; 
was  rector  of  the  church  in  Bethel,  Vt.,  1847-65;  was  professor  of  Dirinity  in  the 
Wrmont  Episcopal  Institute,  Burlington,  Vt.,  186.5-67;  was  rector  of  churches 
in  Royalton,  Jericho,  Fairfa.x,  Fairfield,  Swanton  and  Highgate.  He  made  his 
home  in  Highgate  from  1877  until  his  death.  He  t«ik  great  interest  in  the 
welfiue  of  his  alma  maler;  served  as  trustee-,  1857-88;  was  secretary  of  the 
board,  1862-76;  acting  president,  Atigust  12,  1875-C)clober  19,  1876;  received 
the  degree  of  D.  D.  from  the  University  in  1861. 

He  met  with  marked  success  as  a clergyman  and  was  greatly  respected  and 
beloved,  not  only  by  the  members  of  his  church,  but  also  by  the  people  of  the 
communities  where  he  liveti;  was  president  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Diocese  for  twenty-five  years  .and  was  for  several  years  Dean  of  the  Convention 
of  Burlington;  w.-is  deputy  to  the  General  Convention  which  met  in  Phila- 
delphia in  18,56.  He  al.-iO  met  with  grc-sit  success  as  a teacher,  and  for  several 
years  conducted  the  “Chami>lain  Hall”  in  Highgate,  Vt.  He  took  great 
interest  in  military  matters,  .served  for  some  time  as  major  in  the  militia,  and 
for  several  years  was  secretary  of  the  Military  Convention  of  Vermont. 

He  was  a fine  scholar  and  an  able  writer.  He  published  several  sermons, 

A Manual  of  Family  Prayer,  An  Essay  on  the  Firmament  as  the  icork  of  the  Third 
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Day  of  Crtalion;  English  Grammar,  a work  which  had  an  extensive  sale,  also 
an  abridged  edition  of  the  same.  He  published  an  edition  of  Thompson’s 
Seasons  and  Pope’s  Essays  on  Man,  with  notes  for  the  use  of  schools.  He 
contributed  numerous  articles  to  the  various  periodicals,  and  left  many  un- 
published poems. 

He  was  twice  married : first,  December  6,  1843,  to  Mary  Jarvis  Campbell, 
of  Windsor,  Vt.,  who  died  April  6,  1845.  One  child,  Mary  Campbell,  born 
December  21,  1844,  married  John  A.  Fitch,  resides  in  Brookline,  Mass.  He 
was  again  married,  October  30,  1845,  to  Lucy  Miranda  Wheeler,  of  Newfport, 
N.  H.,  who  died  September  28,  1885.  Nine  children  were  bom  to  them: 
Hannah  Sibyl,  married  Theodore  P.  Lukens,  resides  in  Pasadena,  Cal.;  James 
Wheeler,  (“N.  U.”  ’72)  died  December  31,  1876  ; Manila  Elizabeth,  lives  in 
Cambridge,  Mass.;  William  Plummer,  resides  in  Southern  Pines,  N.C.;  Josiah, 
resides  in  New  Hartford,  Conn.;  Hester  Miranda,  died  March  19,  1884;  Paul 
Flynn,  resides  in  Garden  City,  Long  Island;  Katherine  Healey,  died  April  2, 
1901 ; Lois  Jane,  resides  in  Pasadena,  Cal. 


COL.  CHARLES  ALBERT  CURTLS,  U.  S.  A.,  A.  M. 

Charles  A.  Curtis,  .son  of  Charles  Stubbs  and  .\manda  Fitzallan  (Ham) 
Curtis,  was  born  in  Hallowell,  Maine,  October  4,  1835,  and  died  in  Madison, 
Wis.,  May  26,  1907.  He  prepared  for  college  at  the  Maine  .State  Seminaiy, 
and  the  Yarmouth  (Maine)  Seminary,  and  entered  the  sophomore  class  of  the 
University  in  1858,  graduating  A.  B.  in  1861.  He  was  one  of  the  founders 
of  the  Reveille  (q.  v.)  in  1860.  He  was  a member  of  the  A 2,'  II  Fraternity, 
and  in  1868,  revised  its  “Ritual.”  In  1861,  he  passed  the  examinations  at 
Bowdoin  College,  Maine,  for  the  degree  of  A.  B. 

On  the  breaking  out  of  the  Civil  War,  he  returnee!  to  his  home  in  Maine 
offered  his  services  to  the  State;  was  aiipointed  State  ilrill  master  with  rank  of 
first  lieutenant,  and  performed  efficient  duty  during  .\pril-June,  1861,  in  dril- 
ing  and  instructing  volunteers  in  fifteen  towns  and  cities  of  the  State.  On 
June  17,  1861 , he  left  the  state  for  Virginia,  with  the  Sixth  Maine  Regiment,  as 
instructor  to  the  field  officers  of  the  regiment;  took  part  in  every  action  in  which 
this  regiment  was  engaged  to  June,  1862  and  twice  commanded  a company- 
in  action. 

He  was  appointed  in  June,  1862,  acting  luasistant  adjutant-general  on  the 
staff  of  General  W.  S.  Hancock,  with  the  understanding  that  he  should  have  the 
office  permanently,  should  a gentleman  to  whom  it  had  been  previously  ten- 
dered, decline.  He  served  one  month  in  this  position,  when  the  first  appointee 
accepted.  He  was  ap|x>inted  2d  lieutenant  7th  United  States  Infantry,  April 
14,  1862,  for  "extraordinary  merit”;  was  transferred,  .\pril  28,  1862,  to  the 
5th  United  States  Infantry,  and  joined  his  regiment  at  Fort  Craig,  New  Mexi- 
co, July  6,  1862;  was  promoted  first  lieutenant  .March  30,  1864,  and  captain 
by  brevet  September  27,  1865,  “for  mcritoriou.s  servioes”  during  the  war; 
served  against  the  Texan  forces  on  the  Rio  Grande,  1862-65;  engaged  in  the 
Indian  Wars  in  New  Mexico,  Arizona,  California  and  Colorado,  186.5-69;  was 
in  command  of  camp  at  Ixis  Valles  Grandes,  New  Mexico,  October  3,  1863- 
June  9,  1864;  Fort  Reynolds,  Col.,  November  17,  1867-.\pril  1,  I860;  was  re- 
tired from  active  duty  December  15,  1870  for  wounds  received  in  line  of  duty, 
was  given  full  rank  of  captain,  U.  S.  A.,  by  s|M;cial  act  of  Congress  in  1899. 
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He  was  detailed  aa  profeasor  of  Military  Science  and  Tactica  at  the  Univer- 
sity in  the  fall  of  1868,  and  reixjrled  for  duly  April  8,  1869,  which  position  he 
held  until  August  12,  1875;  aervetl  as  executive  officer  from  May,  1869  until 
September  of  the  same  year.  On  August  12,  1875,  he  resigned  his  position  to 
accept  the  professorship  of  Military  Science  and  Tactics  at  the  St.  Augustine 
College  at  Benicia,  Cal.  In  July,  1876,  he  resigned  this  jxxsition  and  returned 
to  Northfield  and  restimed  the  |X)sition  of  professor  of  Military  Science  and 
Tactics.  On  October  19,  1876,  he  was  elected  president  of  the  University,  and 
served  until  July  1,  1880,  when  he  resigned.  He  took  a deep  interest  in  the 
welfare  of  “N.  U.”  During  1869-80,  he  raised  considerable  sums  of  money 
for  the  improvement  of  the  University  grounds  and  the  completion  of  “Jack- 
man  Hall.”  He  compiled  the  first  book  of  regulations  published  by  the 
University,  and  under  his  administrations,  cadet  officers  were  first  rt^larly 
and  itermanently  commissiontsi  to  office. 

He  servctl  as  professor  of  military  science  at  the  Shattuck  School,  Fari- 
bault, Minn.,  1880-85;  East  IHorida  Seuninary,  Gainesville,  Fla.,  1885-89; 
Kenyon  Military  Aca<lemy,  Gambier,  Ohio,  188!l-90;  Marmaduke  Military 
Academy,  Sweet  Springs,  Mo.;  Howe  School,  Lima,  Ind.,  for  some  time.  In 
1885,  he  removed  to  Madison,  Wis.,  where  he  made  his  home  until  his  death. 
In  1898,  he  was  apixiintcd  professor  of  Military  Science  and  Tactics  at  the 
University  of  Wisconsin,  which  ixjsition  he  held  until  his  death,  meeting  with 
marked  success.  He  was  commissionetl  colonel  in  the  National  Guard  of 
Minnesota,  September  15,  1884;  lieutenant-colonel  National  Guard  of  Florida 
November  25,  1887,  and  colonel  National  GuanI  of  Wisconsin,  April  6,  1901. 

He  wrote  many  stories  and  histe>rical  articles  for  the  .S'l.  Nicholas,  Wide 
Atrake,  Youlh's  Comjtanion,  Har]wr’s  Young  People,  and  various  other  papers. 
He  publishtsl  one  story  in  b<Hik  form,  Captured  by  the  S'aimjos,  Hariter  Brothers, 
New  York,  1898.  He  gave  much  valuable  iissistancc  on  the  history  of  Norwich 
University  in  1898.  He  was  a member  of  the  Ma<lison  Lodge,  No.  5,  F.  and  A 

M. ,  of  Madison  and  Chapter  U.  A.  M.  of  Miulison;  Wisconsin  Historical 
.Society;  Wisconsin  Society  of  Sons  of  the  .\merican  Revolution,  and  Ver- 
mont (>)mmandery  Military  Order  of  lx)yal  I>egion. 

He  was  marrietl  May  17,  I8(j6,  to  Harriette  Ismise  Hughes  of  Ashland, 

N.  H.,  who  survives  him  and  rtsiides  in  .\shland.  Five  children  were  born  to 
them:  Wanlen  Allan,  born  February  I,  1867,  resides  in  Ashland,  N.  H.; 
Isiwrence  .\lb«'rt,  born  April  1 1,  1872,  now  captain  22<1  United  States  Infantry; 
tieorge  Hughes,  born  June  80,  1874,  died  August  7,  1877;  Dorothy  Hughes, 
bom  .\pril  7,  1878,  nmrrietl  Wallac*.'  Chickering,  residra  in  Chicago,  111.;  Bar- 
bara Hilton,  born  March  23,  1882,  married  Earl  B.  Rose,  resides  in  Milwaukee, 
Wis. 

PRESIDENT  CHARLES  HILDRETH  LEWIS,  U.  S.  A.,  A.  M.,  LL.  D. 

Charles  II.  Is-wis  was  bom  in  .\lton.  Me.,  August  5,  18.37,  and  died  in 
Camden,  Me.,  December  8,  1900.  At  an  early  age,  his  parents  removed  to 
Bangor,  Me.,  where  he  prepared  for  college.  He  entered  the  University  in 
1852,  and  graduated  B.  S.  in  1855;  was  a member  of  the  “University  Regu- 
lators,” (q.  V.)  and  the  A -i’  //  Fraternity;  receivetl  the  degree  of  A.  M.  for 
the  University  and  LL.  D.  in  1881. 

Soon  after  graduating,  he  went  West  and  engagixi  in  government  survey- 
ing and  civil  engineering  in  Minnesota  and  Iowa  until  the  breaking  out  of  the 
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Civil  War.  He  then  hastened  directly  to  Washington,  where  he  conferred  with 
Hannibal  Hnmlin,  a personal  acquaintance,  and  although  but  twenty-four 
years  of  age,  he  was  commissioned  a captain  of  the  16th  United  States  In- 
fantry, August  5,  1861.  He  served  with  marked  distinction  in  the  battles  of 
Shiloh,  Stone  River,  Murfreesboro,  Missionary  Ridge  and  Chickomauga.  He 
took  part  in  General  Sherman’s  famous  “March  to  the  Sea”  and  was  with 
General  Thomas  at  the  battle  of  Nashville.  His  distinguished  service  during 
the  Civil  War  won  for  him  the  rank  of  brevet  lieutenant-colonel,  U.  S.  A.  for 
meritorious  service  during  the  war.  He  resigned  his  commission,  July  28, 
1864. 

He  engaged  in  mining  engineering  in  Colorado  for  two  years.  He  then 
went  to  New  York  and  turned  his  attention  to  financial  affairs.  He  was  for 
twelve  years  a member  of  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange,  where  he  gained 
considerable  prominence.  He  then  engaged  in  real  estate  business  and  held 
very  valuable  property  along  the  coast  of  Maine.  In  1882,  he  purchased  Cape 
JellisoD,  on  the  coast  of  Maine,  wliich  embraced  some  eight  hundred  acres  of 
picturesque  table  land  situated  at  the  heiul  of  Penobscot  Bay  and  at  the 
entrance  of  Penobscot  river.  Later  in  1887,  he  established  “Sorrento” 
on  Frenchman’s  Bay,  one  of  the  finest  watering  places  on  the  Atlantic  coast. 
From  this  time  up  to  the  time  of  his  death,  he  was  engaged  chiefly  in  develop- 
ing this  property,  and  also  property  secured  at  Camden,  Me. 

In  1880,  the  University  finances  were  at  a very  low  ebb.  Colonel  Lewis 
generously  came  forward  at  that  critical  time  and  consented  to  assume  the 
financial  control  of  the  Institution  and  guaranteed  all  expenses.  His  generous 
offer  was  joyfully  accepted  by  the  trustees  and  in  recognition  of  what  he  pro- 
posed to  do,  they  changed  the  name  of  the  University  to  Lewis  College.  He 
was  made  president  of  the  University,  December  21,  1880,  and  held  this  office 
until  June  30,  1892.  Every  alumnus  and  friend  of  the  University  must  re- 
member with  gratitude  the  generosity  of  Colonel  Lewis  at  this  time.  There  is 
no  question  but  what  the  University  would  have  been  obliged  to  close  its  doors, 
if  it  had  not  been  for  Colonel  Lewis’  assistance.  Colonel  Lewis  and  his  ad- 
visors made  many  improvements  in  the  University  curriculum.  They  greatly 
strengthened  the  course  of  instruction.  In  188;5,  Colonel  Lewis  began  to  meet 
with  business  losses,  and  was  unable  to  defray  the  cxp<!n8es  of  the  University. 
In  1884,  by  action  of  the  State  Legislature,  the  name  of  the  Institution  was 
changed  back  to  Norwich  University. 

He  married  Orianna  Pendleton  of  Belfast,  Me.  Of  this  marriage  four 
children  are  now  living:  Lenora,  wife  of  Dr.  James  Jack-son  of  Boston;  Dexter 
Wadleigh,  “N.  U.”  ’90;  Kenneth  Ha.stings,  “N.  U.,”  ’96;  Edison,  Harvard 
University,  ’02,  resides  in  New  York. 

■ACTING  PRESIDENT  GEORGE  NICHOI-S,  M.  D.,  LL.  D. 

George  Nichols,  the  oidy  son  of  James  and  .Annise  .Aiken  (Dole)  Nichols, 
was  bom  in  Northfield,  Vt.,  April  17,  1827,  and  died  there  April  28,  1907 
His  father  was  a carpenter  and  builder,  and  was  also  a manufacturer  of  doors, 
sash,  and  blinds  in  which  business  the  .son  assisted,  when  not  attending  the 
district  school.  In  1840,  he  clerked  in  a country  store;  and  in  the  winter  of 
1841  and  1842,  he  taught  district  school  in  his  native  town.  During  1842-^9, he 
was  principally  engaged  in  studying,  teaching,  .and  fitting  for  college  at  the 
Newbury  (Vt.)  Seminary.  In  1848,  he  coiumeuccd  the;  study  of  medicine 
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with  the  late  Samuel  W.  Thayer,  Jr.,  M.  D.,  and  graduated  at  the  Vermont 
Medical  College  in  Woodstock,  in  1851,  with  the  honors  of  his  class. 

He  was  ap|X)intcd  demonstrator  of  .\natomy;  but  did  not  take  the  position, 
preferring  to  practice  hLs  profession,  which  he  at  once  entered  upon  in  com- 
pany w'ith  Doctor  Thayer.  In  18.54,  he  combined  the  drug  business  with  his 
practice.  In  1862,  he  was  commissioned  surgeon  of  the  13th  Vermont  Infantry 
and  served  the  full  term  of  his  enlistment.  From  1848  until  1853,  he  was 
State  librarian,  declining  further  elections.  In  1865,  he  was  appointed 
secretary  of  slate  by  tlovernor  J.  Gregory  Smith,  to  fill  the  vacancy  then 
existing,  and  was  elected  in  the  fall  of  the  same  year,  and  held  that  office 
from  term  to  term  until  1884.  During  his  early  tenure  of  this  office,  the  library 
was  so  reorganiiisi  as  to  make  it  one  of  the  most  im|X)rtant  and  comprehensive 
departments  of  our  Stale  government.  In  1870,  he  was  president  of  the  last 
constitutional  convention  of  the  State,  at  which  the  present  biennial  system 
of  government  was  adopted.  In  1872,  he  was  a delegate  to  the  National 
Republican  Convention,  and  was  made  a member  of  the  National  Repubbean 
Committee  in  that  year.  In  1872,  he  was  elected  a member  of  the  Republican 
Stale  Committee  of  which  he  was  either  secretary  or  chairman  until  1884, 
when  he  declined  its  further  honors.  In  1876,  Dr.  Nichols  was  appointed 
mc8!«mger  to  carry  the  voleof  the  Klectoral  College  of  the  State  to  Washington. 
His  supervision  of  the  Presidential  campaigns  of  1.872,  1876,  and  1880,  gave 
eminently  satisfactory  results.  He  was  elected  clerk  and  treasurer  of  the 
Vermont  & Canada  R.  R.  Co.,  and  .served  from  1856  until  1859.  In  1872, 
he  was  ma<h'  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  for  receiving  subscrip- 
tions to  the  capital  slock  of  the  Central  Vermont,  R.  R.;  and  upon  its  reorgan- 
ization in  1873,  he  was  elected  clerk.  In  1883,  he  was  elected  clerk  of  the 
Consolidated  R.  R.  Co.,  of  Vermont,  holding  these  offices  until  1888,  when  he 
declined  further  elections.  In  18(>8,  he  was  elected  director,  and  in  1875, 
president  of  the  Northfield  National  Bank. 

He  was  elected  a trustee  of  the  Northfield  Institution  in  1865,  and  was 
a director  of  the  Northfield  Griuled  School  for  twelve  yeius;  was  a member  of 
the  board  of  truste<-a  of  the  Vermont  Episcopal  Institute  at  Burlington,  Vt. 
and  for  .several  years  was  one  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  said  board.  He 
took  an  active  interest  in  the  removal  of  the  University  to  Northfield  in  1866. 
He  served  as  trustee,  August  1,  1866-1907;  treasurer,  .August  1,  1866  to  June 
30,  1875;  vice  president  and  acting  president,  1885  to  July,  1895.  He  gave 
liberally  to  the  construction  of  the  first  University  building,  and  generously 
aided  the  University  by  his  time  and  money.  In  1881,  the  University  conferred 
upon  him  the  degree  of  LL.  D.  He  was  honored  by  his  townsmen  in  repeated 
elections  to  oflict«  of  trust  and  rcsponsibilty.  Doctor  Nichols  was  a man  of 
marked  ability,  of  an  engaging  and  attractive  i>ersonality.  He  lived  a full 
strong  life,  achieving  marked  success  in  every  undertaking.  He  was  a member 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  church,  and  wsis  identified  with  the  councils  of 
the  dioc<!st!  and  of  hLs  home  parish.  He  was  a member  of  DeWitt  Clinton 
Ix)dge,  F.  and  A.  M.,  of  Northfield,  and  the  Mt.  Zion  Commandery  of  Knights 
Templar;  also  an  honorary'  member  of  the  .1  — II  Fraternity. 

He  was  married  in  1852,  to  Ellen  Maria,  daghter  of  Abijah  Blake,  of 
Vergennes,  Vt.;  Mrs.  Nichols  died  September  8,  KKXi.  Two  children  were  born 
to  them:  Alice  Margaret,  and  a son,  both  of  whomdietl  in  infancy. 
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PRESIDENT  ALLAN  DANVERS  BROWN,  LL.D. 

Rev.  .Allan  D.  Brown,  LL.  D.,  commander.  United  States  Navy,  retired, 
eldest  child  of  Joshua  I^awrence  and  Diana  (Osborne)  Brown,  wa.s  born  on 
September  2,  1843,  in  Batavia,  N.  Y.,  and  died  April  3,  1904,  at  Waynesville, 
N.C. 

His  preliminary  crlueation  wa.s  in  public  and  private  schools,  one  of  them 
being  the  notetl  rectory  school  in  Hamden,  Conn.,  a military  institution.  He 
was  apiK)inted  a mid.shipman  from  New  York  and  entered  the  United  States 
Naval  Academy  at  .Annaiwlis,  September  23,  1800,  graduating.  May  28,  1863. 
He  was  immerliately  apiminted  ensign,  his  first  duty  being  on  tmard  the 
sloop-of-war,  Iroquois,  then  on  blockade  at  Wilmington.  In  the  spring,  the 
ship  was  ordered  to  foreign  waters  and  made  an  extended  cruise  to  the  Eng- 
lish Channel,  the  South  American  coast,  the  Cape  of  flood  Hope  and  the 
Dutch  East  Indies,  returning  in  October,  186.'),  having  covered  4.5,000  miles 
in  fifteen  months.  After  a short  leave,  he  was  ordered  to  the  Rhode  Island, 
the  flagship  of  the  Home  and  West  India  stations,  having  been  promoted  to 
master  in  the  meantime.  A year  later,  he  received  his  promotion  to  lieutenant 
and  was  assigned  as  executive  officer  of  the  Unadilla,  a gunboat  destineri  for 
the  China  station.  During  this  cruise,  the  gunboat  captured  a Chinese  pirate 
junk,  and  also  visited  Bangkok,  Siam,  the  first  American  man-of-war  that  had 
ever  entered  the  river  .Vlenani. 

Returning  to  the  United  States  by  way  of  .San  Francisco  in  1869,  he  was 
detailed  for  duty  at  the  Naval  Academy,  wliers  he  scrvixl  as  instructor  in  Math- 
ematics for  three  years,  having  bwn  promotiHi  to  lieutenant-commander  in 
1868.  At  the  expiration  of  this  tour  of  duty,  he  was  ordered  as  navigating 
officer  of  the  Omaha,  s<-rving  on  her  a year  on  the  Pacific  station,  and  was 
then  transferred  to  the  flagship  Pensacola.  In  Sr-ptember,  1873,  ho  was  on 
shore  duty  at  Panama  for  two  wet'ks,  protecting  the  property  of  the  Pacific 
Mail  Steamship  and  Panama  Railroad  companies,  with  a detachment  of  officers 
and  men  from  the  shii),  during  one  of  the  f)erHKlic  revolutions  which  were  then 
the  plague  of  that  country.  .As  a result  of  this  enforced  sojourn  on  shore, 
the  greater  part  of  the  officers  and  men  were  stricken  with  Panama  fever  of  a 
severe  tyi>e.  Lieutenant  Commaiuler  Brown  among  the  number.  He  served 
out  his  full  cruise,  however,  and  was  relieved  from  duty  while  the  ship  was 
at  Honolulu,  where  she  had  conveyed  King  Kalakaua  after  his  visit  to  this 
country. 

In  1876,  he  was  a second  time  ordered  to  the  Naval  .Academy,  where  he 
was  o.s.signcd  as  instructor  in  the  department  of  .Astronomy,  Navigation  and 
Surveying.  He  remained  four  years,  one  of  which  he  was  at  the  head  of  the 
department.  He  received  his  promotion  to  commander  during  this  time.  In 
the  summer  of  1880,  he  was  on  duty  at  Torpedo  Station  in  Newj)ort,  and  in 
January,  1882,  was  placed  in  command  of  the  .ship,  Jamestmen,  then  at  Mare 
Island  Navy  Yard.  His  instnictions  were  to  bring  his  ship  to  Newiiort,  where 
she  was  to  be  put  in  the  training  service.  The  pa.s.sage  from  the  Golden  Gate 
to  Block  Island  was  made  in  112  days,  without  sighting  land  in  the  meantime. 
For  a year  and  a half  he  was  engaged  in  training  apprentices,  receiving  an  offi- 
cial letter  of  thanks  from  the  Bureau  of  Fkpiipment  upon  his  detachment  in 
1884.  After  a short  time  at  the  Naval  Home  in  Philadelphia,  he  was  ordered 
to  the  Naval  Ot)servatory  in  Wa-shington  as  assistant  superintendent.  He 
remained  there  for  four  years  and  during  a i>ortion  of  the  time  was  the  super- 
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intendent.  His  special  charge  was  the  nautical  department,  including  the 
time  service.  He  was  instrumental  in  the  establishment  of  time  balls  at 
several  points  along  the  Atlantic  coast  and  in  the  extension  of  the  time  ser- 
vice to  the  railroads  of  the  countr}’,  being  assigned  to  duty  as  the  representative 
of  the  observatory  at  the  General  Time  Convention  in  New  York  in  1887.  He 
was  the  first  to  urge  upon  the  Western  Union  Telegraph  company  tfie  adoption 
of  the  present  system  of  distributing  time.  In  the  fall  of  1888,  a recent  seizure 
of  American  Property  in  Hayti  caused  the  president  to  direct  a man-of-war  to 
be  sent  at  once  to  Port  au  Price.  The  only  vessel  available  was  the  historic 
Kearsarge,  then  at  the  navy  yard  at  Portsmouth,  N.  H.  Commander  Brown 
was  selected  for  this  important  service  and  was  given  private  orders  to  hasten 
the  preparation  of  the  ship  for  duty.  Thanks  to  the  activity  of  his  executive 
officer,  Ueut.  Charles  E.  Belknap,  Commander  Brown  was  enabled  to  leave 
the  navy  yard  wharf  on  the  fourth  day  after  the  officers  and  men  had  reported, 
three  years’  stores  and  a full  supply  of  coal  having  been  taken  on  board.  Eight 
days  after  the  hoisting  of  the  pennant,  the  ship  was  at  Hampton  Roads.  In 
the  meantime  another  vessel,  cruising  in  the  West  Indies,  had  been  caught  by 
cable  and  sent  to  Hayti,  and  the  orders  of  the  Kearage  were  modified,  she  being 
directed  to  take  a relief  crew  to  the  Tallapoosa  then  at  Montevideo.  This 
commission  was  accomplished  and  the  Kearsarge  returned  to  Hampton  Roads 
in  April,  1889. 

During  this  trip  the  malaria,  which  had  given  Commander  Brown  the 
Panama  fever  fifteen  years  before,  and  which  had  been  intensified  by  four 
years’  service  in  Washington,  showed  its  efiects  most  plainly  and  by  the 
advice  of  his  surgeon,  he  applied  for  a medical  survey.  He  was  detached  from 
his  command  and  granted  a year’s  leave  of  absence  for  recuperative  purposes. 
A year  later,  he  was  ordered  before  the  retiring  Board,  who  recommended  a 
year’s  sick  leave,  but  with  little  avail,  for  in  1801,  he  was  found  still,  “inca- 
pacitated for  duty’  ’ and  was  recommende<l  for  retirement.  He  then  went  to 
Brattleboro  to  reside  permanently,  as  his  physicians  advised  the  New  England 
climate. 

He  became  a candidate  for  holy  orders  in  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
soon  after  his  return  to  Brattleboro  and  he  was  ordained  deacon  by  Bishop 
Bissell  of  the  diocese  of  Vermont,  November  30,  1892,  in  St.  Michael’s  church, 
Brattleboro.  He  was  assigned  to  Christ  Church,  Guilford,  under  the  rector 
of  St.  Michael’s,  where  he  remained  until  June,  1894,  when  he  volunteered  to 
take  charge  of  the  mission  in  Barre,  Vt.  He  remained  in  Barre  two  years, 
during  which  time  the  numbers  of  the  mission  were  largely  increased,  and  by 
the  help  of  Bishop  Hall  and  the  diocese  at  large,  part  of  a handsome  atone 
church  erected.  In  June,  1895,  he  was  advanced  to  the  priesthood  in  St.  Paul’s 
Church,  Burlington  by  Bishop  Hall. 

On  November  10,  1896,  he  was  elected  president  of  the  University  and  was 
inaugurated  December,  8th.  He  served  until  January,  1904,  when  owing  to 
failing  health,  he  resigned  the  office. 

President  Brown  proved  an  efficient  head  of  the  University  and  did  much 
to  advance  the  proaircrity  of  the  institution.  His  lulminlstration  was  one  of 
the  moot  successful  in  the  history  of  the  University,  since  the  service  of  Cap- 
tain Partridge  and  Colonel  Ransom.  During  his  term  of  office  the  Dewey 
Hall  was  secured;  much  needeil  land  was  purchased;  the  militaiy  department 
was  more  fully  recognized  by  the  United  States  War  Department;  the  Univer- 
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«ity  was  rcoogni*eJ  by  the  Slate  a.s  its  Militi\ry  College;  steps  were  taken  to 
seeure  the  Alumni  Hall;  (ieneral  Dodge  was  interestefl  to  seeiire  aid  from  Mr. 
Carnegie;  praetirally  much  of  the  prosiwrity  of  the  University  since  1904  was 
made  |)08siblr  by  the  self  saerifiee  and  hard  work  of  President  Hrown. 

He  contributed  s*‘veral  |)rofessional  artieles,  to  Harper’s  Magazine,  and  was 
a frequent  contributor  to  the  editorial  pagi«  of  the  Army  arul  Nary  Journal. 
He  won  the  gold  medal  of  the  I’niteei  Slates  Navel  Institute  in  the  prire  essay 
competition  of  1879  on  Naml  Education,  and  prepare<l  a paper  for  the  Kranklin 
In-stitute  of  Philadelphia  on  The  Electrical  Dislribulinn  of  Time,  which  was 
republished  in  The  Scietilijic  American,  as  a valual)li-  eontribution  to  the 
literature  of  the  subject. 

He  was  twice  married;  first,  December  29,  1863,  to  Gertrude,  daughter  of 
Hon.  Royal  and  Laura  (Keyes)  Tyler  of  Hraltleboro,  who  died  SepteinlH'r 
18,  1877.  Two  children  were  born  to  them:  Helen  Tyler,  born  in  Brattle- 

boro,  \T.,  and  now  resides  in  that  town;  Ethel  Ruth,  iMjrn  in  .Annapolis, 
Md., married  Rev.  George  J.  .Sutherland,  ri-sides  in Oxfonl,  Conn.  He  was  again 
married  October  20,  1880,  to  Adeline  .Shannon,  ilaughter  of  the  Hon.  Willitun 
Shannon  and  Elisabeth  (Irwin)  Pierce.  Mrs.  Brown  resides  in  Brattleboro. 
One  child  was  born  to  them:  William  Pierce,  “N.  U,”  ‘07,  who  graduated 
from  the  I’nitisl  Slatra  Naval  Aeiulemy  in  June,  1910,  and  after  a short  leave 
of  absence  was  assigned  to  duty  on  ls)ard  the  U.  .S.  .S.,  Vermont. 

PRF-81DENT  CHARLE.S  HORACE  .SPOONER,  A.  M.,  LL.  D. 

Charles  H.  S|«joner,  .son  of  .Stephen  .Ald<“n  and  .Sophia  lois  (Hull)  .Spooner, 
was  born  in  Charlestown,  N.  H.,  .August  6,  18.58.  He  attended  the  .schools 
of  his  town,  and  entered  Norwich  in  1874,  graduating  B.  .S.  in  1878  and  .A.  B. 
in  1.879;  Norwich  gave  him  his  Masters  ilegree  in  1897,  and  the  University  of 
Vermont  LL.  D.  in  1904;  was  a corporal,  sergeant,  '2<1  lieutenant  and  captain 
in  the  corps  of  eatlels.  He  was  distinguishetl  at  the  University  for  his  ability 
in  Mathematics  and  in  the  Cla-ssieal  Languages.  He  is  a memlH'r  of  the 
W A Fraternity. 

.Soon  after  graduating,  he  was  ap|M>inted  commandant  and  instructor  in 
English  in  St.  Augustine  College,  Bcnii’ia,  Cal.  In  1881,  having  resigned 
this  |>osition  and  returtunl  to  A’ermont,  he  organired  the  militar>'  department 
of  the  Vermont  Academy  at  .Saxtons  River  and  beeame  instructor  of  Mathe- 
matics and  Physics  at  that  scIkkiI.  Eight  years  later,  he  accepted  the  principal- 
ship  of  a grammar  scIkkiI  in  Fitchburg,  Mass.  Fixmi  I8iK)  to  IIXM,  he  was  in 
charge  of  the  second  year  class  of  the  Manual  Training  .School  of  Washington 
University,  St.  Ix)uis,  Mo.  Elirttsl  president  of  Norwich  University  in  1904, 
during  the  intervening  seven  years,  he  has  in  that  [awition,  been  fortunate 
enough  to  see  the  enrollment  inereaW  76  jM-reent  in  numlwr;  the  faculty 
doubled;  the  buildings  more  than  doubled;  the  |>ennanent  endowment 
multiplietl  by  ten;  the  income  from  the  State  by  two  and  a half;  fortunate 
also  in  finding  year  by  year  the  college  winning  good  name  and  fame  in  an 
ever  widening  circle. 

He  has  taken  an  active  interest  in  militiu^'  matters,  serving  as  major  in 
the  National  Guard  of  California,  while  commandant  of  St.  .Augustine  College;

Paratie  in  .St.  louis.  May  3,  1899;  was  chief  of  the  Fsiuaitional  division  at 
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the  dedication  of  the  Louisiana  Purchase  Expedition,  St.  Louis,  in  April,  1903. 
With  a deep  interest  in  educational  matters,  he  is  an  earnest  advocate  of 
Manual  Training  in  the  schools  of  the  country.  He  shared  in  the  civic 
reform  movement,  which  secured  a new  charter  for  the  public  schools  of  St. 
Louis.  He  joined  the  Episcopal  Church  in  1880,  and  the  I.  O.  O.  F.  in  1890;  and 
is  a member  of  the  Northfield  Conversational  Club;  the  American  Geographic 
Society;  also  various  forestry,  pejicc  and  arbitration  associations. 

He  was  marrie<l  in  (iartliner.  Me.,  November  15, 1882,  to  Incs  Grant  Davis, 
daughter  of  David  G.  and  Martha  K.  (Shields)  Davis.  Mrs.  Spooner  is  a 
graduate  of  Ix>mbard  University,  Galesburg,  111.

COL.  FHA.NCIS  VOLTAIUE  KANDALL,  A.  M. 

Francis  V.  Uandall,  son  of  Gurdon  H.  and  Laura  Scott  (Warner)  Kandall, 
was  born  in  Braintree,  Vt.,  February  1.3,  1824,  and  died  in  Northfield,  Vt., 
March  1,  1885.  He  was  buried  in  Elmwood  Cemetery,  Northfield,  where 
a granite  shaft,  set  up  by  liis  eomnules  in  arms  in  memorj'  of  their  beloved 
leader,  marks  his  re.sting  place. 

In  1828,  his  parents  removcHi  to  Northfield,  where  he  attended  the  district 
school  in  the  winter,  working  on  a farm  with  his  father,  and  at  caritentry  in 
the  summer.  Later  he  attended  for  a few  terms  the  academy  at  Chester,  Vt., 
and  taught  .school  winters.  He  studied  law  with  the  Hon.  Hcman  Carpen- 
ter of  Northfield,  1845-48,  and  was  admitted  to  the  Washington  County  bar 
in  November,  1848;  practiced  his  profession  in  Northfield,  1848-57;  Rox- 
bury,  Vt.,  1857-60;  Montpelier,  Vt.,  1860-61,  1865-76.  In  his  profession, 
he  was  eminently  successful,  being  one  of  the  ablest  advocates  before  juries  at 
the  Washington  County  bar. 

He  was  commissioned  captain.  Company  F,  2d  Vermont  Infantry,  May 
20,  1801;  served  in  the  battles  of  Bull  Run,  Lees  Mills,  Williamsburg,  Goldings 
Farm,  Savage  Station,  White  Oak  Swamp,  and  Crampton’s  Gap.  He  resigned 
September  9,  1862,  to  return  to  Vermont  to  assist  in  enrolling  more  trooiw  for 
the  service.  He  took  an  active  part  in  raising  the  13th  Vermont  Infantry 
and  was  commi.s.sioncd  its  colonel,  Seiitember  24,  1862.  In  this  work,  he  was 
assisted  by  W.  D.  Munson,  ’.54,  later  lieutenant-colonel  of  the  regiment,  and 
by  George  Nichols,  M.  ]).,  later  .surgeon  of  the  regiment.  At  the  battle  of 
Gettysburg.  July  1-4,  1863,  the  13th  Vermont  lead  by  its  gallant  colonel, 
rendered  conspicuous  sendee  and  gained  for  themselves  an  immortal  name  in 
the  war  history  of  our  country  for  the  gidlantry  displayed  in  this  decisive  battle. 
Notable,  during  the  second  day’s  fight.  Colonel  Randall,  at  the  request  of 
General  Hancock,  recapturc<l  a battery  that  had  been  lost  to  the  Confederates 
and  turned  with  terrible  effect  upon  our  own  men  who  had  been  unable  to 
silence  it.  For  their  gallantry  in  this  heroic  charge.  General  Hancock  personally 
and  on  the  field,  complimented  Colonel  Randall  and  his  command.  To  this 
regiment  belongs  the  distinction  of  repulsing  General  Pickett’s  famous  charge 
in  this  battle.  He  was  mustered  out  of  service,  July  21,  1863,  and  began  im- 
mediately to  recruit  the  17th  Vermont  Volunteers;  was  commissioned  its 
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colonel,  Februurj’  10, 1864;  served  with  distinction  in  the  battles  of  the  Wilder- 
ness, the  siege  of  Petersburg  and  the  capture  of  Lee’s  army,  and  finally  was 
mustered  out  of  the  service,  July  14,  1865. 

Keluming  to  Montpelier,  Colonel  Randall  spent  several  years  in  looking 
after  busines-s  interests  that  had  been  more  or  less  neglected  and  of  a miscel- 
laneous sort;  and  from  1876  to  1883,  he  engaged  in  farming  in  Brookfield,  Vt. 
In  1884,  he  bought  the  old  hotel  at  Northfield  Center,  later  used  as  the  “N. 
U.”  meas  hall,  where  he  lived  until  his  death.  In  politics  he  was,  before  the 
war,  a Democrat;  after  it,  a Republican.  He  was  |x).stma8ter  of  Northfield, 
1853-.57.  He  represented  Roxhury  in  the  House  of  Representatives,  from 
1857  to  1859,  and  was  state’s  attorney  of  Washington  County  in  1859. 

He  took  great  interest  in  the  welfare  of  “N.  U.”  serving  as  vice-president 
from  1883  until  his  death  and  as  trustee,  1882-89;  received  from  the  University 
the  honorary  degree  of  .4.  M.  He  was  alway.s  ready  to  give  of  his  time  and  means 
to  8«Tve  the  University;  gave  assistance  in  securing  the  State  aid  in  1884. 
He  once  sjiid  of  "N.  U.”:  “To  see  her  future  permanent  and  secure  would  be 
glory  enough  for  me  if  my  whole  life’s  work  besides  were  blotted  out.”  He 
was  a member  of  DeWitt  Clinton  Ixjdge,  F.  and  A.  M.,  of  Northfield,  and 
the  G.  A.  R.;  honorary  member  H A Fraternity. 

He  was  twice  married:  first,  July  3,  1846,  to  Caroline  Elizalreth  .Andrus 
of  Connecticut.  Three  children  were  born  to  them:  (Tiarles  Woodbridge, bom 
May  14,  1847,  dieil  October  20,  1868;  Francis  A’oltaire,  bom  April  3,  1851, 
resides  in  northern  Vemiont ; Zella  Valeria,  t>orn  in  1854,  and  died  in  infancy. 
He  was  marrie<l  the  second  time,  December  6,  1863,  to  Fanny  Gertmdc  Colby 
of  South  New  Market,  N.  H.,  who  died  inEllcndalc,  N .D.,  October  26,  1893. 
Three  children  were  born  to  them : Phil  Shc*ridan,“N.  U.,”  ’86;  Gordon  Colby, 
born  December  21,  1867,  dietl  July  20,  1808;  Luther  Volney,  born  March  4, 
1875,  and  resides  in  Flaxton,  N.  D. 

VlCF.-PRh>tIDENT  CHARLES  DOLE,  B.  S.,  A.  M. 

Charles  Dole,  son  of  Christopher  Sergeant  and  Harriet  (Howes)Dole, 
was  born  in  Northfield,  Vt.,  October  22,  1843.  He  prepare<l  for  college  at 
the  Northfield  Institution,  and  entered  the  University  in  September,  1866, 
graduating  B.  S.  in  1869;  he  also  studied  in  addition  to  the  regular  work  of 
the  Scientific  department,  the  Latin,  and  the  literature  of  the  Cla.s.sical  Course; 
was  adjutant  of  the  corps  of  cadets;  editor  of  the  Reveille',  member  of  the6>  .1 
Fraternity;  received  the  degre<>  of  A.  M.  in  course  in  1872.  During  his  senior 
year  and  in  lSf)9-70,  he  wa.s  instructor  in  Mathematics  and  I>atin.  In  1871, 
he  was  advanced  to  thepiofessorship  of  History,  Rhetoric,  Ixjgic  and  Belles- 
Lettres,  which  position  he  held  until  1886,  when  he  resigned  to  engage  in 
business.  During  the  absence  of  President  C'urtis  in  California,  1875-76, 
he  served  as  executive  officer  and  commandant  of  cablets;  seTi'crl  as  secretary 
of  the  faculty,  1881-86;  was  president  of  the  Alumni  Association,  1892-94. 
He  has  scrvcel  as  vice  president  of  the  University  from  1895  to  date  and  acting 
president  during  1895-96;  served  as  alumni  member  of  the  Board  of  'Trustees 
1894-1899,  and  trustee,  1899  to  date.  He  established  the  Mess  hall  in  January 
1871,  which  he  conducted  until  1882,  1898-1903.  In  January  1873,  when  the 
University  finances  were  at  a low  ebb,  he  assumed  all  the  financial  responsi- 
bilities of  the  University  and  for  two  years  met  all  obligat  ions,  which  resulted  in 
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a heavy  loas  to  him.  Professor  Dole  has  been  a constant  friend  of  “N.  U.” 
giving  liberally  of  his  time  and  money  to  advance  the  welfare  of  the  University. 

He  has  taken  an  active  interest  in  .Agricultural  matters,  and  for  several 
years  has  engaged  extensively  in  farming;  was  editor,  VermonI  Farmer,  1885-89. 
In  1898,  he  became  identified  with 
the  slate  industry  of  Northficld ; was 
president  of  the  Dole,  Brill  Black 
Slate  Co.,  later  the  Vermont  Black 
Slate  Co.,  189.8-99. 

He  is  a Republican  in  politics 
and  has  taken  an  active  part  in  the 
affairs  of  his  town;  represented 
Northfield  in  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives 1888-90;  was  superin- 
tendent of  schools,  1874-82.  He  is 
an  active  member  of  the  Universa- 
list  church;  was  chairman  of  the 
church  convention  for  Vermont  and 
the  Province  of  Quebec;  a member 
of  DeWitt  Clinton  Lodge,  No.  15, 

F.  and  A.  M.;  the  I.  O.  G.  T.;  and 
the  Northficld  Conversational  Club. 

He  has  been  twice  married: 
first,  August  2,  1870,  to  Mary  lone 
Gilman,  of  Paw  Paw,  Mich.,  who 
died  October  17,  1887.  Four  chil- 
dren were  born  to  them : Carl  Gil-

Clarence  L.  Hathaway,  son  of  Tilnus  and  I/)is  (Blake)  Hathaway,  was 
bom  in  Calais,  Vt.,  November  19,  1846.  He  prcparctl  for  college  at  the  Barro 
(Vt.)  Academy,  and  at  Newbury  (Vt.)  Seminary  and  entered  the  University  in 
September,  1866,  graduating  B.  S.  in  1869;  was  a corporal,  .sergeant,  and  1st 
lieutenant  in  the  corps  of  cadets;  member  of  the  .1  Fraternity;  received 
the  degrees  of  M.  S.  in  course  in  1874  and  Ph.  D.  in  1883.  He  was  elected  vice- 
president  of  the  University,  December  31,  1880,  and  served  until  June  20, 
1883.  'The  duties  of  president  largely  fell  to  him  which  he  performed  with 
great  fidelity.  He  gave  much  time  and  labor,  without  compensation,  that  his 
Alma  Mater  might  live.  He  was  elected  trustee  of  the  University  December  3, 
1880,  and  served  until  June  24,  1891. 

He  took  special  work  at  Harvard  University,  1869-70;  and  in  the  latter  year, 
he  was  appointed  assistant  astronomer  to  the  .Argentine  National  .Astronom- 
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ical  Observatory  located  at  Cordore,  Argentine  Republic,  S.  A.  The  Records 
of  his  observations  and  computatioas  during  three  years  are  embodied  in  the 

I'ranometria  Arijentina  »dth  atlas, 
which  gives  the  brightness  and 
Iiosition  of  every  fixe<l  star  down  to 
the  seventh  magnitude  within  one 
hundred  degrees  of  the  f^outh  Pole. 
This  Uranometria,  publi.she<l  in 
Buenos  .\yres  in  1879  in  Spanish  and 
Knglish,  is  today  the  recognized 
authority  in  Sidereal  astronomy  of 
the  Austral  heavens.  He  resigneil 
this  )x>sition  in  1874. 

He  graduated  M.  D.  in  1876 
from  the  College  of  Me<licinc  and 
Surgety,  Cincinnati,  and  the  follow- 
ing year  he  attended  the  medical 
department  of  the  Columbia  Uni- 
versity, N.  Y.  He  practiced  m<-di- 
eine  in  Boston,  Mass.,  until  1884, 
when  on  account  of  health,  he  ac- 
cept e«l  the  post  of  surgeon  and  pay- 
master for  the  United  States  and 
Brazil  Steamship  Co.,  and  made 
Dr.  CUrence  Lockwood  Hmluway.  s<‘veral  voyages  to  Rio  de  Janeiro. 
Owing  to  professional  and  business  engagements,  he  has  travelled  extensively 
in  South  and  Central  .\meriea.  His  writings  have  appearerl  in  periodicals  of 
both  hemispheres;  and  he  is  said  to  have  l>een  among  the  first  to  advocate 
reciprocity  between  American  Republics  to  promote  extension  of  com- 
mercial relations.  Personal  financial  interests  and  the  care  of  an  agerl 
mother  cause*!  him  to  retire  tem|x>rarily  from  medical  practice.  He  is  a 
member  of  CJrcen  Mountain  Ixslgc,  No.  68,  F.  and  A.  M.,  of  Cabot,  \'t. 
His  residence  is  No.  53  Fremont  Street,  Winlhrop,  Mass.

He  was  vice-president  Globe  Construction  Co.,  the  Merchants  and  Miners 
Bank  and  director  Tallapoosa  Lumber  R.  R.  Co.,  all  of  Tallapoosa,  Georgia, 
1890-93.  During  1898-99,  he  was  captain  Co.  G,  3d  L’nitcd  States  \’oluntccr 
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Engineers  and  was  stationed  in  Jefferson  Barracks,  Mo.,  Lexington,  Ky., 
Macon,  (ja.,  and  Cienfuegos,  Cuba;  commanded  2nd  Battalion  of  Engineers 
about  two  months;  made  sun'eys  of  the  inner  harbor  of  Cienfuegos.  He  was 
commissioned  a civil  engineer  in  the  United  States  \avy  in  J.anuary,  1901; 
served  at  the  New  Orleans  Naval  Station,  1903-06;  Brooklyn  Na\’y  Yard, 
1901-03,  1906  to  date. 

Ho  is  a member  of  the  Methodist  Church;  of  Ilion  Lodge,  No.  591,  F.  and 
M.  of  Ilion,  N.Y.;  member  of  Council  of  New  York  Commandery  of  Naval 
and  Militarj'  Order  of  the  Spanish-.-\mcrican  War;  American  Society  of  Civil 
Engineers;  Cornell  Society,  Civil  Engineers;  Army  and  Navy  Club  of  New 
York  city. 

He  was  miurierl  at  Atlanta,  Ga.,  January  31,  1899,  to  Annie  Beall  Dobbs. 
Four  children  have  tjeen  born  to  them:  Elizabeth,  bom  December  20,  1900; 
Margaret,  bom  March  16,  1902;  Frederick,  born  August  14,  1904;  Loren 
Dobbs,  born  July  11,  1908. 

PROF.  EDWARD  BOURNS,  A.  M.,  LL.  D. 

Erlward  Bourns  was  bom  in  Dublin,  Ireland,  October  29,  1801,  and  died  at 
Norwich,  Vt.,  July  14,  1871.  In  the  fall  of  1823,  he  entered  Trinity  College, 
Dublin,  an  Instilnton  classed  with  Oxfoni  and  Cambridge  for  its  scholarly 
training  an<l  classical  curriculum.  For  some  reason,  he  did  not  pursue  his 
course  consecutively,  but  left  college,  to  act  as  tutor  in  a private  family,  and 
did  not  take  his  degree  of  B.  A.  until  July  9, 1833. 

After  graduating,  he  engaged  as  reviewer  and  writer  for  the  well  known 
publishing  finn,  Thomas  Gregg  & Son,  doing  business  in  Cheai>side,  London. 
He  engaged  later  as  a teacher  in  an  English  family.  In  August,  1837,  he  came 
to  this  country  and  oiiened  an  English  and  Classical  School  in  Philadelphia, 
whert!  he  l>ecame  acquainted  with  the  Rev.  William  DeLaney,  D.  D.,  provost  of 
the  Pennsylvania  University.  .After  the  consecration  of  Dr.  DeLaney  ns  bi.shop 
of  Western  New  York,  and  his  removal  to  Geneva,  N.  Y.,  in  1838,  Doctor 
Bourns  was  attracted  to  Geneva.  In  1839,  he  received  the  degree'  of  M.  A. 
from  Hobart  College,  then  presided  over  by  Rev.  Benjamin  Hale,  I).  D.,  and 
the  same  year  was  elected  adjunct  professor  of  the  Latin  and  Greek  I.anguages 
in  that  Institution.  In  1841,  the  same  college  conferred  upon  him  the  degree  of 
LL.  D.;  also  in  the  same  year,  on  the  seventh  of  March,  he  was  ordained  deacon 
in  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  ami  the  following  year,  .March  12,  he  wa-s 
ordained  priest. 

In  1845,  IJoctor  Bourns  resigned  his  professorship  in  Hobart  College  and 
went  to  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  where  he  continued  to  teach  the  ancient  languages 
until  he  was  elected  in  September,  1850,  to  the  presidency  of  Norwich  Univer- 
sity. He  continued  to  hold  this  office  until  1865,  an<l  from  18.50  until  a 
few  days  before  his  death,  discharged  the  duties  of  professor  of  Latin  and 
Greek. 

During  a connection  of  twenty  years  with  the  University,  as  president  and 
profcs.'ior  of  .Ancient  Languages,  Doctor  Edwanl  Bourns  endearetl  him.self  to 
the  members  of  as  many  classes  through  his  eminent  attainments,  hLs  kindly 
sympathy,  and  his  delicate,  incisive  wit . It  became  a saying  in  the  cori>s,  wit- 
nessed to  by  generations  of  cadets,  that  no  one  could  enter  the  doctor's  rooms 
on  the  briefest  of  errands  and  not  depart  wiser  than  he  came.  The  manly, 
honest,  and  truthful  cadet,  who  got  into  trouble  through  exuberance  of  spirits. 
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always  felt  when  undergoing  the  penalties  inflicted  for  his  infractions  of  disci- 
pline that  he  had  the  respect  and  sympathy  of  the  disciplinarian;  while  the 
unmanly  fellow  who  attempted  to  cover  or  palliate  his  faults  by  a falsehood, 
would  find  “Old  Teddy’ ' severe  in  the  extreme,  and  would  carry  through  Ufe  a 
memory  of  that  severe  look  of  contempt  which  would  knot  the  doctor's  brow 
as  he  gave  a deprecatory  shrug  to  his  broad  shouders.  Possessed  of  the  na- 
tional wit  of  his  nation,  but  without  its  brogue,  for  his  Kngli.sh  was  of  the  purest 
diction,  he  courted  that  display  of  it  in  others;  but  it  is  not  on  record  that  a 
oadet  ever  acquireci  an  advantage  over  the  doctor  in  an  exchange  of  witticism. 
His  was  a wit,  as  before  remarked,  that  was  delicate  and  incisive;  but  it  never 
gave  pain  and  it  never  failed  to  provoke  a smile,  even  from  its  victim. 

Dr.  Bourns  was  no  ordinary  man.  The  intrinsic  force,  native  shrewdness 
and  genial  kindness  of  his  nature  made  him  generally  respected  and  admired  by 
many.  He  was  a man  of  learning  and  acumen.  At  Dublin  University  he  won 
honorable  prizes  and  in  his  library  were  books  marked  with  the  printed  seal  of 
his  Alma  Mater  recording  the  occasions  uixtn  which  he  won  them  in  scholastic 
eompeditions.  Kev.  Dr.  Malcolm  Douglass,  from  whose  paper  on  Doctor 
Bourns,  contributed  to  a Vermont  publication,  some  (jortions  of  this  sketch  are 
copied  says  “He  earned  by  long  practice,  a right  to  teach,  as  it  were,  ex  cathe- 
dra. He  was  a voluminous,  careful  and  exhaustive  reader,  yet  never  at  any 
time  in  his  sermons  or  addresses,  in  conversations  or  in  discussions,  did  he 
ever  betray  the  consequence  of  the  iK-dant  or  assume  to  be  other  than  a sincere 
inquirer  after  truth.*  * * No  man  could  discern  belter  than  he  the  weak 
points  of  a coxcomb,  or  a hyis)crite;  and  no  man  could  with  keener  humor  and 
presence  of  mind  foil  the  advances  of  intrusive  persons  and  turn  the  tables  upon 
them.  Yet  with  a facility  of  extcmimre  si)eech,and  a native  readiness  that 
but  for  his  iliffidence  ami  jihysical  hindrances  woidd  have  place<l  him  among 
our  foremost  public  s[)eakers,  an<l  with  a keen  and  humorous  mother-wit,  he 
guarded  the  portals  of  his  .s]ieech  with  the  greatest  care  from  hasty,  unbecom- 
ing or  careless  words.’  ’ 

He  had  never  belonged  to  a military  organization;  but  somehow  he  had 
acquired  the  swinging  stride  of  the  modem  soldier,  and  in  his  best  days  at  Nor- 
W'ich  it  was  a pleasant  and  invigorating  sight  to  see  him  take  a constitutional 
across  the  plain.  When  si anding  erect , his  height  was  six  feet,  two  inches,  with 
a framework — a breadth  of  shoulders,  a development  of  muscle,  and  massive 
loins— in  equal  proportion.  His  physiciU  courage  was  perfect.  .V  modest  talk 
or  two,  in  which  he  told  the  writer  of  “town  and  gown”  encounters  at  old  Trin- 
ity, where  he  bore  “a  bit  of  a stick,”  reveals  him  as  a “broth  of  a boy.” 

Dr.  Bourns  may  be  sakl,  like  an  old  time  knight,  to  have  literally  “dies!  in 
his  harness.”  He  climlKxl  the  hill  to  the  University  for  the  last  time  in  the 
winter,  1870-71.  drown  feeble  on  account  of  a lifelong  asthma,  much  earlier 
than  his  stalwart  physique  had  promised,  he  was  oblige<l  to  pause  frequently 
in  his  ascents  before  reaching  the  crest.  When  at  last,  he  reluctantly  acknowl- 
eflg(sl  that  he  could  no  longer  make  the  climb  to  his  classes,  they  were  sent  to 
his  place  of  residence.  Capt-ain  Curtis  once  proposed  to  relieve  him  of  them, 
but  he  replied,  “If  you  lake  my  classes  from  me,  1 shall  die.”  And  so  the 
radel,s  continued  to  fill  the  doctor’s  sitting  room  and  recite  to  him,  as  he  lay 
uixm  a couch  and  drilled  them  with  all  the  exactness  and  critical  refinement 
that  hml  di-stinguished  him  through  healthier  <Iays.  When  the  lust  recitation 
was  held  and  dismissed  he  rapidly  declimal,  and  after  midnight  of  Commence- 
ment Day,  July  11,  1871,  he  died. 
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PROF.  PHILANDER  DRURY  BRADFORD,  M.  D.,  A.  M. 

Philander  D.  Bradford,  son  of  John  and  Lucy  (Brooks)  Bradford,  was 
bom  in  Randolph,  Vt.,  April  11,  1811  and  die<I  in  Northfield,  Vt.,  July  16, 
1892.  In  1815,  upon  the  death  of  his  mother,  he  went  to  live  with  relatives 
in  .\lstead,  N.  H.,  and  in  1826,  he  returned  to  Randolph,  Vt.,  where  he  attended 
the  famous  Orange  County  Grammar  .School  at  the  Center.  He  studied  medicine 
with  hU  brother  Dr.  Au-stin  Bradford  of  Randolph,  1831-.32;  graduated  M.  D., 
from  the  Vermont  Medical  College,  Woodstock,  in  1834;  received  the  degree 
of  A.  M.  from  the  University  of  Vermont  in  1850,  ami  the  same  degree  from 
“N.U.,”in  1882. 

He  began  the  practice  of  his 
profession  in  Braintree,  Vt.,  in  1834, 
and  subsequently  practiced  in  Ran- 
dolph and  Bethel.  In  LS.54,  he 
located  in  Northfield,  Vt.,  where  he 
made  his  home  until  his  death.  He 
continued  his  practice  in  Northfield 
until  1890.  He  was  professor  of 
Physiology  and  Pathology  at  the 
Castleton,  Vt.,  Medical  College, 

1857-62.  He  served  as  surgion  of 
the  5th  Vermont  Infantry,  Decem- 
ber 3,  1862  until  March  1,  1863, 
when  he  resigned. 

He  was  at  first  a “Free  Soilcr” 
in  politics  and  later  a Republican 
and  hold  many  offices;  represented 
Randolph  in  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives in  1853-.54;  State  senator 
in  1862  and  1863;  seia’cd  as  com- 
missioner of  insane  in  18.54  and  1855. 

He  took  an  active  interest  in 
the  University,  serving  as  trustee 
from  1867  until  his  death.  He  was 
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a member  of  the  committee,  which  secured  the  location  of  the  University 
in  Northfield  and  was  especially  active  in  the  interests  of  the  Institution 
during  the  dark  days  of  1880-84;  was  professor  [of  the  natural  Sciences  at 
“N.  U.,”  1866-70;  Physiologt',  1866  74;  1883-89;  Anatomy,  1883-89, 
Histology,  1870-74.  He  was  lecturer  on  Natural  History,  1874-83,  Physiologv-, 
1874-80;  Natural  Sciences,  1866-70;  surgeon,  1870-89;  librarian,  1870-75. 

He  was  a member  of  the  Episcopal  Church;  DeWitt  Clinton  Lodge, 
F.  and  A.  M.;  I.  O.  O.  F.,  serving  as  Grand  Master  in  1860;  .and  a member 
of  the  Right  Worthy  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Luited  States  during  1.S75-76;  was 
prominent  in  the  Sons  of  Temperance  of  Vermont,  s<!rving  as  its  chief  officer 
in  1861.  He  was  a member  of  the  Vermont  Medical  Society,  sen'ing  as  its 
president  in  1863. 

He  was  twice  married:  first,  in  1835  to  Susan  H.  Edson  of  Randolph, 
who  died  October  15,  1865.  One  child:  Ellen  Eliza,  marric<l  George  W. 
Soper,  (q.  v.)  of  Northfield,  died  April  12,  1889.  He  was  again  married  in 
May,  1867,  to  Olive  Moore  of  Sharon,  who  died  August  5,  1890;  no  children. 
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PROF.  CH.^RLES  COMSTOCK  BRILL,  A.  M.,  PH.  D. 


Charles  C.  Brill,  son  of  .\ddison  and  Mary  (Comstock)  Brill,  was  bom  in 
Northwestern,  N.  Y.,  January  1,  1862.  In  1870,  his  parents  removed  to 
Ilion,  N.  Y.,  where  he  prepare  1 for  college.  In  1881,  he  entered  Syracuse 

University,  graduating  A.  B.  in  1885, 
liaving  elected  chemistry  in  his  junior 
and  senior  years.  He  was  a member 
of  the  J K E Fraternity;  also  several 
local  societies;  served  as  editor  of 
the  Syracusan  and  editor-in-chief  of 
the  Onondagan  in  1884.  In  1886, 
his  .4fma  Mater  conferred  upon  him 
the  degree  of  A.  M .,  in  course.  The 
years,  188.5-86,  he  spent  at  Johns 
Hopkins  University  in  post  graduate 
work  in  Chemistry  and  Mineralogy. 

In  the  fall  of  1886,  he  was 
electwl  professor  of  Chemistry  and 
Physics  at  “N.  U.”  succeeding  Dr. 
lyouis  Ilabel,  holding  the  position 
until  1906,  when  owing  to  business 
cares,  he  resigned  this  chair.  He 
served  as  superintendent  and  ex- 
ecutive officer  of  the  University  from 
1887  until  December,  1896;  Septem- 
ber, 1903  until  June,  1904.  In  1907, 

the  University  conferred  upon  him 
Prof.  ChsrlM  Cooutock  Brill.  p 

He  ha.s  been  connected  with  several  business  entcrirriscs;  is  a stockholder 
in  the  Coleman  Carriage  & Wagon  Co.,  of  Ilion,  N.  Y.;  was  president  of  the 
Northfiold  Tel.^phonc  Co.,  for  several  years;  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the 
Dole-Brill  Slate  Co.,  of  Norlhfield,  1896  to  date.  He  is  an  active  member 
of  the  Methodist  church;  the  .\mnric.an  .Vssociation  for  the  Advancement  of 
Science;  member  of  the  Norlhfiel.l  Conversational  Club,  1887-1908.  He  was 
director,  Northfield  School  Boanl  for  some  time. 

He  was  married,  October  29,  1889,  to  Carrie  Hoeflor  of  Ilion,  N.  Y., 
sister  of  P.  R.  Hoefler,’95.  They  have  one  child,  Marion  Elisabeth.  Since 
1906,  Professwr  Brill  has  resided  in  Ilion,  N.  Y. 


PROF.  WILBUR  BUZZELL,  A.  M.,  D.  D.  S. 

Wilbur  Buzzell,  son  of  John  and  Catherine  Amelia  (Lewis)  Buzzell, 
was  bora  in  Allas,  Genesee  county,  Mich.,  November  27,  1848.  He  prepared 
for  college  at  the  Detroit,  Mich.,  High  School,  and  grailuated  A.  B.  from  the 
University  of  Michigan  in  1873. 

He  was  instructor  of  Latin,  Greek  and  German  at  “N.  U.,”  1873-76; 
instructor  of  Latin,  Greek  and  the  Higher  Mathematics  at  the  High  School, 
Lafayette,  Ind.,  1876-78;  wa.s  superintendent  of  schools  at  .Attica,  Ind.,  1878- 
81.  He  entered  the  Dental  department  of  the  University  of  Michigan 
in  February,  1882,  and  graduated  in  April,  1883.  He  located  in  Port  Clinton, 
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Ohio,  in  February,  1884,  where  he 
has  practiced  his  profession  to  date. 
He  received  the  degree  of  M. 
from  his  Afma  Maler  in  1876. 

He  has  taken  great  interest  in 
music,  and  has  served  for  many 
years  ns  organist  and  choir  master 
of  the  Methodist  church  of  Port 
Clinton.  He  is  a member  of  the 
Methodist  F'piscopal  Church;  Oliver 
H.  Perry  Lodge,  F.  and  .A.  M.;  I.  O. 
O.  F.;  Ohio  State  Dental  .Society; 
Northern  Ohio  Dental  Association. 

He  has  been  twice  married : first, 
in  Ann  .Arbor,  Mich.,  September  1, 
1875,  to  Caroline  Matthews,  a 
native  of  Noiihficld,  AVashtenaw 
county,  Mich.,  who  died  May  24, 
1905.  lie  was  again  married  in  Port 
Clinton,  Ohio,  November  11,  1906, 
to  Emilie  Henrietta  Durheim,  a 
native  of  Waterburg,  Tenn.

PROF.  HIRAM  ADOLPHUS  CUITINO,  A.  M.,  .M.  D.,  PH.  D. 

Hiram  A.  Cutting,  son  of  Stephen  Church  and  Eliza  (Reed)  Cutting, 
was  bom  in  Concord,  Vt.,  December  23,  1S;J2,  and  died  in  Lunenburg,  April 
18,  1892.  At  an  early  age,  he  displayed  a remarkable  fondneas  for  the  study 
of  Zoology,  and  while  a mere  boy  made  a fine  eolleclion  of  natural  objects. 
In  1846,  he  began  the  study  of  medicine. 

He  taught  school  several  winters,  beginning  in  1848,  meeting  with  marked 
success;  and  later,  he  studied  surveying  and  followetl  that  work  for  some  time. 
For  several  years,  he  worked  as  an  itinerant  |>hotographcr  during  the  summer 
months,  teaching  school  winters  and  stud.ving  at  irregular  intervals  at  the  .St. 
Johnsbury  (Vt.)  Acarlemy.  He  engaged  in  the  dry  gooil.s  business  in  company 
with  an  uncle  in  St.  Johnsbury,  V't.,  from  1854  until  1866.  In  this  last  year 
he  bought  his  uncle’s  shore  in  the  business,  and  continued  it  until  1870. 

In  1866,  his  fine  geological  collection  numl>cring  2, .500  six'ciraens  was 
destroyed  by  a fire;  but  with  his  characU'ristic  energy,  he  began  another  collec- 
tion which  on  his  death  numbered  30,0tK)  .specimens.  He  also  irossessctl  a 
fine  library  of  16,(XK)  volumes.  His  fine  geological  collection  is  owneti  by  the 
town  of  Bethlehem,  N.  U.  During  the  Civil  War,  he  was  api>ointcd  an  ex- 
amining surgeon  and  for  some  years  after  the  war,  did  an  extensive  business 
as  claim  agent.  He  studied  medicine  privately  with  Prof.  Edward  E.  Phelps, 
M.  D.,  (q.  V.)  in  1870,  and,  upon  his  recommendation,  Dartmouth  College 
conferred  upon  him  the  degree  of  M.  D.  in  the  same  year.  He  served  as  in- 
structor of  Natural  Sciences  at  Montpelier  Seminary  for  some  time;  served  ns 
curator  of  the  Vermont  State  Cabinet  of  Natural  Histoiy,  1871-72;  was  State 
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geolofpst,  1872-80;  spcretary  of  the  Vermont  Board  of  Agriculture,  1881-82, 
and  fish  commiasioner  in  1881.  He  wa-s  appointed  lecturer  of  Natural 
Sciences  at  "N.  U.”  in  1880,  and  served  until  1886.  In  1868,  the  University 
conferred  upon  him  the  degree  of  A.  M.  and  I’h.  D.  in  1879.  He  practiced 
medicine  in  Lunenburg,  Vt.,  from  1885  until  his  death.  He  was  State  delegate 
to  the  International  Forestry  Congre.ss  in  1885;  represented  the  State  at  the 

Agricultural  Congress  in  St.  Paul, 
Minn.,  in  1886.  He  made  several  in- 
ventions in  photography  and  several 
valuable  discoveries  in  Geologj’. 

He  contributetl  many  articles  to 
the  new.spapcrs  and  magazines.  His 
published  works  arc:  Mining  in  Ver- 
mont, 1872;  Meteorological  Tablee  and 
Climatology  of  Vermont,  1877;  Micro- 
xropic  Rnrlatione,  1878;  Farm  Pests, 
Inrliuling  Insects,  Fungi  and  Ani- 
malculcs,  1879;  A’oles  on  HuUding 
,'<tones;  Notes  on  Plant  Growth,  1880; 
Lectures  on  Plants,  Fertilization,  Insects, 
Forestry,  Farm  Homes,  1882;  Scientific 
lectures,  18,84;  Farm  Lectures,  1884; 
Rcjmrts  of  Geologist  amt  Curator  of 
,'itate  Cabinet,  1874-80;  hiennial  Re- 
jmrts  of  the  Fish  Commission  of  Ver- 
mont', Vermont  Agricultural  Reports. 
He  was  a |>opular  lecturer;  among  his 
subjects  were:  God  in  History,  The 
Bible,  its  History  and  Scientific 
Relations. 

He  was  a member  of  many  literary,  historical  and  medical  societies, 
including  the  .\merican  ,\.s.sociation  for  the  .\dvancement  of  Science;  American 
Association  of  Microscopy;  Essex  Institute  of  Mass.;  Vermont  Medical  Society ; 
Vermont  Historical  Society. 

He  was  married  at  Lunenburg,  Vt.,  February  3,  1856,  to  Miranda  Ellen 
Haskell,  a native  of  I>cnoxville.  Canada,  who  died  March  3,  1886,  no  children. 
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PltOF.  HENIU  LOUIS  DELESCLUZE,  A.  M. 

Henri  L.  Dclcscluze  was  bom  in  France  about  1815.  He  received  his 
education  in  that  country  and  came  to  the  United  States  about  1861.  He 
servctl  as  professor  of  the  Mtslcm  Languages;  Linear,  .\rchitectural  and  Land- 
scape Drawing  at  "N.  U.”,  1864-67.  He  was  a fine  scholar  and  could  speak 
Latin  fluently.  When  he  first  came  to  the  University,  he  was  obliged  to 
speak  Latin  with  President  Bourns,  as  his  fluent  sjieaking  of  English  was 
limited  and  his  pronunciation  of  the  French  language  was  not  readily  under- 
stood. Ho  compromised  on  the  Latin  Language.  He  had  received  a fine 
education  in  an  art  school  and  possessed  considerable  ability  as  an  artist. 

Mr.  William  U.  Cutler,  ’68,  writes:  “He  was  a good  teacher,  and  I 

remember  the  gentle  manner  in  which  in  my  first  lesson,  he  found  out  how 
little  1 knew  about  French.  As  1 look  back  to  that  time  now,  I can  appre- 
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date  how  considerate  he  tried  to  be  of  my  feelings,  if  1 had  any,  which  1 am 
free  to  admit  did  not  then  affect  me  in  the  ignorance  anil  unconcern  of  youth. 
I have  since  met  less  considerate  examiners,  who  might  have  taken  a lesson 
from  him  in  proi>cr  courtesy  and  good  breeding;  to  say  nothing  of  Christian 
charity. 


MAJOR  HENRY  WALTER  HOVEY,  V.  S.  A.,  A.  M. 

Henrj'  W.  Hovey,  son  of  John  Gorham  and  Mary  .Ann  (Ripley)  Hovey, 
was  born  in  Vasselboro,  Maine,  September  1,  18.52,  and  di«l  of  heart  failure  in 
Northfield,  Vt.,  November  1.5,  1908.  He  attendnl  school  in  Boston,  and 
removed  to  New  York  city  in  1866.  .At  an  early  age,  he  showed  a strong 
militaiy  inclination.  He  served  in  the  second  company  of  the  famous  7lh 
Regiment,  N.  Y.,  N.  G.,  New  A'ork 
city  from  1869  until  November  26, 

1880,  when  he  received  an  apiioint- 
ment  as  2d  lieutenant,  24th  United 
States  Infantry;  was  promotrrl  1st 
lieutenant,  same  regiment,  May  1.S88; 
served  as  regimental  quartermaster, 

April  18,  1891-March  9,  1894  and 
regimental  adjutant,  March  9,  1894- 
April  17, 189.5. 

He  served  as  jirofes-sor  of 
Military  .Science  and  Tactics  and 
Commandant  at  the  University,  Sept- 
ember, 189.5-June,  1898;  December, 

1898-March  13,  1899:  September 

1902-July,  1906.  On  the  breaking 
out  of  the  .Spanish-.American  War  in 
1898,  he  was  onlerisl  into  active 
service.  He  assisted  Maj.  .Stephen 
P.  Jocelyn,  U.  S.  .A.,  in  mustering  the 
First  Vermont  Volunteers,  May  and 
June,  1898;  was  in  command  of  Fort 
Ethan  .Allen,  A't.,  and  hml  charge 
of  the  constniction  work  there,  June  4-Oclober,  18!)8;  aasistnl  .Major 
Jocelyn  in  mustering  out  the  First  Vermont  Volunteers,  Oclober-Deccml>er, 
1898. 

He  joined  his  regiment,  the  24th  Uniteil  .States  Infantry  at  Fort  Douglas, 
Utah,  March  1899;  but  .soon  after  reaching  the  post,  the  regiment  was  ordered 
to  the  Philippine  Islands.  He,  with  his  company  " I,”, was  ordered  to  south- 
eastern Alaska,  whore  he  was  given  command  of  the  district,  with  headquarters 
at  Camp  Dj’ea.  This  camp  being  destroyed  by  forest  fires,  July  18,  1899, 
he  removed  toSkagway,  where  he  remaiiuxl  until  orderisl  back  to  the  University 
in  September,  1902.  He  was  promoted  major,  .August  14,  190,3;  was  orderisl 
to  the  Philippine  Islands,  July  1906,  arriving  there  in  September;  was  in 
command  of  Cebu,  Department  of  Visayas,  September,  190ti-Novembcr, 
1907,  excepting  a few  weeks,  when  he  was  in  command  of  the  regiment  at 
Camp  Bumpus,  Leyte.  He  was  retireil  from  active  duty,  November  7, 
1907  for  “disability  in  line  of  duly”  and  returned  to  the  United  States  in 
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January,  1908.  He  soon  returned  to  Northfield,  where  he  resided  until  his 
death. 

Immediately  upon  his  assuming  the  position  of  eommandant  at  the 
University,  he  began  to  work  with  vigor,  not  only  for  the  improvement  of 
his  department,  but  also  for  the  advancement  of  the  interests  of  the  University. 
The  needs  of  the  University  were  constantly  on  his  mind,  and  he  took  every 
opportunity  possible  to  gain  friends  for  the  institution.  His  loyalty  to  the 
University  was  remarkable.  A full  account  of  his  work  at  the  University  is 
given  in  Volume  I,  chapter  VII.  In  1907,  the  University  conferred  upon  him 
the  degree  of  A.  M .

of  the  Elks;  Arctic  Brotherhood;  Society  of  Foreign  Wars;  Sons  of  the.\merican 
Revolution;  Veteran  Society  of  the  Seventh  Regiment,  N.  Y.,  N.  O.,  of  New 
York;  honoraiy  member  of  the  .1  — //  Fraternity.

Henr>'  C.  Keene,  son  of  Lieu- 
tenant Hemy  Clay  and  Flora  (Chase) 
Keene,  was  bom  in  Peru,  South 
.\mcrica,  March  20,  1863.  He  at- 
tende<l  the  public  schools  and  the 
high  school  in  Chelsea,  Mass.,  and 
griuluatnl  from  the  United  States 
.Militarj’  Academy  at  West  Point  in 
1S.S6;  plaj’i-d  on  the  West  Point 
ba.se  ball  team. 

He  was  commissioned  2nd  lieu- 
ti’iiant  U.  S.  .\.  Julv’  1,  1886;  1st 
lieulenani,  Februarj’  4,  1893;  and 
captain,  March  2,  1.S99;  server!  in  the 
24th  United  States  Infantry  from 
July  1, 1886  to  January  4, 190t>.  He 
pnrtii'ipatcrl  in  .Santiago  campaign 
of  1898  and  in  the  insurrection  of  the 
Philiirpinc  Islands;  was  retired  from 
active  diitj',  Januarj’  4,  ISKXi  forilis- 
ability  in  line  of  duty.

PROF.  WILLIAM  LINE. 

Prof.  William  Lino,  son  of  William  and  Lsabcll  (Richmond)  Line,  was  bom 
in  Kcndle,  England,  December  9,  1845,  and  died  in  Northfield,  Vt.,  March  28, 
1895;  was  buried  in  the  Elmwcxxl  Cemetery  at  Northfield.  He  receivedj,his 
education  at  the  Blue  Coat,  the  Friends  and  Stocton  Hall  s<-hools,  England, 
and  came  to  this  countiy  in  1865. 

He  enlisted  January  24,  1867, 
in  the  9th  United  States  Infantry; 
was  transferred  to  the  United  States 
Signal  Corps  and  promoted  sorgeanl . 

He  was  ordered  in  1872  tt>  the 
“Summit  Station”  on  Mt.  Washing- 
ton as  one  of  the  observers  at  that 
station,  where  he  remained  five  years, 
including  the  severe  winter  months. 

He  was  in  charge  of  the  station  at 
Toledo,  Ohio,  1877-79.  He  establi.shc<l 
the  station  at  Little  Rock,  Arkansas, 
and  in  the  same  year,  he  was  ordered 
to  Bismark,  North  Dakota  and  given 
charge  of  the  constmetion,  operation 
and  maintenance  of  the  North 
Western  Division  of  the  Unite<l 
States  telegraph  lines.  He  was  in 
charge  of  the  Milwaukee  station, 

1880-83,  station  at  Cleveland,  Ohio, 

1883-87 ; had  charge  of  the  weather 
service  of  South  Carolina  with  head- 
quarters at  Columbia,  1887-88.  He 
came  to  Northfield,  July  23,  1888,  and  had  charge  of  the  station  at  Norwich 
University,  July  23,  1888-March  1895,  serving  during  this  time  as  professor  of 
Metcrology. 

He  was  a member  of  the  Episcopal  Church;  honoraiy  member  of  tho 
Board  of  Trade  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  and  of  the  A S 11  Fraternity  of  the  Uni- 
versity. He  was  a fine  scholar  and  an  efficient  officer  in  the  United  States 
Weather  service.  He  was  greatly  interested  in  art  and  although  never  receiving 
any  instmetion,  painted  many  pictures,  which  show  that  he  had  remarkable 
talent. 

He  was  married  in  Boston,  Mass.,  July  15,  1874,  to  Agnes  Oliver  Thomp- 
son, who  survives  him  and  resides  in  New  York  city.  Two  children  were 
bom  to  them:  Isabell  and  Agnes  Oliver  Thompson.

John  C.  Wait,  son  of  Andrew  Marccllus  and  Ambrosia  Jane  (Sergent) 
Wait  was  l)om  in  Norwich,  N.  Y.,  June  4,  1860.  He  prepared  for  college  in 
the  schools  of  his  native  village  and  entered  the  CiWl  Engineering  department 
of  Cornell  University  in  1878,  gra<luating  B.  C.  E.  in  1882.  He  received  the 
degree  of  .M.  C.  E.  from  his  Alma  Mater  in  1891,  and  M.  S.  from  Norwich 
University  in  1887. 

He  was  an  assistant  engineer  on 
railroad  location  in  Iowa  and  Dakota; 
with  the  Standard  Oil  Company  in 
1882;  for  the  Vanderbuilt  System  of 
railroads,  during  1882-8.3;  Pullman 
•Allied  Companies,  during  1883-85, 
in  the  design  and  erection  and  con- 
struction of  shops  for  the  manufac- 
ture of  their  cars;  with  the  Gould 
system  of  railroads,  in  Maintenance 
of  W’ay  department,  Missouri,  Kansas 
and  Texas  R.  R.,  at  Sedalia  Mo.,  in 
1885.  He  was  principal  and  instruc- 
tor of  Chemistrj'  and  Physics, 
Irontun,  (Ohio)  High  School,  1885- 
86;  professor  of  Civil  Engineering  and 
Commandant  with  rank  of  captain, 
A’ennont  National  Guard,  Norwich 
University,  1886-87;  instructor,  Law- 
rence Scientific  School,  Harvard 
University,  1887-88  and  instructor 
Capt.  John  Cuun  Wait  and  assistant  professor.  Civil  En- 

gineering, 1888-94;  student  Harvanl  Law  School,  1888-90,  graduating  with 
the  degree  of  LL.  B. 

He  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  Boston  in  1891  and  in  New  York  in  1898. 
He  began  the  practice  of  his  profession  in  New  York  city  in  1898;  was  assistant 
corporation  counsel.  New  York  city,  1900-1904;  fonnetl  a partnership  in  1907 
with  Cieorge  H.  D.  Foster  under  the  firm  name  of  Wait  & Foster.  He  is  an 
authority  in  Engineering  and  .Architectural  jurisprudence,  being  a pioneer  in 
this  branch  of  law  and  is  attorney  for  large  interests  in  the  building  and  engi- 
neering lines.  He  is  a director  in  the  I'pland  Realty  Co.,  of  New  York  city; 
Chenango  (N.  Y.)  Drug  Co.,  Hanover  Realty  A Construction  Co.,  and  other 
companies.  He  is  gi-eatly  interest e<l  in  literary  work;  was  associate  editor 
of  the  Railroad  (laielte,  1893-95.  He  is  the  author  of  Engineering  and  Arrhi- 
lerlural  J urixpradenre.  Law  of  Operaliont,  Laic  of  Contracts,  Car  Builder's 
Dielionary,  Genealogical  History  of  the  H'ail  Family,  Calendar  of  Incenlion 
and  Diseorery,  Waddell  A Wait's,  Contracts  and  Specifications.  He  has  con- 
tribute<l  many  articles  to  various  i)criodicals. 

He  is  a member  of  the  .American  Society  of  Civil  Engineers;  Municipal 
Engineers  of  the  city  of  New  York;  .American  Society  of  Refrigerating 
Engineers;  .American  Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Science;  Society 
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for  the  Promotion  of  Engineering  Education;  New  York  State  Historical 
Society;  Chenango  County  Historical  Society;  New  York  State  Bar  Aa-socia- 
tion;  Cornell  University  and  other  clubs. 

He  was  married  June  29,  1886,  at  Ironton,  Ohio,  to  Ginevra  Caroline 
Westlake.  Four  children  have  been  born  to  them:  Luella  .\mbroaia,  born  in 
1888;  Annar  Marie,  bom  in  1890;  Justin  Federal,  bora  1893;  Constance  Elaine, 
bom  in  1895.

CAPTAIN  EPHRAIM  WILLIAMS,  U.  S.  A.,  A.  M. 

Ephraim  Williams,  son  of  Ephraim  and  Rebecca  (Jackson)  Williams,  was 
bom  in  Deerfield,  Mass.,  AugiLst  25, 1837,  and  died  there,  unmarried,  Novem- 
ber 4,  1902.  He  prepared  for  college  at  the  Deerfield  Academy,  and  at  the 
private  school  of  a Mr.  Davies  in  Middletown,  Conn.  He  entered  Williams 
College  in  September,  18,59,  and  remained  only  one  ytair,  being  obliged  to  give 
up  his  college  course  owing  to  sickness. 

In  August,  1862,  he  enlisted  in  the  27th  Ma.ssachusetts  Infantry;  served 
in  North  Carolina  and  Virginia.  On  April  18,  1864,  he  was  commi.ssioned  2d 
lieutenant  in  the  Ist  United  States  Voluntwr  Infantry;  was  promoted  1st 
lieutenant  in  July  1864;  served  in  the  Northwest  and]  on  the]  Kansas  frontier, 
taking  part  in  many  engagements  with  the  Indians.  On  Febmaiy  23,  1866, 
he  was  commissioned  2d  lieutenant  in  the  5th  United  States  Infantry;  was 
promoted  1st  lieutenant  July  28,  1866,  serving  for  seme  time  in  the  Southwest. 

In  September,  1867,  the  comniatid  of  sixty  men,  in  which  he  was  serving 
was  attacked  near  Pawni-e,  Fort  Kansas  by  four  bundled  Cheyennes.  After  a 
severe  fight,  the  Indians  were  defeated;  but  in  the  engagement  Williams  was 
severely  wounded  and  lost  a leg.  He  was  brevelteel  captain  I,’.  S.  A.,  Septem- 
ber 23,  1867,  "for  coolness  and  gallantry,  and  good  conduct”  in  this  battle. 
He  was  retired  from  active  service,  April  3,  1869. 

He  was  appointed  instructor  of  Latin  and  Gree  k Languages  at  the  Uni- 
versity in  1870,  and  u|xjn  the  death  of  Professor  Bourns,  in  1871,  became  the 
professor  of  these  subjects,  holding  the  position  until  his  resignation  in  1874. 
He  also  served  as  inspector  of  the  corjis  of  cadets  from  1870  until  1874.  After 
his  resignation  from  the  University,  he  lived  in  retirement,  s()ending  his  sum- 
mer at  his  old  home  in  Deerfield,  and  his  winters  in  St.  Augustine,  Fla.  He 
served  as  trustee  of  Dickimson  Academy  of  Deerfield  from  1895  until  his 
death. 

He  was  a fine  student  and  an  able  instructor.  In  1873,  he  received  the 
degree  of  A.  M.  from  "N.  U.”  and  from  Williiuns  College.  In  1,878,  the  latter 
Institution  conferred  upon  him  the  degree  of  A.  B.  as  for  1863. 

ARMORER  JAMKS  EVANS. 

James  Flvans,  son  of  David  and  Margaret  (Erwin)  Evan,s,  was  bom  in 
Ebbu  Vale,  Monmouthshire,  South  Wales,  June  26, 1833,  and  died  in  North- 
field,  January  8,  1904.  He  attended  the  public  schools  of  his  native  town 
and  in  1860  came  to  this  country,  latrding  in  New  York  city,  June  29. 

He  was  employed  as  a pedler  irr  the  irott  regioits  of  Permsylvania  urrtil 
1861,  when  he  enlisterl  in  Compatry  E,  41st  Ohio  Volunteers.  He  was  with 
his  company  in  the  battles  of  Shiloh,  Corinth,  I’enysville,  Wildcat,  Stone’s 
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River,  McMenville  and  Chickamauga.  He  was  taken  a prisoner  in  the  last 
battle,  September  20,  186.3,  while  ai<ling  a wounded  comrade  from  the  field,  and 
was  confined  in  various  prisons  until  December  1864,  when  he  was  exchanged. 
He  then  enlisted  in  the  5th  United  States  Infantry  in  the  company  commanded 

by  Capt.  Charles  A.  Curtis,  U.  S.  A., 
’61.  and  served  with  him  on  “The 
Plains.” 

He  came  to  Northfield  on 
Captain  Curtis’  solicitation  in  1869, 
and  was  appointed  armorer  ami 
janitor,  a position  he  held  imtil  1901, 
when  failing  health  forced  him  to  give 
up  work.  He  was  a brave  and  efficient 
soldier  and  Wiis  (s|x!cially  commended 
by  Captain  Curtis  for  his  faithful 
work.  He  was  known  to  the  older 
alumni  of  "X.  U.”  as  “Jimmie’’ 
and  to  the  younger  men  as“ Uncle 
Jim”.  He  was  loved  by  all  the 
ca<lets  and  it  may  be  stated  without 
disparagment  to  those  in  authority 
that  “ Uncle  Jim’  ’ often  hail  more  in- 
fluenee  with  the  boys  than  the 
faculty;  and  his  influence  did  much 
to  presen’c  discipline,  during  the 
dark  days  of  the  University’s  ex- 
istence, 186i>-.90.  In  fact,  there  was 
nothing  that  a cadet  would  not  do,  when  “Uncle  Jim”  made  the  request. 
He  was  a memln'r  of  the  Kpiseopal  Church;  G.  A.  K.,  and  past  commander 
of  William  H.  Boynton  Past,  Xo.  94;  I.  O.  O.  F. 

He  was  imuried  January  1,  1871  to  Mary  Anne  Sinott  of  Hamilton, 
Canada,  who  .survives  him  and  resides  in  Xorthfield.  Four  children  were 
born  to  them : Charles  J.  C.,  “X.  U.”  ’92;  Wilhelmina  Ripley,  married  H.  W. 
Orser,  “X.  U.”  '02,  resides  in  Xorthfield;  George  Douglass,  “N.  U.”  ’98; 
Hattie  now  Mrs.  J.  Wallace  O’Grady,  resides  in  Chihauha,  Mexico. 

M.\JOR  KDWARD  HARWOOD  C.VTLIX,  U.  S.  A. 

Edward  H.  Catlin,  son  of  Benjamin  Rush  and  Mary  Elizabeth  (Morrill) 
Catlin,  was  born  in  Meriden,  X.  H.,  October  18,  1858.  He  prepared  for  col- 
lege at  the  Kimball  Union  .\cademy,  Meriden,  X.  H.,  and  entered  the  United 
States  Militarj’  .\ca<lemy,  .\ugu.st  2.5,  1876,  graduating  June  11,  1880;  also 
graduated  from  the  .\rtillery  School  at  Fort  Monroe,  Va,,  May  1,  1884. 

He  was  commissioned  2d  lieutenant.  United  States  .Vrtillery  uiwn  gradua- 
tion and  was  a.s.signed  October  2,  1880  to  Battery  G.,  Second  Regiment,  then 
stationed  at  Fort  Bniwn,  Texas;  was  promoted  1st  lieutenant,  Xovember  4, 
1886,  captain,  February  2,  1899;  was  retired  ns  major,  September  7,  1905,  for 
disability  incident  to  the  service.  He  |>erformed  garrison  duty  at  various 
posts,  including  five  years  with  light  batteries  in  Kansas.  He  served  with  the 
Army  of  Occupation  in  Culm  from  January  1,  1899  to  Janusiry  1,  1902. 
He  was  detailed  as  commandant  and  professor  of  Militarj'  Science  and 
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Tactics  at  Norwich  University  in 
March,  1887,  and  served  until 
March,  1890.

Ixjuis  Habel  was  born  in  Germany  in  1844.  He  was  a graduate  of  several 
German  and  .Austrian  universities,  holding  the  degrees  of  A.  M.,  Ph.  D.  Phar. 

M.,  M.  D.,  Ch.  G.,  M.  A.  C.  S. 
He  was  for  some  time  first  assistant 
of  the  Chemical-Physiologieal  Lab- 
oratory of  the  University  of  Bonn, 
Germany;  was  also  an  instructor  of 
Chemist  r>’  in  the  I'niversity  of 
Vienna,  .Austria.  He  came  to  this 
country  in  1883,  and  in  September 
was  elected  pnifessor  of  Chemistry, 
Metalurgy,  Physics  and  the  Natural 
Sciences  at  “N.  U.,”  holding  the 
position  until  Ids  death,  September 
8,  188t).  Here-organized  the  Chem- 
ical department  and  ma<le  the  course 
one  of  the  strongest  at  the  Univer- 
sity. He  was  an  able  scholar  and  in 
his  death, the  University  lost  a faith- 
fid  profes-sor;  was  secretary  of  the 
faculty,  1885-8t>.  In  18.84,  he  began 
collecting  data  for  an  alumni  cata- 
logue of  the  University.  He  was  a 
memberof  many  scientific  societies. 
He  was  survived  by  a widow,  who 
returned  to  her  former  home  in 
Vienna,  .Austria,  in  1887.

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DEAN  HERBERT  RUFVS  ROBERTS,  A.  M..  D.  C.  L. 

Herbert  R.  Roberts,  son  of  Darius  LawTcncc  and  Lydia  (TibbetU) 
Roberts,  was  born  in  Brooksville,  Me.,  January  21,  18C.5.  He  attended  the 
schools  of  his  town  and  Kraduatexl  from  the  East  Maine  Conference  Seminary, 
Bueks|K)rt,  in  ISSS.  He  was  obliged  to  work  his  way  through  school,  paying 
his  expenses  by  teaching  school,  winters.  Through  great  industry  and  care- 
ful application  to  his  studies,  was  enablerl  to  romplete  the  regular  college  pre- 
paratoiy  course  in  eight  terras.  He  entered  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts, 
Boston  I’niversity  in  the  fall  of  1888,  and  graduated  A.  B.  in  1892,  making  a 
st>ecialty  of  language  and  literature;  was  a member  of  the  J T J Fraternity; 
was  assistant  e<litor  of  the  University  Beacon  and  College  .dnnuof;  held  several 
offices  in  the  various  literary  societies;  was  first  assi.stant  instructor  in  the 
Lincoln  evening  school,  1890-92. 

He  was  elected  professor  of  Latin,  Greek  and  English  at  “N.  U.”  in  1892, 
and  in  1893  was  made  full  professor  of  the  languages,  which  chair,  ho  still 

retains;  has  served  as  secretary  of  the 
faculty  from  1893  to  date;  was  made 
Dean  of  Under  Graduates  in  1907; 
holds  rank  of  major,  V.  N.  G.;  servetl 
as  librarian,  1893-1902;  received  the 
degree  of  .A.  M.  from  the  University 
in  1896  and  D.  C.  L.  in  1908. 

He  has  taken  an  active  part  in 
the  social  and  educational  affairs  of 
Northficld,  and  has  scrvetl  as  school 
ilirector  and  sui>erintondent  of 
schools,  1903  to  date,  chairman  of 
board.

James  E.  BateheWer  wa.s  born  in  Highgate,  Vt.,  November  12,  1847,  anj 
(lied  in  Montana,  Mareb  3,  1888.  Ho  prepared  for  college  under  the  tuition 
of  his  father  and  at  the  Episcopal  Institution,  Burlington,  Vt. 

He  entered  the  University  in  1862  and  remained  until  Deeemlicr  18,  1863, 
when  he  enlisteil  in  Co.  E,  5th  Vermont  Infantrj’;  was  wounded,  May  12,  1864; 
was  discharged,  September  22,  1864,  to  accept  an  ap|>uintment  t'o  the  United 
States  Military  Academy,  at  West  Point,  He  gnuluateel  in  June,  1868  and 
was  commissioned  a 2d  lieutenant,  2d  United  States  Cavalry,  June  15,  1868; 
was  promoted  1st  lieutenant.  May  4,  1870;  served  at  Fort  D.  A.  Russell, 
Washington;  resigned  his  commi.s.sion,  December  4,  1871. 

In  December  of  the  same  year,  he  came  to  the  University  as  professor  of 
French,  Descriptive  Geometry,  Drawing,  an<l  assistant  i>rofessor  of  Militarj’ 
Science,  which  position  he  held  until  June  25,  1873.  He  was  assistant  engineer 
on  railwaj'  construction  in  Montana  until  his  death,  which  was  cau-sed  by  an 
explosion. 

He  was  married  in  1871,  to  Fnuices  E.  Ci«ly,  of  Northfield,  who  died 
December  31,  1875.  Two  children  were  born  to  them:  lA'onartl  and  Francis 
Gowdy. 

SETH  HENRY  BENSON,  B.  S. 

Seth  H.  BeiLson  was  bom  in  Blaekstone,  .Mass.,  July  6,  1847.  He  attendetl 
the  schools  of  his  town  and  entered  the  I'niversity  in  1864,  and  graduated  B. 
S.  in  1867 ; was  a drill  sergeant  and  lieutenant  in  the  cor|w  of  cadets;  memlier  of 
the  .42' H Fraternity.  He  was  a cadet  at  the  United  States  Military  .\cademy, 
1867-69.  Since  this  last  date,  he  has  engaged  in  farming  in  Blaekstone,  Mass. 

COL.  HARLAN  PAGE  D.WTDSON,  A.  M, 

Harlan  P.  Davidson,  son  of  Samttcl  and  Lydia  (Jackman)  Da\'idson, 
was  bom  in  Hookset,  N.  H.,  September  15th,  lSil8.  .\bout  1840,  hLs  iiarcnLs 
removcil  to  Colebrook,  N.  H.,  where  he  attende<l  the  public  schools  and  the 
Academy.  HLs  father  ha\-ing  proeuretl  about  3tX)  acres  of  land,  mostly  forest, 
the  subject  of  this  sketch  spent  most  of  his  minority  in  farming.  In  the  mean- 
time, he  also  learned  the  stone  mason’s  trade  from  his  father.  .Vfter  seven 
years  of  age,  his  education  was  limited  to  a few  weeks  during  wdnter  in  a 
country  school.  In  I860  he  was  injured  by  an  accident  which  ineapacitateil 
him  from  following  his  traile.  He  then  resolved  to  obtain  a college  education, 
and  in  September,  1864,  he  entercil  the  Scientific  department  of  the  Univer- 
sity and  remained  until  October,  1865.  He  also  studied  Ijitin  and  Greek  as 
extras.  During  his  fitting  course  and  also  afterwards  in  college,  he  was  obliged 
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to  work  to  pay]  his  entire  expenses,  lie  was  a member  of  the  A Z Tl  Frater- 
nity and  the  Athenian  Society  In  1892  the  University,  in  recognition  of  his 
work  as  an  educator,  conferred  upon  him  the  degree  of  A.  M.  In  1871,  Lafay- 
ette College,  Pennsylvania,  conferred  upon  him  the  same  degree. 

In  October,  1865,  he  accepted  a temporary  position  as  commandant  of 
the  Episcopal  Academy  at  Cheshire,  Conn.  On  account  of  the  removal  of  the 
University  from  Norwich  to  Northfield  in  1866,  he  did  not  return  to  the  Uni- 
versity to  complete  his  course.  He  was  principal  of  the  Chestnut  • Level, 
(Pa.)  Academy  from  1866  to  Juno,  1868;  a private  school  at  Phocnixville,  Pa., 
September,  1868-June,  1870;  a high  school  and  superintendent  of  schools  at 

Somerville,  N.  J.,  from  1870  to 
June,  1872;  the  Collcgiato  Institute 
and  the  Business  College,  Salem, 
N.  J.,  from  September,  1872  to  June, 
1884. 

He  edited  _ a newspaper  de- 
voted to  social  and  political  reform 
in  Jersey  City,  N.  J.,  from  1884 
to  the  fall  of  1885;  was  principal  of 
the  Leland  A Gray  Academy,  Vt., 
from  December,  1885  to  June, 
1886;  was  commandant  of  the 
Morgan  Park  Military  Academy, 
Illinois,  from  September,  1886  to 
June,  1887  and  superintendent  of 
the  same  from  September  1887  to 
June,  1888.  In  the  fall  of  1888,  he 
purchased  Highland  Hall  at  High- 
land Park,  111.,  north  of  Chicago, 
and  founded  the  Northwestern  Mili- 
tary Academy,  which  he  has  con- 
ducted to  date.  In  1892,  the 
.\cademy  was  incorporated  and 
since  this  date,  he  has  been  its 
president.  Soon  after  the  opening  of  the  school,  the  buildings  were 
burned  and  he  lost  all  of  his  property;  but  with  great  perseverance,  the  build- 
ings were  rebuilt  much  better  than  before.  He  soon  placed  the  Academy  in  a 
prosperous  condition,  and  it  is  now  one  of  the  best  military  institutions  in  the 
countr>-.  He  has  been  president  of  the  Northwestern  Summer  Naval  School 
since  its  beginning  in  1902;  was  for  some  years  president  of  the  Sheridan  Road 
Publishing  Company,  and  now  the  owner  of  it. 

He  was  an  ardent  Republican  from  I860  until  the  fall  of  1872,  when 
he  became  dissatisfied  with  the  attitude  of  the  party  in  legalizing  the 
liquor  traffic  by  the  license  system.  From  1872  to  1878,  he  was  allied  to  no 
particular  party,  but  during  those  years  and  since,  he  has  worked  vigorously 
against  the  liquor  interests  and  in  favor  of  politieal  reforms.  He  has  been  a 
Prohibitionist  in  politics  since  1878  and  has  held  several  positions;  was  elected 
an  alderman  of  Highland  Park  three  successive  terms.  Was  a candidate  for 
Congress  from  the  .Seventh  Illinois  District  in  1900;  was  Prohibition  candidate 
for  Presidential  elector  in  1904.  He  was  conuuissioned  a colonel  in  the  Illinois

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National  guard  in  1890  and  appointed  commander  of  the  Northwestern  Mili- 
tary Academy  Poet,  which  position  he  still  holds.  During  most  of  his  years 
in  Salem,  N.  J.,  he  founded  and  conducted  the  Qui  Virt  in  the  cause  of  Tem- 
perance, and  largely  through  the  influence  of  this  paper  his  county  became 
the  baimer  Probition  county  of  the  State. 

He  is  a member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church;  was  a member  of  the  Good 
Templar  Society  during  hb  residence  in  Pennsylvania,  and  of  the  Sons  of 
Temp,  ranee  in  New  Jersey,  serving  for  some  time  as  Grand  Worthy  Patriarch. 
He  has  been  a member  of  the  American  j\cademy  of  Political  and  Social  Science 
from  its  beginning,  and  also  the  American  Institute  of  Civics;  is  a member  of 
the  National  Geographic  Society,  the  American  Forestry  Association  and  of 
the  National  Municipal  League. 

He  was  married  May  16th,  1866  to  .\delaidc  Sherman  lA>rd,  a native  of 
Hamden,  Conn.  Two  children  have  been  bom  to  them;  Alice  Sherman,  bom 
August  30th,  1867,  resides  in  Highland  Park,  111.  Uoyal  Page,  bom  October 
8,  1870,  is  now  commandant  of  the  Northwestern  Military  .\cademy,  and  also 
its  secretary  and  treasurer. 

MYRON  ROBERT  HURLBUT,  B.  S. 

Myron  R.  Hurlbut,  son  of  Hiram  I^enis  and  Kmeline  .\ilelia  (Mc(iowan) 
Hurlbut  was  bom  in  Grand  Isle,  Vt.,  in  July,  1842.  He  preparofl  for  college 
in  the  Beckmantown,  N.  Y.  High 
School  and  the  New  Hampton  Insti- 
tute at  Fairfax,  Vt.  He  entered  the 
University  in  1863  and  graduated 
B.  S.  in  1867.  He  was  adjutant  of 
the  corps  of  cadets  during  the  spring 
term  of  his  senior  year.  He  wrote 
several  poems  of  merit,  one  of  which 
My  Alma  Mater  is  included  in  the 
Norwich  songs. 

He  was  in  clerical  work  in  Now 
York  city  during  1867-70;  went  to 
St.  Albans  in  1870  and  was  employed 
in  the  freight  and  paymasters  depart- 
ments of  the  Central  Vermont  R.  R.

He  married  Delia  Jane  Cady  of  Northfield,  Vt.,  who  survives  him  and 
resides  in  Fitchburg,  Ma.ss.  One  child,  Helen,  died  September  19,  1886. 


H().\.  CHARLl-S  MARSEILLES,  A.  .M. 

Charles  Marseilles,  son  of  I’etcr  and  Elisa  (Gilpin)  Marseilles,  was  bom 
in  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  July  19,  1846.  He  attended  the  schools  of  his  city, 
the  Freeland  Seminary  in  Montgomery  County,  Pa.,  1861-62,  and  the  Phillips 
Academy,  Exeter,  N.  H.,  1862-63.  In  September,  1863,  he  entered  the  Uni- 
versity remaining  until  186.5;  wa.s  a member  of  the  .-f  — //  Fraternity.  The 

University  in  recognition  of  his  work 
as  an  editor  conferred  upon  him  in 
1898,  the  degrees  of  A.  B.  and  A.  M., 
as  for  1867. 

He  was  a salesman  for  Ticknor 
& Fields,  the  noted  l>ook  publishers 
of  Boston  from  1865  until  1867, 
when  he  purchased  the  Newt  Letter 
of  Exeter,  N.  IL,  a half  century  old 
weekly,  of  neutral  tint  politically. 
He  infusnl  new  life  into  the  paper,  so 
that  it  shortly  became  the  model 
weekly  of  New  England,  its  neutral 
position  l>eing  changed  for  one  of 
strong  advocacy  of  the  principles 
of  the  Republican  party,  soon  taking  a 
leading  place  among  the  papers  of  the 
Slate.  For  twelve  years  the  News 
iMter  was  conducted  under  Mr.  Mar- 
.seilles’  |>ersonal  sui^rvision,  when  the 
death  of  his  father  having  put  him  in 
IMXssession  of  an  enlarged  capital,  he 
went  to  New  York  and  purchased  the 
Daily  Freeman  and  the  Weekly  Journal,  published  in  Kingston,  the  shire  town  of 
Ulster  County,  a longtime  Democratic  stronghold.  The  same  energy  and  tact, 
which  had  c.haractorixisl  the  News  Letter  was  felt  in  the  new  purchases, 
and  at  the  first  election  following  the  transfer  of  the  joumais,  a Republican 
county  treasurer  was  elected,  for  the  first  time  in  many  years;  two  years  later 
led  by  Marseilles  in  the  Freeman  and  the  Journal,  the  Republicans  captured 
the  county,  which  Wiis  held  by  them  until  the  Democratic  landslide  in  1892. 

In  1892,  he  retired  from  active  labor  and  removed  to  Exeter,  N.  H., 
where  he  has  mmle  his  home  to  date.  He  is  a member  of  several  literary 
and  historical  societies.  He  possc.s.ses  the  finest  private  library  in  New 
Hampshire.

CHARLES  STOREY  WHEELWRIGHT,  C.  E. 

Charles  S.  Wheelwright,  son  of  George  William  and  Hannah  (Giddings) 
Wheelwright,  was  born  in  Roxbury,  Mass.,  January  5,  1847.  He  attended 
the  public  schools  of  Roxbury  and  Belmont,  Mass.,  the  Chauncey  Hall  School 
Boston,  Mass  1861-62;  Lawrence  Academy,  Groton,  Mass.,  1862-63.  He 
entered  the  University  in  1863,  where  he  remained  until  June  11,  1864,  leaving 
to  enlist  in  Company  G,  60th  Mas.sachusetts  Infantry ; served  with  his  company 
until  November  30, 1864.  The  University  at  the  Commencement  of  1909,  con- 
ferred upon  him  the  degree  of  B.  S.  as  for  1867  and  the  degree  of  C.  E.  in 
course. 

In  December,  1864,  he  commenced  to  Icam  the  paper  manufacturing 
business  in  his  father's  mill  at  Wareham.  In  the  spring  of  1865,  he  gave  up 
this  work  and  took  a course  in  Navigation  in  Comer’s  Commercial  College  in 
Boston  with  the  intention  of  following  the  sea;  after  a few  months'  study 
he  changed  his  plans  and  returned  to  the  Wareham  mills.  He  was  transferred 
in  the  spring  of  1866,  to  the  Leominster  mills  owned  by  his  father;  and  in  the 
summer  of  1867,  was  given  the  superintendency  of  the  mill.  He  became  a 
partner  January  5,  1868  in  the  firm  of  George  W.  Wheelwright  & Sons  and  was 
given  the  management  of  all  the  mills  and  the  construction  work  of  the 
company;  in  1874,  he  was  made  sales  agent  for  the  company.  In  1874,  he 
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withdrew  from  the  firm  and  became  a partner  of  his  father-in-law  under  the 
firm  name  of  F.  H.  Richmond  and  Co.,  manufacturers  and  dealers  in  paper  and 
contractors  for  the  entire  output  of  paper  mills;  superintended  the  construction 
of  the  mills  erected  by  this  company  until  1890  when  he  withdrew  from  the 
firm.  He  is  interested  in  the  George 
Wheelwright  Paper  Co.  which  was 
organised  in  1881  on  the  death  of 
his  father,  to  take  over  the  paper  in- 
terests owned  by  the  family. 

In  June,  1882,  he  was  one  of  a 
committee  of  four,  appointed  by  a 
syndicate  to  visit  Sweden  to  investi- 
gate the  new  process  (sulphite)  for 
the  reduction  of  wood  to  paper 
pulp.  As  a result  of  their  investi- 
gation the  Richmond  Paper  Co.,  a 
corporation  in  which  he  was  a 
director  and  prime  mover  was  organ- 
ized in  1883  with  a cash  capital  of 
1800,000,  for  the  purpose  of  building 
a pulp  and  paper  mill  to  work  out 
this  process.  He  was  the  first  to 
introduce  the  sulphite  method  in 
this  country,  and  after  many  costly 
experiments  and  the  invention  of 
new  machinery  by  Mr.  Wheelwright, 
the  process  was  made  successful  in 
the  Richmond  plant.  He  was  the 
inventor  and  the  first  to  put  into  successful  operation  the  apparatus  for  the 
recovery  of  sulphurous  gases  eseapingduring  the  process  of  cooking. 

In  1897,  he  organized  the  W'heclwright  Filler  & Mfg.  Co.,  for  the  manu- 
facture of  an  apparatus  for  making  c>Tstallixed  sulphate  of  lime  from  plaster 
of  Paris  for  use  in  filling  paper  and  cotton  cloth.  Since  1900,  he  has  made 
many  inventions  for  the  treating  of  pulp  and  the  reduction  of  garbage  and 
sewage.  In  1902,  he  organized  and  became  president  and  manager  of  the 
American  Extractor  Company  of  Providence,  owners  of  the  “Wheelwright 
Hot  Water  Reduction  Process,”  for  caring  for  garbage  and  the  waste  of  cities. 
Many  garbage  reduction  plants  using  this  process  have  been  constructed 
throughout  the  country,  notably  the  plant  of  the  New  Bedford  Extractor  Co., 
of  New  Bedford,  Mass.  In  1909,  he  organized  and  became  president  and 
manager  of  the  International  Continuous  Filter  Press  Company,  which  does 
a general  engineering  and  construction  business. 

He  was  married  October  14,  1869  at  Providence,  R.  I.  to  Anna  Augusta 
Richmond.  They  have  seven  children:  Elsie  Tyler,  now  Mrs.  Charles  G. 
King;  Franklin  Richmond,  Sarah  Elizabeth,  Charles  Keith,  Helen,  and  Mary 
Schennerhom.

George  B.  Blodgctte,  son  of  Sherburne  Clifford  and  Mary  (Creasy)  Blod- 
gette,  was  born  in  Georgetown,  Mass.,  December  6,  1845.  He  prepared  for 
college  at  the  Dummer  Academy,  Byficld,  Mass.,  and  entered  the  University 
in  1863,  remaining  two  years;  was  a member  of  the  8 X Fraternity.  He  then 
entered  Brown  University  and  graduated  A.  B.  in  1866;  A.  M.  in  1869;  also

He 
prepared  for  eollegc  in  the  schools  of  his  city  and  entered  the  University  in 
1864,  remaining  two  years;  served  with  the  corps  of  cadets  at  Newport,  Vt.,  in 
October,  1864,  during  the  St.  Albans  Raid  excitement  (q.  v.);  was  a member 
of  the  Ain  Fraternity.  He  engaged  in  business  in  Albany  for  some  years 
and  about  1880,  located  in  San  Francisco,  Cal. 

JUDGE  GEORGE  EDMUND  OTIS,  LL.  B. 

George  E.  Otis,  was  bom  in  Boston,  Mass.,  November  5,  1846  and  died 
in  Redlands,  Cal.,  June  5,  1906.  He  preparwl  for  college  at  the  Boston  Latin 
School  and  entererl  the  I.^niversity  in  1863,  n-maining  until  1864,  when  he  en- 
listed in  the  6th  Massachusetts  Infantrj'  and  scrveii  until  1865.  He  began 
the  study  of  law  in  1865  with  Richard  II.  Dana,  the  distinguished  lawyer  and 
author,  later  entered  the  Harvard  University  Uaw  School  and  graduated  LL. 
B.  in  1869. 

He  practiced  his  profession  in  Boston,  1869  until  1875,  when  he  removed 
to  San  Bernardino,  Cal.,  where  he  practiced  his  profession  until  1890.  He 
was  elected  judge  of  the  Superior  Court  of  the  County  of  San  Bernardino  in 
1890  and  served  six  years.  In  January,  1897,  he  fomied  a partnership  with 
Judge  F.  W.  Gregg,  ’73,  which  continuerl  until  his  death. 

Judge  Otis  was  an  able  lawyer.  Judge  Gregg  writes:  “.At  the  biu'.  Judge 
Otis  was  engaged  in  many  notable  cases,  and  won  many  victories.  He  was 
perfectly  at  home  before  either  court  or  jury.  He  not  only  could  see  a legal 
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proposition  at  a glance,  but  could  make  it  equally  as  plain  to  the  court.  His 
language  van  as  masterful  as  it  was  polished,  and  with  a diction  as  compre- 
hensive as  it  was  pure.  He  had  a charm  of  manner,  an  elegance  of  style,  a 
refinement  of  thought,  an  ease  of  expression,  and  a versatility  of  ideas  that 
gave  to  his  utterance,  whether  public  or  private,  a sparkle  and  a power  of  per- 
suasion, that  fitted  him  for  entry  into  any  circle  and  commanded  for  him  un- 
bounded respect.”  He  founded,  in  1902,  the  University  Club  of  Redlands,  a 
famous  local  organization. 

LIEUT.  GEORGE  GIDEON  NICHOLS,  B.  A. 

George  G.  Nichols,  son  of  Rev.  Edwin  and  Eliza  Ann  Jones  (W'ood) 
Nichols,  was  liorn  in  New  York  city,  January  10,  1846.  He  prepared  for 
college  at  the  St.  James  Grammar  School,  near  Hagerstown,  Md.,  and  at  the 

Burlington,  (N.  J.)  College  Military 
Academy,  holding  the  rank  of  2d  lieu- 
tenant in  the  corps  of  cadets,  In- 
fantrj-  Division.  In  1863,  as  second 
lieutenant,  he  accompanied  the 
Burlington,  N.  J.  cadets  to  Philadel- 
phia, and  took  part  in  the  defence 
of  that  city  during  the  battle  of 
Gettysburg.

He  graduated  B.  A.  from 
Trinity  College,  Hartford,  Conn,  in 
1867;  was  a member  of  the  Delta 
Psi  Fraternity  Epsilon  Chapter  at 
that  Institution. 

He  engaged  in  the  stock  busineas  on  Wall  Street,  New  York,  1867-77. 
He  was  cashier  of  the  United  States  Branch  of  the  North  British  and  Mer- 
cantile Insurance  Co.,  of  Ix>ndon  and  Edinburgh  in  New  York,  April,  1871- 
January,  1889;  and  since  1894  he  has  engaged  in  the  fire  insurance  brokerage 
business  in  New  York  city.

He 
was  appointed  by  General  Dodge, 
engineer  in  charge  of  the  constructed 
division,  Shreveport  to  Longview,  to

completion  of  this  work,  he  was  transferred  to  Dallas,  Tex.,  as  resident  engi- 
neer in  charge  of  the  construction  of  100  miles  from  Dallas,  east.

with  headquarters  at  I.aredo,  Texas  and  Macr,  Mexico,  having  charge  of 
work  on  both  sides  of  the  Rio  Grande,  including  the  bridging  across  the  river. 
He  was  with  the  same  road  from  November,  1886  to  May,  1888,  locating  and 
building  the  line  from  Saltillo  to  San  Lois  Potosi.  Hr  commenced  the  construc- 
tion of  the  Monterey  and  Mexican  Gulf  Ry.,  as  chief  engineer  in  May,  1888, 
and  completed  the  line  into  Tampico  (162.5  Kilometers)  in  January,  1892, 
and  was  consulting  engineer  for  same  company,  1892-93.  Since  that  time 
he  gave  his  attention  to  mining  and  hydraulic  work  in  different  parts  of  the 
Republic,  doing  no  railway  engineering,  excepting  the  building  of  the  Mineral 
Belt  Ry.,  from  Monterey  into  the  Sierra  Madra  mountains  in  1S95  and  the 
"Tramvia”  from  Torreon  Coah  to  Lerdo  Durango  in  1897.  This  work  on  the 
latter  line  included  1,000  feet  of  steel  bridging  crossing  Rio  Nazas,  the  Nile  . 
of  Mexico.  Mr.  Wentworth  was  president  and  general  manager  of  the  Las 
Flores  Mining  Co.,  San  Carlos,  Texas. 

In  1897,  the  University  in  recognition  of  his  work  as  an  engineer  con- 
ferred upon  him  the  degree  of  B.  S.  as  for  1868,  and  in  1898  the  degree  of  C.  E. 
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He  was  elccU'd  a member  of  the  American  Society  of  Civil  Engineers,  January 
2,  1889,  and  belonged  to  the  Masonic  and  Elk  Fraternities  for  many 
years  and  to  the  G.  A.  K.  since  its  organization. 

He  was  twice  married : first,  June  4,  1872,  to  Emma  Frances,  daughter  of 
George  VV.  Houghton  of  l.ebanon,  N.  H.  She  died  April  5,  1884  at  Windsor 
Ranch,  Kendall  County,  Texas.  Two  children  were  bom  to  them:  Irving 
Houghton,  bom  May  30,  1875;  Edward,  bom  January  1,  1878,  died  Septem- 
ber 19,  1895.  He  was  again  married,  January  21,  1892  to  Sue  Beauchamp, 
daughter  of  Dr.  Newell  W.  Browne  of  Montemoralos,  Mexico,  formerly  of 
Bardstown,  Ky.,  who  survives  him  and  resides  in  Monterey,  Mexico.  One 
child  was  bom  to  them;  Newell  Browne,  born  May  31,  1894.

JAMES  KNOX  POLK  CHAMBERLIN. 

James  K.  P.  Chamlterlin,  son  of  Otis  and  Cornelia  (Crookcr)  Chamber- 
lin, and  nephew  of  Jabez  C.  Crookcr,  ’43,  was  bom  in  Pomfret,  Vt.,  November 
23,  1844,  and  died  in  Lincoln,  Neb., 

March  2, 1889;  was  buried  in  Wood- 
stoek,\'t.  His  father  was  a merchant 
in  Pomfret  many  years,  and  at  an 
early  age  he  began  clerking  in  his 
father’s  store,  where  he  learned  the 
details  of  a mercantile  business.  He 
attended  the  schools  of  his  town  and 
finished  his  preparations  for  college 
under  the  tuition  of  Hosea  Doten 
(q.  v.)  the  distinguished  educator  and 
mathematieian.  He  entered  the  Uni- 
versity in  1856,  and  remained  two 
years. 

He  then  studictl  law  in  the  office  of 
Dudley  C.  Denison  (q.  v.)  of  Royalton, 

Vt.,  and  later  gTaduatt-d  from  the 
Albany  (N.  Y.)  Law  School.  .After 
having  read  another  year  in  the  office 
of  Washburn  and  Marsh  in  Wood- 
stock,  he  was  admitted  to  the  Windsor 
county  bar.  For  some  eight  years,  he 
practiced  law  at  Woodstock,  but  sub- 
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sequently  removed  to  Pomfret  ami  then  to  White  River  Junction.  In  1887, 
he  went  to  Lincoln,  Neb.,  where  he  was  admitted  to  the  Supreme  Court  of 
the  State,  and  where  he  practiced  law  until  his  death. 

Mr.  Chamberlin  was  a man  of  rare  culture  and  refinement.  In  the 
somewhat  restricted  social  circle  in  which  he  moved  he  was  highly  honored  and 
esteemed.  Occasion  demanding  he  would  become  the  elegant  speaker,  not 
to  say  orator.  The  deep  under  current  of  his  life  was  sincerity  and  truth. 
There  was  no  condescending  to  a low  level,  no  stooping  to  questionable  de- 
vices. He  w'as  passionately  attached  to  all  pertaining  to  New  England.  In 
his  lighter  hours,  he  collected  and  studied  one  of  the  choicest  mineralogical 
cabinets  in  the  country,  which  ance  his  death  has  been  given  to  the  University 
of  Nebraska,  and  is  known  as  the  "Chamberlin  Collection.”  Mr.  Chamberlin 
died  in  Lincoln,  Neb.,  after  an  illness  of  only  four  days.  He  was  a member  of 
the  Universalist  Church;  Woodstock  Lodge,  No.  21,  F.  and  M. 

He  was  married  August  27, 1867,  to  Abba  Doten,  daughter  of  Hosea  Doten. 
Mrs.  Chamberlin  resides  in  Pomfret,  and  has  served  as  the  librarian  of  the 
.\bbott  Memorial  Library  since  it  was  opened  daily  to  the  public  in  May  1907.

He  prepared  for  college  at  the  Franklin 
(Vt.)  .\cadcmy  and  entered  the  University  in  September,  1864,  remaining  until 
September,  1866;  was  a member  of  the  A 2!  //  Fraternity;  served  with  the 
corps  of  cadets  at  Newport,  Vt.,  in  October,  1864,  during  the  St.  .\lbans  Raid 
excitement  (q.  v.) . 

> He  engaged  in  the  mill  business  with  his  father  from  1866  until  1877,  when 
he  located  in  Enosburg  Falls,  Vt.,  and  in  company  with  L.  B.  Stetson,  built  a 
flour  mill.  In  1887,  he  sold  his  interests  to  Mr.  Stetson.  In  1885,  he  began 
a drug  and  patent  medicine  business  in  Enosburg  Falls,  which  he  conducted 
until  1892,  being  associated  in  the  business  with  H.  L.  Kendall,  1885-87,  and

FRANKLIN  ALLEN  GOSS,  A.  B. 

f'ranklin  A.  Goss,  son  of  Benjamin  Franklin  and  Mary  Jane  (Witherill) 
Goss,  was  bom  in  Waterbury,  Vt.,  January  1,  1859,  and  died  in  Troy,  N.  Y'., 
August  12,  1904.  In  1860,  his  parents  removed  to  Vergennes,  Vt.,  where  he 
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attended  the  public  schools.  He  finished  his  preparation  for  college  at  the 
Highland  Military  Academy,  Worcester,  Mass.,  and  at  the  Phillips  Academy, 
Andover,  Mass.  He  entered  the  University  in  1864,  remaining  two  years; 
served  with  the  corps  of  cadets  at  Newport,  Vt.,  in  October,  1864,  during  the 
St.  Albans  raid  excitement  (q.  v.);  was  a member  of  the  9 .Y  Fraternity. 
He  graduated  A.  B.  from  Amherst  College  in  1871. 

He  was  a clerk  in  a stock-brokerage  office  in  Boston.  Moss.,  1871-72. 
In  this  last  year,  he  formed  a partnership  with  C.  J.  Gleason,  under  the  firm 
names  of  Goss  & Gleason,  and  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  kaolin  in  Monk- 
ton,  Vt.  Later  the  firm  was  known  as  the  Vermont  Kaolin  Co.  of  which 
Mr.  Goss  continued  as  president  until  his  death.  In  1864,  he  removed  to 
Vergennes,  Vt.,  where  he  made  his  home  until  his  death.  He  was  director  and 
vice-president  of  the  National  Bank  of  Vergennes  for  several  years;  was  one  of 
the  organizers  of  the  Vergennes  Electric  Co.,  serving  as  treasurer  for  several 
years;  was  a member  of  the  school  board  of  Vergennes,  eighteen  years.

Lewis  B.  Partridge,  son  of  Gen.  Lewis  Samuel  Partridge,  '38  and  Harriett 
(Ba.xter)  Partridge,  was  bom  in  Norwich,  Vt.,  .\ugust  31,  1848,  and  died  in 
Philadelphia,  Pa.,  in  1900.  He  prepared  for  college  in  the  schools  of  his  town, 
and  entered  the  University  in  1864,  remaining  until  1866.  He  served  with 
the  corps  of  cadets  in  Newport,  Vt.,  during  the  St.  Albans  Raid  excitement

LIEUT.  FREDERICK  EUGENE  R.ANSOM. 

Frederick  E.  Ransom,  son  of  Col.  Tmman  Bishop  and  Margaret  Morrison 
(Greenfield)  Ransom,  was  born  in  Norwich,  Vermont,  April  9,  1841.  He 
attended  the  schools  of  Norwich,  Vermont;  Middletown,  Connecticut;  Hadley, 
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Ma.ssachu»cUs;  and  Fort  Fxiward,  New  York.  He  removed  to  Peru,  111.,  in 
May,  IS-V),  whore  ho  attended  the  Peru  Academy,  until  1858.  In  September, 
1858,  he  went  to  Farina,  Fayette  County,  111.,  with  his  brother  T.  E.  G.  Ran- 
som, '51,  where  he  ennaKe<l  in  civil  ennineerinR. 

On  the  breaking  out  of  the  Civil  War,  he  enlisted  in  his  brother's  com- 
pany, Co.  E.,  11th  Illinois  Infantry,  .Aiml  24,  1861;  was  promoted  sergeant, 
August  1,  IStll;  1st  sergeant,  November  7,  1862;  second  lieutenant,  June  7, 
1863.  He  served  with  the  regiment  at  Camp  Yates,  Springfield,  and  Villa 
Ridge,  Pulaski  county,  Illinois;  Uirds  Point,  Missouri  on  garrison  duty.  On 
February  1,  1862,  his  regiment  joined  Gen.  U.  S.  Grant’s  command  at  Cairo, 
III.;  was  present  at  the  capture  of  Fort  Henry,  Tenn.,  February  8,  1862;  was 

present  at  the  investment  of  Fort 
Oonelson,  Tenn.  On  February  15, 
1862,  his  regiment  was  attaeked  by 
an  overwhelming  force  and  nearly 
annihilated  (sec  sketch  of  Gen.  T.  E. 
G.  Ransom).  Sergeant  Ramsom  was 
severely  wounded  in  the  left  shoulder 
and  taken  prisoner;  was  held  in 
Memphis,  Tenn.,  Tuskaloosa,  Mont- 
gomery, Ala.,  Macon,  Ga.,  and  Libby 
Prison,  Richmond;  was  paroled  from 
the  latter  prison  on  October  17,  1862. 
He  suffered  much  during  his  impris- 
onment, and  was  taken  to  the 
I’nited  States  General  hospital  at 
.\nnapolis,  Md.  After  a six  month's 
sickne.ss  in  hospitals  in  Annapolis 
and  David’s  Island,  N.  Y.,  he  joined 
his  regiment  at  Vicksburg,  Mi.ss. 
May  25,  1863;  was  in  command  of 
his  company  during  the  investment 
of  that  city,  serving  in  his  brother's 
Lieut.  Frederick  Eugene  Ransom.  brigade  in  the  6th  Division  of  the 
17th  .Vrmy  corps,  being  wounded  June  15,  1863;  was  stationed  for  some 
time  at  Natches,  .Miss.,  which  was  under  the  command  of  General  Ransom; 
was  stationed  at  Vicksburg <luring  the  winter  186.3-64.  In  February,  1864,  he 
t(K)k  part  in  an  ex()editinn  up  the  Yazoo  river,  successfully  engaging  the 
enemy  at  Sartoria  on  February  4th,  and  at  Liverpool  Heights,  February  6th. 
On  this  expedition  immense  stores  of  cotton  and  provisions  wore  captured. 
The  Confederates  attacked  the  commanil  at  Yazoo  River,  but  after  several 
hours  of  fighting  were  defeated.  He  was  stationed  at  Yazoo  City  for  some 
time,  engaging  in  skirmi.shes  at  Ro.ss  and  Richardson.  His  regiment  soon 
marchiHl  to  Vicksburg,  where  it  remained  in  camp  until  May,  1864;  served 
wdth  his  company  on  a raid  cast  of  Vicksburg,  taking  part  in  engagements 
at  Mechanicsburg,  Black  River  Bridge,  Vaughan's  Station  and  Benton, 
Miss.  In  June,  1864,  he  took  part  in  the  battle  of  Clinton,  Miss,  with 
General  Forrest’s  Cavalry.  His  regiment  soon  returned  to  Vicksburg,  where 
on  July  6,  1861,  hr  resigned  his  commission,  owing  to  impaired  health. 

He  then  went  to  New  York  city,  where  he  remained  until  October, 
1864  Through  the  kindness  of  General  Dodge,  '51,  he  was  appointed  a rodman 
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on theUnion  Pacific R. R., rcportingatOmalia on  Novcmbor  1, 1865.  lie  con- 
tinued with  the  Union  Pacific  R.  R.,  until  December,  1865,  when  he  went  to 
Norwich,  Vt.,  and  entered  the  University.  He  remained  at  the  University 
until  the  buminK  of  the  old  South  llarracks  (q.  v.),  on  March  14,  1866.  In 
April,  1866,  he  was  appointed  assi.stant  engineer  on  the  Union  Pacific  R.  R., 
where  he  remained  until  December,  1866  During  his  service  with  the  Union 
Pacific  R.  R.,  he  participated  in  many  exciting  encounters  with  the  Indians. 

He  then  returned  East.  On  January  4, 1868,  he  enlisted  in  the  3d  United  States 
Cavalry;  was  stationed  in  New  Mexico  several  months,  engaging  in  many 
scouting  expeditions.  On  February  25,  1871,  he  was  discharge<i  from  the  ser- 
vice at  Fort  Lyon,  Col.,  owing  to  physical  disjibility.  In  Februarj-,  1873, 
he  was  appointc<l  by  General  Dodge  assistant  engineer  on  the  Texas  Pacific 
R.  R.,  and  was  employed  on  the  s\irveys  from  DulLas  to  Fort  Worth,  Texas. 

In  the  summer  of  the  same  year,  he  was  taken  sick  with  intermittent  fever, 
while  engaged  on  the  survey  of  the  road  through  the  Sabine  swamp  lands. 

-After  several  weeks'  sickness  he  went  to  Fort  Niagara,  N.  Y.  In  1875,  he  re- 
moved to  BufTalo,  N.  V.,  where  he  resided  until  January  12,  1887.  He  was 
admitted  to  the  National  Military  Home  at  Leavenworth,  Kan.,  January  1.5, 
the  same  year.  On  October  3,  1892,  he  became  a memla'r  of  the  Illinois 
Soldiers’  and  Sailors’  Home,  at  Quincy,  111.,  where  he  has  resided  to  date.

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EDWARD  WARREN  SAWYER,  A.  M.,  M.  D. 

Edward  W.  Sawj'cr,  son  of  William  Frederick  and  Sarah  Smith  (Tuck) 
Sawj'cr,  was  born  in  Newburyport,  Mass.,  July  8,  1848,  and  died  in  Chicago, 
111.,  in  1897.  Ho  prepared  for  college  at  the  Warren  Academy,  Woburn,  Mass., 
and  entered  the  University  in  1864,  remaining  two  years;  was  a member  of  the 
a X Fraternity.  He  studied  me<ficine  in  1869  at  Woburn,  Mass.,  with  Drs. 
John  M.  Harlow  an<l  Samuel  .\bbott;  graduated  from  the  Harv.ard  University 
Medical  College  in  February,  1873. 

He  was  senior  house  surgeon  to  the  Boston  City  Hospital  in  1872;  practiced 
at  Youngstown,  Ohio,  February,  1872  until  April,  1873;  Chicago,  111.,  from 
October  1874-1897.  He  was  lecturer  on  obstetrics  and  diseases  of  children 
at  Rush  Medical  College,  1874-82.  He  was  medical  inspector  for  the  South 
Division  of  Chicago,  1874-82,  and  served  through  the  epidemic  of  small  pox 
which  prevailed  almost  exclusively  in  that  division  for  ten  months 
during  the  years,  1874-75.  He  was  a specialist  in  obstetrical  and  gynecologi- 
cal work;  was  the  inventor  of  Sawyer’s  short,  curved  obstetric  forceps,  and  of 
Sawyer’s  roundetl  paring  scalpel,  for  use  in  lacerations  of  the  cervix  uteri  and 
perineum,  figure<l  in  “ Byford”  work. 

He  was  the  author  of  articles  on  Affections  of  the  Nipple  and  Breast,  Inci- 
dent to  Early  Lactation,  and  Post-Partum  Inversion  of  the  Uterus,  published  in 
American  and  foreign  journals  in  1876;  Omne  Vimtm  e Ccllula,  a thesis  for  the 
degree  of  Master  of  Arts,  Chicago  University,  which  degree  was  conferred 
upon  him,  Juno  17,  1879.  "N.  U.”  also  conferred  this  degree  upon  him. 

He  was  member  of  Masonic  Lodge;  Chicago  Medical  Society;  an  original 
member  of  the  Chicago  Gynecological  Society,  serving  as  its  secretary  and 
treasurer  during  the  first  seven  years  of  its  existence,  1885-92;  member  of  the 
Chicago  Medico-Legal  Society;  of  the  .\merican  Gynecological  Society; 
honorary  fellow  of  the  British  Gynecological  Society;  was  secretary  of  the 
Chicago  Society  of  Phy.sicians,  later  the  Chicago  Medical  Society,  187.5-80. 

He  was  married  Februaiy  26,  1873,  to  Mary  Mannery  of  Chicago,  111., 
who  suvives  him  and  resides  in  Chicago.  Two  children  were  born  to  them: 
Edward  Warren,  Jr.,  and  Philip  Ayer. 

FREDERICK  SHUMWAY. 

Frederick  Shumway,  son  of  Samuel  and  Minerva  (Snow)  Shumway  was 
bom  in  Chesterfield,  N.  11.,  September  7,  1843.  He  attended  the  schools 
of  his  town  and  entered  the  University  in  1864,  remaining  until  1866.  He 
engaged  in  farming  and  in  business  in  Chesterfield,  N.  H.,  until  1871,  when 
owdng  to  failing  health,  he  went  South  in  hopes  the  change  of  climate  would 
prove  beneficial.

William  H.  Hunt,  son  of  George  C.  and  Julia  Pierpont  (Smith)  Hunt,  and 
nephew  of  Hon.  Gregory  Smith,  was  bom  in  St.  Albans,  Vt.,  February  17, 18.50, 
and  died  there,  unmarried,  April  9,  1895.  He  prepared  for  college  in  the 
St.  Albans  jiublic  schools  and  entered  the  University  in  186.5,  and  remained 
nearly  three  years;  was  a member  of  the  A 2 II  Fraternity.  From  1869  to 
1873,  he  was  engagtsl  in  engineering  on  the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad.  In 
1873,  he  became  assistant  to  his  father,  who  was  paymaster  of  the  Central 
Vermont  Railroad,  and  succeeded  him  on  his  death  in  1876. 

He  held  various  positions  of  trust  in  the  munici,  al  government.  He 
was  tru.stee  of  the  village,  18!K)-92;  jjrcsidenl  of  the  board  of  village  trustee, 
1892-93;  was  town  representative  in  1892.  -Although  he  made  no  pretence  of 
being  an  orator,  his  ability  as  an  organizer  and  a director  of  legislative  work

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soon  became  apparent.  His  aid  was  eoirerly  souglit  by  friends  and  opponents 
of  important  measures.  He  was  one  of  the  lejuiers  of  the  opposition  which 
killed  the  weekly  payment  bill  after 
one  of  the  hanlest  hfchts  of  the 
session . Near  the  close  of  the  session, 
he  was  appointe<l  by  Governor  Fuller 
one  of  the  trustees  of  the  Vermont 
Asylum  for  the  Insane.  The  new 
asylum  building  at  \Vaterbur>’  was 
but  partially  completed;  and  during 
the  next  two  years,  he  gave  much 
time  to  the  affairs  of  the  institution. 

His  markisl  success  in  legislative 
affairs  in  1H02,  contributeil  to  his 
eleetion  to  the  Senate  in  the  fall  of 
1894.  He  served  as  chairman  of  the 
general  committee  of  the  Senate 
from  the  start.  .Against  great  odds, 
he  carrieti  through  Iwth  Senate  and 
Hou.se  an  appropriation  of  $1.50.(XK) 
for  the  completion  of  the  a.sylum  at 
Waterbury.  It  was  the  largest  a|>- 
propriation  miule  by  the  Slate  since 
the  war  and  few  believed  it  would 
pass.  His  speech  in  its  favor  in  the

Senate,  while  unmarked  by  oratorical  effect.s,  carrieil  .such  ctinvictions  that  it 
was  stamped  as  the  speech  of  the  session. 

In  1892,  he  reKirganized  the  St.  .Albans  Mex.ieugrr  and  largely  to  his  man- 
agement, the  subsequent  gmwth  anti  prosperity  of  the  |>aper  were  due.  He 
was  one  of  the  most  prominent  Masons  in  Vermont,  having  attained  the  33d 
degree.  He  served  as  Master  of  Englesby  Isxige  for  one  term. 


SYLVh>iTER  .MOHKIS  PEXNOCK. 

Sylvester  M.  Pcnnock,  .son  of  Cyril  Pennock,  '23,  and  Sarah  (Wetherbee) 
Pennock,  was  bom  in  Norwich,  Vemiont,  December  2fi,  18.51.  He  attendetl 
the  schools  of  his  town  and  entererl  the  University  in  18t>4,  remaining  two 
years. 

He  located  in  Milwaukee,  Wis.,  in  1870,  anil  eiigageil  in  the  fruit  business 
until  1886.

CHARLES  POWTIATAN  CAMPBELL,  A.  B. 

Charles  P.  Campbell,  son  of  James  Madison  and  Gillah  D.  (Cheney) 
Campbell,  was  bom  in  Fredericksburg,  Va.,  December  25,  1845,  and  died  in 
Brighton,  Mass.,  July  24,  1871,  while  on  his  way  home  from  Hartford,  Ckmn.; 
was  buried  in  Hcnniker,  N.  II.  Altout  809,  his  parents  removctl  to  Man- 
chester, N.  H.,  where  he  made  his  home  until  his  death.  He  entered  the 
yniversity  in  1868,  and  remained  until  the  close  of  the  junior  year;  served  as 
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tutor  in  the  Ancient  Languages  and  as  assistant  librarian,  1869-70.  He  grad- 
uated A.  B.  from  Trinity  College,  Hartford,  Conn.,  in  1871. 

He  was  a member  of  the  Grace  Episcopal  Church,  Manchester,  N.  H.  He 
was  a frequent  contributor  to  the  Churchman. 

PROF.  ADRIAN  SCOTT,  M.  D.,  A.  M.,  Ph.  D. 

Adrian  Scott,  son  of  Ellison  and  Ann  Maria  (Daniels)  Scott,  was  born 
in  Blackstone,  Mass.,  April  23,  1850,  and  died  of  apoplexy  in  Northfield,  Vt., 
December  11,  1905;  was  buried  in  Blackstone,  Mass.  He  prepared  for  college 
at  the  Blackstone  High  School,  graduating  in  1868;  and  on  September  15,  he 
entered  the  Civil  Engineering  Department  of  the  University.  He  also  took 
the  classical  languages.  He  soon  displayetl  remarkable  ability  not  only  in 
his  mathematical  work,  but  also  in  the  classics.  In  1870,  through  the  ad- 
vice of  Dr.  Bourns,  he  gave  up  the  Civil  Engineering  course  to  make  the 
study  of  languages  his  specialty,  and  in  September  of  that  year,  entered  the 
junior  class  of  Brown  University.  He  pa.ssed  the  6rst  two  years  work  with 
such  high  marks,  that  he  w'as  complimented  by  the  examining  board  for  his 
scholarship,  and  the  classical  department  of  the  University  was  fully  recognized 
at  Brown  University.  He  graduated  A.  B.  from  Brown  University,  with  high 
rank  in  1872.  He  was  a member  of  the  A — //  Fraternity  at  “ N.  U.’  ’ 

He  was  instructor  at  the  Chippaqua  Mountain  Institute,  New  York, 
1872-73;  principal,  Blackstone  High  School,  1873-74;  assistant  professor  of 
Latin  and  Greek,  ‘‘N.  U.,"  1874-75.  During  1875-76,  he  studied  medicine  in 
Boston  at  an  institution  organized  under  the  Ians  of  Massachusetts,  but  now 
defunct,  receiving  the  degree  of  M.  D.,  in  1876.  He  practiced  the  profession 
in  Blackstone  until  1878,  when  owing  to  defective  eyesight  he  gave  up  the 
profession.  During  1878-91,  he  served  as  superintendent  of  schools  of 
Blackstone,  and  during  this  time,  he  took  ix>st  gnuluate  work  at  Brown 
University,  receiving  the  degree  of  A.  M.  in  1891.  He  served  as  instructor 
of  German  at  the  Brown  University,  1891-94.  During  tliis  time,  he  continued 
his  post  graduate  studies,  making  a specialty  of  the  Germanic  and  Sanscrit 
Languages,  and  received  the  degree  of  Ph.  D.  in  1894.  In  the  last  year,  he 
was  appointed  associate  professor  of  Gennanic  Philology  and  .Scandinavian 
Languages  at  Brown  University,  a |K>sition  he  held  until  1897,  when  he  retired 
to  the  old  Scott  Homestead,  four  miles  from  Blackstone.  He  visiterl  “N.  U.” 
at  the  Commencement  of  1905,  and  was  elected  professor  of  Political  and 
Social  Sciences.-  In  September,  he  came  to  the  University,  liecoming  at  once 
(lopular  with  the  faculty  and  students. 

Doctor  Scott  was  a remarkable  scholar.  He  wjis  a specialist  in  Mathe- 
matics, the  Germanic  Languages,  and  Sanscrit  History,  Botany  and  Zoology. 
He  was  a thorough  scholar  in  the.  Sciences,  Ethics  and  Political  Economy. 
During  the  years  1896-1905,  while  carrying  on  his  farm  in  Blackstone,  he 
studied  each  day  four  hours,  keeping  abreast  of  the  times  in  his  favorite 
subjects.  During  his  bu.sy  life  as  an  educator,  he  had  found  time  to  study  law 
and  was  admitted  to  the  bar;  but  never  practiced  this  profession.  lie  had 
one  of  the  largest  private  libraries  in  this  country  on  the  Germanic  Languages. 
This  library  he  gave  to  “N.  U.,”  and  assisted  the  librarian  in  cataloguing 
about  400  volumes.  He  possessed  great  literary  ability  and  might  have  achieved 
success  along  this  line,  had  he  so  chosen.  He  wrote  many  articles  on  his- 
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torical,  Bcienlific,  and  medical  aubjects,  also  wrote  several  novels.  One 
The  Deltclive'e  Varalion  publisluHl  in  the  Providence  Sunday  Journal  showed 
remarkable  versatility  as  a writer. 

He  prepared  the  ^German  text 
books  in  his  favorite  subjects  and 
all  his  class  books,  were  re-arranged 
and  edited  to  suit  his  methods  of 
teaching.  His  manuscripts  were  re- 
markable for  their  legibility,  being 
meehanieally  perfect  and  written  in 
small  anil  heavily  shaded  vertical 
letters.  He  was  a Democrat  in  poli- 
ties and  held  several  town  offices  in 
Hlaekstone,  serving  as  chairman  of 
the  board  of  selectmen;  school  super- 
intendent and  member  of  the  library 
eommittee.  He  was  a member  of 
the  East  Hlaekstone  Grange,  hold- 
ing the  varioiLs  offices;  tVorcester- 
Xorfolk  Pomona  Grange,  Mendon 
Historical  Society,  also  several  literary 
sociel  ies. 

He  was  married  November  23, 
1873  to  Ellen  Jane  Thayer,  of 
Hlaekstone,  who  survives  him  and 
Prof.  AdrUn  Scott.  resides  in  that  town.  Five  children 

were  lx>rn  to  them:  Malcolm  D.,born  .Vugusl  20,  1876,  resides  in  Hlaekstone; 
Carleton  "N.  1'.,”,  'tW;  Mabel  G.,  txini  SeptemlM-r  2,  1878,  married

He  spent  two 
years  working  for  this  company  in 
the  field,  making  surveys  in  Kansas, 
Nebraska  and  Colorado.  Most  of 
the  time,  his  party  was  far  from  civil- 
ization, seeing  no  living  thing  but  the 
Indians  and  animals  of  the  plains. 

He  returned  to  Swanton  in 
1882  and  re-entered  his  father’s 
office  as  a member  of  the  firm  of 
Burt,  Hall  and  Burt.  In  1885,  he 
established  a real  estate  and  insur- 
ance business  in  coimoction  with  his 
law  practice.  From  1885  until  1902, 
he  acted  as  outside  agent  for  the 
Canadian  Pacific  R.  R.,  for  Vermont; 
and  as  such  organized  many  c.\cur- 
sions  to  various  parts  of  the  country. 
He  located  in  Peckroll,  Neb.  in  1902  and  extensively  engaged  in  farming  until 
his  death.  He  several  times  held  the  office  of  superintendent  of  schools  of 
Swanton,  village  clerk,  and  justice  of  the  peace.  He  was  much  interested  in 
music  and  was  for  several  years  manager  of  the  Swanton  Brass  Band. 

He  was  married,  April  21,  1895  to  Nora  E.  Wakefield  of  Boston,  who  sur- 
vives him  and  resirles  in  Peckrell,  Neb.  He  is  also  survived  by  a daughter, 
Amy  Maud,  a gnuluate  of  the  University  of  Vermont  class  of  1900,  now  an 
instructor  in  the  Central  State  Normal  School,  Mt.  Pleasant,  Mich.

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GEORGE  EDWARD  EDSOK,  M.  S. 

George  E.  Edson,  son  of  Henry  George  and  Grare  Agnes  (Hunt)  Edson, 
and  cousin  of  William  H.  Hunt,  ’68,  was  bom  in  St.  Albans,  Vt.,  March  15, 
1855,  and  died  there.  May  24,  1909.  He  prepared  for  college  in  the  schools  of 
his  city,  and  entered  the  University,  September  2,  1871,  remaining  until 
June  26,  1873;  was  a member  of  A 1'  //  Fraternity.  The  University  in  recog- 
nition of  his  work  as  a geologist  conferred  upon  him  the  degrees  of  B.  S.  and 
M.  S.  in  course  in  1904  as  for  1876. 

He  studied  law  with  his  father,  and  was  admitte<I  to  the  Franklin  county 
bar  in  1877,  but  never  actively  cngagwl  in  the  i>raetice.  At  an  early  age,  he 
showed  unusual  ability  as  a naturalist.  He  made  a study  of  Natural  History 
and  Geolog}’  and  gained  the  recognition  of  scholars,  as  a man  of  remarkable 
ability,  along  these  lines  of  research.  He  was  recognised  as  an  authority  on 
the  Geology  of  Lake  Champlain  region;  especially  the  Cambrian  formation. 
He  was  the  discoverer  of  the  Middle  Cambrian  i>eriod  in  Vennont,  with  many 
fossils  never  before  found  in  the  State.  He  was  in  correspondence  with  the 
geologists  of  the  Smithsonian  Institution,  IVashington,  D.  C.  Several  of  the 
fossils  discovered  by  him  were  named  in  his  honor  by  the  Institution.  He 
possessed  one  of  the  finest  private  geological  collections  in  the  United  States. 
He  was  also  an  authority  on  oniitholog}’  and  was  an  expert  taxidemiist.  He 
collected  and  mounted  over  three  hundred  of  the  various  siiecies  of  the  birds 
of  Vermont.  He  prepared  a monograph  on  the  Cambrian  period  of  Vermont 
for  the  state  gc-ologist  of  Vermont,  which  was  published  in  1906.  For  several 
years  he  was  in  the  employ  of  the  St.  Albans  Messenger.  He  presented  the 
University  Museum  many  valuable  geological  specimens. 

He  was  married  September  6,  1882,  to  Millie  Frances  Maynard  of  St. 
Albans,  who  survives  liim  and  resides  in  that  city.  Three  children  were  bom 
to  them;  Max,  resides  in  East  Lynn,  Mass,;  IJtlian,  resides  in  Brockton,  Mass.;

Charles  J.  Luck,  son  of  Peter  S.  and  Sophia  H.  (White)  Luck,  was  bom  in 
Rouses  Point,  N.  Y,  Febmary  28,  1854.

Eugene  M.  Carr,  son  of  Col.  Byron  Oscar  and  Mary  Elsie  (Buck)  Carr, 
was  born  in  Galesburg,  111.,  August  30,  1859.  He  prepared  for  college  in  the 
public  schools  of  Galesburg  and  the  Preparatory  department  of  Knox  College, 
and  entered  the  University  from  Louisville,  Ky.,  March  27,  1876,  graduating 
B.  S.  in  1879.  He  was  a corporal,  Ut  sergeant  and  1st  lieutenant  in  theeorpe 
of  cadets  and  a member  of  the  8 A p’ratemity.  He  entered  the  junior  class 
of  the  University  of  Michigan  Law 
School  in  1879  and  remained  one  year. 

He  graduated  LL.  B.  from  the 
Columbia  University  Law  School  in 
1881;  and  begun  the  practice  of  law 
in  Tucson,  Arizona  in  June,  1881, 
in  partnership  with  Fred  VV.

In  June,  1882,  he  left  Arizona 
and  went  to  Alaska,  with  a party 
which  crossed  the  Chilcott  Pass;

He  was  promoted  1st  lieutenant;  took  an  active  part  in  quelling  the  anti-

husiness  and  professional  men  of  Seattle,  who  had  taken  an  active  part  in  up- 
holding law  and  order.  He  served  as  its  eaptain  until  1890,  when  he  was  com- 
missioned colonel  and  assistant  adjutant-general,  serving  until  1893;  was 
hrigadier-general,  commanding  the  National  Guard  of  Washington,  1893-1897. 

He  went  to  Alaska  in  July,  1897,  and  was  extensively  engaged  in  placer 
mining  until  September,  1899,  when  he  returned  to  Seattle  and  resumed  the 
practice  of  law.  In  February,  1905,  he  went  to  Fairbanks,  Alaska,  where  he

PROF.  JOHN  BENJAMIN  JOHNSON,  A.  M.,  C.  E. 

John  B.  Johnson,  son  of  Rodney  Martin  and  OUve  (Ripley)  Johnson,  was 
born  in  Montgomery,  Vt.,  January  27, 1858.  He  was  educated  in  the  common 
schools  of  his  native  town,  and  studied  for  a time  in  the  State  Normal  School 
at  Johnson,  where  he  made  a s|>ecialty  of  Mathematics.  He  studied  Geometry, 
Trigonometry,  and  Surveying  by  himself,  while  engaged  in  farm  work,  and 
being  desirous  of  taking  civil  engineering,  he  entered  the  University  in  Sep- 
tember, 1876,  graduating  as  captain  and  valedictorian  in  1879. 

He  took  the  Engineering  course, 
with  extra  Mathematics,  among 
which  was  the  difficult  Bartlett  course 
in  Mechanics  and  Astronomy,  and 
sufficient  I.,atin  and  Greek  to  enable 
him  to  receive  the  degree  of  A.  B.  on 
his  graduation  in  1879.  He  took  high 
rank  in  his  studies,  especially  in 
Mathematics.  He  was  called  upon 
by  General  Jackman  to  take  the 
classes  in  Mathematics,  when  he  was 
obliged  to  be  absent;  and  upon 
his  death  in  February,  1879,  he  was 
api>ointed  to  teach  a number  of  his 
subjects,  the  remainder  of  the  year. 
•At  Commencement  of  1879,  he  was 
chosen  iiuitructor  in  Mathematics; 
and  after  one  year’s  service,  he  was 
elected  professor  of  that  subject. 
General  Jackman  considered  Cadet 
Johnson  an  able  mathematician,  and 
expressed  a wish  to  President  Curtis 
Prof.  John  Benjamin  Johnson.  that  ^.j,en  his  own  work  should  be 

finishcil,  his  mantle  might  fall  u|xm  his  pupil’s  shoulders.  I’rofessor  Johnson 
occupierl  thus  |x>sition  until  1890,  when  he  gave  up  the  freshman  mathematics 
and  took  the  chair  of  Mathematics  and  Civil  Engineering,  which  he  held  until 
1900. 

In  1884,  th(?  University  conferred  upon  him  the  degree  of  A.  M.  and  in 
1890  the  degree  of  C.  E.  He  was  assistant  treasurer  of  the  University  for  six 
years;  member  of  the  Buihling  Committee  of  Dodge  Hall;  trustee  of  the 
Alumni  Emiowment  Fund,  1889-189,5.  He  was  alumni  secretary  from  1889 
until  1899;  prcsiilent  of  the  o.s.sociation  from  1899-1900;  alumni  trustee  of 
the  University  1905  to  date; 

He  was  the  first  to  prepare  and  publish  an  alumni  catalogue. 
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The  alumni  and  paat^adcts  of  “old  N.  U.”  owe  much  to  Professor 
Johnson,  who,  in  the  dark  days  of  her  existence  from  1879  to  1888,  loyally  and 
self-denyingly  cast  his  fortunes  with  her,  and  refusing  many  tempting  offers 
from  other  institutions,  remained  and  taught  at  a mere  pittance.  His  resigna- 
tion caused  great  regret  among  the  Board  of  Tru.stecs  and  the  student  body. 
He  was  not  only  an  eminent  mathematician,  but  a thorough  teacher;  his  con- 
stant aim  was  to  have  his  students  thoroughly  understand  their  work  and  to 
go  into  the  world  fitted  to  become  masters  in  their  chosen  profession. 

He  spent  some  time  in  study  at  Thayer  School  of  Civil  Engineering, 
Dartmouth  College  and  at  Harvard  University.  In  1906.  he  accepted  the  chair 
of  Civil  Engineering  at  the  University  of  Southern  (’alifomia,  lyos  Angeles, 
Cal.,  which  position  he  still  retains.  In  1900,  he  rcmove<l  to  Pasadena,  CrJ., 
where  he  has  since  made  his  home.  He  is  a member  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church. 

He  has  been  twici!  married : first,  June  19, 1882,  to  Ha  Marsh  of  Northfield, 
who  died  September  8,  1894,  in  Montgomerj',  Vt.  He  w!is  married  the  second 
time,  July  5,  1899  to  Mrs.  Alice  Mellisa  (Gould)  Mayo  of  Gouldsville,  Vt. 
They  have  one  son,  Philip  Warren,  born  May  16, 1902.

CHAPTER  V. 


Sketches  of  Honorary  Graduates  1867 — 1911. 

HON.  JOHN  LESTER  BARSTOW,  LL.  D. 

John  L.  Barstow,  son  of  Heman  and  Lorain  (Lyon)  Barstow,  was  bom 
in  Shelburne,  Vt.,  February  21,  1832,  and  was  educated  in  the  public  schools 
of  his  town.  He  taught  school  in  Burlington  during  1846  and  1847;  clerked 
in  a store  in  Shelburne  until  1851,  when  he  removed  to  Detroit,  Michigan  and 
became  clerk  of  the  Michigan  Exchange  Hotel,  which  was  then  the  largest 

hotel  in  Michigan,  with  one  exception. 
After  two  year's  service  as  clerk,  he 
bought  the  lease  of  the  hotel  and 
managed  it  until  1855,  when  yielding 
to  the  importunities  of  his  parents, 
he  sold  his  hotel  interests  and  re- 
turned to  the  old  homestead  in  Shel- 
burne, where  he  has  since  made  his 
home. 

In  the  Civil  War  he  was  appoint- 
ed adjutant  of  the  8th  Vermont  In- 
fantry, commanded  by  Col.  Stephen 
Thomas,  (q.  v.).  He  was  commission- 
ed captain  of  Company  K,  March  21, 
1863;  major,  December  28,  1863; 
mustered  out  of  service,  June  22, 
1864,  by  reason  of  expiration  of  term 
of  service.  The  historian  of  his  regi- 
ment says;  "he  was  acting  adjutant- 
general  under  Gens.  Thomas  and 
Wcitsel ; part  icipated  in  all  the  engage- 
ments in  which  his  regiment  took  part; 

Hon,  John  Later  Bantow.  was  complimented  for  eminent  ser- 

vice in  the  field,  for  gallantry  in  the  assault  upon  Port  Hudson,  and  honor- 
ably mentioned  for  his  personal  services.”  After  the  St.  Albans  raid,  the 
State  raised  three  brigades  of  militia,  and  he  was  elected  by  the  Legislature  of 
1864  to  command  one  of  them  and  had  command  of  all  the  forces  in  north 
western  Vermont  until  relieved  by  General  Stannard  in  January,  1865. 

He  is  a Republican  in  politics  and  has  held  many  offices;  was  assistant 
clerk  of  the  House  of  Representatives  in  1861;  represented  his  town  in  the 
State  Legislature  in  1864-1865;  was  State  senator  from  Chittenden  county  in 
1866  and  1867;  United  States  Pension  Agent,  1870-78.  In  1891,  he  was  ap- 
pointed by  President  Harrison  to  serve  on  a commission  with  Gen.  A.McD. 
McCook,  U.  S.  A.  to  treat  with  the  Navajo  Indians;  was  a delegatc^from 
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Vermont  to  the  American  Conference  on  International  Arbitration,  Washing- 
ton, D.  C.  in  1896;  delegate  to  the  National  Tax  Convention  at  the  Buffalo 
Exposition  in  1901;  was  appointed  State  commissioner  by  Gov.  Redfield  Proc- 
tor to  the  Yorktown  Centennial  Celebration  in  1879;  was  State  commissioner 
to  purchase  site  of  the  Bennington  Monument  in  1886.  He  has  been  a trustee 
of  the  Burlington  Savings  Bank  since  1886;  and  was  vice-president  of  same 
in  1891-92. 

He  is  a member  of  Washington  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.,  Burlington  Chapter, 
No.  3,  R.  A.  M.,  Burlington  Commandcry  No.  2,  K.  T.,  all  of  Burlington; 
honorar>'  member.  Union  Lodge  of  Strict  Observance  F.  and  A.  M.,  Detroit, 
Michigan,  in  which  he  first  received  his  degree  in  1854;  Lake  Champlain 
Yacht  Club;  the  Algonquin  and  Ethan  .\Uen  Clubs  of  Burlington;  The  Loyal 
Legion;  the  G.  A.  R.;  Shelburne  Grange;  the  National  Prison  Association;  the 
National  Geographic  Society;  the  National  Forestry  Association;  and  the 
American  Library  Association. 

Norwich  University  at  the  commencement  of  1909  conferred  upon  him 
the  degree  of  LL.  D.  in  recognition  of  his  w'ork  as  a soldier  and  a public  officer 
of  the  State. 

He  was  married  October  28,  1858,  to  Laura  Maeck  of  Shelburne.  Two 
children  were  bom  to  them,  Frederick  Maeck,  " N.  U.'  ’ ’80,  born  in  1860,  died 
1899  and  Charles  Lester,  born  in  1867. 

HON.  CHARLES  JAMES  BELL,  LL.  D. 

Charles  J.  Bell,  son  of  James  Dean  and  CaroUne  (Warner)  Bell,  was  bora 
In  Walden,  Vt.,  March  10,  1845,  and  dicrl  of  heart  failure  in  the  Grand  Central 
station.  New  York  city,  September  25, 

1909.  He  attended  the  scIhhiI.s  of  his 
town  and  completed  his  aca<li'mic  <k1u- 
cation  at  the  Peacham  (Vt.)  .\eademy. 

In  1906,  the  University  eonferretl  uix)n 
him  the  degree  of  LL.  D. 

He  enlisted  in  Company  B,  I.5lh 
Vermont  Infantry,  September  S,  1802, 
and  was  mustered  out  of  si'rviee,  Oe- 
tober  5,  1863;  re-enlisted  in  Company 
C,  First  Vermont  Cavalry,  .\iigust  17, 

1864;  was  promolwl  eorpoml,  Novem- 
ber 19,  1804;  was  wounde<l.  .\pril  s, 

1865;  was  mustered  out  of  service, 

June  21,  186,5.  He  engage  I in  farm- 
ing in  Walden,  until  his  death,  be- 
coming one  of  the  best  knowti  farmers 
in  the  State. 

lie  was  a Re|>ublican  in  politics 
and  held  many  positions;  represented 
his  town  in  the  House  of  Represen- 
tatives in  1882;  was  State  senator  in 
1894;  served  on  the  State  Boanl  of  Hon.  Ch«i«  J.me.  B«u. 

Railroad  Commissioners,  1894-96;  member  State  Board  of  .\griculture  in 
1896-98  and  its  secretary,  1898-1904;  was  secretary  of  the  State  Board  of 
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Cattle  Commissioners,  1898-1902.  He  was  governor  of  the  State,  1904-06, 
being  elected  by  one  of  the  largest  plurality  votes  ever  given  in  the  State.  He 
also  held  many  town  offices,  serving  for  several  years  as  school  director  and 
selectman. 

He  was  an  active  member  of  the  Congregational  church;  member  of  the 
Grange,  serving  as  treasurer  of  the  State  Grange,  1872-94  and  as  Master, 
1894-1906.  He  was  also  a member  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  National 
Grange,  from  1902,  until  his  death,  serving  as  its  secretary,  1903-09. 

He  was  married  October  4, 1870,  to  Mary  Louise  Perry,  a native  of  Cabot, 
Vt.,  who  survives  him  and  resides  in  Walden.  Two  daughters  were  bora  to 
them:  Adine  Merrill  and  Jennie. 


REV.  DUBLIN  SERENUS  BENEDICT,  A.  B.,  LL.  D. 

Durlin  S.  Benedict,  son  of  Samuel  Serenus  and  Debbie  Desire  (Brayton) 
Benedict,  was  bora  in  Poynette,  Wisconsin,  in  1871.  He  prepared  for  college

at  the  Reedsburg  (Wisconsin)  High 
School,  and  graduated  A.  B.  from 
the  Hillsdale  College;  graduated 
LL.  B.  from  the  Chicago-Kent  Col- 
lege of  Law,  Chicago;  received  from 
Norwich  University  the  honorary  de- 
gree of  LL.  D.,  in  June,  1909;  also 
same  degree  from  the  Morris  Bronm 
College,  Georgia,  in  June,1908. 

He  was  admitted  to  practice  law 
in  bot  h the  State  and  the  U nited  States 
Courts  in  Indiana  and  California;  was 
at  one  time  justice  of  the  peace  in 
Wisconsin;  and  for  some  years,  he 
edited  and  published  various  country 
ncwspai>crs  in  that  State. 

He  was  ordained  priest  in  the 
Episcopal  ministry  in  1903,  and  was 
for  some  time  priest  in  charge  of  the 
St.  Paul’s  Cathedral,  Marquette, 
Michigan,  and  Los  .Angeles,  Cal.,  from 
October  1,  1909  to  January,  1910, 
when  he  removed  to  Lompaz,  Cal. 


HON.  JOSIAH  HENRY  BENTON,  A.  M.,  LL.  D. 

Josiah  H.  Benton,  son  of  the  Rev.  Josiah  Henry  and  Martha  Ellen  (Dan- 
forth)  Benton,  was  born  in  Addison,  Vt.,  August  4,  1843,  and  is  a direct  de- 
scendant of  Andrew  Benton,  who  came  from  England  about  1630,  and  settled 
in  Milford,  Conn.  He  was  educated  in  the  common  schools,  the  Bradford 
(Vt.)  Academy,  and  New  Ix)ndon,  (N.  H.)  Literaiy  and  Scientific  Institute. 

He  enlisted  from  Bradford,  Vt.,  in  Company  H,  12th  Vermont  Regiment, 
August  15,  1862,  and  was  mustered  out  of  service  with  the  regiment,  July  14, 
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1863.  He  was  graduated  from  the  Albany  Law  School  in  1866,  with  the  de- 
dree  of  LL.  B.,  and  waa  admitted  to  the  bar  May  5, 1866.  He  received  the  de- 
gree of  A.  M.,  from  Dartmouth  in  1869,  and  the  degree  of  LL.  D.  from  “N.  U.” 
in  1908. 

He  practiced  law  at  Lancaater,  N.  H.  from  1866  to  1872;  waa  private 
aecretary  to  the  governor  of  New  Hampshire  in  1869;  waa  assistant  clerk  of 
the  N.  H.  House  of  Representatives  in  1868,  and  clerk  in  1870  and  1872.  He 
went  to  Boston  in  1872,  where  be  soon  won  distinction  as  a well-equipped  and 
resourceful  lawyer.  He  has  had  a diversified  and  important  practice  in  the 
State  and  Federal  Courts,  especially  in  corporation  and  railroad  matters.  He 
has  been  a director  of  the  Northern  Railroad  of  New  Hampshire  since  1879. 
He  has  lectured  upon  corporations  and  railroad  law  at  the  Boston  University 
Law  School  for  twenty  years. 

He  is  an  intense  lover  of  books  and  has  a library  rich  in  early  New  Eng- 
land literature,  scarce  Vermont  books  and  imprints,  and  rare  autographs,  and 
also  containing  an  extensive  and  valu- 
able collection  of  prayer-books  and 
other  litur^cal  books.  He  is  the 
author  of  the  following  books  and 
monographs:  Samuel  Slade  Benton, 

Hit  Ancetlort  and  Detcendanit;  A 
Notable  Libel  Cate;  Early  Census 
Making  tn  Matsachutetle;  The  Story  of 
the  Old  Boston  Town  House;  The  Veto 
Power  in  the  United  Slates,  What  is 
itl;  Facts  and  Figures  with  Reference 
to  United  States  Railroads;  Railroad 
Transportation  in  New  England;  What 
Is  It  to  Flee  from  Justicet;  Andrew 
Benton,  A Colonial  Sketch;  htequalily 
of  Tax  Valuations  in  Massachusetts; 

Influence  of  the  Bar  in  our  State  and 
Federal  Government;  What  is  Govern- 
ment by  Injunctiont,  Does  it  Exist  in 
the  United  Stalest;  What  Women  Did 
for  the  War,  and  What  the  War  Did 
for  IFomen;  The  British  Post  Office; 

Points  in  Vermont  History;  Libraries 
as  a Means  of  Public  Education;  The  Working  of  the  Boston  Public  Library; 
Regulation  of  Railroad  Rates;  Qualificatiom  of  Judges;  The  Lawyer’s  Office  and 
Official  Oath;  The  Sherman  or  Anti  Trust  Act;  and  The  Book  of  Common  Prayer, 
Its  Origin  and  Growth. 

He  has  served  as  trustee  of  the  Boston  Public  Library  since  1894,  and  as 
president  of  the  Board  since  1908.  He  was  appointed  trustee  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts State  Library  in  1909,  and  is  now  chairman  of  the  Board.  He  is  also 
a trustee  of  Boston  University  and  of  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts.  He  is  a mem- 
ber of  E.  W.  Kinsley  Post  113,  G.  A.  R.  of  Boston;  Bostonian  Society;  New 
England  Historic  and  Genealogical  Society;  Vermont  Historical  Society; 
American  Historical  Association;  National  Geographic  Society;  Vermont 
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Aaaociation  of  Boston,  of  which  he  was  president  in  1903-04;  Beacon  Society 
of  Boston;  the  Algonquin  Club;  and  other  social  organizations. 

He  has  been  married  twice:  first,  May  19,  1866,  to  Josephine  Emery 
Aldrich  at  Bradford,  Vt.  She  died  April  8,  1872.  He  was  again  married 
September  2, 1875,  to  Mary  Elizabeth  Abbott  of  Concord,  N.  H. 

REV.  GREGORY  THURSTON  BEDELL,  A.  M.,  D.  D. 

Gregory  T.  Bedell,  son  of  Rev.  Gregory  Townsend  and  Penelope  (Thurs- 
ton) Bedell,  was  bom  in  Hudson,  N.  Y.,  August  27, 1817. 

His  parents  removed  to  Fayettesville,  N,  C.,  in  1818  and  in  1822  to 
Philadelphia.  He  prepared  for  college  at  Dr.  Muhlenberg’s  school  at  Flush- 
ing, Long  Island  and  graduated  from  Bristol  College,  Bristol,  Del.,  in  1836. 
He  graduated  from  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Alexandria,  Vs.,  in  1840;  and 
on  July  19th  of  the  same  year,  he  was  ordained  deacon,  and  priest  in  August, 
1841.  He  was  rector  of  the  church  in  West  Chester,  Pa.,  1840-43;  Church  of 
the  Ascension  in  New  York  city,  1843-59.  In  this  last  year,  he  was  consecrated 
bishop,  and  in  October,  he  became  assistant  bishop  of  Ohio.  On  March 
18,  1873,  he  succeeded  Bishop  Mcllvaine  as  bishop  of  Ohio.  In  1874,  the  old 
diocese  was  divided  and  Bishop  Bedell  elected  the  northern  portion  of  the 
State,  which  retained  its  old  name  of  Diocese  of  Ohio.  He  retained  his  office 
for  fifteen  years. 

He  contributed  many  articles  to  the  church  papers  and  many  of  his 
sermons  were  published,  among  the  number  being:  The  Age  of  Indifference; 
Epiecopacy,  Foci  and  Law;  The  Way  of  Righteousness,  a railroad  sermon;  and 
The  Continuity  of  God.  Ho  also  wrote  The  Canterbury  Pilgrimage,  giving  an 
account  of  the  Lambeth  Conference  of  1878  and  the  Sheffield  Church  Pro- 
gress; The  Pastor,  a work  of  six  hundred  pages  upon  pastorial  theology.  He 
was  the  delegate  from  the  House  of  Bishops  to  the  Society  for  the  Propagation 
of  the  Gospel  in  P'oreign  Parts  at  the  Centenaiy  Commemoration  of  the  Conse- 
cration of  the  first  prelate  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  America.  He  received 
the  degree  of  A.  M.  from  Kenyon  College  in  1840  and  D.  D.  from  Norwich 
Univeraty  in  1855. 


REV.  ALPHONZO  BOWEN  CHAPIN,  A.  M.,  D D. 

Alphonzo  B.  Chapin  was  bom  in  Somers,  Conn.,  March  10,  1808,  and 
died  in  Hartford,  Conn.,  July  9,  1858.  He  received  the  honorary  degree  of 
A.  M.  from  Hobart  College  in  1838  and  the  same  degree  from  Trinity  College 
in  18.57 ; also  the  degree  of  D.  D.  from  Norwich  University  in  1852. 

He  studied  law  and  was  admitted  to  practice  in  1831.  In  1838,  he  was 
ordained  an  Episcopal  clergyman  and  was  rector  of  churches  in  Mississippi 
and  Connecticut,  1838-55.  He  was  editor  of  the  Connecticut  Calendar  lor 
some  time;  and  was  author  of  the  Primitiee  Church  and  several  works  on 
Theological  and  Ecclesiastical  History.  He  was  a member  of  the  New  Eng- 
land Historic  Genealogical  Society. 
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REV.  CHARLES  CALLOW,  A.  M.,  LL.  D. 

Charles  Callow,  son  of  Charles  and  Priscilla  (Ford)  Callow,  was  bom 
in  Haverhill,  Suffolk  county,  England,  November  28,  1861.  He  attended  the 
Haverhill  Ton-n  school  and  later  Jarvis’  Academy  in  the  same  town.  He 
was  for  one  year,  a student  at  Bradford  Technical  college.  He  took  the  full 
course  at  the  University  of  Durham,  Theological  School,  graduating  in  1891. 

He  won  the  Barry  Scholarship,  the 
“Blue  Ribbon”  of  the  Theological 
School.  He  also  took  second  class 
in  the  Universities’  Theological  ex- 
amination ; and  at  the  Bishop  of  Wake- 
field’s Ordination  Examinations,  ob- 
tained 6rst  place  and  was  Gospeller 
at  the  Ordination  Services.  In  1901, 

I St.  John’s  College,  Anna|)olis,  Md., 
conferrerl  U|)on  him  the  degree  of 
1 A.  M.;  and  in  1911,  Norwich  Uni- 
I versity  conferred  upon  him  the  degree 
I of  LL.  D. 

He  was  ordained  deacon  in  the 
Episcopal  church  of  England  in  1891 
and  priest  in  1892.  In  1893,  he  ac- 
cepted a call  to  St.  Barnabas’  Church 
at  Wolverhampton,  Staffordshire, 
where  he  remained  until  1895,  when 
he  became  pastor  of  St.  John’s  Church 
in  Bradford.  In  1906,  finding  it  nes- 
cssary  to  seek  relief  from  the  heavy 
Rev.  ChailM  Callow.  parochial  charge  he  had  held  for 

eleven  years,  he  removed  to  Golcar,  where  he  has  made  his  home  to  date. 
Since  1906,  he  has  assisted  Kev.  11.  H.  Rose,  A.  M.,  in  the  parish  of  Slaithwaitc 
adjoining  Golcar. 

Dr.  Callow  is  the  author  of  several  works,  among  the  number  are:  A TaU 
of  Four  Pictures,  published  in  Lloyd’s  London  Magazine  in  1884;  Ledurts  on 
Reading  and  Preaching  in  1891;  A Tour  in  Wharjedale  and  The  Origin  and 
Development  ol  tetters  and  irn'/mp,  1894-95;  A History  of  the  Origin  and  Devel- 
opment of  the  Creeds,  1899.  He  has  also  published  the  following  theses:  The 
Human  Prerogatitv,  Religion,  Prayer,  The  Religious  Capacity,  and  The 
Religion  of  Childhood.  He  was,  for  some  years,  a correspondent  for  several 
periodicals  and  has  been  employed  in  editing  several  works.  He  is  a member 
of  the  Society  of  Biblical  Study. 

He  was  marriwl,  June  27,  1894,  to  Alice  Taylor,  only  surviving  daughter 
of  Robert  Taylor  of  Golcar,  Huddersfield,  England.  Dr.  Callow  resides  at 
"Stoneycroft,”  Golcar,  Huddersfield,  England. 
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REAR-ADMIRAL  CHARLES  EDGAR  CLARK,  U.  S.  N.,  M.  M.  S. 

Charles  E.  Clark,  son  of  James  Dayton  and  Mary  (Sexton)  Clark,  was 
bom  in  Bradford,  Vt.,  August  10,  1843.  He  attended  the  Bradford  Academy 
and  on  September  29,  1860,  was  appointed  acting  midshipman  at  the  U.  S. 
Naval  Academy,  where  he  remained  until  the  fall  of  1863,  when  he  with  his 
class  was  detailed  for  active  service  in  the  navy.  He  was  promote<l  acting 
ensign,  Octoboril,  1863;  master.  May  10, 1866;  lieutenant,  February  21,  1867; 
lieutenant-commander,  March  12,  1868;  commander,  November  15,  1881; 
captain,  June  21, 1896;  rear-admiral,  June  16, 1902. 

On  Nov.  1,  1863,  he  was  assigned  to  duty  on  the  Oasipee  of  the  West  Gulf 
blockading  squadron,  serving  under  Admiral  Farrogut  until  the  close  of  the 
war.  He  commanded  the  forward  division  on  his  ship  at  the  battle  of  Mobile, 
August  5,  1864;  also  took  part  in  the  bombardment  of  Fort  Morgan  in  the 
same  month.  He  served  on  the  Van- 
derbuilt,  Pacific  squadron,  1865-67;  the 
Suieones,  1867-68.  He  witnessed  the 
bombardment  of  V alpariso  by  the  Span- 
ish fleet  and  the  battleof  Callao  in  1868. 

On  July  7, 1868,  his  ship  was  wrecke<l 
on  the  northern  extremity  of  Vancou- 
ver Island,  and  he  was  left  in  com- 
mand of  a party  of  sailors  on  Hoi)o 
Island,  after  the  remainder  of  the  crew 
hod  been  taken  off  by  H.  M.  S.  Spar- 
Towhawk.  He  and  his  men  were  later 
taken  off  the  island  by  the  steamer, 

New  World. 

During  1868-69,  he  served  on  the 
receiving  ship,  Vaudaliaat  Portsmouth. 

N.H.  He  was  with  the  North  Atlantic 
squadron  in  1867,  serving  first  on  the 
steamer,  Seminole  and  then  on  the 
ironclad.  Dictator.  He  was  stationed 
at  the  Naval  Academy  during  1870-73, 
and  was  in  command  of  Ibe  Saratoga  on  Rear-Admiral  Charles  Edsar  Clark, 
the  practice  cruise  in  1871;  served  on  the  monitor,  Mahopac,  North  Atlantic 
station,  1873-74;  on  the  Hartford,  Monocacy,  and  the  Kearearge,  Asiatic  Station, 
1874-77.  He  was  on  duty  at  the  Boston  Navy  Yard,  1877-79;  served  at  the 
torpedo  instrurtion  station,  Newqx)rt,  R.  I.,  1879-80;  was  executive  officer 
of  the  training  ship.  New  Hampahire,  July-December,  1881  and  its  commander, 
1882-83.  He  was  assigned  to  the  U.  S.  S.  Ranger  in  1883;  and  had  charge  of 
the  survey  of  the  W cst  coast  of  Mexico  and  Central  .America,  1 883-86.  He  was 
inspector  of  the  Ninth  Lighthouse  District,  with  headquarters  in  Chicago, 
111.,  1887-91.  He  was  on  ordnance  duty  at  the  Mare  Island  Navy  Yard,  .San 
Francisco,  May,  1891-Novcmber,  1893.  He  commanded  the  Mohican  on  the 
Pacific  station  and  a squadron  of  six  war  vessels  and  two  revenue  cutters  in 
the  Behring  Sea  to  enforce  the  regulations  about  sealing,  agreed  upon  by  the 
Paris  Tribunal,  1893-94;  served  on  various  boards  and  engaged  in  court- 
martial  duty,  November,  1894-November,  1895;  commanded  the  receiving 
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ship,  Independence,  1895-96;  was  in  command  of  the  monitor,  Monterey,  June, 
1896-1989. 

On  the  breaking  out  of  the  Spanish-American  War,  he  was  in  command 
of  the  Monterey  at  San  Diego,  Cal.,  and  was  soon  giren  command  of  the  U. 
S.  S.  Oreyon,  then  in  Puget  Sound.  He  was  ordered  to  join  the  Atlantic 
squadron;  there  was  great  need  of  this  powerful  battle  ship  to  strengthen  the 
Atlantic  squadron ; it  was  a critical  period  and  Captain  Clark  was  ordered  to 
proceed  with  the  greatest  speed;  no  battleship  had  ever  made  such  a long 
voyage,  without  stops  and  the  marine  engineers,  the  world  over,  doubted  the 
practicability  of  the  order.  Captain  Clark  sailed  for  the  Atlantic  Ocean  on 
March  14th  and  on  May  24th,  reached  Jupier  Inlet,  Florida,  having  covered 
the  distance  of  16,764  miles  from  San  Francisco  in  sixty-six  days  and  deducting 
time  spent  at  various  places  along  the  route,  fifty-five  days.  Captain  Clark 
received  warning  from  time  to  time  as  to  the  danger  of  meeting  Spanish  war 
vessels,  but  with  his  characteristic  courage  and  confidence  in  his  men  and 
battleship,  he  proceeded  heroically  on  his  way.  This  voyage  was  unpreceden- 
ted in  the  world’s  history  and  added  further  renown  to  the  U.  S.  Navy.  Cap- 
tain Clark  joined  Admiral  Sampson’s  fleet  off  .Santiago  and  engaged  in  bom- 
barding the  Spanish  batteries.  He  also  landed  a party  of  marines  from  the 
Oregon,  the  first  force  of  Americans  to  occupy  the  Cuban  territory  in  this 
war.  On  July  3d,  Captain  Clark  with  the  Oregon  took  a heroic  part  in  the 
historic  fight  with  Admiral  Cerveras’  fleet,  as  it  undertook  to  escape  from  the 
harhor  of  Santiago.  Captain  Clark  served  for  some  time  as  chief  of  Commo- 
dore Watson’s  staff,  and  later  was  given  a leave  of  absence. 

He  visited  his  native  State,  where  many  receptions  were  given  in  his 
honor.  On  May  1,  1899,  at  the  request  of  President  Brown,  a classmate  at 
the  Naval  .Academy,  he  \Tsited  Northfield  and  assisted  in  breaking  the  ground 
for  the  Dewey  Hall  (\'ol  I,  page  202).  At  the  commencement  of  1899,  the 
University  in  recognition  of  his  distinguished  services  as  an  officer  confcrreel 
upon  him  the  degree  of  Master  of  Military  Science.  He  returned  to  duty  in 
March,  1899;  was  in  command  of  the  Ix-ague  Island,  Navy  Yard,  Philadelphia, 
Pa.,  1899-00;  was  governor  of  the  Naval  Home,  near  Philadelphia,  1902-05. 
He  was  retired  August  10,  1905.  His  residence  isin  Greenfield,  Mass.  Heis 
a member  of  the  Army  and  Navy  Club  of  Washington,  D.  C.;  and  the  I.akc 
Mansfield  Club,  Stowe,  Vt. 

He  was  married,  April  8,  1869,  to  Maria  Louisa  Davis,  a native  of  Green- 
field, Mass.  Two  children  have  been  born  to  them;  Mary,  born  March  10, 
1870,  married  Commander  Samuel  S.  Robinson,  U.  S.  N.;  Caroline  Russell, 
born  January  7,  1872,  married  Commander  Charles  F.  Hughes,  U.  S.  N. 

REV.  ROBERT  COURT,  A.  B.,  D.  D. 

Robert  Court  was  bom  in  Glasgow,  Scotland,  February  13,  1829,  and  died 
in  Lowell,  Mass.,  October  4,  1897.  He  prepared  for  college  in  the  schoob  of 
hb  city;  and  graduated  A.  B.  from  Glasgow  University  in  1864,  with  the  highest 
honors  of  hb  class.  He  won  the  University  gold  medal  for  the  best  essay  on 
the  Scholastic  Philosophy  of  the  Middle  Ages;  also  the  first  prise  in  the  logic 
class  for  the  best  essay  on  Memory  «n  its  Relation  to  Original  Genius.  He  stud- 
ied Theology  at  the  Free  Church  College  in  Glasgow  for  some  time,  winning 
distinction  as  a scholar. 
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In  1868,  he  came  to  this  country  and  was  pastor  of  churches  in  Iowa  for 
five  years.  On  May  6, 1874,  he  became  pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian  church 
in  Lowell,  where  he  remained  until  his  death.  He  was  one  of  the  most  elo- 
quent and  best  known  preachers  of  his  denomination  in  New  England.  He 
was  for  over  twenty  years  clerk  of  the  New  England  Presbytery;  and  was  three 
times  elected  to  the  Presbyterian  General  Assembly. 

He  was  voluminous  writer.  During  his  college  course,  he  edited  a J oumal, 
and  wrote  for  the  British  Standard  and  for  various  religious  and  temperance 
organs.  He  also  for  many  years  assisted  in  editing  the  International  Sunday 
School  Lessons.  Ho  was  a fine  scholar  in  the  Greek,  Latin,  Hebrew,  and  Gaelic 
languages;  and  was  an  authority  in  the  history,  biography  and  literature  of 
Scotland.  In  1884,  Norwich  University  in  recognition  of  his  distinguished 
career  as  a clergj-man,  conferred  upon  him  the  degree  of  D.  D. 

He  was  a member  of  Ancient  York  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  of  Lowell;  Me- 
chanics Lodge,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  honorary  member  of  Exelsior,  Integrity,  Merrimack 
Valley  and  Wamesit  lodges,  Manchester  Unity  of  Lowell;  member  of  the  Cale- 
donian Club  and  honorary  member  of  Clan  Grant  of  lA>welI. 

He  was  married,  June  20,  1860,  to  Miss  Gilchrist,  daughter  of  David  and 
Jeanette  Gilchrist  of  Kilmarnock,  Scotland. 

JUDGE  CHARLES  COWLEY,  LL.  D. 

Charles  Cowley,  son  of  Aaron  and  Hannah  (Price)  Cowley,  was  bom  in 
Eastington,  England,  January  9, 1832,  and  died  at  his  home  at  No.  484  Rogers 

St.,  Lowell,  Mass.,  Fdjruary  6,  1908. 
His  parents  removed  to  Lowell,  Mass, 
in  1842,  where  he  attended  the  city 
schools;  also  studied  under  tutors. 
At  an  early  age,  ho  became  in- 
terested in  literary  matters;  was 
editor  of  the  Lowell  Daily  Courier 
1853-September,  1854.  In  1854,  he 
began  the  study  of  law  with  Josiah 
G.  Abbott  and  Samuel  A.  Brown  of 
Lowell  and  was  admitted  to  the  Mid- 
dlesex County  bar.  May  15,  1856; 
practiced  his  profession  in  Lowell, 
1856-1861,  1865-1908. 

In  1861,  he  was  elected  captain 
of  the  Wamesit  Rifles,  Mass.  Militia, 
but  soon  resigned  to  accept  an  ap- 
pointment as  clerk  in  the  paymaster’s 
department.  United  States  Navy;  was 
stationed  for  some  time  at  the  Brook- 
lyn Navy  Yard;  was  appointed  act- 
ing assistant  paymaster  January  22, 
judfc  Chula  Cowley.  1864,  and  served  on  the  U.  S.  S.  Moni- 

tor and  Leheigh  and  took  part  in  the  bombardment  of  Forts  Wagner,  Sum- 
ter, and  other  forts  in  South  Carolina.  In  June,  1864,  he  was  transferred  to 
the  Philadelphia  on  the  staff  of  Admiral  John  A.  Dahlgrcn,  with  whom  he 
served  until  the  close  of  the  war;  was  judge  advocate  of  the  Southern 
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blockading  squadron,  U.  S.  N.;  mustered  out  of  the  service,  Septem- 
ber 21, 1865. 

He  took  an  active  interest  in  tbe  schools  of  his  city;  served  on  the  school 
board,  1857-60;  was  a member  of  the  common  council  in  1875  and  1876  and 
served  on  the  board  of  overseers  of  the  poor,  for  several  years.  He  was  much 
interested  in  the  welfare  of  the  laboring  classes  and  wrote  many  articles  and 
delivered  many  addresses  in  their  behalf ; drew  the  bill  to  prohibit  the  employ- 
ment of  women  and  minors  in  factories  more  than  ten  hours  each  day,  which 
became  a law. 

He  wrote  several  books,  many  articles,  and  edited  several  historical  works; 
was  an  authority  on  the  history  of  Lowell;  wrote  a Handbook  of  Business  in 
Lowell,  1856;  the  Historicus  Letter  in  1858,  which  inaugurated  the  battle  for 
corporation  reform  in  Lowell;  Leaves  from  a Lawyer’s  Life,  Afloat  and  Ashore, 
1879;  History  oj  Lowell,  1868;  Famous  Divorces  in  All  Times,  1872;  Our  Divorce 
Courts,  1880;  Reminiscences  of  James  C.Ayer,  1879;  Historical  Sketch  of  Middle- 
sex County,  1879;  Memoir  of  Wannaianett,  an  historical  sketch  of  this  famous 
Indian  chief,  1869;  Memoir  of  Hon.  Joseph  Gardner  Abbott,  LL.  D.,  1891; 
edited,  Revised  Charter  artd  Ordinances  of  the  City  of  Louell,  with  Appendix, 
1876;  Proceedings  in  the  City  of  Lowell  at  the  Semi-Centennial  CetHrration  of  the 
Incorporation  of  the  Town  of  Lowell,  March  1,  1876;  edited.  Maritime,  Inter- 
national Law  by  John  Dahlgren,  1877;  drew  a bill  in  1869  to  incorporate  the 
Knights  of  St.  Crispin.  He  traveled  extensively  in  Europe  in  1868;  received 
from  Norwich  University  the  honorary  degree  of  LL.  D.  in  1885. 

He  was  a member  of  the  Episcopal  church;  Knights  of  Phythias,  B.  F. 
Butler  Post,  No.  42,  G.  A.  U.;  was  a member  of  Lowell  Historical  Society; 
New  England  Historic  Genealogical  Society;  Bristol  and  Gloucestershire 
Archaeological  .Society;  Dahlgren  Association  of  Naval  V’eterans;  Boston  Social 
Law  Library  and  other  foreign  societies.  He  was  never  married  and  is  sur^ 
vived  by  a sister.  Miss  Eliza  Cowley,  principal  of  the  Central  St.  Primary 
School,  Lowell,  Mass. 


UEV.  CHARLES  ORHIN  DAY,  A.  M.,  D.  D.,  LL.  D. 

Charles  O.  Day,  son  of  Charles  Henry  and  Sarah  Collins  (Porter)  Day, 
was  born  in  Catskill,  N.  Y.,  November  8,  1851.  He  prepared  for  college  at  the 
Hopkins  Grammar  School,  New  Haven,  Conn.,  and  graduated  A.  B.  from 
Yale  University  in  1872.  He  traveled  in  Europe  in  1872-73  and  took  poet 
graduate  work  at  Y'ale  in  1874.  He  then  entered  the  Andover  (Mass.)  Theo- 
logical Seminary  and  graduated  in  1877 ; was  a resident  licentiate  in  1877. 

He  was  ordained  a Congregational  minister  in  1877;  was  city  missionary, 
Montreal,  Canada,  1877-78;  was  pastor  of  the  First  Congregational  church, 
Williamsburg,  Mass.,  1879-84;  took  post  graduate  work  at  tbe  Yale  Divinity 
School,  1884-85.  He  was  pastor  of  the  Congregational  church  in  Brattleboro, 
Vt.,  1885-98;  was  secretary  of  the  Congregational  educational  society,  1899- 
1901 ; was  professor  of  Practical  Theology  at  the  Andover  Theological  Seminary 
from  May,  1901  imtil  1908  and  president,  1901-09.  Since  1908,  he  has  been 
pastor  of  the  church  in  Barnet,  Vt.  He  served  as  chaplain  of  the  1st  Vermont 
Regiment,  during  the  Spanish-American  War  in  1898. 
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He  received  the  degree  of  D.  D.  from  Dartmouth  College  and  Iowa 
University  in  1901  and  LL.  D.  from  Norwich  University  in  1907.  Ho  de- 
livered the  Baccalaureate  sermon  at  “ N.  U."  in  1902  and  1907. 

He  was  married  at  Catskill,  N.  Y.,  June  25,  1879,  to  Mary  Hiland  Hull 
His  address  is  Barnet,  Vt. 


Henry  J.  Cox,  son  of  Thomas  and  Hannah  Maria  (Perkins)  Cox,  was  bom 
in  Newton,  Mass.,  April  5,  1863.  He  graduated  A.  B.  from  Harvard  Univer- 
sity in  1884;  played  on  the  base  boll  team. 

On  August  1,  1884,  he  entered  the  United  States  Signal  Service,  now 
the  Weather  Bureau  Service;  was  stationed  in  Washington,  D.C.,  Chicago  and 
Boston.

Henry  W.  Foster,  son  of  Solomon  Berry  and  Eunice  (Bicker)  Foster,  was 
born  in  Gray,  Cumberland  county,  Maine,  December  1 1,  1857.

He  is  a RepubUcan  in  politics;  was 
Hon.  WiUUm  enul  OUlinsluiii.  secretary  of  Civil  and  Military  affairs 

of  Vermont,  1874-76;  was  state’s  attorney  of  Washington  county,  1874-76; 
represented  Waterbury  in  the  House  of  Representatives  in  1876-78;  and  1884- 
• 86;  was  State  senator,  1878-80;  commissioner  of  taxes,  1882-88;  governor  of 
Vermont,  1888-90;  U.  S.  Senator,  1900  to  date.  He  has  taken  a high  position 
among  our  National  legislators.  He  is  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Immi- 
gration, being  a recognized  authority  on  that  subject;  is  the  fourth  member  of 
the  Judiciary  Committee  of  6fteen  members;  also  serves  on  several  other  im- 
portant committees.  In  1907,  be  spent  some  time  studying  the  Immigration 
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oonditioDS  in  European  countriee;  and  in  1009,  he  visited  the  Hawaiian  Islands 
on  a similar  mission. 

The  following  degrees  have  been  conferred  upon  him;  A.  M.,  University 
of  Vermont  in  1886;  LL.D.,  Norwich  University  in  189.3,  and  from  Middle- 
bury  College  in  1000.  He  is  a member  of  the  Methodist  church  and  has  taken 
an  active  part  in  the  Church  affairs;  has  served  for  some  years  as  a trustee  of 
the  Montpelier  (Vt.)  Seminary. 

He  was  married  December  24,  1874,  to  Mary  Ellen  Shipman  of  Lisbon, 

N.  H.  who  died,  April  25,  1895.  One  child  was  bom  to  them;  Paul  Ship- 
man,  born  October  24th,  1878,  now  residing  in  San  Francisco,  California. 

HON.  LEVI  KNIGHT  FULLER,  A.  M.,  LL.  D. 

Levi  K.  Fuller,  son  of  Washington  and  Lucinda  (Constantine)  Fuller,  was 
bora  in  Westmoreland,  N.  H.,  February  24,  1841,  and  died  in  Rrattloboro,  Vt., 
October  10,  1896.  In  1845,  his  par- 
ents removed  to  Westminster,  Vt., 
where  he  attended  the  public  schools. 

In  1854,  ho  went  to  Brattleboro,  Vt., 
where  he  lcarne<l  the  printer’s  trade  and 
in  his  leisure  hours  made  a thorough 
study  of  electricity  and  telegraphy. 

In  18.')6,  he  went  to  Boston,  Mass., 
where  he  served  an  apprenticeship  in  a 
machine  shop;  and  during  a portion  of 
the  time  studied  in  an  evening  school; 
was  also  for  some  t ime  night  telegra]>h 
operator  at  the  Merchants’  Exchange 
in  Boston.  Hen^turaed  to  Brattleboro 
in  1860,  where  he  made  his  home  until 
his  death. 

In  1860,  he  entered  the  employ  of 
the  Estcy  Organ  (>>.,  us  machinest  and 
mechanical  engineer;  and  in  .\pril,  1866, 
he  became  a member  of  the  company, 
serx’ing  as  vice-president  for  thirty 
years.  He  was  especially  interested 
in  mechanical  and  scientihe  matters. 

He  possessed  one  of  the  finest  astronomical  oliservatories  in  the  East,  lie 
was  especially  distinguished  as  an  inventor,  taking  out  over  one  hundred 
patents.  He  was  a trustee  of  the  Brattleboro  Saving  Bank  and  the  Brattle- 
boro Free  Library. 

He  was  a Republican  in  politics.  He  served  as  State  senator  in  1880-82; 
as  lieutenant-governor  of  Vermont  in  1886-88,  and  governor  in  1892-94.  He 
took  great  interest  in  military  matters.  In  1874,  he  founded  and  equipped  * 
the  famous  Fuller  Battery  of  Light  Artillery  of  Brattleboro,  serving  as  its 
commander  until  1899.  He  was  especially  active  in  educational  matters.  He 
was  president  for  many  years,  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Vermont  .\cademy, 
Saxtons  River,  Vt.  Fuller  Hall  at  this  academy  was  one  of  the  numerous 
donations,  be  made  to  the  Institution.  He  took  great  interest  in  the  cause  of 
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educating  the  colored  people  of  the  South,  serving  as  a trustee  of  Shaw  Univer- 
sity for  several  years. 

He  was  a member  of  the  Baptist  church;  Columbian  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.; 
Beauseant  Commandery,  K.  T.;  the  1. 0.0.  F.;  and  the  Red  Men,  all  of  Brattle- 
boro.  He  was  also  a member  of  the  American  Society  of  Mechanical  Engi- 
neers; American  Society  of  Electrical  Engineers;  American  Society  for  the 
Advancement  of  Science;  the  Astronomical  Society  of  the  Pacific;  .\mcrican 
Society  of  Associated  Science;  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution  and  for  some 
time  president  of  the  Vermont  chapter.  He  was  an  associated  member  of  the 
Military  Service  Institution  of  the  United  States;  and  of  Sedgwick  Post  No.  8, 
G.  A.  R.  of  Brattleboro.  He  wrote  many  scientific  and  historical  articles  for 
magazines  and  society  publications.  The  University  of  Vermont  conferred 
upon  him  the  degree  of  A.  M.  in  1893;  and  Norwich  University  the  degree 
of  LL.  D.  in  1895.  He  collected  at  an  expense  of  over  ten  thousand  dollars, 
the  historic  tuning  forks  of  the  world. 

He  was  married.  May  8,  1865,  to  Abby  Emily  Estey,  sister  of  Julius  J. 
Estey,  “ N.  U.,’  ’ '64.  Mrs.  Fuller  resides  in  Brattleboro,  Vt. 

COL.  FRANK  LESTER  GREENE,  A.  M. 

Frank  L.  Greene,  son  of  Lester  Bruce  and  Mary  Elizabeth  (Hoailley) 
Greene,  was  born  in  St.  Albans,  Vt.,  February  10,  1870.  He  attended  the 
schools  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  and  St.  Albans,  until  the  age  of  thirteen,  when  he 
entered  the  employ  of  the  Central  Vermont  R.  R.,as  errand  boy  in  the  Auditing 
department.  He  continued  his  studies  in  his  leisure  hours,  also  Icamcrl 
stenography.  In  1884,  he  became  stenographer  in  the  office  of  the  general 
freight  department  of  the  same  road; and  in  1887,  was  promoted  chief  clerk  of 
this  department,  holding  the  position  until  1891.  During  1888-91,  he  employ- 
ed his  spare  time  as  correspondent  of  the  Boston  Globe  and  other  paix'rs.  On 
March  1,  1891,  he  entered  the  profession  of  journalism  as  reporter  on  the  St. 
Albans  Meesenger.  He  became  as.sistant  editor  of  the  pa|>cr,  January  1,  1892 
and  editor,  September  18, 1899. 

He  is  a Republican  in  politics  and  has  taken  an  active  piu-t  in  the  political 
compaigns  of  his  party;  but  has  never  been  a candidate  for  office.  He  was 
chainnan  of  the  Republican  town  committee  several  years  and  secretary  of 
the  Young  Men’s  Republican  Club  of  Vermont.  He  has  served  as  delegate  to 
several  county,  district  and  State  conventions  of  his  party,  llewiis  alter- 
nate-at-large to  the  Republican  National  Convention  in  1904,  and  delegate- 
at-large  in  1908.  He  was  appointed  by  Governor  Proctor  in  1906,  chair- 
man of  the  commission  to  examine  the  State  Normal  schools;  and  by 
Governor  Prouty  in  1908,  member  of  the  commission  to  propose  amendments 
to  the  State  Constitution. 

He  enlisted  in  Company  B.,  First  Regiment,  V.  N.  G.,  October  4,  1888,  and 
rose  from  private  to  captain.  On  the  breaking  out  of  the  Spanish-.American 
War,  he  raised  and  recruited  Company  B.,  First  Vermont  Infantry  and  was 
mustered  into  the  United  States  service  as  its  captain;  served  for  some  time 
as  adjutant-general.  Third  Brigade,  First  Division,  Third  Army  Corjw;  was 
mustered  out  of  sertdee,  November  5,  1898.  He  served  as  aide-de-camp,  with 
rank  of  colonel  on  the  staff  of  Governor  Edward  C.  Smith;  was  placed  on  the 
retired  list  of  the  Vermont  National  Guard,  with  rank  of  captain  in  1900. 
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He  is  a member  of  Franklin  Txxlge,  No.  4,  F.  and  A.  M.;  Champlain 
Chapter,  No.  1,  R.  A.  M.,  Lafayette,  Commandery,  No.3,K.T.,  of  St.  Albans; 
B.  P.  O.  Elks;  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution;  Sons  of  Veterans;  United 
Spanish  War  Veterans;  Military  Order  of  Foreign  Wars;  Patrons  of  Husbandry; 
Owl  Club  of  St.  Albans;  Vermont  Press  .Association;  Vermont  State  Historical 
Society.  In  1908,  the  Univeisity  conferred  upon  him  the  honorary  degree  of 
A.M. 

He  was  married  in  St.  Albans,  Vt.,  February  20,  1895,  to  Jessie  Emma 
Richardson,  a native  of  Newponst,  Mass.  Three  children  have  been  bom  to 
them;  Richard  Lester,  born  March  27,  1896;  Dorothy,  bom  November  18, 
1897;  Stuart,  bom  December  2, 1901. 

HON.  JOSIAH  GROUT,  LL.  D. 

Josiah  Grout,  son  of  Josiah  and  Sophronia  (Ayer)  Grout,  was  'born  in 
Compton,  Canada,  May  28,  1841.  In  1850,  his  parents  removed  to  Kirby, 

Vt.,  where  he  attended  the  public 
schools.  He  also  attended  the  Or- 
leans Liberal  Institute,  Glover,  Vt., 
and  the  St.  Johnsbury,  (Vt.)  Acad- 
emy. In  1898,  the  University  of 
Vermont  conferred  upon  him  the  de- 
gree of  LL.  D.;  and  in  1899,  the 
Norwich  I’niversity  honored  him  with 
the  same  degree.  He  enlisted  in  Com- 
pany I,  First  Vermont  Cavalry,  Octo- 
l)cr  2,  1861;  was  promoted  2d  lieu- 
tenant, October  21,  1861;  1st  lieuten- 
ant, April  25,  1862;  captain,  April  1, 
1863.  He  was  severely  wounded 
April  1,  1863;  and  on  October  1st  of 
the  same  year,  he  was  discharged  for 
disability.  He  was  commissioned 
captain.  Company  M,  26th  New 
York  Cavalry  (Frontier  Cavalry), 
January  1,  1865;  was  promoted 

major,  March  22,  1865;  was  muster- 
Hon.  Jewish  Grout.  gj  Qut  of  service,  June  27,1865. 

He  studied  law  with  his  brother.  General  W.  W.  Grout,  (q.  v.)  in  Barton, 
Vt.,  and  was  admitted  to  the  bur  in  December,  1865.  He  practiced  his  profes- 
sion in  Newport,  Vt.,  1871-74;  Chicago,  111.,  1874-77.  He  engaged  in  business 
in  Moline,  111.,  1877-80.  In  1880,  he  returned  to  Vermont,  where  he  has  made 
his  home  to  date,  residing  in  Newport,  and  Derby.  He  has  exteiisively  en- 
gaged in  agricultural  and  business  pursuits  from  1880  to  date.  His  farm, 
“Clydeside”  is  one  of  the  best  in  the  State.  He  was  one  of  the  first  in  Ver- 
mont to  promote  the  “good  roads”  improvement,  believing  that  well  con- 
structed highways  will  prove  one  of  the  best  agents  in  developing  the  “New 
and  Greater  Vermont.” 
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He  has  always  been  a Republican  in  politics.  He  was  in  the  U.  S.  Custom 
Service  at  Island  Pond,  Vt.,  1866-69;  St.  Albans,  Vt.,  1869-71;  Newport,  Vt., 
1871-74;  was  supervisor  of  Rock  Island  county.  111.,  1878-80.  He  represented 
Newport,  Vt.,  in  the  House  of  Representatives  in  1872  and  in  1874,  and  Derby, 
Vt.,  in  1884,  1886,  1888,  and  1904,  serving  as  speaker  of  the  House  in  1874, 
1886,  and  1888;  was  State  senator  in  1892;  was  governor  of  Vermont,  1896-98. 

He  is  a member  of  the  Masonic  Lodge;  was  president  of  the  Republican 
Club  of  Derby,  1892-94;  was  vice-president  of  the  Vermont  League  of  Repub- 
lican Clubs,  1892-94,  and  its  president,  1894-96.  He  has  served  for  many 
years  on  the  board  of  trustee  of  Derby  Academy. 

He  was  married,  October  16,  1868,  to  Harriet  Hinman  of  Derby,  Vt. 
One  child:  Aaron  Hinman,  bom  January  18,  1879,  University  of  Vermont 
'01,  resides  in  Derby,  Vt. 


HON.  WILLUM  WALLACE  GROUT,  LL.D. 


William  W.  Grout,  son  of  Josiah  and  Sophronia  (Ayer)  Grout,  was  bora 
in  Compton,  Canada,  May  24, 1836,  and  died  on  the  Grout  farm  in  Kirby,  Vt., 
October  7,  1902.  In  1850,  his  parents  removed  to  Kirby,  Vt.  He  attended 
the  Orleans  Liberal  Institute,  St. 

Johnsbury,  Vt.,  and  graduated  from 
the  Poughkeepsie  (N.Y.)  Law  School. 

He  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  Dec- 
ember 1857,  and  in  the  same  year, 
located  in  Barton,  Vt.,  where  he  prac- 
ticed his  profession  until  1880  and 
where  he  made  his  home  until  his 
death. 

On  the  organization  of  the  15th 
Vermont  Infantry  in  1862,  he  was 
elected  capt^  of  the  company,  re- 
cruited in  Barton,  Vt.,  and  on  Sep- 
tember 26,  1862,  was  commissioned 
lieutenant-colonel  of  the  regiment. 

The  regiment  was  assigned  to  the 
famous  “Vermont  Brigade"  com- 
manded by  General  Stannard.  Col- 
onel Grout  served  with  his  regiment 
in  the  first  two  days’  fight  at  the  bat- 
tle of  Gettysburg.  He  later  served 
at  Funkstown  and  Hagerstown  and 
was  mustered  out  of  service  with  his 
regiment,  August  5, 1863.  In  the  faU 

of  1864,  he  was  placed  by  the  order  of  the  governor  of  Vermont  in  com- 
mand of  the  provisional  forces,  serving  on  the  northern  border  of  Vermont, 
during  the  St.  Albans  raid  excitement  (q.  v.).  In  1865,  he  was  commissioned 
brigadier-general  and  given  command  of  one  of  the  throe  brigades  organ- 
ised by  the  State  Legislature  and  served  until  1869. 

He  was  a Republican  in  politics;  served  as  state’s  attorney  of  Orleans 
county  in  1865  and  1866;  represented  Barton  in  the  House  of  Representatives 
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in  186i),  1869,  1870,  and  1874;  was  State  senator  in  1876  and  served  as  presi- 
dent pro  tempore  of  that  body.  In  1878,  he  was  a candidate  for  Congress,  but 
was  defeated.  In  1880,  he  was  elected  to  the  Forty-eeventh  Congress  from  the 
third  district  and  served  until  1882,  when  according  to  the  tenth  census,  Ver- 
mont lust  one  member  and  the  third  district  was  absorbed  by  the  first  and 
second  districts.  He  was  a candidate  for  re-election  from  the  second  district 
but  was  defeated  by  Judge  Poland.  In  1884,  be  was  again  elected  to  Congress 
and  served  until  his  death.  He  owned  the  old  homestead  in  Kirby,  Vt.,  where 
his  grandfather  settled  in  1799.  He  was  a member  of  the  Masonic  Lodge.  In 
1897,  the  University  conferred  upon  him  the  honorary  degree  of  LL.  D. 

General  Grout's  eighteen  years’  service  in  the  House  of  Representatives 
at  Washington  exceeded  the  term  of  service  of  any  other  member  of  that 
body  from  Vermont.  His  seiwice  in  that  body  commanded  the  highest  re- 
spect. His  8|)cechc8  were  able  and  his  influence  in  shaping  legislation  good. 
He  felt  a deep  interest  in  the  welfare  of  his  State  and  was  most  attentive  to  her 
concerns  in  whatever  form  they  appeared  to  him. 

He  was  married  in  1800  to  Ixrraine  M.  Smith  of  Glover,  Vt.,  who  died 
in  1809.  Three  children  were  bom  to  them,  all  dying  in  infancy. 

HO.N'.  FREDERICK  HOLBROOK,  LL.  D. 

Frederick  Holbrook,  son  of  John  and  Sarah  (Knowlton)  Holbrook,  and 
brother  of  John  C.  Holbrook,  “N.  U.”  ’24,  was  bom  in  East  Windsor,  Conn., 
Febmary  15, 1813,  and  died  in  Brattleboro,  Vt.,  April  28,  1909.  He  was  the 
last  of  the  War  Governors,  and  although  aged,  he  was  in  usually  good  health 
until  March  7th.  Since  that  date,  his  vitality  had  been  somewhat  weakened. 
In  January  he  was  able  to  attend  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Vermont  Savings 
Bank,  presiding  over  its  deliberation  as  had  been  his  custom  for  nearly  forty 
years. 

He  attended  the  Berkshire  Gymnasium,  Pittsfield,  Mass.,  for  two  years; 
and  later  travelled  extensively  in  Europe.  In  1833,  he  returned  to  Brattleboro, 
Vt.,  where  his  parent.s  had  removed  from  Connecticut. 

He  engaged  extensively  in  agriculture  in  Brattleboro  for  many  years.  He 
was  a member  of  the  joint  committee  appointed  by  the  legislature  of  Vermont 
in  1849  to  enquire  into  the  expediency  of  recommending  the  establishment  of 
a X ational  Bureati  of  .\griculture,  and  drew  up  a memorial  to  the  President  and 
Congress,  stating  in  detail  the  reason  for  establishing  such  a bureau.  Those 
who  rend  that  memorial  to-day  will  find  it  contains  substantially  all  the  work 
which  the  Government  has  since  undertaken  in  that  direction.  From  the 
organization  of  the  Vermont  State  Society  in  1850,  until  the  time  of  his  election 
as  governor,  he  was  president  of  the  Society.  He  WTOte  extensively  for  some 
ye.ars,  for  the  agricultural  papers  of  the  country. 

He  was  at  first  a Whig  in  politics  and  on  the  formation  of  the  Republican 
party  join(;d  its  ranks;  served  as  a member  of  the  first  State  convention  of  the 
party  held  in  Vermont;  wa.s  registrar  of  probate  of  the  Marlboro  district  for 
many  years;  was  State  senator,  1849-50;  governor  of  Vermont  in  1861-63,  per- 
forming distinguished  services  for  the  State  during  the  dark  days  of  the  CSvil 
War.  One  of  his  most  valuable  services  was  the  securing  in  1862,  the  location 
of  the  United  States  Military  Hospital  at  Brattleboro  on  what  is  now  the  Val- 
ley Fair  Grounds.  Here  many  of  the  Vermont  regiments  encamped  pre- 
paratory to  their  departure  South. 
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In  1899  the  University  in  recognition  of  his  distinguished  services  for  the 
state  of  Vermont,  conferred  upon  him  the  degree  of  LL.  D. 

He  was  married  January  13,  1835,  to  Harriet  Goodhue  of  Brattleboro, 
who  died  September  21,  1887.  Throe  children  were  bom  to  them:  Franklin 
Fessenden,  bom  March  1,  1837;  William  Cune,  bom  July  14,  1842,  colonel, 
7th  Vermont  Volunteers,  died  in  New  York  city,  March  27,  1904;  John 
Calvin,  bom  July  7,  1852,  died  October  7,  1901. 

REV.  WILLIAM  CYPRIAN  HOPKINS,  A.  M.,  D.D. 

William  C.  Hopkins,  son  of  Rev.  John  Henry  Hopkins,  D.  D.,  the  first 
Episcopal  bishop  of  Vermont,  was  born  in  Burlington,  Vt.,  .April  28,  1834. 
He  graduated  A.  B.  from  the  University  of  Vermont  in  1855  and  in  1875  re- 
ceived the  degree  of  A.  M.  in  course.  In  1891,  Norwich  University  conferred 
upon  him  the  degree  of  D.  D. 

He  studied  for  the  Episcopal  ministry'  and  was  ordained  a deacon  in  1856 
and  priest  in  1857.  He  was  rector  of  the  following  churches;  Northfield,  Vt., 
1858-61;  New  Orleans,  La.,  1864-65;  Christ  church,  St.  Joseph,  Mo.,  1865-66; 
Hatmibal,  Mo.,  1866-70;  Trinity  church,  Aurora,  III.,  1870-78;  Emmanuel 
Mission,  Champaign,  III.,  1878-82;  Grace  church,  Tole<lo,  Ohio,  1882-94; 
Adams  St.,  Mission,  Toledo,  Ohio,  1894-97;  St.  Paul’s  church,  Toledo,  1897  to 
date. 

He  was  commissioned  chaplain  of  the  7th  Vermont  Infantry,  September 
25,  1862,  and  was  honorably  discharged,  October  19,  1865.  During  his  resi- 
dence in  Northfield,  he  served  as  superintendent  of  schools. 

He  was  twice  married;  first,  June  8,  1858,  to  Cornelic  C.  Stevens,  of  Bur- 
lington, V’t.  He  was  married  the  second  time  to  Julia,  daughter  of  Judge 
Gilson  of  Aurora,  111. 

WILLIAM  NELSON  JONES,  A.  M. 

William  N.  Jones,  son  of  Frederick  Knapp  and  Mary  (Rowland)  Jones, 
was  born  in  Rome,  N.  Y.,  January  12,  1866.  He  graduated  from  the  Rome 
Free  Academy  in  1882;  and  entered  Hamilton  College  that  fall,  but  did  not 
graduate,  leaving  college  to  engage  in  business  with  his  father.  He  was  in 
the  employ  of  the  Florida  Railway  and  Navigation  Company  at  Jacksonville, 
Fla.,  in  the  Roadway  and  Transpxirtation  department,  1886-89;  was  chief 
clerk  to  the  general  superintendent  of  the  Plant  System,  1889-95;  was  private 
secretary  to  Gen.  Horace  Porter,  vice-president  of  the  Pullman-Palacc  Car 
Company,  and  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  St.  Louis  and  San 
Francisco  Railroad  with  headquarters  in  New  York  city,  1895-97 ; wa.s  private 
secretary  to  Gen.  G.  M.  Dodge,  ’51  in  New  York  city,  1897-1909;  clerk,  claims 
department  of  the  Colorado  & Southern  R.  R.,  Denver,  Colo.,  1909  to  date. 

He  was  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  New  York  Alumni  ^Association  of 
“N.  U.”,  1902-08.  In  1904,  the  University  conferred  upon  him  the  honorary 
degree  of  A.  M.  He  was  an  honorary  member  of  the  211  Fraternity  of  "N. 
U.”;  and  a member  of  the  Sons  of  the  .American  Revolution. 

He  was  married,  November  12,  1889,  to  Clara  Belle  Breeze  of  Rome,  N.  A'. 
Two  children  have  been  born  to  them:  William  Nelson,  Jr.,  and  Mary  Louise. 
His  address  is  Denver,  Colo. 
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REV.  GEORGE  CLEMENT  KING,  D.  D. 


George  C.  King,  son  of  George  and  Margaret  (Taylor)  King,  was  bom 
near  Aberdeen,  Scotland,  April  18,  1855,  where  his  boyhood  days  were  spent 

and  early  education  gained.  From 
1876  to  1883,  he  made  an  extended 
tour  in  Europe  and  Russian  Asia. 
He,was  a*student  at  the  University 
of  Edinburgh  in  1883.  He  then 
travelled  for  some  time  in  this  coun- 
try. He  was  a student  at  the  Refor- 
med Episcopal  Seminary,  Philadel- 
phia, Pa.,  1889-90  and  the  general 
Theological  Seminary  of  the  Epis- 
■■opal  church  in  New  York  city,  1890- 
92.  He  was  ordained  priest  by  Bish- 
op H.  C.  Potter  on  May  24,  1891. 
In  1892,  he  went  to  the  Pacific  coast 
doing  extensive  missionary  work  in 
British  Columbia.  In  1900,  he  loca- 
ted in  Seattle,  Washington,  where  he 
has  made  his  home  to  date.  From 
1900  to  1907,  he  was  parochial  and 
diocesan  missionary;  from  1907  to 
1909,  chaplain  to  the  missions  to  sea- 
men; and  sincc,1909,he  has  been  gen- 
Rtv.

HON.  JOHN  GRIFFITH  McCULLOUGH,  A.  M.,  LL.  D. 

John  G.  McCullough,  eon  of  Alexander  and  Rebecca  (Griffith)  McCul- 
lough waa  bom  at  Welah  Tract,  near  Newark,  Delaware,  September  16,  1835. 
His  parents  dying  before  he  was  eight  years  of  age,  he  waa  forced  to  make  his 
own  way  in  the  world.  He  prepared  for  college  at  the  Newark  Academy  and 
graduated  A.  B.  from  Delaware  College  in  1855,  taking  the  highest  honors  of  his 
class.  He  then  studied  law*‘in  Philadelphia  in  the  office  of  St.  George  Tucker 

Compbell  and  at  the  same  time  attend- 
ed the  University  of  Pennsylvania  Law 
School,  from  which  ho  graduated  LL.  B. 
in  1858,  and  in  the  same  year  was  ad- 
mitted to  the  bar  of  the  Supreme  Court 
of  Pennsylvania. 

OK’ing  to  close  application  to 
study  which  has  undermined  his 
, health,  he  was  forced  to  make  a radical 
I change  of  climate.  In  1859,  he  went  to 
ICalifomia  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar 
J«f  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State.  He 
Tocated  at  Mariposa,  where  he  immed- 
I lately  achieveel  success  in  his  profession. 
He  was  an  active  Union  man  and  dur- 
ing the  exciting  time  of  the  Civil  War 
took  a decided  stand  for  the  Union. 
He  was  elected  to  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  in  1861;  to  the  Senate 
in  1862;  and  to  the  Attorney-General- 
ship in  1863.  He  removed  to  Sacre- 
mento  and  administered  this  office  for 
Hon.  John  OrifflUi  McCullough.  four  years  with  great  ability.  In  1867, 
he  removed  to  San  Francisco  and  practiced  his  profession  until  the  spring  of 
1873,  when  he  removed  to  Vermont,  locating  at  North  Bennington.  Since 
coming  to  Vermont,  he  has  been  engaged  extensively  in  railroading  and  banking. 

He  took  an  active  part  in  the  reorganixation  of  the  Erie  Railroad  after  the 
depressions  of  1884  and  1893.  He  has  been  and  is  an  official  and  director  of 
many  corporations;  president  of  the  Panama  R.  R.,  1883-88;  Bennington  & 
Rutland  R.  R.,  1883-1900;  Chicago  & Eric  R.  R.,  1890-94;  First  National  Bank 
of  North  Bennington,  Vt.,  from  1883  to  date.  He  was  vice-president  of  the 
Benningtgon  A Rutl^d  R.  R.  from  1877  to  1883;  and  the  Panama  R.  R. 
1874-1883.  He  has  served  asdirectorof  the  Eric  R.  R.  since  1884;  the  Atchison, 
Topeka  & Santa  Fe  System,  1900  to  date;  Bank  of  New  York,  1900  to  date; 
Standard  Trust  Co.  of  New  York,  1909;  National  Life  Insurance  Co.  of  Ver- 
mont from  1900  to  date;  Bennington  Battle  Monument  Association  from  1883 
to  date;  Hudson  A Manhattan  R.  R.of  New  York  from  1907  to  date;  Fidelity  A 
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Casualty  Co.  from  1888  to  date;  Pere  Marquette  U.R.  Co.  from  1908  to  date. 
Central  Vermont  R.  R.,  in  1873,  and  from  1898  to  date;  New  York  Security  & 
Trust  Co.,  1889-1903.  He  is  a Trustee  of  the  Vermont  Soldiers’  Home,  Ben- 
nington, Vt.,  and  is  president  of  the  Mt.  Anthony  Country  Club. 

He  has  taken  an  active  part  in  the  polities  of  Vermont;  represented  the 
State  in  the  National  Republican  Conventions  of  1880,  1888  and  1900,  being 
chairman  of  the  delegation  in  the  latter  year;  was  State  senator  from  Benning- 
ton county,  1898-1900;  and  was  president  pro-Umpnre  of  the  Senate.  He  was 
electe<i  governor  of  Vermont  in  1902  and  served  for  two  years,  filling  the 
position  with  ability.

HON.  JOHN  ABNER  MEAD,  A.  M.,  M.  D.,  LL.  D. 

John  A.  Mead,  son  of  Roswell  Rowley  and  Lydia  .\nn  (Gorham)  Mead 
was  bom  in  Fair  Haven,  Vt.,  April  20,  1841.  He  attended  the  schoob  of 
West  Rutland,  Vt.,  and  finishe<l  his  preparation  for  college  at  the  Franklin 
Academy,  Malone,  N.  Y.  He  enter- 
ed Middlebury  College  in  I.StiO,  and 
graduated  .\.B.  in  1864;wii.s  a meml>er 
of  the  J K E Fraternity;  reeeiveil  the 
degree  of  A.  M.  in  1866  and  LL.  U. 
in  1911.  He  has  servetl  a.«  a member 
of  the  board  of  trustees  of  .Middlebury 
(k>llcge  since  1893.  In  1911,  Norwich 
University  conferred  upon  him  the 
degree  of  LL.  D.  He  gradiiati‘<l 
M.  D.  from  the  Medical  dep.artmeni 
of  the  Columbia  University,  New 
York  city,  in  1868;  was  assistant  sur- 
g(H>n  at  the  Flatbush  Hospital,  llrtsik- 
lyn,  N.  Y.,  in  1809  to  1870,  lie  lo- 
cated in  Rutland,  Vt.,  in  December, 

1870,  where  he  has  tiia<le  his  home  to 
date,  and  where  he  practicisl  his  pro- 
fession until  1885. 

He  was  elcctcil  treasurer  of  the 
Rutland  R.  R.  Co.,  in  1.880  timi  .served 
until  1886.  He  was  trea-urer  of  the 
■Addison  R.  R.  Co.,  from  18.80  to  1886;  >*“'*■ 

president  of  the  John  A.  Mead  Manufacturing  Co.,  from  1881  to  1890,  when 
he  disposed  of  all  his  holdings.  He  was  elected  president  of  the  Howe  Scale 
Co.,  of  Rutland,  Vt.,  in  1.889  and  has  continued  as  president  and  general  mana- 
ger to  this  date.  He  was  elected  president  of  the  Baxter  National  Bank  of 
Rutland,  Vt.,  in  1904  and  still  continues  as  such. 
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He  enlisted  as  a private  in  Company  K,  12thVermont  Infantry,  October

PROF.  WILLIS  LUTHER  MOORE,  D.  Sc.,  LL.  D. 


Willis  L.  Moore,  son  of  Luther  G.  and  Lucy  E.  (Babcock)  Moore,  was 
bom  in  .Scranton,  Pa.,  January  18,  1866.  In  1860,  his  parents  moved  to 

Binghamton,  N.  Y.,  where  he  attended 
the  public  schools.  When  but  a child 
of  eight  yeiu^,  he  joined  his  father,  who 
was  serving  in  Grant’s  army  at  City 
Point  and  sold  papers  to  the  troop  in 
the  field ; was  a compositor  and  re|X>rt- 
er  for  the  Binghamton,  N.  Y.  Repub- 
lican during  1873-74;  reporter  for  the 
Burlington,  (Iowa)  Uawkeye  in  1875. 

In  1876,  he  joined  the  United 
Signal  Service,  now  the  United 
Weather  Bureau  Service,  where 
by  careful  study  of  the  Natural  Sciences 
under  the  scientific  staff  of  the  Service 
and  by  application  to  this  work,  rose 
through  the  successive  grades  until  he 
was  appointed,  in  1894,  a professor  of 
Mcliorology,  as  a result  of  an  open 
comiictitive  examination;  was  assigned 
to  take  charge  of  the  Chicago  station.

In  1881, 
Norwich  University  conferred  upon  him  the  degree  of  A.  M.

HONORABLE  EBENEZER  JOLLS  ORMSBEE,  A.  M.,  LL.  D. 


Ebenezer  J.  Ormsbee,  son  of  John  Mason  and  Polly  (Willson)  Ormsbee 
was  bom  in  Shorebam,  Vt.,  June  8,  1834.  He  attended  the  schools  of  his 
town  and  the  academies  at  Brandon 
and  South  Woodstock,  Vt.  In  1857, 
be  bc^  an  the  study  of  law  in  the  office 
of  Briggs  and  Nicholson  at  Brandon 
and  was  admitted  to  the  Rutland 
county  bar  in  March,  1861 . 

In  April,  1861,  he  enli.-<tcd  in  the 
"Allen  Grays,”  the  militia  company 
of  Brandon  which  was  mu.'<tere<l  into 
the  U.S.  Service  as  Company  G,  1st 
Vermont  Infantry;  was  commissioned 
its  second  lieutenant,  April  25,  18t>l, 
and  serv'ed  with  his  company  during 
its  term  of  enlistment,  being  musteriai 
out  of  service,  August  15,  1861.  He 
enlisted  in  Clompany  G,  12th  Vermont 
Infantry,  and  was  commiasioned  its 
captain,  September  22,  1862.  He 
served  with  his  regiment  in  the  fa- 
mous Second  Vermont  Brigade  under 
General  Stannard;  and  he  wsis  w ith 
his  company  constantly,  until  he  was 
mustered  out  of  service  with  his 
regiment,  July  14, 1863. 

In  the  spring  of  1884,  he  formed  a partnership  with  Anson  A.  Nicholson 
in  the  practice  of  law,  which  be  continued  until  1868,  when  he  became  a 'part- 
ner of  Hon.  Ebenezer  N.  Briggs,  and  later  with  his  son  Hon.  George  Briggs. 

He  is  a Republican  in  politics;  was  assistant  U.  S.  Internal  revenue  assessor 
during  1868-72;  state’s  attorney  for  Rutland  county,  1870-74;  represented 
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Brandon  in  the  Houee  of  Representatives  in  1872  and  was  State  senator  from 
Rutland  county  in  1878;  served  as  trustee  of  the  Vermont  Reform  School, 
during  1880-84;  was  lieutenant  governor  of  the  State  in  1884-80  and  governor 
in  1886-88.

He  has 
served  as  president  of  the  Brandon  National  Bank  many  years,  and  is  now  its 
president.

Carroll  S.  Page,  son  of  Russell  Smith  and  Martha  Malvina  (Smalley) 
Page,  was  bom  in  Westfield,  Vermont,  January  10,  1843.  He  received  an 

academic  education  at  the  Lamoille 
Central  Academy,  Hyde  Park,  the 
Peoples  Academy,  Morrisville  and  the 
Lamoille  County  Grammar  School, 
Johnson;  received  the  degree  of  LL.  D. 
from  Norwich  University  in  1894. 

In  1846,  his  parents  moved  to 
Hyde  Park,  Vt.  On  reaching  his  ma- 
jority in  1864,  he  engaged  in  trade,  his 
chief  business  being  green  calf  skins,  in 
I which  line  he  has  since  continued.  He 
I is  president  of  the  Lamoille  County

MAJ.-GEN.  THEODORE  SAFFORD  PECK,  A.  M. 

Theodore  S.  Peck,  son  of  Theodore  .\ugustus  and  Delia  Horton  (Safford) 
Peck,  was  bom  in  Burlington,  Vt.,  March  22,  1843.  He  prepared  for  college 
in  the  schools  of  his  city,  with  the  intention  of  entering  the  University  of  Ver- 
mont, but  the  Civil  War  breaking 
out,  he  gave  his  services  to  his  coun- 
tr>’.  He  enlisted  in  the  First  Ver- 
mont Cavalry,  September  1,  1861; 
mustered  into  the  United  States  s»-r- 
vice  as  private.  Company  F,  same  regi- 
ment, November  1,  1861;  was  pro- 
moted regimental  quartermaster-ser- 
geant, 9th  Vermont  Infantry,  June 
25,  1862  ; 2d  lieutenant  Company  C, 
same  regiment,  January  7,  1863;  1st 
lieutenant.  Company  H,  June  10, 

1864;  was  acting  regimental  quarter- 
master and  adjutant;  assistant  ad- 
jutant general,  aide-de-camp  and 
brigade  quartermaster,  ,Sec<ind  Bri- 
gade. .Scconil  Division,  18th  Army 
Corps;  promotnl  captain  and  a.ssist- 
ant  quartermaster  U.  S.  Volunteers, 

March  11, 1865;  was  assigned  to  First 
Brigade,  Third  Division,  24th  .Army 
Corps;  served  with  distinction  in 
the  various  battles  with  his  company, 
regiment  and  brigade  in  the  armies  of  the  Potomac  and  James,  except  when  a 
prisoner  of  war  and  on  parol ; was  wounded  September  29,  186’!,  at  the  battle 
of  Fort  Harrison,  Va.;  was  on  special  duty  commanding  a battalion  of  the 
9th  Vermont  Infantry  in  New  York  dty,  November  1,  1864,  just  prior  to 
the  election  of  President  Lincoln;  received  Medal  of  Honor  from  Congress  for 
distinguishes!  gallantry  in  action  at  Newport  Barracks,  N.  C.,  February  2, 
1864;  was  mastered  out  of  the  service  June  23,  1865.  At  the  close  of  the  war 
he  was  offered  several  commissions  in  the  regular  army,  but  declined  them. 

On  his  return  from  the  war,  he  took  an  active  interest  in  the  military  affairs 
of  the  State;  was  ap|)ointed  colonel  and  chief  of  staff  by  Governor  J.  W.  Stew- 
art; major  and  assistant  ailjutant  general.  First  Brigade,  Vermont  National 
Guard,  July,  1866;  1st  lieutenant  Light  Battery,  Vermont  National  Guard 
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May  10,  1866;  was  promoted  captain,  February  16,  1869;  lieutenant-colonel, 
First  Vermont  Regiment,  Vermont  National  Guard,  September,  1869;  pro- 
moted colonel,  September  19,  1870.  Upon  the  consolidation  of  the  Vermont 
Brigade  to  one  regiment  April  14,  1873,  he  was  elected  colonel  and  served  until 

1881,  when  he  was  appointed  adjutant-general  of  Vermont  with  rank  of  briga- 
dier-general and  served  until  October,  1901,  when  ho  was  placed  upon  the  re- 
tired list.  He  was  promoted  major-general  by  brevet  by  joint  action  of  the 
State  Legislature  in  1894  " for  faithful  and  meritorious  services.’  ’ 

While  adjutant  general  of  the  State,  he  took  an  active  part  in  equipping 
the  First  Vermont  Infantry,  for  the  Spanish-American  War,  May  4-7,  1898, 
which  was  mustered  into  the  United  States  Service,  May  16, 1898  and  went  to 
Chickamauga,  Ga.;  was  mustered  out  of  the  United  States  Service,  Novem- 
ber 7, 1898. 

He  is  a member  of  the  G.  A.  R;  was  assistant  adjutant-general,  G.  A.  R., 
Department  of  Vermont,  1869-73;  senior  vice-commander  of  same  in  1872; 
department  commander  in  1876-77.  He  is  a charter  member  of  the  Vermont 
Commandcry,  Military  Order  of  the  Ixjyal  Legion  of  the  United  States,  and

He  is  a Mason  and  a member  of  other  leading  fraternal  orders. 

He  has  made  his  home  in  Burlington  since  the  Civil  War  and  docs  an 
extensive  general  insurance  business.  He  is  a warm  friend  of  the  University 
and  has  done  much  to  advance  her  military  standing;  is  a contributor  to  her 
library.  In  1896,  the  University  conferred  upon  him  the  degree  of  A.  M.  in 
recognition  of  his  distinguished  services  to  the  State  and  Nation. 

He  was  married  in  New  York  city,  October  29,  1879,  to  .\gncs  Loui.sa 
Leslie  of  Toronto,  Canada,  a descendant  of  the  cclebrate<l  Scottish  Clan  Ixslie. 
They  have  one  child:  Theodora  .\gncs,  bom  in  Burlington,  Vt.,  October  2.5, 

1882.  She  is  the  author  of  Henler  of  the  OranU  and  The  Sword  oj  Dundee,  which 
rank  among  the  best  books  of  the  present  day. 


LIEUTENANT  FREDERICK  BACON  PHILBROOK,  A.  M. 

Frederick  B.  Philbrook,  son  of  Charles  Calhoun  and  Elvira  Louise  (Bacon) 
Philbrook  was  born  in  Charlestown,  Mass.,  Decc  ober  24,  1871,  and  died  there, 
September  6,  1907.  He  prepared  for  college  at  the  Boston  Intin  School,  but 
determining  upon  a business  career,  he  entered  the  office  of  the  Northern  R.  R. 
Company,  of  New  Hampshire  and  held  for  some  years  a res|Mjnsible  position 
in  the  office  of  the  treasurer  of  the  road,  and  later  a similar  i>osition  in  the  offi- 
ces of  the  Boston  and  .Albany  R.  R.  at  Boston.  In  1898,  he  because  an  official 
of  the  Boston  Gas  Light  Company,  and  retained  the  position  until  1905,  when 
ill  health  compelled  him  to  resign. 

He  was  associated  editor  of  the  American  flistorical  Reyister  from  1894 
to  1895  and  editor,  189,5-1898.  He  compiled  the  genealogical  record  of  the 
original  members  of  the  New  Hampshire  Society  of  the  Cincinnati;  published  a 
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sketch  of  the  Cincinnati  Memorial  Hall  and  Military  museum  and  also  prepared 
a history  of  the  New  Hampshire  Society  of  the  Cincinnati  from  its  foundation 
in  1783. 

He  was  greatly  interested  in  the  New  Hampshire  Society  of  the  Cincinnati, 
being  its  secretary  from  1897  to  1907  and  its  treasurer  in  1894-96.  He  estab- 
lished the  Cincinnati  Memorial  Hall 
in  the  Governor  Gilman  mansion  at 
Exeter,  N.  H.  He  was  a member 
of  the  New  Hampshire  and  Maine 
historical  societies;  the  Maine  Gene- 
alogical Society,  and  the  Bunker  Hill 
Monument  Association.  In  recog- 
nition of  his  ability  as  a historian, 
Norwich  University  conferred  upon 
him  the  degree  of  A.  M.  in  1905. 

He  was  prominent  in  military 
affairs.  He  served  four  years  in  the 
First  corps  of  cadets  of  Boston;  also 
the  Massachusetts  Naval  Reserves; 
was  a member  of  the  Ancient  and 
Honorable  Artillery  Company.  Dur- 
ing the  Spanish-American  War,  he 
was  a lieutenant  in  the  pay  corps  of 
the  Navy,  serving  on  the  U.  S.  S. 
Prairie  in  the  Cuban  and  Porto-Rican 
blockade.  He  was  given  a medal  by 
Congress,  April  29,  1907  in  recogni- 
Lieut.  Frederick  Bacoo  Pbllbrook.  tion  of  his  services  at  Maricl,  Cuba. 

He  was  a general  registrar  of  the  Naval  Order  of  the  U.  S.  of  which  he  was 
the  founder;  vice-president  general  of  the  Society  of  the  war  of  1812;  a founder 
and  registrar  general  of  the  Military  Colonial  Order  of  the  French  Alliance; 
lieutenant  governor  of  the  N.  H.  Society  of  Wars;  the  Carribean  Society  of 
New  York;  the  Massachusetts  Society;  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution. 

He  was  a member  of  the  Unitarian  church  of  Bedford,  and  was  for  some 
years  superintendent  of  its  Sabbath  School;  member  of  the  Revere  Lodge, 
F.  and  A.  M. 

He  was  married  at  Exeter,  N.  H.,  July  12,  1906,  to  Estelle  Lucrece  Rasa  of 
Montreal  who  survives  him  and  resides  in  Charlestown,  Mass. 

HON.  SAMUEL  EVERETT  PINGREE,  A.  M.,  LL.  D. 

Samuel  E.  Pingrcc,  son  of  Stephen  and  Judith  (True)  Pingree,  was  bom 
in  Salisbury,  N.  H.,  August  2,  1832.  He  prepared  for  college  at  the  academies 
in  .Andover,  N.  H.,  and  Meindoes  Falls,  Vt.,  and  graduated  A.  B.  from  Dart- 
mouth College  in  1857.  In  1867,  his  Alma  Mater  conferred  upon  him  the  degree 
of  A.  M.;  and  in  1898,  Norwich  University  conferred  upon  him  the  degree 
of  LL.  D.  He  studied  law  nrith  his  cousin,  Hon.  A.P.  Hunton  (q.  v.),  in  Bethel, 
Vt.,  and  was  admitted  to  the  Windsor  county  bar  in  December,  1859.  He  soon 
opened  an  office  in  Hartford,  Vt.,  where  he  has  practiced  his  profession  to  date. 
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On  the  breaking  out  of  the  Civil  War,  he  offered  bis  services  to  the  State. 
He  assisted  in  raising  Company  F,  3d  Vermont  Infantry  and  was  commissioned 
its  1st  lieutenant,  May  24, 1861.  He 
was  promoted  captain,  August  13, 1861 ; 
major,  September  27,  1862  and  lieu- 
tenant-colonel,  January  15,  1863;  was 
mustered  out  of  service,  July  27, 1864 

He  performed  conspicuous  duty  in 
the  battle  of  Lee’s  Mills,  Va.,  on  April 
16,  1862,  where  he  lost  a thumb  and 
was  also  wounded  in  the  hip.  He  also 
took  part  in  the  battles  of  South  Moun- 
tfun,  Antietam,  Funkstown,  Fredericks- 
burg, December  12-14,  1862;  second 
battle  of  Fredericksburg,  St.  Marj  's 
Heights;  Salem  Church  and  Banks 
Ford;  Gettysburg,  the  Wilderness,  Va., 

May  5 and  6,  1864;  Spottsylvania 
Court  House,  May  9-12,  1864;  North 
Anna  River;  Cold  Harbor,  June  1-3, 

1864;  Petersburg  and  Weldon  R.  R.; 

Lewinsville;  Rappahannock  Station; 

South  Mountain  and  Fort  Steven.s. 

During  the  time  of  the  St.  Albans  Raid 
excitement  (q.  v.),  he  raised  and  was  Samuel  Everett  Pingree. 

colonel  of  the  8th  Regiment,  Vermont  Militia.  On  August  17,  1891,  Cong- 
ress awarded  him  a Medal  of  Honor  for  ‘‘bravery  in  the  battle  of  Lee’s 
MUls,  Va.,  April  16, 1862. 

He  is  a Republican  in  politics;  was  state’s  attorney  of  Windsor  county 
in  1868  and  1869;  was  delegate  to  the  National  Republican  Convention  in 
Chicago  in  1868;  was  lieutenant-governor  of  the  State  in  1882-84;  and  governor 
in  1884-86;  was  chairman  of  the  State  Board  of  railroad  commissioners,  1886-94. 

He  has  taken  an  active  interest  in  the  affairs  of  bis  town  and  held  numerous 
oflScesj  has  served  as  town  clerk  for  over  fifty  years.  Ho  was  trustee  of  the 
Vermont  Academy  and  the  State  Normal  School  at  Randolph  for  many  years; 
president  of  the  White  River  Savings  Bank,  since  its  organization  in  1868. 

He  is  an  active  member  of  the  Methodist  church;  Tracy  Post,  G.  A.  R.; 
Reunion  Society  of  Vermont  Officers,  and  its  president  in  1879-71;  Third  Regi- 
ment Reunion  Society  and  its  secretary  and  treasurer,  since  its  organization; 
Hartford  Memorial  Society;  Medal  of  Honor  Legion. 

He  was  married,  September  15,  1869,  to  Lydia  M.  Steele  of  Stanstead, 
Canada,  sister  of  Judge  Benjamin  H.  Steele,  ’57.  His  adopted  son, William 
Steele  Pingree  was  a cadet  at  “ N.  U.’  ’,  class  of  1901. 

HON.  REDFIELD  PROCTOR,  A.  M.,  LL.  D. 

Redfield  Proctor,  son  of  Jabez  and  Betsey  (Parker)  Proctor,  was  bom  in 
Proctorsville  (Cavendish),  Vt.,  June  1,  1831,  and  died  in  Washington,  March 
4,  1908.  J Be  prepared  for  college  at  the  Derby  Academy,  Derby,  Vt.,  and 
graduated  A.  B.  from  Dartmouth  College  in  1851.  In  1854,  his  Alma  Mater 
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conferred  upon  him  the  honorary  degree  of  A.  M.;  and  in  1893,  hereomved  the 
degree  of  LL.  D.  from  Norwich  Univensity. 

He  grailuate<l  LL.  B.  from  the  Albany  Law  School  in  1860  and  waa  admit- 
ted to  the  Bar  in  1860.  He  practiced  hia  profession  in  Boston  until  the  break- 
ing out  of  the  Civil  War  in  1861,  when  he  returned  to  Vermont  ind  offered  his 
services  to  the  State;  was  commissioned  lieutenant  and  quartermaster,  3rd 
Vermont  Infantry,  June  19,  1861;  was  promoted  major,  .5thVermont  Infantry, 
September  2.5,  1861;  re.signe<l  July  11,  1862;  was  commissioned  colonel  of  the 
15th  V'ermont  Infantry,  September  26,  1862  and  was  mustered  out  of  the 
service  August  5,  1863. 

He  removed  from  Cavendish  to  Rutland  in  1864  and  practiced  his  profes- 
sion until  1867,  being  associated  with  Judge  Veasey.  In  1867,  he  bought  a 
farm  just  north  of  Rutland,  which  he  carried  on  until  1869,  when  he  entered 
the  marble  quarrying  business.  He  removed  to  Sutherland  Falls,  now  Proctor, 
in  1871;  w.as  manager  of  the  Sutherland  Falls  Marble  Company,  1869-80.  In 


speech  on  “Cuban  Reconcentrades"  in  the  U.  S.  Senate  after  his  return 
attracted  wide  attention.  He  was  an  earnest  friend  of  “ N.  U.’ ' and  did  much 
toward  gaining  the  present  recognition  of  the  University  by  the  U.  S.  War 
Department. 

He  was  married  May  28,  1858,  to  Emily  Jane  Dutton  of  Cavendish,  Vt., 
who  survives  him.  Five  children  were  born  to  them:  Arabella  G.,  bom 
June  26,  1859,  married  Fred  G.  Holden,  died  March,  1905;  Fletcher  Dutton, 
trustee  of  “N.  U.”  (q.  v.);  Fanny  G.,  bom  May  2,  1863,  died  September  26, 
1883;  Emily  D.,  bom  November  21,  1869;  Redfield,  bom  April  13,  1879,  now 
superintendent  of  the  Vermont  Marble  Company.

He  was  delegatc-at- 
large  to  the  National  Republican  con- 
vention in  1884, 1888,  and  1896,  being 
chairman  of  the  Vermont  delegation 
in  1888  and  1896;  was  secretary  of 
war,  1889-92;  U.  8.  senator,  1892- 
1908;  visited  Cuba  in  1898  and  his 
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HON.  HORACE  HENRY  POWERS,  A.  M.,  LL.  D. 

Horace  H.  Powers,  son  of  Dr.  Horace  and  Love  E.  (Gilman)  Powers, 
was  bom  in  Morristown,  Vt.,  May  29,  1835.  He  prepared  for  college  at  the 
Morrisville  Academy  and  graduated  A.  B.,  from  the  University  of  Vermont  in 
1855;  received  the  degree  of  A.  M.  in  course  in  1858;  trustee  of  the  University 
of  Vermont,  since  1883.  In  1897,  Norwich  University  conferred  upon  him 
the  degree  of  LL.  D. 

Ho  taught  school  at  Huntingdon,  Canada  and  at  Hyde  Park,  Vt.,  1855-57. 
He  studied  law  with  Thomas  Gleed  of  Morristown  and  with  Child  & Ferrin  of 
Hyde  Park,  Vt.,  being  admitted  to  the  Lamoille  county  bar  in  May,  1858. 
He  practiced  his  profession  in  Hyde  Park,  Vt.,  from  May,  1858  until  March, 
1862.  Ho  then  formed  a partnership  with  Mr.  P.  K.  Gleed  at  Morrisville, 
which  continued  until  December,  1874. 

He  is  a Republican  in  politics;  represented  Hyde  Park  in  the  House  of 
Representatives  in  1858;  state’s  attorney,  Lamoille  county  in  1861  and  1862; 
was  a member  of  the  Council  of  Censors  in  1869;  member  of  the  State  Constitu- 
tional Convention  in  1870;  State  senator  in  1872;  represented  Morristown  in 
the  House  of  Representatives  in  1874,  serving  as  speaker  of  the  House;  was 
judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State,  1875-90;  was  delegate  to  the  National 
Republiean  Convention  in  1892,  being  chairman  of  the  Vermont  Delegation; 
was  congressman,  1st  District,  1891-1901.  He  has  been  director  of  the 
Lamoille  County  National  Bank  since  1865. 

He  was  married,  October  11,  1858,  to  Caroline  E.  Waterman  of  Morris- 
town, Vt.  Two  children  have  been  born  to  them:  Carrie  L.  and  George 
McClellan. 

[BVT.  BRIG.-GEN.  EDWARD  HASTINGS  RIPLEY,  A.  M. 

Edward  H.  Ripley,  son  of  William  Young  and  Jane  Betsey  (W’arren) 
Ripley,  was  bom  in  Center  Rutland,  Vt.,  November  11,  1839.  He  prepared 
for  college  at  the  Troy  Conference  Academy,  Poultney,  Vt.,  and  entered  Union 
College  in  1858,  leaving  in  1862  to  enter  the  army.  In  recognition  of  his  work 
as  a soldier.  Union  College  conferred  upon  him  in  1862,  the  degree  of  A.  B., 
‘ ‘ Exempla  Gratiae.’  ’ 

He  enlisted  in  the  9th  Vermont  Infantry  in  May,  1862;  was  commissioned 
captain  of  Company  B,  June  20,  1862;  major,  March  20,  1863;  lieutenant- 
colonel,  May  16,  1863;  colonel.  May  22,  1863.  He  took  part  in  the  action 
and  was  captured  at  Harper’s  Ferry,  Va.,  in  September,  1862;  the  siege  of 
Suffolk,  Edenton  Road,  Nansemond  and  Blackwater,  Va.,  April-June,  1863; 
Young’s  Cross  Roads,  N.  C.,  January  27,  1864;  Jacksonville,  N.  C.,  May  9, 
1864;  Chapins  Farm,  Va.,  September  29  and  30,  1864;  Fair  Oaks,  Va.,  October 
27,  1864;  siege  and  capture  of  Richmond,  Va.,  April  3,  1865.  He  was  twice 
wounded  in  the  assault  on  Fort  Harrison  in  September,  1864,  while  in  com- 
mand of  the  2d  Brigade,  2d  Division,  18th  Army  Corps.  At  the  capture  of 
Richmond,  he  was  in  command  of  the  1st  Brigade,  3d  Division,  Deven’s 
24th  Army  Corps,  the  first  brigade  over  the  works  and  the  first  to  enter  the 
city.  Ho  was  assigned  to  the  command  of  the  city  for  over  two  weeks.  He 
was  especially  conspicuous  for  his  efficient  service  at  this  time;  and  through  his 
energetic  work  and  that  of  his  brigade,  the  firing  and  pillaging  of  the  city 
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was  stopped  and  an  immense  amount  of  property  was  saved  and  order  was 
restored.  He  was  brevetted  brigadier-general  of  volunteers,  August  1,  1864; 
was  mustered  out  of  service,  June  13, 1865. 

On  his  return  to  Rutland  at  the  close  of  the  war,  he  with  his  brothers 
succeeded  to  his  father's  marble  business,  which  he  conducted  until  1888. 

He  was  president  of  the  Marble  Sav- 
ings Bank  of  Rutland  from  its  be- 
ginning until  1890;  was  president  of 
the  Raritan  River  Railroad  Co., 
from  1888  to  1905;  was  vice-president 
of  the  Rutland  County  National 
Bank,  for  many  years,  and  director 
of  the  United  States  and  Brazil  Steam- 
ship Co.,  during  its  existence.  He 
is  a Republioan  in  politics,  but  never 
has  sought  or  held  office,  excepting  to 
represent  the  town  of  Mendon,  Vt., 
in  the  House  of  Representatives  in 
1886.  He  is  a member  of  the  Uni- 
versity Club,  the  Army  and  Navy 
Club  and  the  Ixtyal  I^egion  of  New 
York  city.  In  1910,  the  University 
in  recognition  of  his  distinguished 
career  os  a soldier  and  business  man, 
conferred  upon  him  the  degree  of  A.M.

Zed  S.  Stanton,  son  of  George  Berry  and  Lucretia  (Silloway)  Stanton, 
was  born  in  Roxbury,  Vt.,  May  1,  1848.  He  attended  the  schools  of  his 
town  and  the  Northfield  High  School.  He  worked  on  the  Central  Vermont

Through  his  excellent 
business  judgment,  he  acquired  a large  fortune.  He  took  an  active  interest 
in  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  welbirc  of  his  city  and  State.  He  did  much  to 
improve  the  public  schools  of  Ch.arlcston  and  was  a benefactor  of  the  Charles- 
ton Orphan  House.

N.  IL,  March  12,  1876.  He  entertsi  the  University  in  1840,  remaining  nearly 
two  years.  He  then  studied  law  with  Judge  Dana  in  Fryeburg,  Me.  He 
practiced  his  profession  in  Conway,  N.  H.,  1.846-66.  In  this  last  year,  he 
removed  to  Northficld,  N.  H.,  where  he  made  his  home  until  his  death; 
practiced  his  profession  in  Tilton,  1866-76. 

He  was  a Republican  in  politics  and  took  a prominent  place  in  the  political 
affairs  of  his  State;  represented  Conway,  New  Hampshire,  in  the  State 
Legislature,  1852-.55,  serving  as  speaker  of  the  House  in  the  latter  year ; 
also  repri-sented  Northficld,  in  the  same  body  in  1871  and  1872.  He  was  a 
capable  lawyer  and  was  describeri  as  a genial  companion  and  a faithful  friend. 

He  was  an  active  member  of  the  Episcopal  church;  Dartmouth  College 
confcrre<l  upon  him,  in  1871,  the  degree  of  A.  M. 

He  was  married,  December  19,  1843,  to  Huldah  Perley  Fessenden  of 
Frj'eburg,  Me.

WILLIAM  BAILEA'  CKICHRAN,  M.  D. 

William  B.  Cochran,  son  of  William  Bailey  and  Sarah  (Brady)  Cochran, 
was  bom  in  Middlcburg,  Va.,  January  9,  1810,  and  died  there  July  12, 1898. 
He  prepare*!  for  college  in  the  schools  of  his  city  and  entered  the  "Academy” 
in  1826,  graduating  in  1829.  He  graduated  M.  D.  from  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania  in  1832,  and  practiced  his  profession  in  Middleburg,  until  his 
death.  He  met  with  marked  success  in  his  profession,  becoming  one  of  the 
best  knoivn  physicians  in  his  section  of  the  State. 

He  was  a Democrat  in  politics,  but  never  held  office.  He  was  a member 
of  the  Episcopal  church  and  Middleburg  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M. 
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He  was  married,  November  5, 1835,  to  Catherine  Powell  Noland  of  Middle- 
burg,  who  died  February  17,  1895.  Five  children  were  bom  to  them:  Nancy 
die<l  in  infancy;  Fanny  Berkley,  bom  in  February,  1838,  married  Mr.  Thomas 
N.  Dudley;  Caroline,  bom  in  September,  1839,  resides  in  Middleburg,  Va.; 
John  Henry,  born  September  6,  1841,  died  in  Middleburg;  Elizabeth,  died  in 
infancy. 

HON.  CHAKLES  DURKEE. 

Charles  Durkee,  son  of  Harvey  and  Patta  (Robinson)  Durkec,  was  born 
in  Royalton,  Vt.,  December  10,  1805  and  died  in  Omaha,  Neb.,  Januaryl4, 
1870,  while  en  route  to  his  home  in  Kenosha,  Wis.  In  1806,  his  parents  re- 
moved to  Burlington,  Vt.,  where  he  prcparc<l  for  college.  He  entered  the 
“Academy”  in  1824  and  graduated  in  1825.  He  engaged  in  general  mercan- 
tile business  in  Richmond,  Barton  and  Chelsea,  Vt.;  and  in  the  summer  of 
1836,  he  located  in  Southport,  now  Kenosha,  Wis.,  being  one  of  the  first 
settlers  of  the  town.  He  became  one  of  the  most  prominent  business  men  of 
the  town;  built  the  first  hotel,  and  was  interested  in  many  business  enter- 
prises. 

He  was  at  first  a Free  Soiler  in  politics  and  later  a Republican.  He 
beciime  one  of  the  most  prominent  politicians  of  his  State.  He  was  represen- 
tative in  the  first  Territorial  Legislature,  held  in  Belmont  in  1836.  He  again 
served  as  representative  in  1837  and  1838;  was  United  States  congressman, 
1849-.53,  and  United  States  senator,  1855-61;  was  a delegate  to  the  World’s 
Peace  Congress,  held  in  Paris,  France  in  1861;  served  as  governor  of  Utah, 
from  1865  until  1868,  when  owing  to  failing  health,  he  was  forced  to  resign 
the  office.  He  was  a finu  friend  of  the  cause  of  education  and  was  instru- 
mental in  establishing  the  first  free  school  in  Kenosha.  In  1911,  a bronze 
tablet  was  placed  on  the  High  School  building  of  that  city  in  his  honor,  and 
to  those  who  worked  with  him  for  the  cause.  He  was  a member  of  the  Metho- 
dist church.

Benjamin  F.  Dutton,  son  of  Ephraim  and  Phebe  Beard  (Wilson)  Dutton, 
was  bom  in  Hillsboro,  N.  H.,  October  14,  1831.  He  attended  the  schools  of 
his  town,  the  Pembroke  Military  Academy  (q.  v.),  Pembroke,  N.  H.,  and 
graduated  from  Captain  Partridge’s  Military -Acsuiemy,  Norwich,  Vt.,in  1851. 

He  engaged  in  business  for  a short  time  in  Washington,  D.  C. ; and  then 
conducted  a commercial  college  in  .Alexandria,  Va.,  meeting  with  marked  suc- 
cess. His  father’s  health  having  failed,  he  was  obliged  to  return  to  Hillsboro 
Bridge,  where  he  was  associated  with  his  father  in  conducting  a general  store 
until  1859.  He  then  located  in  Boston,  Mas-s.,  where  he  has  engaged  in  busi- 
ness to  date.  He  at  first  engaged  in  the  small  ware  and  millinery  jobbing 
business  in  comi)any  with  John  B.  Smith,  later  governor  of  New  Hampshire, 
under  the  firm  name  of  B.  F.  Dutton  & Company.  The  company  was  later 
known  as,  Dutton  <Sc  Wyman,  Brown  & Dutton  and  finally  as  B.  F'.  Dutton  & 
Company.  In  1874,  he  formed  a partnership  with  S.  S.  Houghton  under  the 
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firm  name  of  Houghton  & Dutton.  Upon  the  death  of  Mr.  Houghton,  his 
interests  were  bought  by  Mr.  Dutton,  who  has  since  been  the  head  of  the  firm 
and  in  control  of  the  extensive  business  of  the  company.  The  department 

store  of  Houghton  & Dutton  was  the 
first  opened  in  Boston  and  is  one  of 
the  largest  in  the  United  States. 

Since  1877,  Mr.  Dutton  has  re- 
sided in  Malden,  Mass.  He  has 
taken  an  active  interest  in  the  affairs 
of  his  city  and  has  generomsly  contribu- 
ted to  many  public  enterprises.  He 
owns  an  extensive  estate  at  Glen  Rock, 
which  is  considered  one  of  the  finest  in 
the  State.  He  is  also  an  extensive 
property  owner  in  Malden. 

He  is  a member  of  the  Second 
Congregational  church  of  Hillsboro, 
and  a prominent  Mason,  being  a 
member  of  DeMolay  Commander}’, 
K.  T.  of  Boston.  He  is  also  a mem- 
ber of  the  New  Hampshire  and 
Malden  clubs  and  other  organizations. 
He  is  a Democrat  in  politics,  but  has 
never  sought  or  held  office. 

He  has  been  twice  married:  first, 
Beojsmin  Franklin  Dutton.  in  18.51,  to  Harriet  L.,  daughter  of 

Elisha  and  Sophia  (Kingsbury)  Hatch  of  Hillsboro.  She  died  March  19,  1858. 
Three  children  were  born  to  them:  Ellen,  bom  in  1852,  married  Prof.  J.  B. 
Oaus,  a noted  German  scholar  and  professor  of  music,  resides  in  Malden,  Mass. ; 
Harry  bom  July  4,  1856,  now  senior  partner  of  the  Houghton  & Dutton  Com- 
pany, resides  in  Medford,  Mass.;  Hattie,  bom  May  29,  1858,  married  Dr.  B. 
D.  Peaselcc  of  Weare,  N.  H. 

He  was  married  the  second  time,  March  18,  1860,  to  Harriet  Miriam, 
daughter  of  George  W.  and  Louise  (Merrill)  Conant.  Five  children  have  been 
bora  to  them:  Cora,  bom  July  21,  1862,  married  twice,  first,  to  John  Little  of 
Malden,  Mass.,  and  second  to  .\lfrc<l  B.  Lounsbeiy  of  New  York;  Frank,  bora 
April  13,  1867,  died  January  8,  1893;  George  Conant,  bom  October  13,  1869, 
now  member  of  the  firm  of  Houghton  A Dutton,  resides  in  Malden;  Claire

He  was  a student  at  Hampden-Sidney  College,  Va.,  in 
1823.  He  entered  the  ‘‘.\cadcmy”  in  1826  and  graduated  in  1829.  He  was 
for  many  years  a merchant  in  New  York  city.  In  1861,  he  removed  to  Rich- 
mond, Va.,  where  he  died  in  1863.  He  married  Charlotte,  daughter  of  General 
De  Wolf  of  New  York. 
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JOEL  GOULD. 

Joel  Gould,  son  of  Dr.  Otis  Gould,  was  born  in  Leominster,  Mass.,  in 
1800  and  died  there  May  11,  1866;  was  buried  in  Chester,  V't.  He  entered  the 
“Academy"  from  Chester,  Vt.,  in  1820  and  graduated  in  1823.  He  engaged 
in  business  in  Chester,  Vt.,  until  about  1848,  when  he  removed  to  Leominster, 
Mass.,  where  he  made  his  home  until  his  death.  He  was  a Whig  in  politics 
and  served  as  postmaster  of  Chester,  1841-45. 

He  was  married,  March  22,  1847,  to  Margaret  W.  S.  Leland,  adopted 
daughter  of  Benjamin  B.  Sargent  of  Chester,  Vt.  She  died  in  Leominster, 
August  28,  1875.  Two  children  were  bom  to  them;  Frederick  Sargent,  bora 
in  1848,  died  in  Leominster,  Mass.,  in  1607 ; Lizzia,  died  in  Minneapolis,  in  1897. 

AUGUSTIN  THEOPHILE  FORTIER. 

Augustin  T.  Fortier,  son  of 
Eugene  and  Catherine  (Massicot) 

Fortier,  was  bora  in  Jefferson  Parish, 

La.,  November  21,  1804  and  died  in 
New  Orleans,  La.,  June  26,  1846; 
was  buried  in  the  Red  Church 
Cemetery,  St.  Charles  Parish,  Ia. 

He  entere<l  the  "Academy"  in  1823, 
and  graduated  in  1825.  He  engaged 
in  sugar  planting  at  "Nine  Mile 
Point"  above  the  city  of  New  Orleans 
until  his  death.  He  was  a member  of 
the  Roman  Catholic  church.

He  later  removed  to  Oakland,  Cal.,  where  he  conducted  an  ex- 
tenaive  milk  and  ranch  busineas.  About  I860,  be  located  in  Chicago,  111., 
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where  he  conducted  a meat  bueineee  until  1862,  when  he  removed  to  Lockport, 
HI.  Here  he  engaged  in  the  cattle  busincae  imtil  1871,  when  he  removed  to 
Plainfield,  111.  In  1901,  he  returned  to  his  old  home  in  Wentworth,  N.  U., 
where  he  made  his  home  until  his  death.  He  was  a member  of  the  Methodist 
church.

He  prepared  for  college  in  the  schools  of  his  city  and  entered  the  " Academy’  ’ 
in  1823,  graduating  in  1825.  He  studied  medicine  and  practiced  his  profes- 
sion in  Georgetown  until  his  death. 

He  married  Matilda  Tucker  of  Georgetown,  who  survived  him  for  several 
years;  no  children. 

MIDSHIPMAN  J.\MES  HERIOT,  U.  S.  N. 

James  Heriot,  son  of  Robert  and  Maria  Eliza  (Heriot)  Heriot,  was  bom 
in  Georgetown,  S.  C.,  in  January,  1810,  and  died  on  his  plantation  in  Aiken 
county,  S.  C.,  in  March,  1852.  He  prepared  for  college  in  the  schools  of  his 
city  and  entered  the  ‘‘Academy’  ’ in  1825,  graduated  in  1828. 

On  April  1,  1828,  he  was  commissioned  midshipman,  U.  S.  N.;  and  served 
until  March  2,  1830,  when  owing  to  ill  health,  he  was  forced  to  resign  from  the 
service.  He  then  located  on  his  plantation  in  .\iken  county,  S.  C.,  where  he 
made  his  home  until  his  death.  He  was  a Democrat  in  politics,  but  never  held 
office;  was  a member  of  St.  Paul's  Episcopal  church.  Charleston,  S.  C.;  and  the 
Indago  Society  of  Georgetown,  S.  C. 

He  was  married  in  18-13,  to  Eliza  Pinckney  LaRoussalier  of  Charleston, 
S.  C.,  who  survived  him  for  several  years.  Four  children  were  bom  to  them: 
Rosa  Pinckney,  bom  June  23,  1844,  married  Charles  Kerris  on,  Jr.;  Robert 
Bromfield ; John  Ouldfield  and  James. 

ROBERT  HERIOT. 

Robert  Heriot,  son  of  Robert  and  Maria  Eliza  (Heriot)  Heriot,  was  bom 
in_Georgetown,  S.  C.,  June  2,  1805  and  died  in  Texas,  in  November,  1854. 
He  prepared  for  college  in  the  schools  of  his  dty  and  entered  the  “Academy” 
in  1823,  graduating  in  1825.  He  soon  removed  to  Texas,  where  he  engaged 
in  civil  engineering  until  his  death. 

He  married  Eliza  Ashton  of  Texas;  no  children. 

EDWARD  INGHAM. 

Edward  Ingham,  was  bom  in  Newport,  N.  H.,  April  16,  1821.  He  pre- 
pared for  college  at  the  Kimball  Union  Academy  and  entered  the  University 
in  1842,  remaining  nearly  two  years.  He  taught  for  several  years  in  Lebanon 
and  Keene,  N.  H.,  and  in  Springfield,  Vt.  He  was  superintendent  of  the  New 
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Hampshire  State  Reform  School,  1870-74,  and  the  Connecticut  Reform  School, 
1874-78.  In  this  last  year,  he  located  in  St.  Paul,  Minn.,  where  he  was  a 
merchant  for  several  years 

He  was  twice  married:  first,  March  6,  1844,  to  Lucy  Putnam  Wheeler 
of  Croydon,  N H.  He  was  again  married.  May  20,  1853,  to  Marinda  D.  Pot- 
ter, of  Lebanon,  N.  H. 

WASHINGTON  EBENEZER  IRVING. 

Washington  E.  Irving,  brother  of  Sanders  Irving,  ’29  and  nephew  of 
Washington  Irving,  the  distinguished  author,  was  bom  in  New  York  city  and 
died  in  Escondido,  Cal.,  July  7,  1894.  At  an  early  age,  he  was  sent  to  the 
Preparatory  department  of  the  “Academy,”  remaining  until  1832.  He 
made  his  home  for  several  years  with  his  uncle  at  “ Sunnyside.’  ’ 

In  1851,  he  went  to  California,  where  he  worked  at  mining  for  some  time. 
He  later  held  an  important  government  position  at  Fort  Y uma,  Arizona.  He  was 
quartermaster,  U.  S.  A.,  at  Yuma,  Arizona,  from  1864  until  the  fall  of  1868, 
when  he  removed  to  Moosa,  San  Diego  county.  Cal.,  and  engaged  in  the  cattle 
business.  In  1872,  he  purchased  the  Pamosa  Rancho,  twelve  miles  north 
of  Escondido,  where  he  made  his  home  until  his  death.  He  was  a public- 
spirited  citizen.  He  built  the  first  road  to  Escondido  at  his  own  expcn.se;  was 
also  much  interested  in  the  public  school  system,  serving  as  clerk  of  the  board 
for  many  years;  also  served  for  several  years  as  postmaster.

RICHARD  HENRY  JENKINS. 

Richard  H.  Jenkins,  son  of  Richard  and  Phoebe  (Waight)  Jenkins,  was 
bom  on  Wadmclaw  Island,  S.  C.,  January  16,  1812,  and  died  there  in  .August, 
1866.

WILLIAM  BUTLER  JUDD. 

William  B.  Judd,  son  of  Francis  and  Ros.sanna  (Marsh)  Judd,  was  born  in 
Hutley,  Canada,  December  8,  1832,  and  died,  unmarried,  in  Stillwater,  (now 
Independence)  Montana,  January  9,  1893;  was  buried  in  Independence.  His 
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parents  removed  to  Stanstcad,  Canada,  where  he  prepared  for  college.  He 
entered  the  Civil  Engineering  department  of  the  University  in  1852,  remaining 
two  years. 

.Soon  after  leaving  the  University,  he  went  to  California  and  later  to  Ne- 
vada. In  I860,  he  located  in  Deer  Lodge,  Montana.  He  was  clerk  at  the 
Seton  agency,  Montana;  bookkeeper  at  the  Crow  .\gency;  was  employed  for 
some  time  by  the  Cairer  Mercantile  Co.,  in  Li\'ingston,  Montana.  He  organ- 
ized the  Hidden  Treasure  Mining  Co.,  and  served  as  its  president  until  his 
death. 


EDWIN  PERRY  KNIGHT. 

Edwin  P.  Knight,  son  of  William  and  Aria  (Ladd)  Knight,  was  bom  in 
Hanover,  N.  H,,  October  15,  1816,  and  died  there  October  22,  1857.  He  pre- 
pared for  college  in  the  schools  of  his  town  and  entered  the  University  in  1841, 
remaining  two  years.

He  was  married,  April  17,  1845,  to  Elizabeth  Williams  Ingalls  Vaughan  of 
Hanover,  who  died  May  4,  1872.  Five  children  were  bom  to  them:  Edwin 
Franklin,  bom  .\ugust  9,  1846,  died,  August  8,  1885;  William  Franklin  bom 
August  13,  1847,  resides  in  Laconia,  N.  H.;  Charles  Irwin,  bom  June  3,  1849, 
died  in  Moberly,  Mo.,  September  18,  1891;  Emma  Elizabeth  bom,  March  17, 
1851,  married  Mr.  George  E James,  resides  in  Grinnell,  Iowa;  MjTa  Vaughan, 
bom  March  22,  1853,  married  Mr.  Edwin  Chapin  Vallett,  resides  in  Chicago, 
lU. 

HON.  HENRY  MARSHALL. 

Henry  Marshall,  son  of  .\dam  and  Marj’  (Gregg)  Marshall,  was  bom  at 
Society  Hill,  S.  C.,  in  180.5,  and  died  in  De  Soto  Pariah,  La.,  in  1864.  He 
prepared  for  college  under  the  tuition  of  Dr.  Smith  and  entered  the  University 
of  South  Carolina  in  1819,  remaining  until  1822.  In  1823,  he  entered  the 
"Academy’  ’ at  Norwich  and  graduated  with  high  rank  in  1825. 

He  was  a Democrat  in  politics  and  held  several  offices;  was  a delegate  to 
the  Louisiana  Sr^cession  Convention  in  1861;  served  as  a member  of  the  Con- 
federate Congress  from  the  Fourth  Louisiana  District,  1861-65.  He  married 
Maria  Taylor  of  South  Carolina. 

CAPT.  WILLIAM  JAMES  MORGAN. 

William  J.  Morgan,  son  of  James  and  Caroline  White  (Skinker)  Morgan, 
was  born  at  Oak  Hill,  Fauquier  county,  Va.,  January  10,  1811,  and  died  in 
Charlottesville,  Va.,  July  28,  1870.  He  entered  the  "Academy”  in  1827 
and  graduated  in  1829.  He  was  a student  at  the  University  of  Virginia,  1829- 
32. 

He  engaged  extensively  ,'n  planting  at  "Clover  HiU,"  near  Marshall, 
Fauquier  county,  Va.,  until  his  death.

Six  children  were 
bom  to  them:  James,  bora  January  11,  1834,  died  in  Charlottesville,  Va., 
July  31,  1905;  Anna  Kennedy,  born  September  2,  1835,  died,  unmarried, 
December  8,  1892;  Samuel  Baiter,  bora  May  30,  18.38,  died  May  23,  1905; 
Mary  Cooper,  bora  February  6,  1840,  died  .\pril  20,  1819;  Lily,  born  October

He  was  a maebinest  for  the  Lowell  Machine  Co.  Lowell,  Ma.s.s.,  from 
1887  until  1890,  when  he  entered  the  employ  of  Andrew  J.  Morse  & Sons,  Inc,, 
Boston,  Mass.,  merchants,  as  superintendent,  which  pasition  he  still  retains. 

He  was  married,  November  25,  1892,  to  Flora  May  Huntley  of  North- 
ficld, sister  of  Walter  G.  Huntley,  '96.  One  child:  Vivian  Jeanett,  bora  May 
14, 1894. 

RICHARD  LAURENS  NORTH,  M.  D. 

Richard  L.  North,  son  of  Dr.  Edward  Washington  and  Mrs.  Jane  Caroline 
(Lightwood)  (Dart)  North,  was  born  on  a plantation  near  Charleston,  S.  C., 
in  1809  and  died  at  Mt.  Pleasant,  Christ  Church  parish,  S.  C.,  in  1900.  He 
prepared  for  college  in  the  schools  of  Charleston,  S.  C.,  and  entered  the 
“Academy’  ’ in  1824,  graduating  in  1826. 

He  studied  medicine  and  practiced  his  profession  in  Walterboro,  S.  C., 
for  several  years.  He  later  moved  to  Mt.  Pleasant,  S.  C.,  where  he  practicerl 
his  profession  many  years,  and  where  he  made  his  home  until  his  death.  He 
was  also  extensively  engaged  in  planting. 

He  married  Martha  P.  Gervais,  who  died  about  1890.  A daughter 
married  Commander  George  W.  Hayward,  U.  S.  N.  He  is  survived  by  a 
grandson,  Lieut.  George  North  Hayward,  U.  S.  N. 

PROF.  CHARLES  EDWARD  PARTRIDGE,  A.  B. 

Charles  E.  Partridge,  son  of  Cyrus  and  Mary  (I.oveland)  Partridge, 
was  born  in  Norwich,  Vt.,  April  17,  1822.  He  prepared  for  college  at  the 
Kimball  Union  Academy  and  graduatcil  A.  B.  from  Dartmouth  College  in 
1844.  He  studied  civil  engineering  with  Captain  Partridge  in  Nonvich, 
1844—45.  He  was  professor  in  charge  of  the  Classical  and  English  depart- 
ments of  the  Pennsylvania  Military  Institute  (q.  v.)  Harri.sburg  Pa.,  from 
April,  1845  until  September,  1846,  when  he  was  appointed  suiierintendent.

BENJAMIN  DART  ROPER.

Roper,  was  born  in  Charleston,  S.  C.,  November  7,  1807,  and  died  there  March 
12,  1875.  He  prepared  for  college  in  the  schools  of  his  city  and  entered  the

“Academy”  in  1825,  graduating  in  1827.  He  studied  law  and  practiced  hia 
profession  in  Charleston  until  his  wife’s  death  in  1850,  when  he  retired  from 
active  work  and  lived  a recluse.  He  engaged  in  planting  on  John's  Island, 
S.  C.,  for  many  years.  He  was  a member  of  St.  Michael’s  Episcopal  church 
of  Charleston. 

He  was  married  in  Charleston  to  Elizabeth  Kerr  Patton,  (sister  or  near 
relative  of  Benjamin  F.  Patton,  ’27).  She  died  in  Charleston,  June  12,  1850 
and  was  buried  in  Ashville,  N.  C.  One  child  died  in  infancy. 

REV.  BUSHROD  WADSWORTH  SHERWOOD. 

Bushrod  W.  Sherwood,  son  of  Col.  Thomas  A.  and  Sally  (WTiiting) 
Sherwood,  was  bom  in  Sandy  Hill,  N.  Y.,  July  26,  1824  and  died  in  Warrens- 
burg,  N.  Y.,  April  5,  1908.  He  prepared  for  college  in  the  schools  of  his  town 
and  entered  the  University  in  1842,  remaining  two  years. 

He  engaged  in  business  in  Fort  Edward,  N.  Y.,  until  1867,  when  he  re- 
moved to  Warrensburg,  N.  Y.,  where  he  made  his  home  for  many  years. 
About  1875,  be  became  a member  of  the  Wesleyan.  Methodist  Church  at 
Stony  Creek,  N.  Y.;  and  soon  after  became  a minister  in  that  denomination. 
He  served  as  pastor  of  various  churches  until  November,  1897,  when  owing  to 
physical  weakness,  he  was  forced  to  retire  from  active  service.  He  was 
for  many  years  justice  of  the  i)eace  in  Warrensburg. 

He  was  twice  married:  first,  about  1867,  to  Eliza  McMillin  of  Thurman, 
N.  Y.,  who  died  March  25,  1875;  no  children.  He  was  again  married,  April  21, 
1892,  to  Katherine  Lavina  McGoam,  who  survives  him  and  resides  in  Warrens- 
burg; no  children.  One  adopted  child,  Leon  (Norton)  Sherwood,  died  July 
11,1899. 

THOMAS  ADIAL  SHERWOOD. 

Thomas  A.  Sherwood,  son  of  Col.  Thomas  A.  and  Sally  (Whiting)  Sher- 
wood, was  born  at  Sandy  Hill,  N.  Y.,  July  29,  1822,  and  died,  unmarried,  at 
Bear  Town  (now  Bcarmouth),  Deer  Lodge  county,  Montana,  April  12,  1867. 
He  prepared  for  college  in  the  public  schools  of  Fort  Edward,  N.  Y.,  and 
entered  the  University  in  1840.  remaining  two  years.  He  engaged  in  mining 
for  many  years  in  the  West.  He  resided  for  some  years  at  Florence,  Idaho. 
He  served  as  Indian  agent  at  the  Klamath  Reservation.  1857-61. 

CAPT.  FRANKLIN  WRIGHT  SMITH. 

Franklin  W.  Smith,  son  of  Timothy  and  Achsah  (Wright)  Smith  and 
brother  of  Timothy  D.  Smith,  was  bom  in  Hanover,  N.  H.,  December  21, 1813, 
and  died  there,  .\pril  2,  1905.  He  attended  the  schools  of  his  town  and  entered 
the  University  in  1833,  remaining  three  years.  He  engaged  in  farming  in 
Hanover,  N.  H.,  many  years.  He  served  as  captain  in  the  New  Hampshire 
Militia  for  several  years.  He  was  a Republican  in  politics  and  a member  of 
the  Congregational  church. 

He  was  marricvl,  March  9,  1837,  to  Adeline  Smith  of  Hanover,  N.  H., 
who  died  January,  1895.  Six  children  were  bora  to  them:  James  Bradley, 
bom  December  23,  1837,  resides  in  Russell,  Kansas;  I.*ura  Cornelia,  born 
January  20,  1840,  married  Elias  Smith  Leavitt,Iresides  in  Plymouth,  N.  H.; 
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Frank  Wellford,  bom  January  15,  1842,  died  in  Falmouth,  Va.,  December  24, 
1862;  Julia  Adeline  Adela,  bom  April  26,  1845,  died  May  7,  1859;  Edward 
Timothy,  bora  May  4,  1853,  died  in  Russell,  Kan,,  February  23, 1885;  Samuel 
Wright,  bom  February  11, 1853,  resides  in  Hanover,  N.  H. 

OLIVER  SPARHAWTv. 

Oliver  Sparhawk,  son  of  Hon.  Samuel  Sparhawk,  secretary  of  state  of 
New  Hampshire  and  Elizabeth  (McKinstry)  Sparhawk,  was  born  in  Ports- 
mouth, N.  H.,  July  10, 1805,  and  died  in  Conway,  N.  H.,  May  19, 1835.  At  an 
early  age,  his  parents  removed  to  Concord,  N.  H.,  where  he  prepared  for 
college.  He  entered  the  “ Academy’  ’ in  1820  and  graduated  in  1823. 

He  engaged  in  business  in  Concord,  N.  H.,  for  some  time;  and  in  February, 
1835,  was  appointed  bursar  of  Harvard  University,  a position  he  held  until 
his  death.  During  bis  service  at  Harvard,  he  also  had  charge  of  the  funds  of 
many  students,  entering  from  a distance.  He  was  a member  of  the  Sandeman- 
ian  church. 

He  was  married,  July  21,  1834,  to  Sarah  B.  Coffin,  who  died  at  Pontotoc, 
Mass.,  December  31,  1860;  no  children. 

MAJ.  WILLIAM  HENRY  CHASE  STRONG,  B.  S. 

William  H.  C.  Strong,  son  of  First  Lieut.  Jasper  Strong,  U.  S.  A.,  a native 
of  Hartford,  Vt.,  and  Eliza  Julia  (Nixon)  Strong,  was  born  in  Mississippi  in 
1834,  and  died  in  Yazoo  City,  Miss.,  in  1906.  He  prepared  for  college  in  the 
schools  of  Pensacola,  Fla.,  and  entered  the  University  from  that  city  in  1853, 
graduating  B.  S.  in  1856, 

He  served  as  major  in  the  staff  of  Gen.  W'illiam  H.  Whiting,  C.  S.  A. 
during  the  Civil  War.  After  the  war,  he  engaged  in  cotton  planting  at  Y azoo 
City.  He  was  a member  of  the  Episcopal  church  and  the  Masonic  Lodge. 

He  was  married,  February  20,  1860,  to  Mary  Willis,  daughter  of  Capt. 
Alexander  James  Dallas,  U.  S.  N.  Mrs.  Strong  resides  in  Washington,  D.  C. 
Four  children  were  bom  to  them:  Jasper  Dallas;  Trivavion;  Achille  Murat; 
Conrad  M.,  resides  in  Washington,  D.  C. 

CAPT.  WILLIAM  FRANCIS  STRUDWICK,  M.  D. 

William  F.  Stmdwick,  son  of  Hon.  William  Francis  and  Martba(Shepperd) 
Stmdwick,  was  bom  at  “Long  Meadows,”  near  Hillsboro,  N.  C.,  June  19, 
1810,  and  dic<l  at  Hillsboro,  N.  C.,  September  23,  1851,  while  there  on  a visit; 
was  buried  in  Hillsboro.  He  prepared  for  college  in  the  schools  of  Hillsboro 
and  entered  the  “Academy”  in  1825,  graduating  in  1828.  He  graduated  M. 
D.  from  the  Medical  college  in  Charleston,  S.  C.,  in  1831,  and  practiced  his 
profession  in  Hillsboro,  1831-35;  Greensboro,  Ala.,  1835-42;  Demopolis,  Ala., 
1842-51.  He  became  one  of  the  best  known  physicians  of  Alabama.  He  also 
engaged  extensively  in  planting.  He  sere'cd  as  captain  of  the  “Canebrake 
Cavalry”  of  Marengo  county,  Ala.,  for  several  years.  He  was  a member  of 
the  Presbyterian  church. 

He  was  married  at  Hillsboro,  N.  C.,  June  2,  1831,  to  Eliiabeth  Webb,  of 
Hillsboro,  sister  of  Henry  Webb,  ’28.  She  died  in  Demopolis,  Ala.,  September 
18,  1894.  Ten  children  were  bom  to  them:  William  Francis,  bom  May 
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20,  18.H3,  died  in  1004;  James  Webb,  born  March  17,  1835,  died  March  21, 
1876;  Ilcnry  Shepperd,  bom  December  4,  1836,  died  in  1861;  Edmund  Fox, 
bom  November  10,  1838,  died  in  1861;  Osmond  Long,  bom  September  4,  1840, 
die<i  in  1863;  Annie  .\lvcs,  bora  April  27,  1842,  married  Mr.  G.  F.  Grifiin, 
died  in  1866;  Cincie  Ashe,  bom  .\ugust  8,  1844,  died  in  1850;  Helen  Mary, 
bom  June  6,  1848,  rt?8ide8  in  Demopolis,  .\la.;  Pattie  Young,  bom  April  24, 
1848,  married  Mr.  Thomas  F.  Howie,  resides  in  Demopolis,  Ala.;  Samuel, 
bom  August  10, 1850,  resides  in  Demopolis,  Ala. 


MAJOR  WALTER  GWA’NN  TURPIN. 

Walter  G.  Turpin,  son  of  Thomas  Jefferson  and  Martha  Blacknell  Lucas 
(Gwynn)  Turpin,  was  bom  on  a plantation  in  Buckingham  county,  Va.,  Octo- 
ber 2,  1828,  and  died  in  Richmond,  Va.,  June  21,  1874.  He  prepared  for  col- 
lege in  the  schools  of  Richmond,  Va.,  and  entered  the  University  from  that 
city  in  1842  and  remained  two  years,  receiving  a certificate  from  the  Civil 
Engineering  department. 

He  was  assistant  engineer  on  the  surveys  of  the  James  River  and  Kanawha 
Canal  and  constmeting  engineer  of  the  canal  locks.  After  the  completion  of 
the  canal,  he  was  appointed  surveyor  in  the  Land  Office  Interior  depart- 
ment, retaining  this  position  until  1860,  when  Virginia  seceded,  then  he  re- 
signed and  went  South.  In  1865,  he  was  appointed  superintendent  of  the 
James  river  and  Kanawha  Canal;  and  later  chief  engineer  of  the  improvement 
of  the  James  River,  which  position  he  held  until  his  death. 

He  was  commissioned  a 2d  lieutenant  in  the  Confederate  Army,  and 
assigned  to  service  in  the  Engineer  Corps.  He  was  promoted  to  captain  and 
major.  He  was  for  a time  on  the  staff  of  General  T.  J.  Jackson.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  Episcopal  church  and  of  the  various  Masonic  bodies  in  the  city 
of  Richmond. 

He  was  married  at  Buchanan,  Botetourt  county,  Va.,  to  Sarah  Eliiabeth 
Wilson,  a native  of  Greenbrier  county,  W.  Va.,  who  died  in  Washington,  D.  C., 
August  25,  1909.  Seven  chililren  were  born  to  them,  of  whom,  four  daughters 
survive:  Mrs.  J.  T.  Brownell,  of  Washington,  D.  C.,  Mias  Lily  W.  Turpin  of 
Washington,  D.  C.,  Mrs.  J.  Howard  Wilson,  of  Mobile,  Ala.,  and  Mrs.  R.  J. 
Martin  of  Richmond,  Va. 

REV.  WASHINGTON  VAN  ZANDT,  A.  M. 

W'ashington  Van  Zandt,  son  of  Wynant  Van  Zandt,  was  bora  in  1810,  and 
died.  May  4,  1869.  His  name  while  a cadet  was  George  Washington  Van 
Zandt.  He  prepar<d  for  college  in  the  schools  of  New  York  city  and  entered 
the  "Academy”  from  Hushing,  Long  Island  in  1825,  graduating  in  1828.  He 
then  entered  Washington  (now  Trinity)  College  and  graduated  A.  B.,  in  1829. 
He  was  for  some  time  a student  at  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  New 
York  city,  cla.ss  of  1833.  He  was  ordained  an  Episcopal  clergyman  in  1837 
and  was  rector  of  various  churches  in  Rhode  Island  and  western  New  York 
until  his  death.  In  1839,  Hobart  College,  Geneva,  N.  Y.,  conferred  upon  him 
the  degree  of  A.  NI. 
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LIEUT -COL.  HENRY  WEBB,  M.  D. 

Henty  Webb,  son  of  Dr.  James  and  Anne  (Hogg)  Webb,  was  born  in  Hills- 
boro, N.  C.,  July  8,  1808,  and  died  in  Gadsden,  Ala.,  in  1879.  He  prepared 
for  college  in  the  schools  of  his  city  and  entered  the  “Academy”  in  1825,  grad- 
uating in  1828.  After  graduating,  he  followed  planting  for  a short  time  near 
Greensboro,  Ala.;  but  ho  soon  returned  to  Hillsboro  and  studic<l  medicine 
with  his  father.  After  completing  his  medical  studies,  he  located  in  Gadsden, 
Ala.,  where  he  practiceel  his  profession  for  many  years  and  where  he  made  his 
home  until  his  death.  He  also  engaged  in  farming  and  in  mercantile  pursuits. 
He  served  ivs  Ueutenant-colonel  in  the  Alabama  volunteers  against  the  famous 
Indian  chief  Occola  in  Florida  in  1836.  He  enlisted  in  the  Confederate  Army 
in  1864,  and  was  detailed  for  service  in  the  Engineering  corps.  He  was  a mem- 
ber of  the  Presbyterian  church. 

He  was  married  in  Greensboro,  Ala.,  in  1833,  to  Maria  Hatch  Dickson,  a 
native  of  Newbem,  N.  C.,  who  died  in  1869.  Four  children  were  born  to  them: 
Annie  Huske,  bom  in  1834,  niarric<l  Mr.  James  A.  Tollman,  died  in  Gadsden, 
Ala.,  in  1887 ; Joseph  Caldwell,  boro  December  4,  1835,  resides  in  Madisonville, 
Texas;  Ellen  Dickson,  born  in  1847,  married  Mr.  Shepperd  Strudwick,  died 
in  Marengo  County,  Ala.,  in  1906;  James  Dickson,  bom  in  1839,  served  in 
the  Confederate  Army,  died  of  wounds  received  in  battle  in  1864. 

ORVIS  DANFORTH  WOOD,  A.  B. 

Orvis  D.  Wood,  son  of  Ebeneier  and  Sylvina  (Rico)  Wood,  was  born  in 
Milton,  Vt.,  April  30,  1829,  and  die<l  in  Charlevoi.x,  Mich.,  September  28, 
1901.  He  attended  the  schools  of  his  town  and  entered  the  Civil  Engineering 
department  of  the  University  in  1844,  remaining  three  years.  He  graduated 
A.  B.,  from  the  University  of  Vermont  in  1851. 

In  1852,  he  located  in  Waukau,  Wis.,  and  in  1865,  in  .Antrim,  Mich.  In 
1868,  he  removed  to  Norwood,  Mich.,  and  in  1880  to  Charlevoix  in  the  same 
State,  where  he  made  his  home  until  his  death  He  engageil  extensively 
in  mercantile  pursuits,  real  estate,  banking  and  lumbering.  He  was  for  many 
years  a director  of  the  Charlevoix  Savings  Bank;  also  served  as  its  [jresident 
from  1887  until  1891.  He  was  a Republican  in  politics  and  held  several  town 
offices.  He  was  a member  of  the  9 I Fraternity  of  the  University  of  Vermont. 

He  was  twice  married;  first,  April  3,  1868,  in  Vineland,  X.  J.,  to  Phila- 
mela  Amanda  Rollo.  who  died  September  30,  1865.  One  child:  Ebenezer 
RoUo,  bom  in  1862,  died  in  October,  1865.  He  was  again  married,  in  Hart- 
ford, Ohio,  September  15,  1,SC9,  to  Mary  Hannah  Bennett,  who  died  in  Charle- 
voix, Mich.,  May  5.  1910.  Three  children  were  born  to  them:  Pbila  M., 
bom  February  23,  1874,  resides  in  Germantown,  Philariclphia,  Pa.;  Henry 
Bermett,  born  February  25,  1876,  resides  in  Charlevoix,  Mich.;  Mary,  born 
March  22,  1878,  married  Mr.  Frederic  Howard  Clarke,  resiilcs  in  Charlevoix, 
Mich. 

RODNEY  DURKEE. 

Rodney  Durkec,  son  of  Jirah  and  Sarah  (Chase)  Durkee,  and  coasin  of 
Hon.  Charles  Durkee,  '25,  was  born  in  Royalton,  Vt.,  in  1801,  and  died  at 
Niagara  Falls,  N.  Y.,  June  7,  1871.  In  1811,  his  parents  rcmovetl  to  Burling- 
ton, Vt.,  where  he  attended  the  public  schools.  He  entered  the  ".Academy” 
in  1821  and  graduated  in  1825. 
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He  cngag»l  intbe  flour  mill  buniaeas  in  Little  Falls,  N Y.,  from  1836  until 
1849,  when  be  aceepted  a position  in  tbe  U.  S.  Custom  service  in  NewYork 
dty.  In  1854,  be  removed  to  Nuspension  Bridge,  now  Niagara  Falls,  N.  Y. 

where  be  made  bis  borne  until  bis 
death.  He  had  charge  of  the  con- 
struction of  the  Monteagle  House  for 
the  Niagara  Suspension  Bridge  Co., 
during  1854-55.  He  was  a member 
of  the  Episcopal  chureb  and  a Demo- 
crat in  politics.  He  held  the  office  of 
justiee  of  the  peace  at  Niagara  Falls 
for  several  years. 

He  was  twice  married:  first,  July 
30,  1835,  to  Sarah  .\nn  Platt,  who  died 
in  Little  Falls,  N.  Y.,  in  1844.  Six 
liiildrcn  were  l>orn  to  them:  Platt 
Chase,  drowned  at  sea  in  1851 ; Rodney 
A.,  l)om  November  1,  1836,  died  at 
Buflalo,  N.  Y.,  .\ugust  9,  1867;  Mary, 
born  .September  14,  1841,  died  at  Sara- 
toga, N.  Y.,  April  33,  1851;  Charlotte; 
two  daughters  died  in  infancy. 

He  was  again  married,  .Septem- 
ber 14,  1846  to  Deborah  Ann  Stuart  of 
Rochester,  N.  Y.,  who  died  at  Niagara 
Ro<Uiey  Durkw.  p^lU,  N.  Y.,  February  31,  1906.  Nine 

children  were  born  of  this  marriage;  William  Porter,  died  in  infancy;  Charles 
Stuart,  born  May  39,  1848,  resides  at  Niagara  Falls,  N.  Y.;  Alice  Chase,  bom 
in^Scheneetday,  N.  Y.,  in  18.50,  died  January  9,  1863;  Millard  Fillmore,  bom 
in  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  October  35,  18.53,  resides  in  Buflalo,  N.  Y.;  Mary,  born 
March  14,  18.55,  nsiiiles  at  Niagara  Falls,  N.  Y.;  Kate,  born  July  17,  1857, 
died,  unmarried  in  Omaha,  Neb.,  May  1.5,  1895;  .Sarah  Chase,  bom  January  31, 
1859,  died  in  June,  1,860;  .Samuel  Chase,  burn  January  31,  1859,died  January 
31,  1860;  William  Porter,  born  March  1,  1863,  now  auditor  of  the  C.  B.  & 
Q.  R.  R.,  and  resides  in  Omaha,  Neb. 

PERLEY  BELKN.AP. 

Pcrley^ Belknap,  son  of  Simeon  and  Mariam  (Edson)  Belknap,  was  bora  in 
Randolph,  Vt.,  .April  30,  1807,  and  died  in  Northficld,  Vt.,  March  31,  1889. 

He  engaged  in  the  foundry  business  in  Randolph  for  several  years,  and 
in  1849,  upon  the  solicitation  of  Governor  Paine,  he  located  in  Northfield. 
Ho  became  identified  with  many  of  the  business  enterjirises  of  the  town;  and 
several  yettrs  was  one  of  Northfield's  most  prominent  business  men.  He 
continued  in  the  foundrj'  business  in  Northfield  many  years,  owning  the  prop- 
erty now  occupied  by  the  Rjibideau  Lumlxr  Co.  He  was  for  some  years 
in  partnership  with  his  brother-in-law,  John  H.  Ed.son  and  was  later  in  company 
with  C.  R.  and  and  H.  G.  Ely.  He  was  an  e.xtensive  manufacturer  of  water 
wheels  and  saw  mill  machinery.  He  was  one  of  the  incorporators  of  the 
Northfield  Bank  in  1855,  serving  as  director  until  1865,  when  the  corporation 
was  reorganized  and  became  the  Northficld  National  Bank.  Ho  continued 
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as  director  until  1870;  also  served  for  some  years  as  its  priradent.  He  was 
for  many  years  an  extensive  holder  of  real  estate  in  Northfield  and  other 
Vermont  towns.  He  was  for  a time,  a member  of  the  Northfield  Cemetery 
association  (Elmwood  Cemetery).  He  was  one  of  the  organizers  in  1851  of 
St.  Mary’s  Episcopal  church  in  Northfield.  He  was  active  in  securing  the 
location  of  the  University  in  Northfield  in  1866.  He  served  as  chairman  of 
the  building  committee  and  had  charge  of  the  construction  of  Jackman  Hall. 
He  loaned  the  building  committee  money  to  complete  the  building  for  occu- 
pancy in  1868;  and  out  of  this  loan,  grew  the  famous  “ Belknap  litigations,” 
which  harrassed  the  University  for  several  years.  (See  Vol.  I,  chapter  V.) 

He  married  Huldah,  daughter  of  Dr.  John  Edson  of  Randolph,  Vt. 

'AENEAS'McLEOD  MIKELU^M.'^D. 

Aeneas  M.  Mikell,  son  of  John  Calder  and  Margaret  Ann  (McLeod) 
Mikell,  was  born  in  James  Island,  S.  C.,  about  1809  and  died  there  in  1857. 
He  entered  the  “Aeatlcmy”  from  Edisto  Island,  S.  C.,  in  1825  and  graduated 
in  1828.  He  (hen  studied  medicine  and  practiceri  his  profes.sion  in  James 
Lsland  until  his  ileath.  He  was  a member  of  the  James  Island  Presbyterian 
church. 

He  marriiHl  Margaret  McLeod  Lawton  of  Charleston,  S.  C.,  who  died  in 
1864.  Four  children  were  born  to  them:  W.  Lawton,  born  .April  4,  1838, 
died  in  1889;  James  E.,  bom  Augast  21,  1846,  died  in  1908;  S.  Milliehamp, 
bom  .April  3,  1848,  resides  in  Estill,  S.  C.;  William  C.,  bom  April  11,  1851, 
resides  in  Columbia,  S.  C. 

JUDGE  GEORGE  WILLIAM  CLINTON,  LL.  D. 

George  W.  Clinton,  son  of  Hon.  De  Witt  Clinton,  governor  of  New  York, 
and  Maria  (Franklin)  Clinton,  was  bom  in  Newton,  N.  Y.,  April  16,  1807  and 
died  in  Albany,  N.  Y.,  September  7,  1885.  He  graduate<l  from  Hamilton 
College  (N.  Y.)  in  1825  and  in  the  fall  of  the  Siime  yeim  cntcre<l  the  “ .Academy,’  ’ 
graduating  in  1827.  He  received  the  degree  of  LL.  D.  from  Hamilton  College 
in  1864. 

He  studied  law  and  practiced  his  profession  in  Buffalo,  N.  A'.,  \mtil  1S.54. 
He  was  district  attorney  of  Ontario  county  during  1835-36;  mayor  of  Buffalo 
in  1842;  U.  S.  district  attorney,  1847-.50;  judge  of  theSupreme  Court,  1854-78; 
and  chief  justice  of  this  court,  1873-78;  was  delegate  to  the  State  Constitutional 
Convention  in  1867;  regent  of  the  University  of  the  State  of  New  A'ork,  18.56- 
85  and  its  vice-chancellor,  1886-85.  Two  sons,  George  and  S[>enccr  are 
attorneys  in  Buffalo,  N.  Y.
